L— PUNJAB PROPER. 

T EIK Sikb sect traces ils origin to tlie preacdiing of Kimak, a Hindu 
of the Kshatriya caste, horn in 14G9 at Talwandi, near Lahore. 
The new creed sjtread rajiidly, hut soon provoked the persecution of the 
Moghul Ihuperors, 'Plie crueKy with whicit llie Sikhs were treated 
tinned them iimhu- Govind Singh, their tenth and last Guru tu* tt*acliei-. 
from a band of jeligious devotees into a I'eligious and military commoii- 
wealth oi- “ Khalsa animated l)y undying hatred of tlie Muhammadans. 

Guru Goviud Singli waged an unequal war with the Emperors of 
Dcdlii. Openly to prid'ess the Sikh religion b(‘ea,me a cajiiial crime, 
and the sect would soon have hemi terminated had not the distractions 
of th(‘ empiie, which followed tlie death of Aurang/eb, given them a 
lireathing time from ])ersecuiaon . 'Phe Sikhs then gradually gatluued 
in small jiaaties and establ isluMl themselves in isolateil forts. From 
these they sc'oined the ('ountry, hurning and ])lundering, and giving 
infinite annoyatici' to the weak Muhammadan Governois of laihoje and 
Sirhind. After the return of Ahmad Shah Ahdali to Kabul from his 
fifth invasion of India, in wliioh he had broken the Maliratia jjower 
at Pan ip at, the Sikhs found themselves vstrong enough to occupy the 
country round Lahore. But when Ahmad Shah returned to India in 
1TG2, he disastrously defeated them at Barnala nt‘ar Inidhiana, and de- 
stroyed and polluted their sacred temple at Amritsar, 
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Proiri lliis dolVal llu*, soon reoovoml. Tn 1703 they defeaU’d 

the Af^diuii (iov(inior of Siihind, and spread themselves over the plains 
south and east of the Suff(‘j, as i‘ai- as the Jumna. Tiie eighth invasion 
oj' Ahmad Shalt, wlnh li lool; place in 1707, left tin* Sikhs masters of the 
country hetvveeji tin* fliimna and Itavvalpindi. Witliin three years their 
authority was eT^cemhal over Jammu and the Itajpnts of the lower hills. 

TJie s])read of llie dominion of llie Sikhs south of the Sutlej received a 
.s(n’( 0 (‘ check fi’om the Maluattas, who, recovciing’ from llieii* disastrous 
ovejtlii'ow at Jhmipai, again ovetian noHhern India. In 1788 Scindia 
was in ])oss(*ssioii of Delhi, and ))y 18()‘J 1h(‘ Maliraftas had establislied 
llieir sup/emacy as faj- as I he Siiiloj, and e.\ac((‘d from the Sikli States 
to the south of the rivar a, trihide of three laklis of jupees. The 
Mahralia jiower in ih<‘ north was broken by Loid Lake in 180‘J. The 
(dtiefs of Kaiilial and Jind temdered lh(‘ir‘ allegianc'e lo l^ord l^ake, 
and all di(‘ ( Jiiefs of Sirhind virtually became deptmdents of the llritish 
^ io\ (*rnment . It was lire j)olic\ of the day. ho\v(‘vei‘, to maintain a 
str ict moitialily in regard toth(‘ alTairs ol th(‘(dii(‘fs north of th(‘ Jirnrita, : 
arrd, layorid cstablislr ing the* Sikh (drird's irt thi‘ territories whic'h they 
ihcn held and tr'warding tlrosc* who had dorre* good service, tlnr llritish 
( Joverarirtcrrl did rrot irr(cr‘fer(‘ irr their* aD'airs till 18(M), wlnur the Sikh 
IJhiid's clainred tlndr protc'ct iort against the encioirch merits of Kanjit 

Singh . 

ddre c.onstit ution of t1n‘ Sikh Khalsa contaim‘d within itself elements 
of NN t'akrn'Sh and disior*d. Tli<‘ Sai*dai's or* (driefs oSNued no suh ji‘ct ion to 
ea(‘h other*. Thi'v W('i(‘ tol lowed into the held by their* relatives and 
d‘‘pemlents, and each sedzed for* hiniMdl \\lratt*ver* t(‘i*r*itory he was sti*ong 
enough to Jiold, ddie (Mi let's, with their clansmen and retainers, asso- 
eiatetl thmnselves into twfdve Misls or* con fi‘dei*acies of eijUals. Each 
(diicf parcelled out the eom|nei*ed lands among his followers, wlro held 
their* portions in [ndejxMuh'irec*, hound only hy eonsidei*ations of mutual 
advantage and tjn* general weal of the Misl. A bond hetween tln^ confe 
derae.ies was sujrplied in the solemn crssemhly of the whole Sikli people, 
which met at least once every year at Amritsar. There the eouneil of 
(driets, termed tire “ (iuriimata dismissed affair's allecting tire Khalsa 
or irlanned new expeditions. 

Under* such a system causes of (piairel were never wanting. The 
difiiculties with which the Sikhs had to contend in their earl}^ str*uggle for 
existence kept them at first Avell togedhes*; but with success came dissen- 
sions, and the weak fell hotore the stj*ong. One of the Sardars who 
earliest raised himself to power and influtmee was Maha Singh of the 
Sukarchakia Misl, who married a daughter of the Itajii of Jind and by 
her had a son, Ilanjit Singh, born in 1780. During the invasion of 
Shah Zaman in 1789, Ilanjit Singh rendered him service by recovering 
several pieces of artilleiy which had been lost in the Jhelum, and he 
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had the address to procure for himself the appoint ineiii oC (jovernor of 
liahore. 

Ranjit Siii^h estahlislicd himself in the city, and, in concert with 
Fateh Siiif^h Ahluwalia, and Nfai Sadda Kaiir his niofher-in-law, the 
virtual head of the powerful Kanhaya Misl, he soon cxtoiided Jiis su])re- 
inacy over the neif>hbouring Sardars between the Jbelutn and the Sutlej, 
and meditated the extension of his authority beyond the Sutlej. At 
the same time In* was steadily labouring to bring under his do?ninion 
the scattereil element .s of the Sikh ])(‘ople, a task which was lightened 
l)y the mutual jealousitis of the Sardars. In 1803 he made proposals 
to Ijord Jailor for tlie transfer to the British (lovernnient of the territory 
nebmging to tlie Siklis soutli of the Suth'j, on th(‘ condition of iiiutual 
defence against the eriemitis of himself and the British nation. The 
offer Avas declined. 

In 1800 ilie last ‘‘ (Turumata ” was held, the system of confedera- 
(u*es a<‘ting in grave matters jointly foi‘ the common benefit was extin- 
guished, and tliejeafter the f(u*ce of the Fhalsa was directed hy the 
will of one man. In the sanu* year Han jit vSingh Avas recalled from 
a cauipaign ag-ai?ist the Muhammadans betw(‘en the Gbeuah and the 
Indus, l)y the sudden a])jK*aran(*e of llolkar in llu' Punjab, closely 
pursued by Lord Lake. l)isaj>pointed in the liope of pi'ocuring assistance 
from Ban jit Singli, llolkar concluded a treaty with the Jlritish (loveu’n- 
merit, and returiKMl to his teiTitories. A treaty of fihmdship and 
alliance (No. 1) was at the same time concluded by the British (jovorn- 
fiieiit with Hail jit Singli and his ally Sardar Fateh Singh AliluAvalia. 

Iti (8(H) Ban jit Singh began to lay bands on the [)ossessioiis of the 
IMiulkian ^lisl on the left hank of tlu* Sutlej. His systeinatif: aggros- 
sioji excited the alarm of the Sikhs of Sirhind, and in 1808 they sent 
a. de[)utatioji, (ionsisting of Baja Hbag Singli ot Jiml (Banjit Singles 
uncle;, Bliai Lai Singli of Kaithal, and Chain Singh, IHiA^an of Patiala, 
to l)i‘g the proteittioTi of the British (joveruinent. The answer they 
ie<‘eived Avas smdi as to encourage their lio])es, although it conveyed no 
formal assuranci of protei tion. 

ill the meantime the prospect of a French invasion of India had 
induced tlie British (xovernment to depute Mr. Metcalfe to tin*, ci-urt of 
Banjit Singh to establish a friendly alliance. Tovvajds the close of 1808, 
m i*on sequence of acts of hostility committed by .Banjit Singli on the 
south of the Sutlej Avhile negotiations were pending, (iove.rimient deter- 
mined to comply with the wishes of the cis-Sutlej Chiefs, and Mr. 
Metcalfe was instructed to declare the country between the Sutlej and 
the Jumna under British protection. Mr. Metcalfe’s mission resulted 
ill the Treaty of Amritsar of 1809 (No. II), hy Avliicli the British (lov- 
ernment agreed to have no concern with the territories and suhjeetts 
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of the JVJfiharaja of Lahore to the novili of the Sutlej, Itanjit Singh 
agreeci ueitlier to (‘-onnuil iu)r snfter en(u■oiu•hn^eut^ on the ])ossessions OT 
rights of the (Jhiels to the south of the Sutlej, and he anus guaranteed 
in the possessioji ot the e.on((uests made hy him on tlie left hank of the 
Sutlej uj) to Sejdemher ISOS. 

After the eonelusion oj this trejity, tin* inteieourse of the Itritish Gov- 
ernment Avith the Lahor(‘ Darhar was, I'nr many years, eonfiued to the 
interchange of fjiendly letters and piesents. Han jit Singh Avas too 
prudent and far-setdng to giAe oca asioii of offence; by .a, violation of liis 
treaty engagements, and ht' confined his sclnunes of eon([uest to the 
directions of Multan, Kashmir and IVshaAvaj*. lly the; close ot 181.1 
lie had oeciipied Kangia, and cinnpleti'd tin* absoiptiou of the old tians- 
Sutl(‘j contechnacies. A balth* in July ISIJ bctwc'cn flu* Afghans and 
the Siklis hdl, I'oit AttocK in liis hands. In tlic sann* year he* (‘xtorted 
the Koh-i-TS'in* diamond funn Shah Shuja, them a refugee at Lahore. 
In ISIS Multan was seizc'd. In ISIO he* took Kashmii'. In he was 

at last successful in occupying lN‘sha\\aj-. 

Ijv JvSdl, whim Lend William Ihmtinck visited Simla, Kanjit Singh 
sent a eomjilimentary jnission to him. Anangements were made through 
tlie Political Agcmt at Ludhiana lor an interview lietwism the Goveimor- 
General and the Maharaja <d‘ Lahoie, which took place at Jlupar in 
OcJobcM*, whim, at ILinjit Singh's jiarticmlai rcipicst, he was givim an 
assui'ane.e (JSo. .Ill) of jierpetual fricndshi[). 

J^hom this ])eriod the* utmost coicliality prcvaih'd hetween tlie flritish 
Government and the Lahoie J)arhar. In IS‘i^J a Treaty (No. IVj was 
concluded, (o regulate the navigation ol the* Indus and the eolleeiioii 
of dutii‘S on mi'iehandise. J’lie levy id duties on the \a.lu(‘ and (juantity 
of th(’ goods, howevei', gave ris(‘ to misundei .sta mh ngs, and in ISdl it 
was ariang(*d, by a .Mqipbmieiilaiy 'rreaty (No. \'j, to substluiti; a toll 
to be levied on all boats with Avbalever meicbandise laden. In ISSB 
iinotber Agreement (No. N il) was made loi tin* b‘vy of duty on the 
merebandise at one place and not. on the boats. A lomtii Treat v (No. 
VllI) tor thc‘ ic'gulation of these duties was made lu 1840 with Kharak 
Singli, the son and sucetvssor cd Uanjit Singh. 

In 1888 Shah Shuja, who Avas living as a. British pcmsionc^r at 
Ludhiana, jesolved to make auotlier elYort to rcM-over liis kingdom ot 
Kabul : and fur this jiurpo.se he entmed into a treaty * with Itaiijit Singh

lU'latioii.s of frieiitiship luiviiif: beeu firnily o.stahhslitHl bi'twcoii .Ualiaraja Jtaiijit 
Sin^>:h and Snah Shuja-iil-Miilk, so that there neither is nor ever 
’ shall be any alienation or ditferenre ol interest existing bcitween 

them, they agree to adopt tlie following Articles in (;onsi deration of the terms of 
^ood will and friendship by which they are reciprocally actuated. 

1st. — Shah Slmja-ul-Midk disclaims all title on the part of himself, his heirs, suc- 
MMttors, and the Saddozais, to Avhatovcr territorios lying on either bank of tbe 
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in which, in consideration of the assislaiice i(» lendered by the Sikhs, 
he disclaimed all title to the territories in Itniijit SiiigJi’s possession on 
either side of the Indus. Shuh Shnja^s expedition to Kabul ended in 
disaster, and he returned to his exile in Jmdhiana, whence he was 
sinnmoned in 18d8 to make another eiVort for the re-cstablislmient ot Iiis 
power. The supposed designs of Kussia on Afglianislan, the prefer- 
ence showji by Dost Muljajnniad for a Jtussian alliance, and his invasion 
of the territories of Jtanjit Singli, induc(*d the Jlritisli Government to 
adopt the cause of Shah Shuja. Theii* operations in Afghanistan w-eJ'e 
preceded by a tripartite Treaty concluded in 1838 (Ko. Yl) between 
tile British Government, Itanjit Singh, and Shah Shuja, which renowned 
the provisions of the treaty of 1833 betw’een Shah Shuja and liaiijit 
Singh; bound Shah Sliiija, in tlie cwtnit oi tin* atiaijiinent ot his object, to 
pa} tw'o lakhs of jupees Jor the assistance oJ itanjit Singh’s troops; to 
give up claims to supremac} over Sind on condition ot payment by the 
Amirs ot a sum to be hxed by tlie British Goxernment, ot which littecn 
laklis sliould go to Itanjit Singh; not to attack or molest the ruler ot

Manse ra with its district and the 
J*r<>vince ol Alultaiiy situated on the lelt hank. The.se eountnos and places arc con- 
sidered to be the property and to form the estate oi the Alaharaja; the Shah neither 
has nor will have any concern wdth them, 'hhoy belong to the Alahavaja and his 
posterity from gemeratimi to generation. 

— Tlie people of the count rv on tla* otlier sitlt* ol Khaibar w ill not be sull’ered 
to commit robberies or aggression or any disturbances on this side. If any deianlier 
of either State, w ho has omhezzlcd the it‘.\enue, lake reliige in the tern lory of the 
other each paity engages to suircndcr him. 

ord.~ - As agreeably to the Treaty established betwcmi the British Cioveriiment 
and the Maharaja, no one can cro.s.s from the left to the right hank ol the Sutlej 
without a passport from the Alaharaja, the same rule shall lit* observed regarding 
the jiassage of the Indus, who.se waters join tlie Sutlej, aiul no one shall he alhnvcd 
to cross the Indus without the AJaharaja’s permission. 

^th . — Regarding ShikaijMir and the t-crritory ol Sind lying on the right hank ol 
the Indus the Shah will abide by whatever may he seiUed as right and projicr, in 
eonforinity with the hajipy relations of friciulshii> subsisting between tho British 
(jJoveriimcnt and tho Alaharaja, throngh Captain Wade. 

blh. — When the Shah shall have cstahlishotl liis authority in Kabul anil Kandahar, 
he will annually send the Maharaja the lollowiug articles^ r/.-;., o5 high-bred horses 
of approved colours and pleasant paces, 11 Persian scimitars, 7 Persian poniards, 
i{5 good niulos, fruits ot various kinds, both dry and fresh, and sardas or iiin.sk- 
nielons ol a .sweet and didicate llavour (to he .sent throughout tin* year). By tin* 
way ol Kabul River to j’c.shawai*, grapes, p«imegrana.tes, appl(*s, ijuinces, almonds, 
raisins, pistalis or chesuuts, an abuiulaiit snjiplj" of each as well as pieces of satin 
of eveiy colour, choghas ol fur, kimkhahs wrought with gold and silver, Persian 
carpets, altogether to the mimher of JUl pieces; all these articles the Shah will con- 
tinue to send every year to the Maharaja. 

— Each party shall address tho other on terms of equality. 

7th . — Merchants of Afghanistan, who will be desirous of trading to Lahore, 
Amritsar or any other part of the Alaharaja’s possessions, shall not bo stopped or 
molested 'on their way; on tho contrary, strict orders shall be issued to facilitate

Jtanjit SingJi died in iSdth Tliis reniarkahle man, who was abso* 
lutt‘J\ iliitLM'aie, had laised himself from heijig the liead of one of the 
smallest of the Sikh clans to a kingdom A\hi(di, at the time of his death, 
yielded a. ivvenm* of iij)\\ar(ls of two and a J>alf eror(‘s of rupees, covered 
an area, cd' 14,001) s(juare miles, nnd was ganisoiied hy a well drilled 
army of (S:J,()00 okmi. Within a few yeais aftei' his death, the kingdojn 
which h(‘ had ( leated hy his personal abilities fell to pieces under hia 
siiccessojs.

and I^’akir Nnr-ud-din on beJialt of the Sikhs, at which the preliminaries 
of a treaty w(‘r(; arranged. 4'he Treaty (No. X) was signed at Lahore 
oil the Dill Mareli IS4(i. This tri'aty lelt thi^ Jlritish Governnieiit in 
possession of the hills and plains east ot tlie Beas, and of the hill 
eouniritis between the Beas and the Indus, including Kashmir and 
liazaia ; it riignlnted flu* strength and constitution of the Sikh army; 
gave the Biitish Gov(‘rnment the control over the? Beas and the Sutlej 
as fa,r as the Indus, ajid of the Indus to tin* borders of Baluchistan; and 
made the Britisli Government the arbiter in all disputes between the 
Lahore Darhai* and neighhoui ing Stales. Two days later an Agreement 
(No. XI) was made, by which Govcriinieni left a force at ],»ahore for the 
protection of the Maharaja, and certain niattojs regarding the territories 
ceded by the treaty were speciiieally determined. 

The Lahore Darbar being anxious for the assistance of the British 
Government to inaiiitain the administration of the Lahore State during 
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Ihe minority of Dali]) Sin|rli, an Afrrooniont (No. XIT), known as tlie 
Agreement of BLyrowal, was concluded on the 16th December 1846, by 
winch the treaty of the btli March was temporarily modified; a Resident 
was appointed at Jjahore; a council of regency, consisting of eight mem- 
bers, was established to conduct the government in consultation with the 
Il(‘sident; and tlie country wiis occn])ied by a British force, to be paid 
for by the T.<ahore Slate. 

Many of tlie Sikh Chiefs, who had been acauistomed to revolution and 
excitement, were not satisfied with the arrangements for the pacification of 
ihe country and Jiarboured evil designs. Tin* murder, on the 2()th April 
1(848, of Mr. Yans Agnew and liieutenant Aiiderson at Multan, and the 
revolt of its ex-governor, Mulraj, gave an opportunity for the develop- 
ment of a v\ id(^ and dangeions (‘()ns])ira(‘y wliich had foi some time existed 
in tlie Sikh army, vvilh a vi(‘W lo th(‘ Tc-(‘siahl ish men! of th(‘ inde])endence 
of tlie Khalsa. Sardar Cliluitar Singh Alariwala raised the standard of 
rebellion in ihe north. Ra ja Slier Singh, his son, joined Mulraj, and 
])roclaimed a religious war. He was followi‘d in open rohellion hy the 
great body of tiio Sikh army and the Sikh jiopulation, which tlie Darhar 
were* jiovverlcss to conhol. In Octohe)* 1848 ihe Briiisli army crossed 
I lie Sutlej. Tlie. indecisive baltli* of (diilianwala was fonghi on tlie Jdlh 
January 1849. But on tin* 22nd Rehruary iln^ rch(4s w(‘re totally defealiMl 
in ihe decisis battle (d‘ (hijiiit. 4'his was hdlowed by the surreiidei' 
of IIhi entire Sikh army, and the annexation of the Punjab. 

( )n the 29tli MarcJi 1849 an Agnumient (No. Xlll) was made with 
Maharaja Dal ip Singh, wJiereby he resigned the sovereignty of the 
J^injal), receiving a pension from Ihe* British Government. Shortly 
afterwards he i.ouk up his ivsitlonce ptoiiianently in Plngland, which Avas 
his domicile down to ]88(). He was gazetted to a personal salute of 
twciiiv-oiu? guns foi' life In June I8()T. In the course of time ihe 
iM a ha raja became dissai islied wiih ihe allowarntes niad(‘ lo him, which 
In* (h'chired to he less than ih(»se to which he was entitled under ihe 
AgriHMiieni of liS49. lie also put forward claims to ceriain estates, etc., in 
tlo‘ Ibin jah, which h(* stated to ha\e Ihmmi his pj ivate jiroperty and there- 
lore iml liable to conlisc.aiinn under arti( le 2 of tlie Agii'enumt. Much was 
don(‘ from time to iime, by Ihe grant of loans, etc., un easy teinis, to 
impiove the Malun-aja's jiosiiion, which had hemme cmharjassed owdng 
lo want (d' er-onomy. 94ie demands juit forward by him were, howevt'r, 
tjuiio inadmissible. Failing to obtain Avhat he asked for, the Maharaja, 
ac(*om]>aTiied by his wife and family, left Ijondon in March 1886 with 
the avow^ed object of revsettling in India. Before lt‘aving England he 
had used menacing language, and had issued a seditious proclamation 
addressed to the Sikhs. He Avas detained at Aden by order of the Gov- 
ernment, but was finally allowed to return to Jhirope where, having 
resigned his jiension, he lived first in Frajice and afterwards in Russia. 
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In 1800, liowpvpr, Mnliaraja Dalip Sin^li oxpn'swed rej^rot for his past 
coruliiof, HTul snod for ])ar(1on, wliioh was accoidod on conditions. The 
allowances which lu' lind (nijoyod n|) to 1880 were restored to him, the 
undrawn airenrs Ixdn^- pho^Ml at his disposal. At tlie same time the 
rate of int(‘rest ])ayal)l(* on the dehi owed hy the Maharaja to (rovern- 
ment was reduced. 

The Maharaja died in October 1800, leaving* five surviving children 
by his first wif(? and two by his second wife. Of these children the eldestj 
Ibim^e Yictor Dalip Sine-]i, was born on the lOth Jnly 1800, and in 
18t)S married liady Anno (h)ventry. The I’rince, in addition to the 
nionev left him by Jiis fath(*r, drew an allowain^e af £8,000 a year from 
the Indian Ooveinrtient, and on his marriafjfc' this was increased to 
1*10,000. Me died on the 71 h lune 1018. without issue: and an allow- 
ance of £7,000 a year was then made to his biother, Prince Frederick 
Dalip Siji<ifh, (he last male l•(‘y^reseniati ve of the family, who died un- 
married on tlie Iblh A uy^nst Siiita))h* jn-ovision has been niade for 

the remaining'* mend»ers of the family.

Ourinp^ ilip nnitiTiy of 1857, when coin imini oat ion between Delhi and 
Aj»Ta and Oabaitta was for the most part nit off, tbe administration of 
file Dellii and TTissar iorrilorios was assumed by tbe Chief Coramissioner 
f)f t])e Punjab, ami aft<‘r the restoration of peaoe these districts were 
finally ]>hu*ed under the control of the Punjab Government. In this 
feniloiy th(‘re we?e seveial Cliiefs who held the position of ja^irdars 
ralluM' than of yirinces. They had been subjects of the Alopbnl and, 
after tlie ovcuthrow of the 'Mabratta ])ower by Tiord Jjake, their Estates 
\\(M‘e (‘ither confirmed to, or conferred on, them by tbe British Govern- 
ment, in most cases as u 7*eA\ard for services rendered. These Chiefs 
\v(*r<' th(' NaAvahs of Pataudi, Loharu, Dujana, Jhajjar, Dadri and 
Bahadurj^arh, and Farrukhnaoar, and the Baja of Ballabbp^arh. The 
Chiefs f)f dhajjar, Ballahhcaih and Eairukhna<^ar were executed, and 
their Estates Avere confiscated for parti(*ipation in the mutiny of 1857; 
while the Dadri and Bahndur<.pirh Estates Averc also confiscated, though 
the (dii(d‘ Avas alJoAvod a yxmsion of Bs. 1,000 for his subsistence. 

The Ballabh^arh Chief held no sanad of a hereditary nature from the 
British Government. The Dadri and Bahadiir^arh territory originally 
formed ])art of Jhajjar, and is included in the Sanad fNo. XXT) 
giant ing that Estate. 

On the formation of the ucav Delhi Province in October 1012 the 
States of lioharu, Dujana, Kalsia and Pataudi, which Averc formerly 
und(M* the piditieal suyierintmidence of the Commissioner of the Delhi 
DiA'ision, w(‘r(» tiansbun'd to tin* piditical clia rgc of tin* Punjab GoAunTi- 
nnuit. In 1021 Loliaru Avas brought into direct realtions Avith the 
GoA'ciTinuMit of fmlia (hiougli th(‘ Agent to th(‘ ( b)vcinor-( i(Mi('i'a] of the 
iH'Avly foTimal Punjab States Agency. 

1. Dujana. 

Th(* Estates of this Afghan family arc held on condition of fidelity to 
the British GoA^ernment, and military service Avhen required. The ori- 
ginal grant was confewred hy Eord T^ako on Ahdus Samad Khan and 
his sons for life; hut in 1808 the tenure Avas made peryietual hy a Sanad 
of the Governor-General (No. XTV), and soA-oral Estate's in the TTariana 
t(‘rritory were added. The TTariana Estates were afterwards exchanged 
foi* the villages of Dujana and Mehrana in Bobtak. Abdus Samoxl 
Kban was succeeded iu 1825 by bis son, Dunde Xhan, wlio was succeeded 
in 1850 by bis eldest son, Hasan Ali Khan. 

Tn 1802 the Chief of Dujana received an Adoption Sanad (see 
No. XXTI). 

In 1807 Hasan Ali Khan was succeeded hy his vSon Saadat Ali Khan 
and he hy his son Mumtaz Ali Khan in 1879, 
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Tn 188(5 he ceded full jurisdiction over the land in his territory 
cominp: within the limits of the Ttowari-Forozojmre Pail way, and in 
1809 an Ap:reomoTit to the same clToct (No. XV) was ohtnined from him 
in a revised form. 

Munitaz Ali Khan was succeeded in 1008 hy Muhainmad Khurshaid 
All Khan, with whom an a^mMumuit was conchided in 1010 under which 
the control of pojiyiy cultivation and llu* manufacture and sale of opium 
and intoxi(*atin^ drug's in ihe State, and the rt'venue derived (herefrom. 
vver(‘ transferred to (he Hriiish (lovernment for a ]>eriod of two years 
witli ('Hect from the 1st .April 1010, in consideration of ihe yiayment of 
(•('itain compensation. This ayrreement did not, however, actually come 
into force till the 1st A]>ril 101?0 and terminaled on the 81st March 
1022, havinr]^ been specially ])rolonpred for one year. Tt was then re- 
newed for a further period of two years, \Nhen a similar Ap:reRment 
(No. XA^T) was eoncluded ^vith effect from the 1st April 1024, to con- 
tinue in force for ten years. Government, undertakinyr to jiay the State 
Rs. 2,000 at the end of each financial year. 

Muliammad Khurshaid .Ali Khan was succeeded in 1025 hy the 
jiresent Nawah Muhammad r<|tidar Ali Khan, horn in 1012. RnriTjyj 
his minority the vState is administered hy a Gouncil.

2. Kalsta. 

vSardar Gurhakhsh Sinp^h, the founder of the family, came orirrinally 
from Kalsia, a village in the Manjha. De was sueceeded bv his son 
Todh Sinyrh. At the time of the extension of British protection to the 
cis-Sutley States, a copy of the proclamation issued hv Sir T). Ochter- 
lony was not sent to Jodh Sinyrh, as his disposition towards the British 
Government was doubtful : and it was yiroposed that, if the Ghief eon- 
tinned indifferent to British profeetioTi and determined to unite him- 
self w'ith Ran jit Sinerh, he should he deelared an enemy and disj>ossessed 
of his territories. After two months, however, Todh Sine-h followed 
the example of others, and was assured of protection. 

Tn 1817 Todh Sinp*h was sueceeded hy his son Sohha Sinpfh, and he 
hy his son Lehna Sinjrh in 1858. 

Tn 1862 the Oliief of Kalsia received an Adoption Sanad (No. XYTT). 
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In 1809 Ti(‘lina was sucecoded By Bis son Bislian Singli, and 

lu‘ in 1888 ])y Bis son Jai^jit Sinj^B, wBn in 1880 was sncceeded by Bis 
brotbor Banjii Sin^B. During- liis ininoriiy llu' filaio. was administered 
By a (!ouncil of lB‘^(‘iiry wliiidj. in 1891, (-(‘ded full jiirisdietion over 
lands wiiliin ilio S<a1(‘ MMHilred I'or llie ])«dlii-And)aBi-Kalka Itailway. 
An A^frot'nnnil (No. NT\) to tliis ellVct was oBtained in 1899. 

In 1891, nnd(a* an Atireoment fNo. XV 111) Bavin^ effect from tlie 
1st A])]i] 18f)2, tlie eonti-ol of flie (‘xcise arrangements in IBe State, and 
tBo income derivaul from iBe sale of spirits, opium and intoxicating 
drug-s, were transferred to tlie HritisB (Jov<n‘nment foi’ a period of five 
yeais in considcoiit iofi of ati annual jiayment of Us. 5,500. TBis agree- 
ment Bas Be<*n uMiewtMl Irom tinu' to time. Tlie annual ]>ayment By 
(jovcM-nment was laiscd to Us. ll,5t)0 in 1928. dJie last renewal was 
fora, j)eriod of tw(» yeans freon tB(‘ 1st. April 1927, tlie conditions remain- 
ing unchanged.'* 

In 1908 llanjit. vSingB was siiceanMled By Sardar Uavi Slier SingB, 
tli(‘ present (9il(*f, Born in IttOI, eluring whose minority the State was 
admin ist(‘r(‘d By a Uouneil of l{(‘gency. Tie Avas invested with ruling 
powews in 1922. 

In 1910 the hereditary title of Itajii was conferred (No. XX) on 
the COiief of Kalsia. 

1'he rOiief receives a money payment of Bs. 2,851 a year in perpetuity 
from the British ( iovermmmt, as compensation for loss of customs 
duties. 

The area of Xalsia is 188 square miles; the population, according to 
the rkmsus of 1921, 57,800; and the revenue Bs. 7,11,000. 

The military forces e(iusis1 (1920) of IT (hivalry, 88 Infantry, 58 
Arm(‘d Police and 5 Artillery men, with 8 servieeaBle guns. 

The State is under the political sn])erintendenee of the Commis- 
sioner of the AniBaln Division 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation DarBar, all sucB levies 
wane aBolisBed. 

8. Pataft)t. 

I'he original gi’antee, Faiz TalaB KBan, was a BrotBer of tBe JBa jjar 
XawaB, Najabat Ali Khan. He was severely wouncled in an action with 
Rolkar's troops, and for his servi(‘es Be was granted in 1800 (No. XXI) 
(Be pargana of Pataudi in porpehial jagir. He died in 1829 and was 
succeeded By Akbar Ali KBan wBo, in 1862, was succeeded By Bis son 
Muhammad Taki Ali KBan. 

In 1802 the Chief of Pataudi received an Adoption Sanad (No. XXII). 

* When tho agreement was renewed in 1897, the following words were added 
at the end of the ninth clnn.se; “ and tho import or transport of opium or intoxi- 
cating drugs ”, 
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In 18G7 Miiliannnad Taki Ali Khan was siiecceded hy liis son Muham- 
mad Miikhtar Husain Ali Khan, and he hy his son Muhammad Mumtaz 
Husain Ali Khan in 1878. 

In 1894, under an Agreement (No. XXTIT), the control of excise 
arrangements in the State, and the income derived from the sale of 
spirits, opium and intoxicating drugs, were transferred to the llritish 
(lovei’nnnmt for a period f)f five years, in consideration of an annual 
payment of Es. 411. This agreement has been renewed from time to 
time. The annu.al payiricnt hy Government was raised to Es. 1,000 in 
19J?d. The Jast renewal was for a period of three years from the 1st 
April 1928, the conditions remaining unchanged. 

Muhammad Mumtaz Husain Ali Khan died in 1898 without issue, 
and was succeeded hy a distant cousin, Muhammad Muzaffar Ali Khan 
who, in 1901, confirmed hy an Agreement (No. XXIV') the cession, 
originally made in 1884, of full jurisdiction over the lands in the State 
fx'cupied, or thereafter to he occupied, hy the Eajputana-Malwa Eail- 
way. 

Muhammad Muzaffar Ali Khan was succeeded in 1913 hv Muhammad 
I}))ahini Ali Khan, and he, in 1917, hy the y)resont Nawah Muhammad 
Tftiejar Ali Khan, during whose minority the adTninistration is con- 
ducted hy a Manager appointed hy Government. 

The area of Patau di is 52 square miles; the population, according 
to the (Vnsus of 1921, 18,097; and the revenue Es. 1,87,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 5 Oavalry, 30 Infantry, 34 
Armed Police and 10 Artillery men, with 4 serviceable and 2 unservice- 
able guns. The Nawah, under the terms of his Sanad, is bound to 
furnish a contingent of 400 horse w^hen required. 

The Shite is under the political superintendence of the Commisvsioner 
of the Amhala Hivision. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all such levies 
wei*e abolished.

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HL-PUNJAB HILL STATES. 

The followinjj: States situated in the Simla Hills are under the poli- 
ti<^al conlrol of Ihe Puiijah Government: — 

(1) Bashahr, (2) Nala^arh, (3) Keonthal, (4) Baghal. (5) Juhbal, 
(0) Bap^hai, (7) Kuinharsain, (8) Bhajji, (9) Mahlop, (10) 
Balsan, (11) Dhaini, (12) Kiithar, (18) Ktinihar, (14) Man- 
gal, (15) Beja, (1(>) Darkoli, (IT) Tliaroeh and (LS) Sangri. 

Conlrol is oxercis(‘d lliroiigh Iho Deputy Commissioner of Simla, 
who is r.r-rtfficio Su])eriritend(Mit of the Simla TTill Stut(‘S. 

Tn early limes the number of large and small States between the 
Sutlej and the diimna, more or less independent in pro])ortion as they 
were ])o\verful, was (Hmsiderable. Tn 1814, at the date of the Ne])alese 
oeeupalion, three Stales, Basliahr, Nalagarh and Koonlhal, greatly 
exceeded their original limits. All the smaller Chiefships, though most 
of them 'svero in theory independent, acknowledged a degree of subor- 
dination to one or other of these m(»re pow^erful States, which varied 
according to the inclination and ability of the superior to enforce its 
sway and the political condition of the lesvser State and its neighbours. 
Tlie nalure of the conditions binding upon the lesser Chief and his 
cuj)erior differed in every case and was not definitely j)rescril)ed : but it is 
certain that a sup(‘rior could not confer on another, or resume foi' him- 
self, the lands of a subordinate. 

During the latter half of the eighteenth century, the Gurkhas of 
\<*])al had extended their dominion from Bhutan in the east to the 
hord(‘rs of Ixangra. Here they w'ere checked for some years by the 
Kangra Baja, the celebrated Sansar Chand. Tn 1808, however, Sansar 
Chand, in com pa !iy with the Nalagarh Chief, encroached upon Bilaspur,* 
the Baja of which invited the assistance of the Gurkhas in repelling 
the encroachment. The desired assistance was afforded by the Gurkhas, 
their intervention in this quarrel marking the beginning of their con- 
(juest of the Punjab Hills. Tn a few years they overran T^angra, and 
passing southwards had occupied the Hills as far as the Jumna by 
1814, the year of the outbreak of the Nepalese War that ended in 1815 
when, by the Ti’caty of Segauli, the Nepalese renounced all claim to 
the Punjab Hills (.see Yol. XIY, Nepal). 

On the conclusion of peace, the British forces in the Punjab being 
small and the British Government’s object being less the acquisition of 
territory than the keeping of the Nepalese wdthin reasonable bounds, 
it was de(*ided to secure the co-operation of the liberated Hill Chiefs 

* A State in the Simla TIills for a long time under the political control of the 
Puiijah Government . H was brought into direct relations with the Government 
^ India through the Agent to the Governor-General on the formation of the 
Punjab States Agency in 1923. 
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hy tlie offer to them of restoration, together with a guarantee of future 
independence, on the conditioTi of their taking part with the British in 
the event of any vsubsequent incursions by the Nepalese. All the Simla 
Hill Ilajas accepted this offer: and, it having been resolved to restore 
to each the territories held by him prior to the Gurkha occupation, 
a conference of Cliiefs under General Ochterlony was held at Plassia. 
The object of this conference was to determine the territories held by 
each Chief prior to the occu])ation. No enquiry was instituted into 
the circumstances in which jiossession of any particular tract had been 
acquired, possession where proved being confirmed. It was considered 
expedient to sever the connection, subsisting prior to the Gurkha inva- 
sion between the more powerful chieftains and their de])endents, in all 
cases where the latter (muld prove that their dependence consisted of 
little more than a general recognition of superiority. But in the case 
of cliiefships which had been com])elled by the exigemcies of their posi- 
tion to submit definitely to the dominion of a more powerful neighbour, 
the superior Chief was recognised as the overlord of the inferior. Thus 
the Thakurais of Ivuniharsain, Balsan, Kiithai*, Maiigal and Dhami 
were constituted separate cliiefships and granted imhqiendent smuids^ 
while the Tliakurais of Khaneti and Delath were conferred upon Bashahr 
and those of Koti, Madhan, Ghund and Theog upon Keonthal. 

In 1847 transit duties were abolished throughout the Simla Hill 
States. An annual payment of Hs. 18,785 is made by Government as 
compensation for loss of revenue on this ac'count. 

An Adoption Sanad (.^ee No. XTTT) was granted to eacli of the 
(Miiefs, except Sangri, in 18(12. 

C^ipital sentences passed by the Chiefs rcfjuire to be confirmed by 
th“ Superintendent before they can be carried out. 


1. Basitaiiti. 

On the conclusion of the Gurkha War, Baja Mahendar Singh re- 
ceived a Sanad (No. XXV) confirming him in possession of Bashahr 
projier and the Thakurais of Khaneti and Delalh. A pari of the llawain 
district of the State was however transferred to Keonthal, while Kum- 
harsain was constituted a sejiarate Thakiirai. 

Mahendar Singh died in 1850 and was succeeded by his son Sham- 
sher Singh, who died in 1014 when, in the absence of lawful male issue, 
he was succeeded by his adopted son, the present Baja Padam Singh. 
He enjoys a personal salute of nine guns. 

Adjoining Bashahr is a tract which originally formed the small 
chiefship of Sairi. The last Chief of Sairi, Dlmram Singh, died with- 
out issue in 1813: and, on the death of his widow in 1864, the Baja of 
Bashahr, as the suzerain of Sairi, claimed the chiefship as an escheat in 

o2 
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default of a lineal heir to the late Chief. The claim was allowed by 
(ioviirnmeiit, the nearest representative of the Sairi family being granted 
an allowance of Rs. 150 per year from the revenues of the chiefship 
(about Rs. 400). Nazarana e(|ual to a year’s revenue of Sairi was how- 
ever recovered from the Bashahr Chief as a punishment for his having 
atiemjited to establish his claim to Sairi by fraiiduleni intei’polations in 
the Sanad of 1815. 

Tn 1864 the Rtaja of Bashahr least'd his forests to the British Gov- 
ernment for a period of fifty years (No. XXVI). By a Knjiplcmentary 
Agreement (No. XXVIl), executed in 1871, he also leased his rights to 
waif and drift timber. The terms ol these leases were in 1877 ein- 
hodi(*d in a single Agreement (No. XXVITT) which, besides securing 
to the Raja an annual payment of Its. 10,000 in consideration of' the 
rights conceded, made more definite provision for fhe conservancy of 
the forests granted. The Agreement of 1877 terminated in 1927 : and 
in 1929 a fresh Agreement (No. XXTX) was made, with effect from the 
1st November 1928, to continue in force for twe?ity-five years. Under 
the new agreement more definite provisions for the conservancy of the 
forests were made, and the animal payment to the Raja was raised to 
Rs. 1,00,000. 

44i(‘ Ihishahr (Uiief is retpiired, under the terms of his Sanad, to 
join the British Army with his armed retainers and hill ])ort.ers wlien 
called u])on to do so, and to const met roads within his terrilory. The 
annual tribute of Rs. 15,000 imposed by tlie Sanad was reduced in 
1847 to Rs. »8,945 as compensation for the aholition of transit duties. 

The area of Bashahr and Sairi is 8,820 scpiare miles; the ])Opulation, 
according to the (Vnsus of 1921, 86,000: and the rcveime Rs. 8,34,000. 

The Stute maintains a force of 75 Infantry and Police. 

The area of Tvhaneti is 19 scjiiare miles, the population 8,000, and 
the revenue Rs. 27,000. The area of Belath is 42 scjiiare miles, the 
]»o])iiIatio!i 1,800, and the reveune Rs. 4,000. The Thakur of Khaneti 
])ays a sum of Rs. 900 annually to the Bashahr State, and the T'hakur 
of Delath a sum of Rs. 150. 

The yiresent Thakiir of Khaneti is Amog Chand, who siieceeded in 
1912: and tlie present Thakur of Delath is Devi Singh, who succeeded 
in 1920. 

2. Nalagarh or Htndxtr. 

In 1815 Raja Ram Singh received a Sanad (No. XXX) confirming 
liim in all his ancestral possessions, with the exception of a half vshare 
in village Faiziillapnra and the fort of Malaun and its surrounding 
villages. As the Raja’s services during the Nepalese War had been 
exceptional, no tribute was imposed by the Sanad. The fort of Malaun 
was retained by Government for use as a miliiaiy post, the Raja being 
granted in exchange (No. XXXI) the Thakurai of Bharauli, The fort 
was, however, returned to the Raja in 1846 (No. XXXII) in recognition 
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of his fidelity during tlie Sikli War. Bharauli, coming again into the 
j)ossessi()n of (Joverninent, was sold for Bs. 8,000 to the Bana of Balsan, 
wliose territory it adjoins, (iovernnient’s half share in village Faizulla- 
[)iira was transferred to the Baja in 185!:^, in return for the cession by 
him of an area of corresponding value elsewhere. 

Bam Singh died in 1848 and was succeeded by his son Bije Singh, 
who died in 185G without male issue: and the State then lapsed to Gov- 
ernment. In view, however, of the exceptional services of Baja Bam 
Singh, the rule of his family was restored: and in 1860 Ugar Singh, 
the second of three illegitimate sons of Baja Bam Singh, was appointed 
to the (jacldi with the htuediiary title of Baja. The Sanad granted to 
him (No. XXX 111) pi escribed the payment of an annual tribute of 
Bs. 6,000 and the giving of assistance to Government in times of danger 
or disturbance. 

Ugar Singh died in 1876 and was succeeded by his son Isri Singh, 
who died in 1911 and was succeeded by his younger brother, the present 
Baja Jogendar Singh. 

TIk^ area of NalagarJi is 256 square miles; the population, according 
to the C/ensus of 1921, 46,808; and the revenue Bs. 2,08,000. 

The State maintains a force of 58 Armed Police. 

3. Kkonthal. 

In 1800, just before the Gurkha invasion, Keonthal is said to have 
been the overlord of some eighteen petty Thakurais. On the arrival of 
the (lurkhas, however, the Keonthal Chief, Bana Baghunath Sen, fled 
to Suket wheie he subseijiiently died. He was survived by an infant 
son, Sansar S(*n, to whom, in 1814, the State was restored by the British 
( fovernment. In the course of the Gurkha occupation many of the 
Thakurais conti ived to free themselves from the overlordshiji of Keon- 
thal, wdiib' others became absorbed in Keonthal or in otluu Sinics. ( M' 
the area which remained to Keonthal in 1814, eight paiganas were c(*de<l 
to Government by the (chief’s representatives, in lieu of a money con- 
tribution towards the expenses of the Nepalese War, These were 
granted later to Patiala (.sec Part TI, Punjab States, Patiala No. Ill) in 
leturn for a (lash payment, in recognition of his avssistanco in the prose- 
cution of the war. In tlu* remainder of his territories Sansar Sen was 
(‘onfirmed by a Sanad (No. XXX IV), and in regard to these no tribute 
was imposed. By a second Sanad (No. XXXV) the Chief of 
Keonthal was invested with authority over the Thakurais of Theog, 
Koti, Ghund and Kiari (or Madhan), the Chiefs of which were required 
to regard him as their oveilord and to pay him tribute — in the case of 
Theog and Koti, Bs. 500 each, and of Ghund and Madhan, Bs. 250 
each. By a third Sanad (No. XXXVI) the pargana of Punar was con- 
ferred upon Keonthal. This sanad is dated 1828, but the transfer ac- 
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tually took place in 181 G. In 187G the Thakur of Eatesh was declared 
to be suboi'diaate io Kcoiithal. No saiiad was. however, fj^ranted to 
Keoiithal and no tribute is paid by Eatesli. 

In 1830 a pari of the distrirt of Eainp^arh, or EfiwaiTi, which had 
been retained by Government in 1815 (.sec No. XXV) was conferred 
upon the Keonthal Gln'ef in exchange for vSimla. The jagirdars of 
Eawain, Dhadi and Nandpur in the Itaiii^arli disirict were, however, 
exc(‘j)ted from this exchange, and the two former were declared in 1890 
to ])e feudatories of Jublial. A sanad w^as promised to the Keonthal 
Chief on the occasion of this exchange, but it does not appear to have 
ever been given. 

The Keonthal Chiefs were styled Eana np to 1858. In that year the 
hereditary title of Ea ja was <*onferred (No. XXXVII) on the Chief of 
Keonthal, and Sansar Sen was given a khillat of Es. 1,000, in recogni- 
tion of his loyal l>ehavioui‘ at the outhreak of the mutiny. Many Euro- 
peans fled from Simla when it was feared that the regiment of Gurkhas 
stationed thcii' had 1)ccome disahVeted, and these were given shelter hy 
Sansar Sen. ; 

Sansar Sen died in 1802 and was succeeded hy his son Mahendra 
Sen who, ill 1882, was succeeded by his son Ibilhir Sen. 

In 1881, in return for an annxial paynieni of Es. 3,500, he ceded 
(No. XXXVJII) full jurisdiction over an area of 50 acres of land 
known as Kasiini])ti, which adjoins the municipality of Simla. 

Halhir Simi died in 1901 and was succeeded by bis son Bijc S(*n who, 
in that year, ceded (No. XXXIX) full jurisdiction over lands witliiu 
the State required for ihc Kalka-Simla Euilvvay. He died in 1910 and 
was suc<‘.eeded by bis minoi son the present Eaja llamendra Sen, who 
was invested witli ruling powers in 1920. 

The area of Keonthal proper is 110 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 25,500; and the revenue Es. 1,30,000. 

The State maintains a force of 12 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the iiazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

The area, population and revenue of the Thakiirais is — Koti, 50 
square miles, 9,200, Es. 1,30,000: Theog, 144 square miles, 6,300, 
Es. 25,000: Madhun, 9 square miles, 3,700, Es. 5,500: Ghund, 28 
square miles, 2,100, Es. 1,550: and Eatesli, 12 s(juaro miles, 480, 
Es. 770. 

The present Thakurs are — Koti, Eana Eaghubir CUiaiul who suc- 
ceeded in 1891: Theog, Thakur Padani Chand (1909): Madhan, Thakur 
Eandhir Chand (1905) : Ghund, Thakur Eanjit Singh (1907) : and 
Eatesh, Thakur Shauisher Singh (1925). 
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4. Baghal. 

Burin the ooeupatioii of Baghal by the Gurkhas, Ran a Jagat Singh 
took refuge in Nalagarh. (hi the expulsion of the (jurkhas he was 
restored to the possession of his State by a San ad (No. XL). The 
Sanad })reseri})ed the niaiiitenance by the Chief at the service of Gov- 
ernment of a hundred begaris, subsequently commuted to an annual 
tribute of Rs. 3, GOO. 

Jagat Singh was succeeded by his son Sheo Saran Singh, who died 
in 1840 and was succeeded by his son Kishen Singh. In 18()() a khillat 
was conferred upon him in recognition of his servic.es during the 
mutiny, men of his State having helped to guard the road from Jullun- 
dur to Simla at a time when an attack upon Simla by the mutineers 
at flullundur was apprehended. 

Tn ISTb the lioreditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XLI) on the 
Chief of Baghal. 

In 1877 Kishan Singh was succeeded by his son Moti Singh, who 
died a few months later, when his cousin Dhian Singh su(*ceeded him. 
In 1904 Dhian Singh was succ(‘eded by his son Bikram Singh, and he 
in 19l3Ji by his son the present Rajca Surendar Singh, who was born 
in 1909 and has not yet received his pow'ers. The State is administered 
by a Manager. 

The area of Baghal is 124 square miles; the population, according 
to the C^ensus of 1921, 25,000; and the revenue Rs. 1,00,000. 

The Slate maintains a force of 15 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

5. Jtjbbal. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Jubbal was a tributary of 
Sirmur, but during the occupation it became separated, and in 1815 
Rana Pnran Chand was granted an independent Sanad (No. XLII). The 
Sanad jnescribed the maintenance of 70 begaris at the permanent service 
of Government. This condition w^as subsequently commuted to an 
annual tribute of Rs. 2,520. 

Puran Chand misgoverned the State, and in 1832 he abdicated in 
favour of Government. He soon, however, repented this act, and 
refused the annual allowance of Rs. 4,400 sanctioned for his support. 
After a lengthy coirespondence it was resolved, in 1840, that Puran 
Chand should be restored. He died, however, befoie effetd could be 
given to this decision, and the State remained under Government 
management until his son, Karam Chand, came of age. He was in- 
vested with powers in 1853 and died in 1877, his powers being restricted 
from 1859 to 1862. He was succeeded by his son Padam Chand, who 
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died ill 1898, aud was succeeded by his minor son Gian Chand who, 
dyiii^ without male issue in 1910, two years after he had received his 
poweis, was succeeded by his hall* brother Baghat Chand, the present 
Chief. 

In 1918 the hereditary tiile of Itiija was conferred (No. Xljlll) on 
the (Uiief of Jubbal. 

The area of Jubbal is 288 squaj'c miles; the population, according 
to the (V.nsuR of 1921, 24,800; and the revenue Hs. 8,82,000. 

The State maintains a force of 45 Armed Police. 

In 1896 the Thakiirais of Pawain (or Pawingarh) and Dhadi were 
declared su1)ordinate to Jubbal. Each pays an annual tribute of one 
musk pod. Jubbal does not, however, interfere with the administra- 
tion of the Thakurais. 

The area of Pawain is 7 square miles, the population 711, and the 
revenue Ps. 8,200. The area of Dhadi is 25 square miles, the popula- 
tion 185, and the revenue Ps. 5,500. 

The ])reseJii Chief of Pawain is Thakur Kidar Singh, who succeeded 
in 1904; and of Dhadi, Thakur Dharm Chand, who succeeded in 1901. 

G. Bagiiat. 

During the Nepalese War, Pana Mahendra Singh of Baghat was un- 
friendly in his attitude towards Government: and on the conclusion of 
the war live j)argaiias were taken from him and sold to Patiala {see 
Part 11, Punjab States, Patiala No. IV). The Pana was, however, con- 
firmed (No. XLIV) in his remaining parganas. Mahendra Singh died 
without male issue in 1889, and the State then lapsed to Government^ 
[lensioiis to I he c*xleii1 of Ps. 1,282 being sanctioned foi' tlie family of the 
late (Miief. In 1812, however, it was restored to llaje Singh, brother of 
Mahendra Singh. During the esclieat the cantonment of KasaiiJi luul 
been estal»lislied within the State, and Bije Singh offered to juesent tin's 
area to Government. The offer wa« refused; but the area was purcliased 
l>y Government for a sum of Ps. 5,00(1. 

In 1849 on the death of Bije Singli without male issue, the vState was 
again declared an escheat. In 1861, however, Government decided to 
restore it to Timed Singh, a cousin of Bije Singh, though before effect 
could be given to this decision Umed Singh died. His minor son Dalip 
Singh was then a]»])ointed to the (/addu and a new Sanad (No. XLV) 
was issued to him in 1862, imposing an annual tribute of Ps. 2,000. 
This was secured ])y tlie reservation to Government of lands within the 
State producing a gross revenue of Ps. 2,500 per annum, including a 
property whicli had been acquired by a General Innes, of the Indian 
Army, diiring the period of the escheat. Soon however the representa- 
tives of the minor Chief complained of the loss of vassalage and cesses 
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to which the State was subjected by this arrangenieTit, and Government 
then restored the reserved area, except the estate of (ieneral Innes, in 
ret mil for an annual payment equal to the revenue it produced 
(Ks. 997-1-0). Under the revised Sanad of 18G4 (No. XLVI) in which 
these arrangements were sanctioned, the liana was required to abide by 
the revenue settlement made during the second eficheat, and to respect 
the rights of the under-tenants re(*ognised by Government. After the 
death of General Innes in 1876, his estate was purchased by the Kana 
for Its. fl5,00(). The estate was formally returned to Haghat in 1891. 

Jn 1901 the (^hief ceded (No. XUVII) jurisdiction over lands within 
the State re([uired for the Kalka-Simla Railway, and land has been 
ceded from time to time for the Solon and Kasauli cantonments and the 
Sabathu and Dagshai water- works. In consecpience of these cessions the 
tribute of Rs. 2,000 was graduallj^ reduced, and Uie Stale now' pays no 
tribute. 

Dal ip Singh died in 1911, and was succeeded by his minor son, the 
present Raja Diirga Singh, wdio w'as invested with powers in 1922. 

In 1928 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XLYIII) on 
the Chief of Baghat. 

The area of Baghat is 66 sijuare miles; the population, ac‘Cordiug to 
the Census of 1921, 9,500; and the revenue Rs. 1,10,000. 

The State maintains a force of 66 Armed Policje. 

7. Kttmhausatn. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Kumharsain w'as a tributary of 
Bashahr, and was itself the overlord of Balsan, Bharaiili and Madhan. 
Din'ing the subsequent occupation it became indepemhmt of Bashahr, 
but it also lost its own tributaries. 

On the arrival of the Gurkhas, Rana Kehr Singh of Kumharsain took 
refuge in Kulu. He w^as restored in 1816, liis Sanad (No. XLIX) 
[)rescribing among other things the mainteiianc'e of 40 begiwis at the 
peiinaiient service of Government. This (condition was later commiOed 
to an annual cash payment of Rs. 1,440. 

Kehr Singh died in 1869 without male issue, and the State then lapsed 
to Government. In consideration, however, of the attachment of Kehr 
Singh to British interests during the Nepalese War, it was deedded that 
the rule of his house should be continued : and Rritam Siiigh, a collateral, 
was appointed to the (j(ul<li in 1840. The Sanad granted to Pritani 
Singh was identical with that granted to Kelir Singh ; but on Britain 
Singh’s succession the annual tribute of Rs. 1,440 was raised to Rs. 2,000. 
Britam Singh died in 1858 and was succeeded by his son Bhawani Singh 
who died in 1874, wdien his son Ilira Singh succeeded; but, f)wing to 
his mental incapacity, the State was administered by a Cbiincil or a 
Manager during the forty years of his chief ship. 
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Hira Singh died in 1914 and was succeeded by his son, the present 
Haiiii Vidyadhar Singh, born in 189G. Tie received the powers of a 
Manager in 1917, and full powers in 1920. 

The area of Kiiniharsain is 90 square miles; the population^ accord- 
ing to the (Census of 1921, 12,200; and the revenue Its. 47,500. 

The State was liable to the operati(»n of the nazarana rules up to 1911 
wtien, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

8. Bhajji. 

The State was overrun by the Gurkhas in 1805. On their expulsion 
in 1815^ Itana Itudar l*al was restored and conhinied in his teni- 
tories (No. L). 

lludar Ihil abdicated in 1842 and was succeeded by liis son Ran 
Bahadur Singh, to whom a fresh Sanad (No. LI) was granted in 1885, 
by which the condition, leijuiring the Chief to maintain 40 begaris at 
the constant service of Government, was commuted to an annual cash 
payment of lls. 1,440. 

Ran Bahadur Singh died in 1875 and was succ'.oeded by his so?j Durga 
Singh, who died in 1915. Durga Singh was succeeded by his infant son 
the present Raua Birpal, who was installed in 1918. The State is being 
admiTiistered by a Manager. 

The area of Bhajji is 9(i square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 14,200; and the revenue Rs. 99,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of tlie nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

9. Mahlog. 

During the Gurkha occupation Thakur Sansar Chand of Mahlog took 
refuge in Nalagaih. He was restored in 1815. The obligation to supply 
40 begaris imposed by the Sanad (No. LII) was later commuted to an 
annual cash ])ayment of Rs. 1,440. 

Sansar Chand died in 1849 and was succeeded by his son Dalip 
Chand, who died in 1880. Dalip Chand was succeeded by his son Rag- 
hunath Chand, who died in 1902, and was succeeded by his infant son 
the present Thakur Durga Chand, who received his powers in 1920. 

The area of Mahlog is 45 square miles; the population, according to 
the (\*nsus of 1921, 8,500; and the revenue Rs. 41,000. 

The State maintains a force of 10 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 
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10. Balsan. 

Balsan was for many years a trihutary of Sirmiir. At tlie time of 
the Gurkha invasion it was, however, siibordinate to Kumhaisain. 
Thaknr Joj^raj assisied the British forces, his ])rijici])al exploit heijig the 
capture of the Najj^an Fort together with a hundred Ginkhas, whom he 
handed over to General Ochterlony. At the close of the war lu' was 
therefore granted an independent Sanad (No. LIU). The ohligatioJi to 
supply 30 hegaris was later (jommuted to an annual casli payment of 
Ks. 1,080. Jograj again behaved with loyalty during the mutiny, when 
he sheltered and entertained several European refugees from Simla. In 
acknowledgment of these services he was given a khillat in 1858 and 
the hereditary title of llafia was conferred (No. LTV) on the Chief of 
Balsan. Tograj died in 1807, and was succeeded by his son Bhiip Singdi, 
who died in 1884 and was succeeded by his grandson Bir Singh. Bir 
Singh died in 1920 without male issue, and was succe(‘ded by his brother 
the pres(‘nt Kana Atar Singh. 

The area of Balsan is 51 square miles; the populatioii, ac‘Cording to 
the Census of 1921, 0,100; and the revenue Ks. 84,000. 

* The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

11. Diiami. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Dhami was tributary to Bilaspur. 
On the expulsion of the Gurkhas, Bana Goverdhan Singh was, however, 
granted an independent Sanad (No. LV). The obligation to sup])ly 40 
begaris, im[)osed by this Sanad, w^as later commuted to an a».*nual (ash 
payment of Rs. 720, which in 1858 was reduced to Rs. 300 for the life 
of Goverdhan Singh, in consideration of his loyal behaviour during the 
mutiny. 

Goverdhan Singh died in 1808, and was su(‘ceeded by his son Fateh 
Singh. In 1888 the tribute payable by the State was again reduced to 
Rs. 300 for his life time. Tie died in 1894 and was succeeded by his 
son Hira Singh, who also, in 1901, obtained a remission of half the 
tribute of the State. Ifira Singh died in 1920, and was succeeded by 
his son the present Rnna Dal ip Singh, during whose minority the State 
is administered by a Council. The full annual tribute of Rs. 720 is now 
paid. 

The area of Dhami is 20 square miles; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 4,800; and the revenue Rs. 45,500. 

12. Kuthah. 

In early times Kuthar seems to have been tributary in turn to Nala- 
garh and Bilaspur. At the time of the Gurkha invasion it was, however, 
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tributary to Keonthal. During the Gurkha oocupation Kaiia Gopai 
Singh took refuge at Maniuiajra, in the Aiiibala district. He died on 
his way back to Kuthar at the end of the war, and the State was coii> 
ferred on bis sou IHiup Singh. The Sanad granted to Bhiip Singh 
(No, \iWi) prescrib(Ml the nuiiuteiiaiice of 40 begaris at the service of 
Government. This number wavS later reduced to dO and was commuted 
to an annual cash payment of 11s. 1,000. 

Hliu]) Singh died in 1858, and was succeeded by his son Jai Chand, 
to wJmn] a kJiillat of Rs. (100 was gj an ted in consideration of the se?■vic6^s 
rendered hy the State during the mutiny. Jai Cljand died iji J89G and 
was succeeded ])y his son Jagjii (^hand, who, on account of ill-health, 
abdicated iji 1980 in favour of his son the present Rana Kishen (Uiand. 
84ie c,/*-Jtana Jagjit (Uiand died on the 19th NovtUJihcr' 1980. 

The area of Kuthar is !J0 square miles; the [) 0 ])ulation, according to 
the Census of 19Iil, 8,S00; and the revenue Its. 87,500. 

The State maintaijis a force of 12 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Daibar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

18. Kunihar. 

Oti the expulsion of the Gurkhas, Thakur Mungree Deo was confirmed 
in I he (Jnefsliip. 8’he ohiigalion to supply 5 begai is imposed by the 
Sanad (No. CVll) was commuted later to an annual ])ayment of Rs. 180. 

Miingiee Deo died in 1810 and was succeeded by his son Eishan 
Singh, wlio died in 18GG. Kishan Singh was succeeded by his son Tegh 
Singh, who died in 1905. Tegh Singh was succcedirl by his minor so!i 
the present Thakur JIardeo Singh, who leceived his powers in 1917. 

The area of Kunihar is 80 square juiles; the [)opulat ioji , accoiding to 
the (h'lisus of 1921, 2,000; and the revenue Rs. 18,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Tiazaiana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbai, all such levi(‘s were 
abolished. 

14. Mangal. 

Mangal w^as originally a tributary of Bi]as])ur. On the expulsion of 
the Guikhas, however, Rana Bahadui- Singh was granted an independent 
Sanad (No. LVIIl). The obligation to supply begaris imposed by this 
was later commuted to an annual payment of Rs. 72. 

Bahadur Singh w^as succeeded by his son Ibithi Singh, wJjo died in 
1814. IM'ithi Singh was succeeded by his soji Jodha Singh, wdio died 
w^ithin a few’ months of his succession, when the Chiefship passed to his 
brother Jit Singh, lie died in 1892 and was succeeded by his son Tilok 
Singh who died in 1920 and was succeeded by his son the present Rana 
Sheo Singh. 
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The area of Mangal ia 12 square miles; the population, according to 
ilie Census of 1921, 1,200; and the revenue Es. 1 , 200 , 

The State was lialdo to the operation of the iiazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the oceasiou of the (Coronation Darbav, all such levies were 
abolished. 

15. Beja. 

On the ex])iilsi()n of the (hirkhas the Slate was lestored io Thakur 
Man Ohaud. l^lie ohlijj^ation i<» supply 5 l)e^*aj‘is inijinsed by the 
Sanad (No. TjIX) was later eoinnuiled to an annual cash ])ayTneiit of 
Rs. 181). This was reduced by Rs. blJ pei* annum in 1S!)L\ as compensa- 
tion for a small area t)l land incorporatt'd wilhin ibe Kasauli fkinion- 
niont. 

Man Cdiainl died in 1817 and was succeeded by his son Rartab (diaiid, 
who died in 1841 and was succeeded by his son Udai (Uiaiid, who died in 
1905. He was succeedt'd by his minor son iho ])resent Thakur Ruran 
(Uiand, wlio was invested with powers in 1921. 

The area of Beja is 4 square miles; the population, accoidin^ to the 
(h'lisus of 1921, 940; afid the revenue Rs, 11,000. 

The State maintains a forc<» of 4 Armed INilice. 

The State was liabh* to the operation of the na/ara?ni rules up to 
1911 when, oii the occasion of the (Coronation Daibar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

1(). Darkoti. 

(Jn the expulsion of Ihe (lurkhas Raiia Sutes Ram was (*onfirnied in 
the (Chiefship (No. LX). He died in 1851, and the subsequent succes- 
sion to the (/(uidi lias been as follows, the eldest son in (‘a(*h case suc- 
eeedinji’ his father: — Raras Ram (1854): Rain Sin^b (1850): Ram 8arau 
Sin^rh (1882) : and the present Raiia Raf»lninath Sin^h (1918). 

The State forests are nianaf»:ed hy (lovernmcnt, the net juofits being 
paid to the Rana. 

The area of Darkoti is 8 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 010; and the revenue Rs. 2,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the (Uicasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

17. Tiiarocui. 

Tbaroidi was foiiiierly a ])ortion of the Sinnur Stale. At the time 
of the expulsion of the Gurkhas its Chief was Thakur Karain Singh. 
He lio 5 v.ever was old and infirm, and the adminisl ration of ihe State was 
in the hands of his brother Thobu. On Karani Singh's death in 1819 
the State was granted to Thobu, the obligation to supply 8 begaris 
imposed by the Sanad (No. TiXI) being later commuted to an annual 
cash payment of Es. 288. 
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Thobu was ^ilty of misfrovem orient and about 1838 was required to 
abdicate in favour of his son 8yani Rinj^h, who in turn was required to 
abdicate in 1841, and the vState was then incorporaied in Jubbal. In 
1843, however, it was restored to Ranjit Siiifyh, son of Karam Singb, on 
his lif^reeinp: (No. LXJl) to abstain from the barbarities jiractised by 
rDiobu aTid Syain Sin^h. lly the Sanad ^»Tanled io llanjit Siiifjfli 
(No. l^XTil) the annual payment of Es. 288 was continued. 

Eaojit Sin^di died in 1871 and was succeeded liy his grandson Kidar 
Sin^h. He died in 1002 and was siUM^eeded by his minor son the present 
Eana Surat Sin^h, who was invested with powers in 1008. 

In 1020 the ])ersonal title of Rana was conferred on Thakur Surat 
Sinp;h. 

The area of Tharoeh is 75 s([uare miles; the population, according 
to the (Vnsus of 1021, 4,200; and the revenue Us. 1,30,000. 

The State maintains a force of 0 Armed Police. 

'Idle State was liable* to the ojieration of tin* na/arana rules up to 
1011 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

18. Sangkt. 

Saiif'-ri was originally a tiibutary of Ibishahr, fiom whom it was taken 
by Raja Man Sin^h of Kulu some time diuin^* ilu* first half of the 
eij^hteonth cejitury. In 1803 it was seized by iln* (hirkhas, but in 1815 
it was restored (No. LXTV) to its Chief Bikrnm Sin^h (or Bikarmanjit). 

Bikram Sinjih died in 1810, and was succeeded by his son Ajit Sin^h, 
who died childless in 1841. Jaf^at vSin^rli, brother of Bikram Sinji^h, 
should then have succeeded; but, as he was then in(‘a])abli* of ruliup, the 
Chiefship ])assed to his son Ranbir Sinjifh, oii whovse death in 1844 »Ta^at 
Sin^»-h was recognised as Chief, though the Slate was taken under man- 
agement and remained so until his death in 1870. He was succeeded by 
his son Kira Sinj>*h. 

In 1887 the hereditary title of Rai was conferred (No. LXV) on the 
(diief of San^ri. 

llira F>inj»‘h died in 1927 and was su<*ceeded by his sou the ]>resent 
Rai Rap:hbir Sinji^h, born in 1909, who at present exercises the powers 
of a Manafjer in the State. 

The area of San^ni is 10 square miles; the population, accordi?jg to 
the Census of 1921, 3,200; and the revenue Rs. 7,500. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarajia rules up to 
1911 when, on the o(‘easion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 
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IV.--^MAMDOT JAGIR. 

The Chief of Mamdot was not broxip^ht under British protection with 
the other cis-Sutlej States in 1809, but remained a* feudatory of the Lahore 
Darbar, to whom he furnished a contingent of one luindred horse. The 
Mamdot contingent fought on tlie side of tlie Sikli army dui'ing the Sutlej 
campaign; l)ut towards the close of the war the Chief, Jamal-ud-din 
Khan, deserted to the side of the Ibitish and subsequently rendered good 
service, for which lie leceived the title of Nawab, and his contingent was 
reduced to 50 horse in time of peace and 75 in war. No enquiry seems 
to have been made regarding the status of the Chief, nor weie his relations 
to the British Government defined. 

The Nawab so grievously misgoverned his State and misused his 
powers that iji 1856, afiei- deliberate enquiry, the British Government 
declared his sovereign powers to be forfeited for ever, reduced the State 
to the position of a jagir, and removed the Nawab io Lahore, where ho 
continued to receive the surplus revenues of Mamdot after the expenses 
of its management by Bi itish officials had been met. 

Jamal-ud-din Khan died in 1868, when the British Government were 
pleased to revive the fief in fhe person and family of his brother dalal-ud- 
din Khan, wdio was r(‘cognised as Nawab of Mamdot, wifh jiowers care- 
fully restricted by Sanad (No. LXVI). 

He died in 1875, and was Micceeded by his son Nizam-ud-din Khun, 
who died in 1891, leaving an infant son, Kutab-ud-din Khan, when the 
Estate again came under Govei’nment nninagenieni . Kuf ab-ud-din 
Khan died on the J6fh March 1928, leaving no issue : and claims to suc- 
cession to the Entate and the hereditary tith‘ are novr under considera- 
tion. Meanwhile the Estate continues under the management of the 
Court of Wards. 
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V.- MINOR CIS-SUTLEJ CHIEFS. 

Whe*u the minor ris-Sutlej Chiefs were (le])rive(l of their sovereij^ii 
powers, the police imniofi^ement of their Estates was assumed by the 
British (lovcrnment; all customs duties were abolislied withoul (*>ompeusa- 
tioii, exce])t iu the case of the Nawab of Kuu j])ura aud the Mir of Kotaha; 
aud ilie (yhiefs were reduced to the rank of ordinary jaj^irdars. But, in 
ronsiderat ion of iliese chancres, some privilefjes of ])e]‘son and propej‘ty 
were extended to a limiied number of the Chiefs lor their lives, (hises 
in which ilie cause of action had arisen before the Sih June 1849 were 
declared not io be coj^nizable by the (dvil and revenue courts. T'or crim- 
inal offences committed previous io flanuary 1847 the (diiel's were de- 
clared amenable only to the Commissioner as Political Apfeiit. Eor any 
criminal offence committed since January 1847 the Chiefs were declaied 
pxem])t from airest for their lives, and their family houses fiom ])olict* 
interference, exce])t in ca}>ital cases or heinous offences apainst person and 
property, for whic h they were to be res])onsible only to the (\)mjnissioner. 
Eor any (‘ivil claims ])resented to the civil or revenue courts, the Chiefs 
were declared io be exempt from perscjnal arrest, and theii* dwellinf^s 
from attachment. The landed Evstates of such Chiefs, beinj? liable to 
lapse to the British Government in default of male heiis, w’erc declared 
to be only subject to attac hment for rents and profits under court decrc^e 
during the lifetime of incumbents. All Estates shared betw’cen the dis- 
franchised and the superior Chiefs were brought under the civil, I'evenue 
and criminal jurisdiction of the British Goveinment^ but exchanges 
might be effect cmI cif such c'oparc*enary tenures. 

In the mutiny of 1857 all these Chiefs remdered services to the British 
(rovernment : and as a rew arcl Government sanctioned a permanent reduc- 
tion in twenty-three Estates of Bs. 21,41() a year in the amount payable 
in commutation for personal service. 

More rec*ently tliirteen of the more influential Chiefs were appointed 
jagirdar magistrates, with jurisdiction ovew their owui Estates, and in 
some instances over contiguous Government villages. 

Succession to these Estates is governed by the following rules: — ? 

1st . — That no widow shall succeed. 

2n(l . — That no desc*enclants in the female line shall inherit. 

3r(l . — That on failure of a direct male heir, a collateral male heir 
may succeed, if the common ancestor of the deceased and 
of the collateral claimant was in possej^sion of the share 
at or since 1808-9. 

Certain of these Estates have, however, since 1900 been made subject 
to the Punjab Descent of Jagirs Act of that year. 
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The following is a statement of the priiu-ipal eis-Sutle] Jtlgirs, showing 
their animal revenue and the amount of tribute paid to the British 
Government. Some of them are lield by individual (Jhiefs, others by 
clans in which the individual shares are sub-divided into very small frac- 
tions, and others by retainers and dependents of Chiefs whose families 
have become extinct: —

VI.— TRANS-SUTLEJ JAGIRDARS. 

San ads (No. LXVIT) pfvanting the right of adoption were given to 
Sardar Shamsher Singli, Sandhainvalia, and Raja Tej Singh. These, 
however, were ordinary jagirdars, having ordinary inagisierial and reve- 
nue powers wiiliin their Ksiates, hut no j)owers of governinenl. 

Tej Singh died in 18G2 and was succeeded by his adopted son Rarhanfl 
Singh, who died in 1000 and was succeeded by In’s son Kirthi Singh. On 
his dealh in 1006, the jagir y)assed to his brotliei* Fateli Singh, who died 
o?i the 2-1 th May 1026 and was su(*cei‘ded by his son Tika T)hian Singh, 
the present Tagirdar. 

Shamsher Singh died in 1871 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Bakshish Singh, who died on tlie Ord Tamnny 1907 and was succeeded 
by his son the present Sardar Raglibir Singh. 

Tn 1000 an Act (No. TV Punjab of P)00) a])plicable to the wliole 
Ibinjah was passed, with the object of prev(‘nting the breaking up of 
jagirs and encouraging the custom of ])riTnogeniture. Tn pursuance of 
this ])olicy it was decided in 1001 that, in the case of ])er])etual jagirs 
subject to the rule of primogenituie, it should lx* open to Government, 
where the histoiy and circumstance of the jagirdar justiiied this course, 
to confer a permanent jight of ado])tion in reference to the succession 
to such jagirs. Forms of Sanads (No. TiXYITT) have been ap]>roved for 
such (*ases, and the privilege has b(*en conferred on the following j*agir- 
dars : — 

1. Maharaja Jai Ghand of Tjambagraon, Fangra district. 

2. Raja Narindar Ghand of Nadaun, Kangra district. 

6. Nawab Tbrahim Ali Khan of Kunj])ura, Karnal district. 

4. Malik Muhammad Amin Khan of Shamsabad, Attock district. 

5. Sardar Gulzar Singh Kalianwala of Kala, Amritsar district. 

6. Sardar Ram Singh Shahid of Shjihzad])ui , Ambala district. 

7. Sardar Harcharn Singh of Kharan, Ambala district. 

8. Sardar Bahadur Sardar Jawahii Singh of Mustafabad, Ambala 

district.

Treaty of Friendship and Amity between the Honorable East India Com- 
pany and the Sirdars Runjeet Sing and Futteh Sing, — 1806. 

Sirdar Runjeet Sing and Sirdar Futteh Sing have consented to the following 
Articles of Agreement concluded by Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm, under 
the special authority of the Right Honourable Lord Lake, himself duly author- 
ized by the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General, 
and Sirdar Futteh Sing, as princijml on the j)art of himself and plenipotentiary 
on the part of Runjeet Sing. 


Articlr 1. 

Sirdar Runjeet Sing and Sirdar Futteh Sing Aloo walla hereby agree that they 
will cause Jeswunt Rao Holkar to removes with his army to the distance of 30 
COBS from Amritsur immediately, and will lUiver hereafter hold any further con- 
nection with him, or aid or assist him with troops, or in any other manner what- 
ever ; and they further agree that they will not in any way molest such of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar ’s followers or troops as are desirous of returning to their homes m 
the Deccan, but, on the contrary, will render them every assistance in their powej’ 
for carrying such intention into execution. 


Article 2. 

The British Government hereby agrees that m case a ])acification should not 
be effected between that Government and Jeswunt Ran Holkar, the British Army 
shall move from its present encampment on the banks of the River Beah as soon 
as Jeswunt Rao Holkar aforesaid shall have marched with his army to the dis- 
tance of 30 COBS from Amritsur ; and tliat in any Treaty which may hereafter 
be concluded between the British Government and Jeswunt Rao Holkar, it shall 
be stipulated that, immediately after the conclusion of the said Treaty, Holkar 
shall evacuate the territories of the Sikhs and march towards his own, and that 
he shall in no way whatever injure or destroy such parts of the Sikh country as 
may lie in his route. The British Gov(*mment further agrees that as long as 
the said Chieftains Runjeet Sing and Futteh Sing abstain from holding any friend- 
ly connection with the enemies of that Government, or from committing any 
act of hostility on their own parts against the said Government, the British Armies 
shall never enter the territories of the said (Jhioftains, nor will the British Gov- 
ernment form any plans for the seizure or sequestration of their possessions or 
property.

Treaty witli iho Rajah of Lahore, — 1809. 

Whcrt^afl certain differonces which had arisen botwoon the British Govern- 
ment and the Rajah of Laliort'. liave been happily and amicably adjusted, and 
both partic^a being anxious to niaiutain the dilations of perfect amity and con- 
cord, the following Arti(‘les of Treaty, which shall b(^ }>inding on the heirs and 
aiKJcsessors of the two paTti<*s, have b<ien comdudcHl by Rajah Rnnjeet Sing on 
his own ])art, and by tin* agency of Charles Theophiliis M(‘tcalf(s Esquire, on the 
part of the British Government. 

Article 1. 

Per])(*tual frieiulshij) shall subsist between the British GovtTiiment and the 
State of Ijahon*. 'PIk^ latter shall b(‘ conshhired, with respj^ct to the former, to 
be on the footing of tln^ most favoured powers ; and tlie British Government will 
have no concern with the. territorh^s and subj(‘.ct8 of the itajah to the northward 
of the River Sutlej. 


Article 2. 

The Rajah will n<^V(‘,r maintain in the t(‘.rritory occupied liy him and his deyien- 
dants, on tht*. hdt bank of the Itiver Sutlej, more troops than are n(»ce8sary for 
the internal duties of that. t.(‘rritory, nor commit or sillier any encroachments 
on the ])oss(‘Ssions or rights of the Ghiefs in its vicinity. 


Article 3. 

In the event of a violation of any of the ])reee(ling Articles, or of a departur 
from the rules of fri<*n<lsliip cm tJie part of eitlier Stat<^, this Treaty shall be eon- 
sidere.d to bo null and void. 

Article 4. 

This Tn^at.y consisting of four Articles, having been settled and concluded 
at Ainntsiir, on tln^ 251,11 day of April IStMI, Mr. Charles Tlieophilus Metcalfe has 
delivered to the Rajah of Lahore a copy of the same, in English ami Persian, 
under his seal and signature and the said Rajah has (hdiviTisl another eojiy of 
the sam«% under ids sc^al and signature ; and Mr. Charlea Theojihilus Metcalfe 
» /igag(‘s t,o procure, w ithin the space of two months, a copy of the samci duly rati- 
fied by tin* Right Honourable the GoviTiior-General in Council, on tin* retudpt 
of which by tln^ Rajah, tlic ]*res(*ut Treaty shall be deeimKl complete* and binding 
on both parties, and the copy ol it now delivered to the Rajah shall be returned.

Translation of the Paper delivered by the Right Honorable the- Oovkrnor* 
General to Maharajah Runjeet Sing, on the evening of the 31 si Octo- 
ber 1831. 

In these days of auspicious commencement and happy close, while the sound 
of rejoicing has gladdened the firmament, a meeting has been arrangec a h r- 
tunate moment and under favourable circumstances between the heads of the 
two exalted Governments, on the terms of reciprocal friendship, and in all cor- 
diality, with reference to the relations establislied of old between the two States, 
and many interviews and conversations have been held with mirth and joy and 
mutual satisfaction ; the rose buds of our hearts on both sides liaviiig exjiauded, 
and the garden of our sensations being in blossom from the exceeding joy and 
good feeling that prevailed. Of a truth the growing fricmdsliij) and ((;rd;jility 
which subsisted between the two Durbars of exalt(‘d dignity liav(^ In^eii watered 
and fostered by the hand of Providence, and by the showers of tlu^ Divine grace, 
so as to have reachc^d a maturity and strength for which God })c ])raised. N(‘ve.rth(*" 
less. Your Ilighiuiss may derive further' satisfaction from th(^ assurauc^e that, 
agreeably to the relations of friendship which have be(ui thus (‘sfablished, in the 
same manner, from g<m<iration to g(m<Tation, as a(d-tl(‘d l)y r(‘(dproc,al engage- 
nnuits, shall the growth of this friendshi]) continue and increase, and the materials 
of the existing good undt^rstanding be sought and extendcul at all tiim^s and at 
all places. I’here shall m^ver at any time, or on any ac-(;ount whatsociver, b(^ any 
difference or estrangeiiKUit, nor shall such feelings in any way find entraiu;(‘. Rut 
on the contrary, the exam])Ie of the unanimity and long standing fiicndshi]) shall, 
like the sun, shine glorious in history, and the reputation of it shall bc^coine a 
bye-word amongst the princes and rulers of the earth and ho a subject of con- 
versation to all ranks of men, in all countrit^s, and at all times, so that, observing 
the fruits of this long standing friendship, the well-wishers of tbci two Govc^rii- 
ments shall .rejoice, and their enemies and those who envy tlndr good fortune 
shall be downcast and repentant. 

Hereafter all the gentlemen and authorities of the British Gov(‘rnmcnt will 
study to maintain in perpetuity the relations which exist, as <ist.ablish<Mj by mu- 
tual engagememts of long standing, so as f.o raise and display to tlu^ world the 
standards of the mutual good faith, fidelity, and cordiality of tlio two Govern- 
ments. 

These few lines have been committed to writing, as a testimony of friend- 
ship, at Rooper, and have been signed and sealed by me, to be delivered in ijcrson 
at this last interview, on the 31st October 1831, corresponding with the 24th of 
Jumadee-oos-Sanee, 1247 Hegirsp, to His Highness Maharajah Kunj(iet Sing 
Behauder.

Treaty coocludod between the East India Company and His Highness Maha- 
RAJAH Runjeet Stng, the Ruler of the Punjab, — 1832. 

By the grace of God, the relations of firm alliance and indissoluble ties of 
friendship existing between the Honorable the East India Company and His 
Highness the Maha Rajah Runjeet Sing, founded on the auspicious Treaty for- 
merly concluded by Sir C. T. Metcalfe, Baronet, and since confirmed in the written 
pledge of sincere amity presented by the Right Honorable Lord W. C, Bentinck, 
G.C.B. and G.C.H., Governor-General of British India, at the meeting at Rooper, 
are like the sun, clear and manifest to the whole world, and will continue unim- 
paired and increasing in strength from generation to generation. By virtue of 
these firmly established bonds of friendship, since the opening of the navigation 
of the Rivers Indus Proper (/‘.c., Indus below the confluence of the Punjnud) and 
Sutlej, a measure deemed expedient by both States, with a view to promote the 
general interests of commerce, has lately be<ui effected through the agency of 
Captain C. M. Wade, Political Agent at Loodianah, deputed by the Right Honor- 
able the Governor-General for that juirpose, the following Articles, explanatory 
of the conditions by which the said navigation is to be regulated, as concerns 
the nomination of Ofiicers, the mode of collecting the duties, and the protection 
of the trade by that route, have been framed in order that the Officers of the two 
States employo-i in their execution may act accordingly. 

Article 1. 

The provision of the existing Treaty relative to the right bank of the River 
Sutlej and all its stipulations, together with the contents of the friendly pledge 
already mentioned, shall remain binding, and a strict regard to preserve the rela- 
tions of friendship betwecui the two States be the ruling principles of action. In 
accordance with that Treaty the Honorable Company has not nor will have any 
concern with the right bank of the River Sutlej. 

Article 2. 

The tariff which is to be established for the line of navigation in question is 
intended to apply exclusively to the passage of merchandize by that route, and 
not to interfere witli the transit duties levied on goods proceeding from one 
bank of the river to the other, nor with the jdaces fixed for their collection^ 
They are to remain as heretofore. 


Article 3. 

Merchants frequenting the said route, While within the limits of the Maha 
Rajah’s Government, are required to show a due regard to his authority as is 
done by merchants generally, and not to commit any acts offensive to the civil 
and ToUgioua institutions of the Sikhs. 
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Article 4. 

Any one purposing to go by the said route, will intimate his intention to the 
Agent of either State, and apply for a passport, agrec^ably to a form to be laid 
down ; having obtained which he may proceed on his journey. The men^hants 
coming from Amritsur and other parts on the right bank of the River Sutlej, are 
to intimate their intentions to the Agent of the Maha Rajah at Herreeke, or otlier 
appointed places, and obtain a passport through him ; and merchants coming 
from Hindoostan or other parts on the left bank of the River Sutlej will intimate 
their intcmtions to the Honourable Company’s Agent, and obtain a passport 
thr''Ugh him. As Foreigners and Hindoostan ees and Sirdars of tlic protected 
Sikh States and elscwh(*.ro are not in the habit of crossing the Sutlej without 
a passport from the Maha Rajah’s officers, it is expected that such ])ersons will 
hereafter also conform to the same rule, and not cross without the usual paHa])orts. 

Article 5. 

A tariff shall be established, exhibiting the rate of duties leviable on each 
description of merchandize, wdiich, after having Ixnm appro v<‘(I by bof-li Govern- 
ments, is to be the standard by which the Superintendents and (Collectors of Cus- 
toms are to be guided. 

Article 6. 

Merchants are invited to adopt the new route with perfect confidence ; no 
one shall be suffered to molest them or unnecessarily to impede their progress ; 
care being taken that they are only detained for the collection of the duties in 
the manner stipulated at the established stations. 

Article 7. 

The officers who are to be entrusted with the examination of the goods and 
collection of the duties on the part of Maha Rajah Runjeet Sing, shall be stationed 
at Mithinkot and Herreeke. At no other places, but those two, shall boats in 
transit on the river be liable to examination or stoppage. 

Article 8. 

When the persons in charge of boats stop of their own accord to take in or 
give out cargo, the goods will be liable to the local traiLsit duty of the Maha 
Rajah’s Government pKwioualy to their being embarked, and subsequently to 
their being landed, as provided in Article 2. 

Article 9. 

The Superintendent stationed at Mithinkot having examined the cargo will 
levy the established duty, and grant a passport, with a writttm account of the 
cargo aAd freight. On the arrival of the boat at Herreeke, the Superintendent 
of that station will compare the passport with the cargo, and whatever goods 
are found in excess will be liable to the payment of the established duty ; while 
the rest, having already paid duty at Mithinkot, will pass on free. 
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Abtiols 10. 

Tho Bamp. rule will be observed in respect to merchandize conveyed from 
Herreeke by way of tho rivers towards Sindh. 

Abtiole 11. 

Whatever may be fixed as the share of duties on the right bank of the River 
Sutl<‘j in right of the Malta Rajah’s own dominions, and of those in allegiance 
to him, the Maha Rajah’s of!ic(?rs will collect it at the jdaces appointed. 

Article 12. 

With regard to tin* security and safety of merchants who may adopt this route, 
the Malta Rajah's oilicers shall afford them every ])rotection in their power, and 
mendiants on halting for tin* night on cither bank of the Sutlej, are required, 
with ref(*rencc to the Treaty of friendship wdiich <Lxists between th(5 two States, 
to give notic(‘ and to show t heir ^tassports to the thanadar or o(lic(‘rs in author- 
ity at thti plac(‘, and r(‘quest jtrotection for themselves. If, notwithstanding 
this ])reeaut.ion, loss shoidd at any time occur, a strict iiujuiry will be made, and 
reclamation sought from those who are blameable. 

Article 13. 

The Article's of th(». jwesent. Treaty for opening the navigation of the rivers 
abovfj nu'iitioned, liaving, a.gn*cably to siihsisting ndations, h(*en a.|)prov(^d hy 
the Right Honorable th(> (lovernor-deiieral, shall he carried iut.(> execution ac- 
cordingly .

Supplementary Treaty botwocn the British GovtKNMENT and Maha Rajah 
Runjeet Sincsh, for establisliiuj^ a toll on the Indus, datod 29th November 
1834. 

In conforniit-y with tho subsistinft rolatio/io of friendship as established and 
confirmed by fornn^r Tr(i{iti(^s Ix'tween th(^ Hr>Forabl(^ tln^ East India (-ompany 
and TIis Highrn^ss Maha Rajah Runjeet Singh, and whereas in the bth Article 
of tho Treaty concluded at Lahore, on the 2bth day of Deicember 1832, it was 
stipulated that a moderat(‘ scale of duties should be fixed by the two Gov(^rn- 
monts in concert, to be levied on all imirchandize in transit up and down the 
Rivers Indus and Sutlej, tin*, siiid Governments being now of opinion that, owing 
to the iiiexperi(Mice of the }>(*apl<* of thes<‘ countries ill such matters, the mode 
of levying duties then proj)OSfA on tln^ value and (juantity of goods) could 

not fail to giv(^ rise to mutual misunderstandings and r(‘clamations, hav(*, with 
a view to ])rovent tluisti rc^sults, determined to substitute a toll which shall be 
levied on all boats with whaLnMu* merchandiz(* lad(ui ; the following Artichss have 
tlu^refore bcuui adoptcul as su {)pl(unentary to tln^ fornur treaty, and in conformity 
with llnun, (uich (jiov(‘niment ejigages that tlui toll shall be levi(xl, and its amount 
neither lie iiKuejised nor diminished, exce.pt by mutual consent. 


Article 1. 

A toll of 57(J Rup(‘e.s shall be levied on all boats laden with merchandize in 
transit on tin? Rivers Indus and Sutlej, between the sea and Rooper, without 
reference to their 8iz<^ or to the weight or value <»f tlnur (^argo ; the above toll to 
be divided among tlie ditT(5n‘ut States in proportion to tlui extent of territory 
which they jiossess on the banks of these rivers. 

Article 2. 

The ])ortion of the above Rdl appertaining to the Lahore Ohief, in right of 
his ttirritory on both banks of these, rivers, as deiirmiiuxl in the suh-joined scale, 
shall be leviisl opposit<^ to Mithinkot on boats itoming from the sea towards Roojier 
and in the vicinity of HernMvke-Pciitin on boats going from Rooper towards the 
sea, and at no other place. 

In right of territory on tin? right In right t)f territory on the left hank 
bank of the Rivera Indus and Sutlej, of the Jtivers Indus and Sutlej, the 
Rupees 155-4-0. Maha Rajah's share of Rupees 67-15-0. 


Article 3. 

In order to facilitate the realization of the toll due to the different States, 
as well as for the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of any disputes which may 
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ariso connected with the safety of the navigation and the welfare of the trade 
by the new route, a British officer will reside opposite to Mithinkot — and a native 
agent on the part of the British (Jovernnient opposite to Herree-ke-Pettin. These 
officers will be subject to the orders of the British Agent at Loodeanah, and the 
Agents who may be appointcul to reside at those places on the part of the other 
States concerned in the navigation, viz., Bhawulpore and Sindh, together with 
those of Laliore, will co-operate with them in the execution of their duties. 


Article 4. 

In order to guard against imposition on the part of merchants in making false 
coruf>Iaints of being ]»lundered of property which formed no part of their cargoes, 
they arc required, when taking out their passport, to produce* an invoice of their 
cargo, which being duly autlienticat(‘d, a copy of it will be annexed to their pass- 
l)ort8 ; and wherever their boats may be brought to for the night, tlu'y are re- 
qiiinsd to give imin(‘diate notice to the thanadars or officers of the place, and to 
request protection for themselves ; at the same time showing the passports they 
may have received at Mithinkot or Ilerree-ke, as the case may be. 


Article 5. 

Such ])arts of the 5th, 7th, 9th, and JOth Articles of the Treaty of the 26th 
of December 1852, as have reference to the fixing a duty on the value and quan- 
tity of merchandize, and to the mode of its collection, are hereby rescinded, and 
the foregoing Articles substituted in their j)lace, agreeably to which and the con- 
ditions of the j)rcamblc the toll will be levied.

Treaty between the British Government, Maharajah Runjeet Singh and 
Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, — 1838. 

Whereas a Treaty was formerly concluded between Maharajah Runjeet Singh 
and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, consisting of fourteen Articles, exclusive of the 
preamble and the conclusion, and whereas the execution of the ])rovisions of the 
said Treaty was suspended for certain reasons, and whereas at this time Mr. W. 
H. Macnaghten having been deputed by the Right Honourable George, Lord 
Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General of India, to the presence of Maharajah Run- 
jeet Singh, and vested with full powers to form a Treaty in a manner consistent 
with the friendly engagements subsisting between the two States, the Treaty 
aforesaid is revived and concluded with certain modifications and four new Articles 
have been added thereto, with the approbation of, and in concert with, the British 
Government, the provisions whereof, as contained in the following eighteen 
Articles, will be duly and faithfully observed. 


Article 1st. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk disclaims all title on the part, of himself, his heirs, 
successors and all the Suddozais to all the territories lying on either bank of the 
River Indus, that may be possessed by the Maharajah, viz.y Cashmere, including 
its limits E. W. N. S., together with the Fort of Attock, Church, Hezara, Khebel, 
Amb, with its dependencies on the left bank of the aforesaid river, and on the 
right bank J^eshawur, with the Eusufzai Territory, Kheteks, Hisht Nagar, Meehnee 
Kohat, Hungoo, and all places dependent in Peshawur, as far as the Kliyber Pass, 
Benno, the Viziri Territory, Dowr Tank, Gorang, Kalabagh and Kushalgher, 
with their dependent districts, Dcrah Ismail Khan and its dependency, together 
with Derah Ghazee Khan, Kot Mithan, Omarkotc and their dependent territory, 
Singher, Heren, Dajel, Hajeepore, Rajenporc, and the three Ketches, as well 
as Mankera with its district, and the province of Multan situated on the left bank. 
These countries and places are considered to be the prof)erty and to form the 
estate of the Maharajah— the Shah neither has nor will have any concern with 
them. They belong to the Maharajah and his posterity from generation to gene - 
ration. 


Article 2nd. 

The people of the country on the other side of Khyber will not bo suffered 
to commit robberies or aggressions, or any disturbances on this side. If any 
defaulter of either State, who has embezzled the revenue, take refuge in the terri- 
tory of the other, each party engages to surrender him, and no person shall ob- 
struct the passage of the stream which issues out of the Khyber defile, and supplies 
the Fort of Futtehgurh with water, according to ancient usage. 
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AllTlOLE 3liI3. 

As agreeably to tli('. Treaty establisluMl between tlie British Government and 
the Maharajah, no one can cross from the left to the right hank of the Siiihj with- 
out a ])a.ss])ort from the Maharajah, the same ruh^ shall be observed regarding 
th(3 pavssago of tin? Indus, whose waters join the Sutlc'j, and no oni^ shall be allowed 
to cross the Indus without the Maharajah's permission. 

Artjclk 4tii. 

Ucigarding Shikarpore and tlni tc^rritory of Sind(* on the right bank of the 
Indus, the Sliah will agnic t,o abi<h‘. bv wlnittwcn- may be, settled as right and pro- 
per ill conformity with tlie happy relations of fri<m<lshi]> subsisting between the 
British Government and the Maharajah through (^aptain Wade. 

Akticlk r>TJi. 

When th(! iShali shall hav<i established his authority in (^af)ool and (Jandahar, 
he will annually send tli<‘ Maharajah the followifig articles, viz., 55 high-bred 
horses of aj)prove(l colour arid pl(‘asant paiavs, 11 Persian scimitars, 7 ih^rsian 
poignards, 25 good mul»is, fruits of various kinds, both dry and fn^sl), and sirdas 
cr musk tuebms of a sw(*et and delicat(‘ llavour (to be s(*nt throughout tin; year), 
by the way of (hibool IliviU' to Peshawur, grap(‘s, ponn'granates, apples, (]nin(‘es, 
uimonds, raisins, pistahs or (*he.suuts, an abundant supply of each, as well as i)i(!ccs 
of satin of every eolour, ehogiias of fur, kinkliabs wrought with g(dd and silver, 
and Persian (‘ar[)ets, altogether to the number of 10 1 piee(‘s. All these articles 
the Shah will continue to send every year to the Maharajah. 

Artk’LE Gth. 

Kaeb party shall address the other on terms of cijuality. 

Article 7th. 

Merchants of Afghanistan, wln> will la* desirous of trading to Lahore, Amritsur, 
or any other parts of the Maharajah’s possessions, shall not be. st»)j)ped or molested 
on thi'ir way ; o?i tlie eontrary, strict orders shall be issiu'd to facilitate their inter- 
eoiirse, and tin*. Maliarajali engages to observe the. same line of conduct on his 
part, in respect to traders who may wish to proceed to Afghanistan. 

Artk^le 8th. 

The Maharajah will yearly send to the Shah the following articles in the way 
of friendshi]), 55 ])i(*ees of shawls, 25 jiieces of muslin, 1 1 dopattahs, 5 jneees of 
kinkliab, 5 scarves, 5 turbans, 55 loads of Bareh rice (peculiar to Pesliawur). 

Article 9th. 

Any of the Maharajah’s oilicers wlio may be deputed to Afghanistan to pur- 
chase horses or on any other business., as well as those who may be sent by the 
Sb^h into the Punjab foe the pur nose of purchasing piece-goods or shawls, etc. 
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to the amount of Rs. 11, 000, will be treated by both sides with due attention 
and every facility will be alforded to them in the execution of these commissions. 

Articlk 10th. 

Whenever the armies of the two Btates may happen to l)e assembltMl at the 
same place, on no account shall the slaughter of kiiie be permitt(;(l to take place. 

Article Hth. 

In the event of the Shah taking an auxiliary force, from the Maharajah, what- 
ever booty may be acquired from the Barakzais, in jewels, liorses, arms, great 
and small, shall be equally divided between the two contracting parties. If the 
Shall should suc.c.i'cd in obtaining possession of their property without the assist- 
ance of the Maharajah’s troojis, the Shah agrees to send a port-ion of it by his 
own agent to the Maharajah in the way of friendshif). 

Article I2'm. 

An exchange of missions charged with letters and ])resents shall constantly 
take place between the two parties. 

Article 13tii. 

Should tlie Maliarajah require the aid of any of the Shah’s troops “ in fur- 
therance of the objects contemplated by this Treaty,” the Sliah engag(‘s to send 
a force commanded by one of his principal officers ; in like manner the Maliarajah 
will furnish th(‘ Shah, when required, with an auxiliary force conijiosed of Maho- 
medans, and commanded by one of his princi])al officers as far as (•abool, in fur- 
therance of the objects contemf)lat(*d by this ^rreaty. Whmi the Maliarajah 
may go to Peshawur, the Shah will depute a Shahzadah to visit him, on which 
occasions tlie Maharajah will receive and dismiss him with the honour and con- 
sideration due to his rank and dignity. 

Article 14th. 

The friends and enemies of each of the three? Jiigh powers, that- is to say, the 
British and Sikh Governments and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, shall be the friends 
and enemies of all. 

Article 15th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk engages, after the attainment of his object, to pay 
without fail to the Maharajah the sum of two lakhs of Rupees of the Nanuk-shahie 
or Kulclar currency, calculating from the date on which the Sikh troojjs may be 
despatched for the ])urpose of reinstating His Majesty in Gabool in considera- 
tion of the Maharajah’s stationing a force of not less than 5,0()() men. Cavalry 
and Infantry, of the Mahomedari persuasion, within the limits of the Ihishawur 
Territory, for the support of the Shah, and to be sent to the aid of His Majesty, 
whenever the British Government, in concert and counsel with the Maharajah, 
shall deem their aid necessary ; and when any matter of great importance may 
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arise to the westward, such measures will be adopted with regard to it as may 
seem expedient and proper at the time to the British and Sikh Governments. 
In the event of the Maharajah requiring the aid of any of the Shah’s troops, a 
deduction will be made from the Subsidy proportioned to the period for which 
such aid may be afforded, and the British Government holds itself responsible 
for the punctual f)ayment of the above sum annually to the Maharajah so long 
as the provisions of this Treaty are duly observed. 

Article 16th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk agrees to relinquish for himself, his heirs and such- 
cessors all claims of supremacy and arrears of tribute over the country now held 
by the Ameers of Sinde (and which will continue to belong to the Ameers and 
successors in perpetuity), on condition of the payment to him by the Ameers 
of such a sum as may be determined under the mediation of the British Govern- 
ment, fifteen lakhs of such payment being made over by him to Maharajah Run- 
jecit Singh. On tluvse payments being completed. Article 4 of the Treaty of the 
Pith of March 1833 will be considered cancelled, and the customary interchange 
of letters and suitable presents between the Maharajah and the Ameers of Sinde 
shall be maintained as heretofore. 


Article 17th. 

Wlum Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk shall have succeeded in establishing his author- 
ity in Afghanistan, lu^ shall not attack or molest his nephew, the ruler of Herat 
in the poss('ssiou of the territories now subject to his Government. 

Article 18th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk binds himself, his heirs and successors to refrain 
from entering into negotiations with any Foreign State, without the knowledge 
and consent- of tlie British and Sikh Governments, and to oppose any power having 
the design to invadii the British or Sikh territories by force of arms to the 
utmost of his ability. 

The three powers, parties to this Treaty, viz., the British Government, Maha- 
rajah Runjeet Singh, and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, cordially agree to the fore- 
going articles. There shall be no deviation from them, and in that ease the pre- 
sent Treaty shall be considereil binding for ever, and this Treaty shall come into 
operation from and after the date on which the seals and signatures of the three 
contracting parties shall have been affixed thereto. 

Done at Lahore, this 26th day of June in the year of Our Lord 1838, correspond- 
iny with tfte 15th of the mowih of Asarh 1895 — Era of Bikarmajit.

be paid at one place, and either at Loodiana or Ferozejjore, or at Mithinkot and 
that the duty be levied on the merchandize, and not on the boats, as follows : —

Translation. 

Treaty with Maha Rajah Khurruk Singh, — 1840. 

formerly a Treaty was executed by the Right Honorable Lord William (Caven- 
dish Hentinck, the Governor- General of India, on the Mth of Poos, Sumbut 1889 
(correai)onding with A.l). 1832), through Golonel (then (Japtain) Wade, concern- 
ing the navigation of the Sutlej and the Scinde rivers in tlic Khalsa territory, 
in concurrence with the wishes of both the friendly and allied Governirients. 
Another Treaty on the subject was subsequently executed through the same 
officer, in Sumbut 1891 (corresponding with A.D. 1834), fixing a duty on every 
iiKTcantile boat, independent of the quantity of its freight, and the nature of its 
merchandize. A third Treaty was executed on this subject, in accordance with 
the wishes of both Govt^rnments, on the arrival of Mr. Clerk, Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General, at the Durbar, in May 1839, adjusting the rate of duties on mer- 
chandize, according to quantity and kind ; and although at the end of that docu- 
ment so much was specified as that the two high powers should after this never 
propose a rate below (less than) that specified, yet notwithstanding after this, 
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when that gentleman came to the Khalsa Durbar at Amritsur, in Jeth, Sumbut 
1897 (corresponding with May 1840), he explained the difficulties and inconve- 
nience which seemed to result to trade under the system proposed last year, in 
consequence of the obstruction to boats for the purpose of search and the ignor- 
ance of traders, and the difficulty of adjusting duties according to the different 
kinds of articles freighted in the boats, and proposed to revise that system by 
fixing a scale of duties proportionate to the measurement of boats, and not on 
the kind of commodities, if this arrangement should be apprf>ved of by both Gov- 
ernments. Having reported to his (Toverninent the circumstances of the case, 
he now drew up a Schedule of the rate of duties on the mercantile boats navigat- 
ing the Rivers Scinde and Sutlej, and forwarded it for the consideration of this 
friendly Durbar. The Khalsa Government, therefore, with a due regard to the 
established alliance, having added a few sent^'nces in accordance with the late 
Treaties and agreeably to what is already well understood, has signed and sealed 
the Schedule, and it shall never be at all liable to any contradiction, difference, 
change or alteration, without the concurrence and concert of both Governments, 
in consideration of mutual advantages, upon condition it does not interfere with 
the established custom duties at Amritsur, Lahore, and other inland places, or 
the other rivers in the Khalsa territory.

No. IX. 

Proclamation by the Right Honorable the Governor-General of India, 

—1845. 

The British Government has ever been on terms of friendship with that of 
the Punjab. 

In the year 1809, a Treaty of amity and concord was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Maharajah Kunjeet Singh, the conditions of 
which have always been faithfully observed by the British Government, and 
were scrupulously fulfilled by the late Maharajah. 

The same fri(*ndly relations have been maintained with the successors of Maha- 
rajah Runjeet Singh by the British Government up to the present time. 

Since the death of the late Maharajah Sherc Singh, the disorganised state 
of the Lahore Government has made it incumbent on the Governor-General in 
Council to adopt precautionary measures for the protection of the British Frontier. 
The nature of these measures and the cause of their adoption were at the time 
fully explained to the Lahore Durbar. 
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Notwithstanding the disorganised state of the Lahore Government during 
the last two years and many most unfriendly proceedings on the part of the Dur- 
bar, the Governor-General in Council has continued to evince his desire to main- 
tain the relations of amity and concord which had so long existed between the 
two States for the mutual interests and happiness of both. He has shown on 
every occasion the utmost forbearance from consideration to the helpless state 
of the infant Maharajah Dulleep Singh, whom the British Government liad re- 
cognised as the successor to the late Maharajah Shere Singh. 

The Governor-General in Council sincerely desired to see a strong Seikh Gov- 
ernment re-Cgtablished in the Punjab, able to control its army, and to protect 
its subjects. He had not, up to the present moment, abandoned the hope of 
seeing that important object effectesd by the patriotic efforts of the Chiefs and 
people of that country. 

The Seikh Army recently marched from Lahore towards the British Frontier, 
as it was alleged by the orders of the Durbar, for the purpose of invading the British 
I'erritory. 

The Governor-General’s Agent, by direction of the Governor-General, de- 
manded an explanation of this movement — and no reply being returned within 
a reasonable time, the demand was repeated. The Governor-General unwilling 
to believe in the hostile intentions of the Seikh Government, to which no provo- 
cation had been given, refrained from taking any measures which might have 
a tendency to embarrass the Government of the Maharajah or to induce collision 
between the two States. 

When no reply was given to the repeated demand for exidanation^ and while 
active military preparations were continued at Lahore, the Governor-General 
considered it necessary to order the advance of troops towards the Frontier to 
reinforce the Frontier posts. 

The Seikh Army has now, without a shadow of provocation, invaded the British 
Territories. 

The Governor-General must therefore take measures for elTectually protect- 
ing the British Provinces, for vindicating the authority of the British Govern- 
ment, and for punishing the violators of treaties and the disturbers of the public 
peace. 

The Governor-General hereby declares the possessions of Maharajah Dulleep 
Singh on the left or British bank of the Sutlej confiscated and annexed to the 
British Territories. 

The Governor-General will respect the existing rights ot all jaghiredars zemin- 
dars, and tenants in the said possessions, who, by the course rhey now pursue, 
evince their fidelity to the British Government. 

The Governor-General hereby calls upon all the Chiefs and Sirdars in the pro- 
tected territories to co-operate cordially with the British Government for the 
punishment of the common enemy, and for the maintenance of order in these 
States. Those of the Chiefs who show alacrity and fidelity in the discharge of 
this duty, which they owe to the protecting power, will find their interests pro- 
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moted thereby, and those who take a contrary course will be treated as enemies 
to the British Government, and will be punished accordingly. 

The inhabitants of all the territories on the left bank of the Sutlej are hereby 
directed to abide peaceably in their respective villages, where they will receive 
efficient protection by the British Government. All parties of men found in 
uTmed bands, who can give no satisfactory account of their jiroceediiigs, will be 
treated as disturbers of the public peace. 

All subjects of the British Government and those who possess estates on both 
sides the River Sutlej, who by their faithful adherence to the British Government, 
may be liable to sustain loss, shall be indemnified and secured in all their just 
rights and privileges. 

On the other hand, all subjcicts of the British Government, who shall continue 
in the service of the Lahore States, and who disolxiy this Proclamation by not 
irnmediatoly returning to their allegiance, will be lialfie to have their property 
on this side the Sutlej confiscated, and declared to be aliens and enemies of the 
British Governm(‘nt.

Treaty between the British Government and the State of LAHOREy^l846.^ 

Whereas the treaty of amity and concord, which was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Maharajah Runjeet Sing, the Ruler of Lahore, 
in 1809, was broken by the unprovoked aggression, on the British l*rovinces, 
of the Sikh Army, in December last ; and Whereas, on that occasion, by the Proc- 
lamation, dated 13th December, the territories then in the occupation of the 
Maharajah of Lahore, on the left or British bank of the River Sutlej, were con- 
fiscated and annexed to the British Provinces ; and since that time hostile opera- 
tions have been jirosecuted by the two Governments, the one against the other, 
which have resulted in the occupation of Lahore by the British troops ; and Where- 
as it has been determined that, upon certain conditions, jieace shall be re-estab- 
lished between the two Governments, the following treaty of jieace between the 
Honorable English East India Company and Maharajah Dhuleep Sing Bahadoor, 
and his children, heirs and successors, has been concluded on the part of the 
Honorable Company by Frederick Currie, Esquire, and Brevet-Major Henry 
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Montgomery Lawrence, by virtue of full powers to that effect vested in them by 
the Right Hon’ble Sir Henry llardingc, g.c.b., one of Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Most Honorable Privy Council, Governor-General, appointed by the Honorable 
Company to direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies, and on ilie. part 
of His Highness Maharajah Dhuleep Sing by Bhaec Ram Sing, Rajah Lai Sing, 
Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Chuttur Sing Attarccwalla, Sirdar Riinjore Sing Majeethia, 
Dewan l)(Mma Nath and Fakeer Noorood-decn, vested with full powers and author- 
ity on the part of His Highness. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the British Govern- 
ment on the one part, and Maharajah Dhuleep Sing, his heirs and successors on 
the other. 


Article 2. 

The Maharajah of Lahore renounces, for himself, his heirs and successors, all 
claim to, or connection with, the territories lying to the south of the River Sutlej, 
and engages never to have any concern with those territories or th(». inhabitants 
thereof. 

Article 3. 

The Maharajah cedes to the Honorable Company, in perpetual sovereignty, 
all his forts, territories and rights in the Doab or country, hill and plain, situated 
between the Rivers Beas and Sutlej. 

Article 4. 

The British Govern irnnit having de?nauded from the Laliore State, as indem- 
nification for the ox])enses of the war, in addition to the cession of territory de- 
scribed in Article 3, ])ayment of one and half crore of Rupees, and the Lahore 
Government, being unable to pay the whole of this sum at this time, or to give 
security satisfact(jry to the British Government for its eventual ])ayment, the 
Maharajah cedes to the Honorable Company, in ])erpetual sovereignty, as equi- 
valent for one crore of Rupees, all his forts, territories, rights and interests in 
the hill countries, which ar(j situated between the Rivers Beas and Indus, includ- 
ing the Provinces of (Jashmere and Hazarah. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah will pay to the British Government the sum of 50 lakhs of 
Rupees on or before the ratification of this Treaty. 


Article 6. 

The Maharajah engages to disband the mutinous troops of the Lahore Army 
taking from them their arms— and His Highness agrees to re-organize the Regular 
or Aeen Regiments of Infantry, upon the system, and according to the R^ula- 
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tions as to pay and allowances, observed in the time of the late Maharajah Runjeet 
The Maharajah further engages to pay up all arrears to the soldiers that 
are discharged, under the provisions of this Article. 

Article 7. 

The Regular Army of the Lahore State shall henceforth be limited to 25 Batta- 
lions of Infantry, consisting of StK) bayonets each — with twelve thousand cavalry 
— this number at no time to be exceeded without the concurrence of the British 
Governimmt. Should it be necessary at any time — for any special cause — that 
this forc(i should be increased, the cause shall be fully explained to the British 
Government, and when the sj)ecial necessity shall hav^e passed, the regular troops 
shall be again reduced to the standard specified in the fornu*r clause of this Article. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah will surrender to the British Government all the guns — thirty- 
six in number — whh h have been pointed against the British Troops — and which, 
having be(*n j)laced on th(‘ right bank of the River Butlej, were not captured at 
the Battle of Subraon. 


Article 9. 

The control of the Rivers Beas and Sutlej, with the continuations of the latter 
river, commonly called the Gurrah and the Punjnud, to the confluence of the 
Indus at Mitliunkoto — and the control of the Indus from Mithunkote to the bor- 
ders of Belofxddstan, shall, in respect to tolls and ferries, rest with the British 
Governimiut. The provisions of this Article shall not interfere with the passage 
of boats belonging to th<^ Lahore Government on the said rivers, for the purposes 
of traffic or the (U)nveyance of passengers up and down their courstL Regard- 
ing the f(*rri(;s between the two countries respectively, at the several ghats of 
the said rivers, it is agreed that the British Government, after defraying all tlie 
expenst\s of inanagement and establishments, shall account to the Lahore Govern- 
ment for one-half of the net [irofits of the ferry collections. The provisions of 
this Article hav(‘ no reference* to tlic ferries on that part of the River Sutl(‘j which 
forms tli(^ boundary of Bhawnlpore and Lahore respectively. 

Article 10. 

If the Brit ish Government should, at any time, desire to pass troops through 
the territories of His Highness the Maharajah, for the proteetion of the British 
Territories, or those of their Allies, the British Troops shall, on such special oc- 
casion, due notice being given, be allowed to pass through the Lahore Territories. 
In such case the. Officers of the Lahore State will afford facilities in providing 
supplies and boats for the passage of rivers, and the British Government will 
pay the full price of all such provisions and boats, and will make fair compen- 
sation for all private property that may be endamaged. The British Govern- 
ment will, moreover, observe all due consideration to the religious feelings of the 
fuiiabitants of those tracts through which the army may pass. 
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Article 11. 

The Maharajah engages never to take or to retain in his service any British 
subject — nor the subject of any European or American State — without the con- 
sent of the British Government. 


Article 12. 

In consideration of the services rendered by Rajah Golab Sing, of Jummoo, 
to the Lahore State, towards procuring tlie restoration of the relations of amity 
between the Lahore and British Governments the Maharajah hereby agiuies to 
recognize ^hc Independent Sovereignty of Rajah Golab Sing, in such territories 
and districts in the hills as may be made over to the said Rajah Golab Sing, by 
separate Agreement between himself and the British Government, with the de- 
pendencic.s thereof, which may have been in the Rajah’s possession sincjc the time 
of the late Maharajah Khurriick Sing, and the British Government, in considera- 
tion of the good conduct of Rajah Golab Sing, also agr(*es to recognize his inde- 
pendence in such territories, and to admit him to the privihiges of a se})arate Treaty 
with the British Government. 


Article 13. 

In the event of any dispute or difference arising between the Lahore State 
and Rajah Golab Sing the same shall be referred to the arbitration of the British 
Government, and by its decision the Maharajah engages to abide. 

Article 14. 

The limits of the Lahore Territories shall not be, at any time, changed without 
the concurrence of the British Governinent. 

Article 15. 

The British Government will not exercise any interference in the internal 
administration of the Lahore State — but in all (lases or questions which may bo 
referred to the British Government, the Governor-General will give the aid of 
his advice and good offices for the furtherance of the interests of the Lahore Gov- 
ernment. 

Article 16. 

The subjects of either State shall, on visiting the territories of the other, bo 
on the footing of the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

This Treaty, consisting of sixteen articlep, has been this day settled by Frede- 
rick Currie, Esquire, and Brevet-Major Henry Montgomery Lawrence acting 
under the directions of the Right Hon’ble Sir Henry Hardinge, g.o.b., Governer- 
General, on the part of the British Government, and by Bhace Ram Sing, Rajah 
Lai Sing, Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Chuttur Sing Attaree walla, Sirdar Runjore Sing 
Majeethia, Dewan Deena Nath, and Fuqueer Noorooddeen, on the part of the 
Maharajah Dhuleep Sing, and the said Treaty has been this day ratified by the 
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seal of the Right Hon'ble Sir Henry Hardinge, G.O.B., Governor-General, and 
by that of His Highness Maharajah Dhiilcep Sing.

No. XI. 

Articles op Agreement concluded between tlie British Government and the 
Lahore Durbar on the 1 Ith March 184(). 

Whereas the Lahore (TOV'crnnient has solicited the Governor-General to l(*av© 
a British Force at Lahore, for the jirotection of tlie Maharajali’s j)erson and of 
the Ca])ital, till the reorganization of the J^alion' Army, according to the provi- 
sions of Article (i of tlie Treaty of Lahore, dated tiu' OtJi instant ; and Wherc^as 
the Governor-General has, on certain conditions, consisted to the measure ; 
and Whereas it is expedient that certain matters concerning tlie territories ceded 
by Articles 3 and 4 of tlie aforesaid Treaty should b(‘ specifically determined, 
the following eight Artiidcs of Agreement have this day been concluded between 
the aforeincntioned contracting parties. 

Article 1. 

The British Government shall leave at Lahore, till the close of the current 
year, A.D. 1846, such force as shall seem to the Governor-Genejal adequate for 
the purpose of prot(^cting the pi^rson of the Maharajah and the inhabitants of 
the City of Lahore, during the re-organization of the Sikh Army, in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 6 of the Treaty of Lahore. That force to bo with- 
drawn at any convenient time before the expiration of the year, if the object to 
be fulfilled shall, in the opinion of the Durbar, have been attained — but the force 
shall not be detained at Lahore beyond the expiration of the current year. 
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Article 2. 

The Lahore Government agrees that the force left at Lahore for the purpose 
specified in th(5 foregoing Article, shall be placed in full possession of t,he Fort 
and the City of Lahore, and that the Lahore troops shall be removed from within 
the City. The Lahor(^ Government engages to furnish coiivtuiumt (piarters for 
the officers and men of the said force and to pay to th(» British Government all 
the extra (^xpeuis(is in regard to the said force, which may b(i incurred by the British 
Government, in consequence of the troops being employed away from their own 
Cantonments and in a Foreign Territory. 

Article 3. 

The Lahore Government engages to a])ply itself immediately and earnestly 
to the reorganiziition of its army according to the prescribed conditions, and to 
communicate fully with the British authorities left at Lahore, as to the progress 
of such reorganization, and as to the location of the troops. 

Article 4. 

If the Lahore Government fails in the performance of the conditions of the 
foregoing Article, the British Government shall bo at liberty to withdraw the 
force from Lahore at any time before the expiration of the period specified in 
Article 1. 

Article 5. 

The British Government agrees to respect the bond fide rights of those Jaghiro- 
dars, within the territories c()ded by Articles 3 and 4 of the 1’roaty of Lahore, 
dated 9th instant, who w(^re attached to the familh^s of the late Maharajahs Run- 
j(»et Bing, Kurruk Sing and Shore Sing ; and the British Government will main- 
tain thosci jaghiredars in their ho7id fide possessions during their lives. 

Article 6. 

The Lahore Government shall receive the assistance of the British Local Author- 
ities in r(^covering the arrears of re veiling justly due to the Lahore Government 
from th(‘ kardas and managers in the t<^rritories ced(id by the provisions of Articles 
3 and 4 of the Tr(»aty of Lahore, to the close of the Khurecd harvest of the current 
year, ria., 1902 of the Sumbut Bikramajeet. 

Article 7. 

The Lahore Government shall be at liberty to remove from the forts, in the 
territories specified in the foregoing Article, all treasure and State property, with 
the exception of guns. Should, however, the British Government desire to re- 
tain any part of the said property, they shall be at liberty to do sc, f>aying for 
the same at a fair valuation, and the British officers shall give their assistance 
to the Lahore Government in disposing on the spot of such part of the aforesaid 
property as the Lahore Government may not wish to remove, and the British 
Officers may not desire to retain 
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Article 8. 

Commissioners shall be immediately appointed by the two Governments to 
settle and lay down the boundary between the two States, as defined by Article 
4 of the Treaty of Lahore, dated March 9th, 1840.

Articles of Agreement concluded between the British Government and 
the Lahore Durbar on the IGth December 184G. 

WJiereas the Lahore Durbar and the principal (5)iiefs and Sirdars of the State* 
have in expr(‘ss Lirnis coniinunicated to the Britisli Govc^rnment t/lnur anxious 
desini that tli(» Governor-fhuieral should give Jiis aid and assistance to maintain 
the administration of the Laliore State during the minority of Maharajali Dulleep 
Sing, and have declared this measure to be indisp(Uisiible for the maintenaiu^e 
of the GoverniiKint ; and wln^reas the Gov(‘ruor-Genoral has, under certain con- 
ditions, cousouLhI to give tlje aid and assistance aolicitenl, the following Articles 
of Agreement, in modification of tJie Articles of Agreement executed at Lahorti 
on tlie 11th March last, have been eoncluded on tlie part of tln^ British Govern- 
ment by Frederiek (hirrie, Esrjuire, Seendary to Government of India, and Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Henry Montgomery Lawrence, c.B., Agent to the Governor-General, 
North-West Frontier, by virf-ue of full powers to that effect vested in them by 
the Right HouTile Viscount Ilardinge, g.(?.b., Governor-General, and on the part 
of His Highness Maharajah Dulleep Sing, by Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Shere Sing, 
Dewan Dena Nath, Fiikeer Nooroodeen, Rai Kishen Chund, Sirdar Runjore Sing 
Majethea, Sirdar Ctttir Sing Kalet‘.walla, Bhaee Nidhaii Sing, Sirdar Khan Sing 
Majethea, Sirdar Shumshere Sing, Sirdar Lall Sing Morarea, Sirdar Khor Sing 
Sindhanwalla, Sirdar Urjiin Sing Rungrungalea ; acting with the unanijiious 
consent and concurrence of the Chiefs and Sirdars of the State assembled at 
Lahore. 

Article 1. 

All and every part of the Treaty of peace between the British Government 
and the State of Lahore, bearing date the 9th day of March 1846, except in so 
far as it may bo temporarily modified in respect to Clause 15 of the said Treaty 
by this engagement, shall remain binding upon the two Governments. 
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Article 2. 

A British Officer, with an efficient establishment of assistants, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor-General to remain at Lahore, which officer shall have 
full authority to direct and control all matters in every Department of the State. 

Article 3. 

Every attention shall bo paid in conducting the administration to the feelings 
of the people, to preserving the national institutions and customs, and to main- 
taining the just rights of all classes. 

Article 4. 

Changes in the mode and dc^tails of administration shall not bo made excej)t 
when found necessary for effi^cting the objects sef. forth in the foregoing (Clause, 
and for securing the just dues of the Lahore Government. Tliesc^ details shall 
be conducted by Native officers as at present, who shall be ap])oint(Ml and super- 
intended by a Council of Regency composed of leading Chiefs and Sirdars acting 
under the control and guidance of the British Resident. 

Article 5. 

Th(^ following pcirsons shall in the first instance constitutci the Council of Re-

A British Force of such strength and numbers, and irrsuch positions as Iho 
Governor-General may think (it, shall remain at Lahore for the protection of 
the Maharajah and the preservation of th(^ peace of the country. 

Artkjle 8. 

The Governor-General shall be at liberty to occupy with British soldiers any 
fort or military post in the Lahore TcTritories, the occupation of which may be 
deemed necessary by the British Government, for the security of the capital or 
for maintaining the peace of the country. 

Article 9. 

The Lahore State shall ])ay to the BritisJi Government twenty-two lakhs of 
now Nanuck Shahee Rupees of full tale and weight per annum for the mainte- 
nance of this force, and to meet the expenses incurred by the British Goverument. 
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Such BULQ to be paid by two inatalmonts, or 13,20,000 in May or June, and j, 80, 000 
in Na^enaber or December of each year.

Inasmuch as it is fitting that Her Highness the Maharanee, the mother of 
Maharajah Dulleep Sing, should have a proper provision made for the mainte- 
nance of herself and dependants, the sum of one lakh and iifty thousand rupees 
shall be sot apart annually for that purpose, and shall be at Her Highness’ dis- 
posal.

Hon’blc Janies, Earl of Dalhousie, Knight of th(‘ Most Ancient and Most Noble 
Order of the Thistle, one of Her Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy (Council, Gov- 
ernor-Gem^ral apj)ointed by the Honorable East India Company to direct and 
control all thenr affairs in the East Indies, and accepted on the part of His High- 
ness the Maharajah, by Rajah Tej Sing, Rajah Deena Nath, Bhaee Nidhan Sing, 
Fukeor Noorooddeen, Gundur Sing, Agent of Sirdar Shore Sing Sindhanwalla, 
and Sirdar Lall Sing, Agent and son of Sirdar Uttiir Sing KaleanwaUa, Members 
of the Council of Regency, invested with full power and authority on the part 
of His Highness. 

1st . — His Highness the Maharajah Dulleep Sing shall resign for himself, his 
heirs, and his successors, all right, title, and claim to the sovereignty of the Punjab, 
or to any sovereign power whatever. 

2nd . — All the property of the State, of whatever de8crii>tion and whereso- 
ever found, shall be confiscated to the Honourable East India Company, in part 
payment of the debt due by the State of Lahore tt) the British Government, and 
of the expenses of the war. 

3rd . — The Gem called the Koh-i-noor, which was taken from Shah Shooja- 
ool-Moolk by Maharajah Runjeet Sing, shall be surrendered by the Maharajah 
of Lahore to the Queen of England. 

4th . — His Highness DuUc^ep Sing shall receive from the Honourable East India 
Company, for the support of himself, his relatives, and the servants of the State 
a pension not less than four and not exceeding five lakhs of Company’s Rupees 
per annum. 

5th . — His Highness shall be treated with respect and honor. He shall retain 
the title of Maharajah Dulleep Sing Bahadoor, and he shall continue to receive, 
during his life, such portion of the abovenamed pension as may be allotted to 
himself personally, provided he shall remain obedient to the British Government, 
and shall reside at such place as the Governor-General of India may select. 
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Granted and acceped at Lahore, on the 29th of March 1849, and ratified by the 
Right Honourable the Oovernor^General on the 5th April 1849.

Advorling to the inorit of yt)Ur past services and (jonduct, the Right Honoiir- 
al)ie General Lord Lake, ('Omiriander-in-f^hief, assigncnl to you from the begin- 
ning of the Fussid Jlubet^ (spring crops) of 1213 Fuslee year, September 1805, 
A.l)., the undermeiitiomHl mehals as a jaidad, for entertaining a Risalah, and 
also for a p(^rsonal jaghire for yourself, com prelnui ding tlui whole of the land re- 
veiUH^ and the colh^ction of customs, with an <^xce.ption to such gardens and such 
ayma jaghire, punartli, and t)the.r rent-free lands, as also such daily allowam^es 
as hav(*, long been assigned for charitable purposes, on condition that you rt^quire 
no aid from the British Government, and that you settle the alTairs of your nuihals 
with your own troops, and provid<jd also, that in any season of exigency, you 
furnish, on application, to the aid of the British Government, a force consisting 
of 2<M) horse, and that you always continue to manifest your attachment to the 
British Govt^rnmtuit, and yt)ur zeal to serve its interests. This grant has been 
coji firmed to you by Government, who, sensible of the merit of your services and 
conduct, which have been made known to it by the communications of the Right 
Roiiourable the Commander-in-Chief, has been jdeased to grant those lands to 
you and your heirs for ever. The British Government neither have, nor will 
have any concern with them whatever, but they will remain in your possession, 
and that of your posterity.

Dujana State Excise Agreement, — 1924. 

Tliis Agro(*mont made thn 31st day of May 1924 between Nawab Mohammad 
Klniraliaid Ali Khan Bab.Tfliir ,Talal-iid-T)aula, Miistaqil-klang, Chief of the Dujana 
Stat(^ (heridiiaftor re-bTred to as the Lessor) of the one part and tlie Secretary 
of St, ate for India in Council (hereinafter referred to as the Lessee) of the other 
part. Wln^reas the Le?sor liath in consideration of the premises agreed to lease 
to the L(*.ssee the sole right of controlling the cultivation of the poppy and the 
manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs within the Dujana State, 
iind the right to enjoy the revenue derived from such cultivation, manufacture 
or sahs. Now therefore this Agreement witnesseth that the parties hereto mu- 
tually agrtM^ each with the oth(!r as follows that is to say : — 

1. In this agrcMuneiit the words “ Opium ” and “ Intoxicating Drugs ” are 
Tis(id as defined iti th(^ laws and rules for the time being in force in the Punjab 
in r(‘gard to opium and excise. 

2. This agreement shall take effect from the 1st April 192-1 and shall continue 
in f(U(M^ for Lui y<\ars from that date during which pc'riod the Lessee shall enjoy 
th(» sol(‘ right of controlling the cultivation of the poppy, the manufactun^ and 
sales of o])ium and int,oxicating drugs within the Dujana State and of enjoying 
the revenue d (‘rived from siudi cultivation, manufacture or sale. 

3. Whih' this agrecummt is in force the laws and rules in force for the time 
being in the Punjab with regard to the cultivation of the poppy and to the pos- 
session, manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs and to the trans- 
port, im])ort and export of the same shall muiafis mutandifi be cmforcod by the 
lessor throughout the Dujana State. 

4. It shall be competent to the Financial Commissioners of the Punjab and 
th(^ Deputy Commissioner of Rohtak during the currency of this agreement to 
exercise througliout th(‘ Dujana Static tlui j)ow(T 8 conferred on the Chief Rovenin* 
authority and th(^ Collector respectively by the laws and rules referred to in the 
third article of this agreement. 

5. It shall be competent tn any Excise Officer of the Rohtak District author- 
ised for the purpose of controlling the sahi of opium and intoxicating drugs by 
the Deputy Commissioner of Rohtak during the currency of this agreement to 
exercise any of the powers at present conferred by Chapter VII of Act I of 1914 
and by Sections 14 and 15 of Act I of 1878 throughout the Dujana State. 

6. At least one shop will be provided in Dujana Tehsil and two at least in 
Nahar Tehsil for the sale of opium, and one and two in each of the two Tehsils 
respectively for the sale of hemp drugs. The position of these shops shall be 
determined by the Deputy Commissioner after due consultation with the Lessor 
in this respect. With the exception of these shops no excise shop whether for 
the sale of liquor or of any other exciseable articles will be opened by the State 
oven tor medicinal purposes. 
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7. All ofTencoa against tho laws and rules to be enforced in the Dujana State 
in virtue of the 3rd article of tills agreement shall be tried by tho Courts of tho 
State. 

8. The staff necessary for tho control of these excise arrangements shall be 
employed by the Deputy Commissioner, Rolitak, according to the local conditions 
and paid by the British Grovernment which will pay all the other expenses of the 
management also. The Jjessee hi^ aiirvants and agents will do their best to secure 
the enforcement of the laws and ruh^s above referrinl to ami to ])revcat breaches 
of the same and also such acts and omissions as may tend to reduce the revenue 
from opium and intoxicating drugs. 

9. While this agroemcmt remains in force tho Tjossoe shall bo entitled to re- 
ceive and enjoy all tho revenue accruing from the (Uiltivation of j>oppy and tho 
manufacture and sale of opium and intoxuiating drugs throughout tho Dujana 
State. 

10. Tn consideration of the foregoing the Lessee will pay to tho Lessor tho 
amount of Hs. 2,000 yearly at the end of each financial year.

In this agreement the words fermented liquor, spirits, tari, otiium and intoxi- 
cating drugs are used as deliiiiHl in the laws and rules for the time being in force 
in the Punjab in regard to opium and excise.

Agreement between the British Uovernment and the Nawab of Pataudi, 
regarding the transfer to the former of the control of Excise arrange- 
ments and of the income derived from the sale of spirits, opium, and in- 
toxicating DRUGS in the Pataudi State, — 1893. 

This agreement between the British Government, hereinafter called the lessee 
on the one part, and Nawab Mohammad Munitaz Jliissain Khan, Manager of 
the Pataudi State, hereinaftei called the lessor on the other ])art, is exeented 
to secure to the lessee, in consideration of the })aynient hereinafter stipulated, 
tin*, sole right of controlling the cultivation of the poj>py and the manufacture 
and sale of fermented liquor, spirits, tari, opium, and intoxicating drugs, and 
of enjoying the revenue derived from such cultivation, manufacture' or sale, during 
the jjeriod specified, throughout the hereditary territories of the lessor herein- 
after called the Pataudi State. 

In this agrciemeiit the words fermented liquor, spirits, tari, o])iiini, and in- 
toxicating drugs are used as dc'fined in the laws and rules for tlu^ time being in 
force in the Punjab in regard to opium and excise. 

It is agreed as follows : — 

Firstly. -Tins agreement shall take elTec't from 1st Af)ril 1892, and shall con- 
tinue in forc(' for three* ye.ars from that dat(‘ or until such tinn* as the British Gov- 
ernment shall invest the Nawab with full 2 )owers in t in* Pataudi State. 

Secondly , — This agreement shall be binding for the p(Tiod above mentioned 
oil the lessor and the lessee, and their representatives and assigns respectively 

Thirdly . — While this agreement is in force, the laws and the rules in force 
for the time being in the Punjab with regard to the cultivation of the pc'Dpy and 
to the possession, manufacture, and sale of fermented liquor, spirits, tari, opium, 
and intoxicating drugs, and to the transport, import and export, of the same 
shall, mutatis mutandis, be enforced by the lessor, his representatives and assigns 
throughout the Pataudi State. 

Fourthly.-— it shall be competent to the Financial Gommissionesrs of the Punjab 
jind the Deputy (Jonirnissioner of Gurgaon during the currency of this agreement 
to exercise throughout the Pataudi State the powers conferred on the Chief lie- 
venue authority and the Collector r<‘Spectively, by the laws and rules referred 
to in the third article of this agreement. 

Fifthly . — It shall be conipet«‘nt to any Kxejse Ollic.er of the. Gurgaon District 
authorized for this purjmsc*. by the D(*.puty Commissioiuir of Gurgaon during the 
currency of this agreefuent to exercise any of the ])ow(irs at present conferred 
by Chapter VI of Act XXII of 1881 and by Sections 14 and 15 of Act 1 of 1878 
throughput the Pataudi State. 

Sixthly . — The Deputy Commissioner will, as far as possible, consider and 
give ellect to the reasonable wishes of the lessor in regard to the number and posi- 
tion of shops for the retail vend of fermented liquor, spirits, tari, opium and in- 
toxicating drugs, and the number of persons to receive retail licenses. 
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Seventhly , — That all ofrencc^ against the laws and rules to be enforced in the 
Pataudi State in virtue of the third article of this agreement shall be tried by 
the Court of the State. 

Eiyhthly . — That tlie lessor, his representatives and assigns will do their best 
to secure the observance of the laws and rules above referred to and to prevent 
breaches of them and all such acts and omissions as may tend to reduce the re- 
viuiuc from fermented liquor, sjdrits, tari, ojdum, and intoxicating drugs. 

Ninthly. - -Wliil(‘ this agrcM'iiicnt remains in force the lessee shall be entith^d 
to receive and enjoy all the revenue accruing from the cultivation of po]q)y and 
the manufactur<‘ and sale of fermont(;d liquor, spirits, tari, opium, and intoxi- 
cating drugs tliroughout the Pataudi State. 

Tenthly, — Jjj consideration of the foregoing the lessru; will pay annually to 
the lessor the sum of lis. 411 (four hundred and lourteeu) during the currency 
of the agreement.

Translation of a copy of a Sunnud, dated 8tli February 1810, sign(‘d and 
sealed by Lord Moira, Governor-General, conferrin^]r on Rajau Mohendka 
SiNGii, Bussaiiirwala, the Haj of Kampoor, Bussahir, and Thakuraees of 
])ulaitoe, Kurangto, and Kanaitee. 

Whereas all the hill territory has conic into the possession of the llon’blo 
Company, the Most Noble the Governor-General hereby confers on Kajali Muhendra 
Singh in perpetuity, generation after generation, the Baj of Rainpoor, Bussahir, 
and Thakurae(‘.s of l)ulait(i(5, Kurangto, and Kanaitee, with all tlieir revenues 
and internal and (‘xteriuil rights, conditional on tin*, said Rajah paying Rs. 15,()()0 
(Kuldar) per annum tribute money, in iustalnujuts as detailed below, fof 
defraying tiio exjienses of the jirotecting English force, and conditional on 
Ilia remh'ring j)ersonal service with his armed followers and Legatees when 
called upon to do so, and constructing roads on all four sides of his territories. 

The fort.s of Rawin, Salegan, Hatto, and Baghee, together with the lands at- 
tached to them, and pergunnah Saudbhoj and mouza Khepoo, etc., having been 
detachcfl from the Ram])oor Bussahir ilaka, and retained in possession and occu- 
pation of the British Government, h(! (the Rajah) should never even think of 
advancing his claim to the said places, and being bound by the terms of this sun- 
nud remain heartily submissive and obedient to the British authorities and not 
encroacdi beyond his territories. 

The, Rajah shall pay the tribute money by fixed instalments, and in time of 
war shall, on a re([aisition from the Superintendent of Hill States, join the British 
army in jierson with his armed retainers and hill porters, keep himself in readiness 
to execute orders, and remain submissive. He shall construct roads throughout 
his territory four yards wide. 

If th(i Itajjih neglects or hesitates in j>aying the fixed tribute ; in joining the 
British army with his retainers on the o(icasion of war ; in showing submission 
and obedience to the British authorities ; and in constructing roads in his terri- 
tory, or encroaches upon the territories of others, he shall incur displeasure and 
will be deposed. 

Th(i Rajah shall consider this sunnud as a ratified document, and use his exer- 
tions to fulfil the, terms tJiereof, to [)romote the welfare of his people, to improve' 
th<', condition of his country and cultivation, to redress grievances and to keep 
the public roads safe. 

The Rajah shall not extort money from his subjects, but treat them with 
kindness so that they may always be thankful to him. His subjects should regard 
him, and his (successors) as above described, as their sole and lawful lord, pay 
without fail the revenue due to him, remain obedient to him at all times, and 
behave themselves well. 

Tribute money to be paid by instalments as follows : —

Agreement with Rajah of Bussahir for lease of liis forests, — 1884. 

The Rajah of Bussahir having found the management of liis forests trouble* 
some, desires to lease them to the British (lovernment for a term of fifty years, 
and requests the Superintendent, Hill States, to submit the following pro])Osals 
for the approval of tin* Punjab Government : — 

AirncmE 1. 

I mak(^ over the entire control of the whole forests of Bussahir to th(‘ British 
Government, who will appoint an English Officer to take cliarge of the said forests. 

Article 2. 

No contractor or oth(*r person shall b<^ permitted to cut timber in any forest 
of my dominions, ex(‘(^pt in places and under (;oi\ditions s))(*.e.iti(‘d by the r>lll(M*r 
apj)ointed to be (kmservator of Forests. 

Article 3. 

For every tree felled in the forests of Bussahir by authority of the Conser- 
vator, the British Government shall pay at the following rates : — 


Deodar (Kelu) . . . . . . . . .380 

Walnut (Akhrot) . . . . . . . . .200 

Di roll ( Hhojpu tea) . . . . . . . . .ISO 

Other kinds . . . . . . . . . .200 


Article 4. 

The accounts shall be made up quarterly or half-yearly and renden‘d, and 
payments made at the abovementioned rates (jiiarterly or half-yearly. 

Article 5. 

T will liave nothing to do with the establishments appointed by the Forest 
Officer. The British Government will defray all expenses connected with the 
conservancy of the forests, felling and transporting timber to the Sutlej, and 
floating down to the depots. 

Article 6. 

I agree that the officer appointed to the forest should have power of a Subor- 
dinate Magistrate, 1st class, defined in Section 23 of Act XXV, 1861, to try and 
decide cases of offences against property and property marks. 
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Article 7. 

I will givo every assistance required by the Conservator in the exercise of 
the above powers for apprehending oilenders, or supposed offenders, and for con- 
firming the penalties awarded by him. 

Article 8. 

I hereby grant to the British Government a lease of the forests of Bussahir 
for (50) fifty years, commencing from siicJi date as the Government may con- 
firm the lease. 

Article 9. 

I will furnish an Indent to the Government for any timber I may require, 
s])ecifying the amount and kinds of wood, and the purpose for which it is to be 
applied. 

Autk’le 10. 

'riie Zemindars shall be f)ermitted to cut tiinber for fuel, charcoal, house- 
building, and vine frames. They are not to be prohibited from cutting down 
the inferior forests for purposes of cultivation.

Agreement, — J 87 1 . 

Whereas by an agreement, bearing date 28th June 1864, the Rajah Shumsherc 
Sing of Bassahir and Rampoor has leased to the British Government, for a term 
of 50 years, all the forests under his control in the territories of Bassahir ; and 

WJiereas the said Rajah Shumshere Sing is desirous of leasing to the British 
Government all rights within his territory to waif, drift, and windfall timber, 
both on land and in water ; and 

Whereas in the said agreement, dated 28th June 1864, the terms on which 
the British Government shall pay the said Rajah of Bassahir and Rampoor the 
exercises of the rights hereinbefore last mentioned have not been expressed : 
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It is agreed between the said Rajah Shurnshore Sing of the one j)art, and Super- 
intondent of the Simla Hill States on behalf of the British Oovernnieiit of the 
other part, as follows : — 

This agreement shall commence to be in operation from and for the working 
seavson of the Christian year 1870-71. 

The British Governm(?nt shall, through such officers as it shall from time to 
time appoint in that behalf, and on the conditions ]ier(*after agr(‘od to, have* th(‘ 
sole and entire control and management of, and the entire riglit and title to, all 
waif, drift, and windfall timber, both on land or in water, stranded or cfillected 
in the tciTitori(‘,s subject to the Rajah of Bassahir and Rampoor. 

In lieu of such right to waif, windfall, and drift timber, the British Govern 
metit shall and will j)ay to tlie said Rajah of Bassahir and IJampoor, or to such 
person as he shall ajipoint to receive the same, the yearly sums hereinafli't siateed 
that is to say— 

For each of the years 1870-71, 1871-72, and 1872-73 the sum of mj>oes fifteen 
hundred (1,500). 

For each of the years 1873-74: and 1874-75 the sum of rupeiss twelve hundred 

( 1 , 200 ). 

And for the year 1875-76 and following years the annual sums of one 
thousand rupees (1,000). 

The British Government shall not, in virtue of any right vested in it )>y this 
agreement, interfere with the privilege of villagers and others residing on or msir 
the banks of the River Sutlej, or its tributaries, of eollecting fragments and simill 
pieces of timber to b(< usiul for fire-wood without paymenl- for the sa,nu‘. 

Provided always that the privilege aforesaid shall not he d(*,om(‘d to imtitle 
any jiorson to take any piece, fragment, or log of wood of any size largi'r than 
one man e.an liimself and without assistance lift or carry. 

Tn witness whereof the Rajah Shiimshere Sing of Bassahir and Rampoor ol 
th(’ one part, and Sujicrintendent of the Simla Hill Staf-es acting on behalf of 
the British Government of the other part, have hereto sot tlndr hands this first 
day of August 1871,

Agreement with the Raja of Bashahr, — 18T7. 

Whereas by the terms of an aj^reoment haviii" date at Simla, the twenty- 
eicjlith day of June 1864, His TIi»hiieas the Raja of Rampoor- Bashahr, liaving 
requ(»8t(^d the aid of the British Govc^rnmeut in the managcuncnt of his forests, 
did for that purpose hsase th<i said forests to tlu^ British Govt^runumt ; and 

Wliereas by a further agreement, datc-d the first day of August 1871, His High- 
ness the said Raja did grant to the British Government (in eonsideratioii of e<T- 
tain payments theriun provided to be made) his rights in waif and windfall tim- 
ber ; and 

Whereas it is now desirable to embody the terms of the said agreements in 
one .agreement, and further in such new agreement to secure to His Highness 
a more equitable remuneration in consideration of the grant of his forests and 
other rights, and at the same time to make more definite provision for the conser- 
vancy of the forests aforesaid : 

The following Articles have been agreed upon betwe(ui His Highn<^ss th(j Raja 
of Rampoor-Bashahr of the one part, and Caj)tain Robert Parry Nisb(‘t, Su])er- 
intcndont of Hill States, Simla, on behalf of the British Govtirnment, of the otlier 
j)art : — 

1. From and after the date of the execution of this present agreement, the 
former agreements, Ixiaring d.ato at Simla, the 28th June 1864 and 1st August 
1871, res])oetivcly, shall coasts to be of force, and shall be deemed to he cancelled 
and superseded by this ])r(J8ent agreement. 

2. The terra “ forest,” as used in these Articl(‘s, shall mean and iTvclude — 

(a) Those tracts of country covered with tr(M's, or from whicJi the trees 
have IxHUi f<‘lled, which p.ay no revcnnie as cultivated land to the 
Rampoor-Bashahr State. 

(b) Such other tracts of hand, cultivated or uncultivated, covered with 
trees or barnm, as the Rajah of Rampoor-Bashahr may from tirac^ 
to time consent to give up for the purpo8(^ of consolidating or ex- 
t(mding the area of any existing forest, or of forming new planta- 
tions or forests. 

3. In consideration of the sum of Rs. 10,000 to be paid in two half-yearly 
instalments, viz,^ on the 30th April and 31 st October in every year, His Highness 
the Raja of Rampoor-Bashahr hereby grants the entire and solo control of the 
whole forests of Bashahr to the British Government. 

4 . The Raja of Bashahr further grants to the British Government all his rights 
in unclaimed waif, drift, and windfall timber within his territory both on land 
and in water^ and further grants to the said Government the entire control of 
the rivers and streams in Bashahr in so far as concerns the floating and manage- 
ment of timber in transit ; and the Raja of Bashahr further agrees that the British 
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Government shall have power to take np land not being forest when such land 
is required for timber slides and other necessary works : 

Provided always that fair and equitable compensation shall be paid therefor 
to the persons entitled tliereto. 

5. The British Government shall on its part appoint and maintain at its own 
expense such officers and such subordinate establishments as to it may seem good 
for the purpos(j of controlling, managing, and working the said forests, and con- 
trolling and managing the transport and floating of timber as aforesaid. 

The term “ Forest Officer ” when used in this agreement or the schedule thereto 
annexed, shall be deemed to mean any officer so a]>pointcd. 

0. The riil(‘ set forth in the scliodiile annexed for the protection and manage- 
ment of the forests and for r(‘gulating the floating of timber and otlnm matters 
shall b(^ de(mi(d to be in force throughout Bashahr, and the British Government 
may invest any Forest Officer with all or any of the j)owers of a Magistrate as 
described in the Code of Criminal Procedure in force in British India, to be exer- 
cised within the State of Bashahr for th(? purpose of trying and punishing ofTences 
against the rules aforesaid. 

And the Raja of Bashahr engagers to render every aid required by the officer 
or officers authorized to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all per, sons 
charged with oflenccs against th (5 rules, and for enforcing any lawful judgment 
awarded against them. 

7. Further it is agreed that during the currency of this lease the whole pre- 
servation, control, and right of shooting game birds in the Bashahr forest shall 
exclusively belong to the British Government. Licenses to shoot in the Bashahr 
forests shall be granted only by the Superintendent of the Hill States r 

Provided always that the Raja of Bashahr may grant annually to residents 
of Bashahr lic-enses to shoot game birds for their own consumption, but not for 
sale. The number of such licenses shall not excised thirty. Any person found 
shooting without a license, or netting, trapping, or snaring game birds shall bo 
liable to the penalties mentioned for such ofTences in the rules forming a schedule 
to this lease. 

8. The whole cost of consfu-ving the forest in Bashahr under tlu^ riih^s annexed, 
together wdth all costs of felling and t.raus])orting timber for the use of the British 
Government, and of maintaining the imeessary establishment in such forests, 
shall be borne by the British Government. 

9. This agreement shall continue in force for a term of fifty years, commenc- 
ing from the date of the present agreement. On the expiry of this term it shall 
be lenewable at th(^ pleasure of the British Government for a further term of fifty 
vears. It shall be again renewable in like manner at the end of every term of 
fifty years : 

Provided always that any alterations in the Forest Rules attached hereto 
that may be agreed to by both parties may bo made at any time without affecting 
the continuance of shis agreement.

Schedule. 

Rules for the Bashahr Forests. 

1. Unless expressly permitted by the Chief Forest Ofl&cer, the following acts 
are prohibited in all forests of the Bashahr State : — 

(a) Breaking up forest land for cultivation. 

(h) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests or negligently per- 
mitting fire to extend thereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood, or stumps. 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc., from the stems of standing trees, bark- 

ing or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring trees. 

(e) Felling or lopping trees. 

( f) Selling timber. 

{g) Removing dead leaves and surface soil. 

(h) Shooting without a license, netting, trapping, or snaring any game 
bird. 

2. Permission free of charge shall bo given by the Forest Officer of Bashahr 
to all zemindars, who may require it, to break up forest land for cultivation, to 
cut timber for fuel, charcoal, hous<i-building, and vine frames, to cut and collect 
branches and leaves for cattle fodder and manure, to burn grass for pasture, to 
cut torches, and to collect turpentine, bark, roots, ringall, and other minor forest 
produce. 

These privileges shall be exercised in such portions only of the forest as the 
Forest Officer shall from time to time assign.

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The collection of the seeds of the Ri (Neoza) shall be free to all who have a 
right to collect them. 

3. The British Government shall have power to demarcate or fence any portion 
or portions of the forest in Bashahr. 

If the boundaries of any demarcated forest are not clearly indicated by roads, 
rivers, or other existing boundaries or landmarks, they must be marked out by 
permanent marks in such manner as the Punjab Government may direct. 

4. In the d<‘marcated or fenced forests grazing by cattle, except by permis- 
sion of the Forest Officer of Bashahr, is prohibited, in addition to the prohibitions 
enumerated in rule 1, 

5. The Baja of Bashahr will furnish an indent to the British Government 
for any timber he may r(^qiiire, specifying the amount and kinds of wood and 
the purpose for wliich it is to be applied. Such timber shall not be applied to 
other purpos(\s than those sp(icified in the indent, and shall not be sold. 

It will rest with the Punjab Government to decide what quantity shall be 
given. 

6. No person shall, without the permission of the Forest Officer of Bashahr, 
remove, cut up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark any timber in transit, whether 
stranded or floating, provid<d that this rule shall not interfere with th(^ privilege 
of the villag(^rs to take for firewood stranded pieces of broken timber, which are 
not, however, to be larger than one man can lift by himself. 

7. Any person who breaks rule 1, 4, or 6 shall be liable, on conviction before 
a Magistrate, to fine not exceeding Rupees 200, or, in default ok payment, to three 
months’ imprisonment with or without hard labour. 


No. XXIX. 

Acjreemknt between the Secretary op State for India and the Raja of Ba- 
shahr for the Lease of the Bashahr Forests, -1929. 

This agn‘-ement made this first day of May 1929 between the Baja of Rampiir- 
Bashahr who on behalf of himself, his heirs, successors, administrators, executor 
and assigns is hereinafter referred to as the Baja of Hampur-Bashahr of the on 
part and the Secretary of State for India in Council who together with his succes- 
sors in office and assigns is hereinafter referred to as the Punjab Government of 
the second part. 

Whereas by virtue and in pursuance of agreements of various dates between 
the Baja of Bampur-Basliahr and the Secretary of State the said Secretary of State 
acting by and through the Local Government of the Punjab had enjoyed 
a lease of the forests of the Bashahr State together with aU the rights of the Baja 
of Rampur-Bashahr in waif, drift and windfall timber. 
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And whereas it is now desirable to secure a more equitable remuneration to 
the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr in consideration of the grant of the said forests 
and other rights and at the same time to make more definite provisions for the 
conservancy of the forests aforesaid. 

This agreement witnesseth that it has been mutually agreed by and between 
the parties hereto as follows that is to say — 

Article 1. 

From and after the date of the execution of this agreement all previous agree- 
ments made between the Punjab Government and the Raja of Rarapur-Bashahr 
regarding the lease of the forests of Bashahr State shall be deemed to be cancelled 
and superseded by this present agreement except where specifically stated to the 
contrary in Schedule or Appendices. The provisions of this lease shall not apply 
to the forests held in Jagir by the Wazir of Poari. 

Article 2. 

The term “ forest ” as used in this agreement shall mean and include — 

(u) Demarcaf-ed forests, 

{b) Forests reserved for the use of the Raja of Ram})ur- Bashahr, 

(c) Undemarcated forests, 

(а) Demarcated forests shall mean and include those forests which 

are defined and stated as demarcated forests in the Forest 
Settlements of Bashahr State referred to hereafter in Clause 
VI of this agreement, and such other tracts of land cultivated 
or uncultivated as with the previous sanction of the Raja of 
Rampur- Bashahr are from time to time added to existing de- 
marcated forests or are declarc'd to be demarcated forests. 

(б) Forests res(‘rv(id for the use of the liaja of Ramy)ur- Bashahr shall 

mean and include the forests defined and stated in Appendix I 
to this agreement. 

(c) IJndemarcated forests shall mean and include — 

(/) All tracts of land bearing tree growth or from which the 
trees have been felled which pay no land revenue as 
cultivated land to the Bashahr State. 

(n) Su(di other tracts of land cultivated or uncultivated as 
with the jirevious sanction of the Raja of Rampur- 
Bashahr are from time to time included in existing 
underaarcated forests or are declared to be undemar- 
cated forests. 

Article 3. 

In consideration of the following payments, the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr 
hereby grants to the Punjab Government the entire and sole control of the whole

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of the forests of Bashahr excepting those reserved for the use of the Raja as defined 
in Clause II and subject to the definitions and rules prescribed in the Schedule 
and Appendices attached to this agreement. 

Payments. 

(a) An annual payment of rupees one lakh to be paid in two equal half-yealy 
instalments of Rs. 50,000 due respectively on the 30th of April and Slst of Octo- 
ber in each year ; 

(h) the payment of half the excess over Rs. 1,50,000 of the net profits from 
the working of the forests included in this lease. Such excess shall be determined 
triennially in accordance with the accounts of the Forest Department for a period 
of the preceding three years, the first period of three years to commence from 
the Ist of April 1929, provided that for the period from the 1st of November 1928 
to the 31st of March 1929, the Raja shall be entitled to receive 5-24th of the average 
annual net profits for the first triennium in excess of Rs. 1,50,000 in addition 
to his share of the profits for that triennium. 

Article 4. 

The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr further grants to the Punjab Government all 
his rights in unclaimed waif, drift and windfall timber within his lerritory both 
on land and in wat(‘r, and further grants to the said Government the entin* con- 
trol of the rivers and streams in Bashahr in so far as concerns the floating and 
management of timber in transit ; and the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr further 
agrees that the Punjab Government shall have power to take up land, not being 
forest, when such land is required for timber slides and other necessary works. 

Provided always that fair and equitable compensation shall be paid therefor 
to the ptTsons entitled thereto. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Raja will be permitted to seize all waif timber, 
that is to say, timber bearing neither axe nor saw mark, at Rampur Bridge, sub- 
ject to inspection by a forest officer in the service of the Punjab Government 
and subject to the provisions of the Timber Transit Rules applicable to the Sutlej 
river in Native States. 

Article 5. 

The Punjab Government shall on its part appoint and maintain at its own 
expense such officers and such subordinate establishments as to it may a})pear 
necessary expedient or desirable for the purpose of controlling, managing and 
working the said forests and controlling and managing the transport and floating 
of timber and carrying out the provisions of this agreement and of the Schedule 
attached thereto. 


Article 6. 

The rules set forth in the Schedule annexed for the protection and manage- 
ment of the forests and for regulating the floating of timber and other matters 
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shall be deemed to be in force throughout Basbahr and the Forest Settlements 
sanctioned by the Punjab Government, viz., the forest settlements for the Pabar, 
Tlupin and Giri Valleys in 1911 and the forest settlements for the SutU*j Valley 
in 1921 shall be deemed to be in force in the respective areas to which they apply. 
The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr hereby agrees and engages to render every aid 
required by Forest Officers to bring to justice all persons charged with olfences 
against the rules and to enforce all lawful judgments awarded against such persons. 

Article 7. 

The whole cost of conserving the forests included in this lease together with 
all cost of felling and transporting timber for the use of the Punjab Government 
and of maintaining the necessary establishment in such forests shall be borne by 
the Punjab Government unless otherwise provided for in this lease. 

Article 8. 

This agreement shall continue in force for a term of twenty-five years from 
the 1st of November 1928, provided that the provisions of Clause III shall be 
liable to revision, at the option of the Punjab Government, at the end of nine 
years beginning from the 1st of November 1928, and provided also that additions 
to the list of forests shown in Appendix I attached to this agreement, may be made 
by the Punjab Government at the request of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr on 
completion of nine years beginning from the Ist of November 1928, if the Punjab 
Government are satisfied that the management of the forests now included in 
Appendix I has been efficient.

SCHEDULE. 

1. Subject to the provisions of the Forest Settlements the following acts are 
prohibited in all forests unless expressly permitted by the Divisional Forest 
Officer : — 

(a) Breaking up land for cultivation, 

(ft) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests, or negligently per- 
mitting £re to extend to forests, 

(c) Setting fire to grass, trees, brushwood or stumps, 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc., from the stems of standing trees, bark- 

ing or tapping for resin, or othtjrwise injuring trees, 

(c) Felling or lopping trees, 

(/) Selling timber, 

(ff) llemoving dead leaves and surface soil. 

2. Rights of us<T shall be ex<Tcised in accordance* with the* j)r()visions of the 
Forest S(*tth‘nients exeu'pt in such j>ortions of the (h‘marcuted forests as may be 
closed from time to time by the Divisional Forest 01Iic(*r. 

3. Th(‘ Punjab Government shall have power to (i(‘marcate and/or fenc(^ any 
portion or portions of the forests in Bashahr ])rovided that it shall not f(*nc(* any 
portion of the forest wliich is undemarcated at tin* time of the* ex(‘Cution of tliis 
lease, ex(U‘])t with the previous approval of the Raja of Ram])ur-Bashahr. 

4. In the demarcated forests the grazing of cattle, sheep and goats is ])rohi- 
bited except as i)rovided by the Forest settlements or expressly i)ermitt(*d by 
the Divisional Forest Officer. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr may allow Gujars 
to graze buffaloes in the areas permitted for such grazing, 2 )rovided that within 
five years from the commencement of this agreement the number of buffaloes 
so permitted to graze shall be reduced to 250. Aj)j)endix II to this agreement 
shows and describes the i)ermitted areas. 

5. (n) The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr may furnish indents to the Divisional 
ForCvSt Officer concerned for any timber wffiich he may require for State purposes 
specifying th(* amount and j)urj)ose for which it is required. Such timber sliall 
not be used for any ])urpose other than that stated in the indent and if> shall not 
be scld or exported. The Divisional Forest Officer will have marked free of charge 
the necessary trees (if available from demarcated forests) and will make every 
effort tD have them marked within 60 days. The Raja of Ram^mr-Bashahr will 
not indent for any more timber than is stated below in any one year : — 

(a) 250 slee})ers to be delivered at Rampur at cost price. 

(ft) 100 Deodar trees of either the 1st or 2nd class or of the 1st and 2nd 
classes mixed free of cost. 

(c) 500 Kail standing trees of the Ist or 2nd class or of the 1st and 2nd 
classes mixed free of cost. 
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(d) 1,000 Kail standing trees of either the 3rd or 4th class or 3rd and 4th 
classes mixed free of cost. 

Walnut and Shisham standing trees will be supplied to the Kaja at the dis- 
cretion of the Divisional Forest Officer concerned free of cost. The Divisional 
Forest Officer will make special endeavour to ensure compliance with the Ilaja’s 
indents within a reasonable time. 

(b) Notwithstanding tlie provisions of Clause (a), the Forest Department 
will supply the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr with 500 sleepers delivered at Rampur 
at cost price during each of the years 1928, 1929, 1930 and 1931, j)rovided that 
the number of sleepers furnished in each of these years sliall not be in excess of 
the sleepers actually required for State purposes, and provid(‘d furtJuT that the 
Forest Department is able to supply the full number of 500 slec'pers consistently 
with their liabilities under their contract with the Railway De})aTtment. 

0. No })erson shall, without the permission of the Divisional Fort'st Officer, 
remove, cut uf), ])urn, deface the marks of, or mark any timber in transit, wlie- 
ther strandcul or flofiting ; j)rovided that this ruh‘ sliall Jiot- interfer(‘ with the 
privilege of the villagers to take for firewood strand(‘d ])i(‘C(‘s of unmarked and 
unsawn timber which are. not however to be larger than one man can lift by himself. 

7. The Punjab Government will not construct any habitation other than tem- 
porary within demarcated or undemarcated forests or any garden or plantation 
outside demarcated forests without the sanction of the Raja. 

8. All rights to minerals in Bashahr State are reserved to the Raja. The 
quarrying of stone and elate within the demarcated forests sliall be regulated 
by the Punjab Government subject to the provisions of the Forest Settlements. 

9. The Punjab Government shall not object to the construction of irrigation 
channels (kuhls) and of telegraph and telephone lines in d(‘marcated forests, i)ro- 
vided that the alignment of such is subject to the previous sanction of tlie Divi- 
sional Forest Officer. 

10. The rights of Jagirdars and Adna Maliks to dispose of trees growing on 
lands which arc held by them in Jagir or in Adna Malkiyat at the date*, of execu- 
tion of this lease, shall be in accordance with the provisions of the Forest Settle- 
ments, provided that where the provisions of the Forest Settlements require that 
certain action should be taken by a Forest Officer, such Forest Oflicer shall be in 
th(‘. service of the Punjab Government and shall be of rank not below that of « 
Forest Ranger. 

11. The Punjab Government when floating timber down rivers and streams 
shall res])ect the rights of the zamindars to water for irrigation purposes and for 
water-mills and shall pay compensation to the persons entitled thereto for any 
damage done to irrigation or to water mills. Such compensation shall be assessed 
by the Forest Board (vide rule 13 infra). 

12. With regard to the forests included in Appendix I, the Raja of Rampur- 
Bashahr shall have full powers of control and management, provided that he shall 
not sell timber except to right holders in accordance with the provisions of the 
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Forest Settlements and shall not export timber without the previous sanction 
iu writing of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle. 

13. A Forest Board shall be constituted of which the Baja of Rampur- Basil ah r 
shall be ex-ojficio President. The composition, duties and powers of the Board 
are stated in Appendix III hereto. 

14. Fees due to the Bashahr State by Zamindars on account of the exercise 
of rights of user under the Forest Settlements shall be levied throughout the State 
at the rates in force in the Pabar Valley at the date of the execution of this agree- 
ment notwithstanding any provision to the contrary in the Forest Settlements. 
Such fees shall be realized by the Punjab Government but shall be credited to 
Bashahr State. 

15. Any discrepancy between the boundaries of the demarcated forests — 

(1) as existing on the ground ; 

(2) as shown in the Settlement Records of Sambat 1950 Bikrama of the 

Bashahr State and subsequent revisions of the same previous to 
the execution of this lease ; or 

(3) as shown in the records of the Forest Settlements previous to the exe- 

cution of this lease ; 

may be investigated and adjudicated upon by the Forest Board, provided that 
the orders issued by the Board under this rule shall be subject to confirmation 
by the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla, who shall, previous to confirmation 
obtain the views of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle, Punjab. 

16. When the Punjab Government is shown in the Revenue Records of the 
Bashahr State as occupier of any land leased to it in the Forest Department in 
the Bashahr State, it shall be shown as a tenant through the Forest Department. 
T’he Raja of Rampur- BaslLahr shall be shown as Ala Malik, and if he is also Adna 
Malik of the area in question, he shall be shown as Adna Malik. 

17. On roads where mules can ply, the Bashahr State shall arrange through 
Chaudhris for mule transport for forest officers serving in the State at rates which 
shall be fixed from time to time in accordance with rules to be framed })y the 
Forest Board, provided that if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous deci- 
sion, the matter sliould be referred for decision to the Suj)erintondent, Hill States, 
Simla. At the principal stages on those roads which are either permanently or 
temporarily unfit for mules the Forest Officers shall arrange for cooly transj)ort 
through (iontractors, wJio shall be appointed by the Forest Board, provided that 
if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be re- 
ferred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. The rates of cooly 
hire shall be fixed from time to time by the Forest Board, provided that if the 
Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be referred 
for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. The contractors shall be 
remunerated eitlier by an annual subsidy payable by the Punjab Government, 
or by commission on the hire of coolies actually engaged, the amount of the sub- 
sidy or the rate of commission, as the case may be, being determined by the Forest 
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Board, provided that if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the 
matter should be referred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. 
Provided that at any stage where no Chaudhri or contractor has been appointed 
and also at a stage where the Chaudhri or contractor fails to make satisfactory 
arrangements for mule or oooly transport as the case may be. Forest Officers sliall 
be entitled to require the Zaildar or Lumbardar to provide coolies or other trans- 
port and shall in addition to the coolie hire pay commission to the Zaildar or Lum- 
bardar at a rate to be fixed by the Forest Board, provided that if the Forest Board 
fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be referred for decision to 
the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. 

The State shall maintain supply contractors on roads maintained by the Pub- 
lic Works Department. At other stages Forest Officers shall make their own 
arrangements for supplies through Zaildars or Lumbardars. Any dispute that 
may arise between the State and Forest Officers with regard to transport or sup- 
plies shall be referred to the Superintendent, Hill States, for decision. The Raja 
of Rampur-Bashahr shall give Forest Officers all reasonable assistance in making 
the arrangements contemplated in this rule. Provided that at the instance of 
either party to this agreement, the arrangements for supplies and transport may 
be re-examined at the conclusion of nine years from the date of this agreement 
with the object of making such changes, if any, as may be necessary having regard 
t o the conditions relating to supplies and transport then obtaining. 

18. Any person who commits a breach of any of the provisions of rule 1, 4, 
6, 8, or 10 of this Schedule shall be liable on conviction before a Magistrate to 
fine not exceeding Rs. 200 or in default of payment to three months* imprison- 
ment with or without hard labour.

SuNNUD to Rajah Ram Sing (or Rjm Surrun) for Hindoor, — 1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Cov- 
ernmtmt ; and whereas Rajah Ram Sing has, during the present war, j)erformed 
worthily the part of an ally of the British Government, joining the British troops 
in person with his forces, and furnishing b<;garee8 to level roads and to perform 
other work, wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, 
this Sunnud is granted to the said Rajah, conferring on him and his heirs for ever 
Hindoor, etc., seven Pergunnahs ; and Buhtowlee with twelve villagers, and Mun- 
thoolee with four villages (excepting, however, the half share of Fyzoollah-j)oora, 
in Pergunnah Khas Hindoor, and the Fort of Malown, with six villages of Mouzah 
Malown Chakiran, which are on the point [tegh] of the Hill of Malown, and Mouzas 
Malown-badhoo, Chulau dooaree-wallah, etc., the jumma of the whole seven 
villages being 118 rupees and 123 J maunds of grain), together with all the rights 
and appurtenances belonging thereto, and the sayer collections, and right of dis- 
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tributing justice to the ryots ; without exaction of begarees, or of service, or of 
nuzzuranah, all these dues being remitted. Whatever number of begarees the 
Eajah shall furnish in case of war, shall be paid for by the British Government 
at the rate of 4 rupees per man. The Rajah, however, will not receive any pay 
for himself and his troops in joining the British Forces. The Rajah, consider- 
ing this Siinund a full and valid title for himself and his descendants, will exert 
himself to the utmost to promote the welfare of his subjects, and will abstain 
from encroaching on the possessions of others ; and being grateful for the favour 
which has been shown him by the British Government, he will continue firm in 
allegiance to it, and will conform to all the conditions of this Sunnud, 

It will be the duty of the ryots on their part to consider the Itajah as thei^ 
rightful lord, and to pay their revenue punctually, and show obedience to his 
authority, and to exert themselves to improve the cultivation of their lands and 
to augment the Rajah’s resources.

SuNNtTD to Rajah Ram Sing (or Ram Surrun) for the Thakooraee of BUROWT4EK, 

-1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment, and many Chiefs have had their former possessions wholly restored 
to them ; and whereas the Fort of Malown, with six villages^ the estimated annual 
jumma of whi('h is 118 rupees and 118 maunds of grain, has been withheld from 
Rajah Ram Sing, in order to b(^ retained as a post for British trooj)s ; thc^refore, 
as a compensation for tin? said fort and six villages, this Sunnud is, by order of 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General, granted to Rajah Ram Sing, con- 
ftirriug on him and his heirs for ever the Thakooraee of Burowlee, with all the 
ap])urtenances belonging thereto, and the sayer collections. The said Rajah, 
considering this Sunnud to Ixi a valid instrument, will, after leaving to the Ranee 
of the said Thakooraee four villages for her subsistence, take possession of the 
remainder. In case of war he will be bound to furnish begarees and sepoys, ajid 
to pay nuzzuranah according to the statement subjoined, lie will make roads 
in all directions around tln^ said Thakooraee, and he will be careful not to encroach 
on the j) 088 e 88 ions of others. He will promote the welfare of his ryots, and pay 
strict obedience to the British Government, to whom he will be grateful for the 
favours wbicK he has received. The duty of the ryots, on the other hand, will 
be to consider th(‘ Rajah as their rightful lord, and to pay their revenue punc- 
tually, and to show obedience to his authority, and to exert themselves to improve 
the cultivation of their lands and to augment the Rajah’s resources*

Transi.ation of a Sunnod granting the Fort of Malown, with its dependent 
villages, and two guns and ammunition, to Rajah Ram Sinc; of Nalagurh, 
— Dated 29th October 1846. 

Whereas Rajah Ram Sing, the Rajah of Nalagiirh, has always been firm in 
his attachment and devotion to the British Government, and whereas he was 
the only Cis-Sutlej Chief who evinced his fidelity by waiting on the Governor- 
General at Lushkurree Khan-ke-Seraie, on the eve of the Lahore Campaign, while 
the Seikh Army was crossing the Sutlej, the Fort of Malown, with its undermen- 
tioned six dependent villages, and the two 18-pouiiders and ammunition in the 
Fort are hereby granted to him by the British Gov<^rnni<'nt nnslun badi nusulin 
and holunun brnii hotuvin (from generation t(> g<‘neration), on following con- 
ditions specified in the ikrarnamah entered into by him, viz. - 

Is^.- -That the Rajah binds himself and his su(;c(;ssor8 to rule th(‘. people hereby 
transferred to his authority with justice and moderation, so that they may in 
no respect be sufferers by being transferred from the rule of the British Govern- 
ment to that of the Rajah. 

2nd . — That the Rajah will recognize their right to a])peal to the local British 
Agent against oppression or injustice. 

3rd . — That he will, on pain of forfeitun*, of the grant, pay imj)licit attention 
to any advice or remonstrance which the British Ag(;nt may have occasion to 
offer on their behalf. It behoves the Rajah to consider tins Sunnud a complete 
and valid document, and in return for this favour to remain ever firm in his loyalty 
towards the British Government.

f.s7.— T will rule the j)eo])le transferred to my authority by virtues of the afore- 
said Sunjiiid witli justice and moderation, so that they may in no n^spect be sufTcrers 
by b(dng transb^rred from the rule of the British Government to that of Hindoor. 

2nd.— I will recognise their right to appeal to the local British Agent against 
oppression or injustice. 

3rd, T (Migage, on pain of forfeiture of the grant, to pay implicit obedience 
to any ad\dcc or remonstrance which the British Agent may have occasion to 
offer on tlnur belialf.

Translation of a Sijnnttd granting the State of Nalaourh with the title of 
Rajah, to Rajah Ugur Sing, — Dated the 19th January 1860, 

Whereas Rajah Bejey Sing, lawful son of Rajah Ram Singh, of Nalagiirh, 
having died, leaving no legitimate male heir of his body, the territory of Nalagurh 
has lapsed to the British Government, and is entirely at its disposal ; but in con- 
sideration of th(5 fidelity of Rajah Ram Sing, and of the useful services which 
ho rendered during tin? Goorkha War in 1813 and 1814, the Government wishes 
to grant the State of Nalagurh, which was in the possession of the late Rajah, 
to Ugur Sing, an ilh'.gitimate son of the said late Rajah Ram Sing : Accordingly 
the Governunuit ht?reby confers the State of Nalagurh, with the title of Rajah, 
upon I'gur Sing and the. heirs male of his body lawfully begotten. 

B(* it known that Rajah Ugur Sing and his heirs shall pay to the British Trea- 
sury an annual tribut<? of five thousand rupees ; that the Government guarantees 
the jagliire of the brothers of Rajah Ugur Sing ; that the Rajah shall allow the 
flee access of British subjects. Native and European, into his territory, for com- 
merce or otherwise, and treat tliem on an equal footing with the sublets of his 
own territory ; and that Government has reserved to itself the power of making 
roads through the Nalagurh State. 
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Be it further known that the grant has been made on condition of good be- 
haviour and of service, Military and Political, at any time of general danger or 
disturbance. 


No. XXXIV. 

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rana Sunsar Sing for part of the Tha- 
KOORAEE of KeONTHITL,- -1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts, 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment : Wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, 
this Sunnud is granted to Rana Sunsar Sing, conferring on him and his heirs for 
(*.ver the I*crguimahs Goolhanj and eight Pergunnahs, with the sayer collections 
of the same. The Rajah, considering this a valid iiistruriient, will take posses- 
sion of the said Pergunnahs, paying strict allegiance to tbe British Government, 
and will promote the welfare of his ryots, and will abstain from emToaching on 
the other Pergunnahs of Keoiithul, and will never at any time advance a claim 
to the other Pergunnahs. In case of war the liajaii will join th(‘, British Force 
with his troops. 

The duty of the ryots and of the Thakooraee on their part will be, consider- 
ing Rana Sunsar Sing as their rightful lord, to obey him accordingly and pay the 
revenues regularly. 

If tlie Rajah should be wanting in obedience to Government, or should fail 
to join with his troops in case of war, the lands conferred on him by this Sunnud 
will be forfeited.

always received nuzzuranah from each. The Rana aforesaid will take nuzzur- 
anah annually from the said Thakooraees by two instalments, in the following

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And the said Bana shall promote the welfare of the ryots, and shall protect 
the Thakoors.

And 
considering this a valid instrument, he will always acknowledge his obligations 
to the British Government, and conform to the stipulations of the Sunnud. The 
Thakoors will consider the Rana aforesaid to be their rightful lord, and will obey 
him accordingly, and pay their nuzzuranah according to the amount above stated, 
or, failing in the performance of these duties, they will be ejected. Let them 
therefore conform to these injunctions and not encroach on the possessions of 
others.

Translation of a Sunnub granting Pergunnah Poonur to Rana Sunsar Sing 
of Keonthul, under the seal and signature of Captain Robert Ross, De- 
puty Superintendent of Sirhind and Hill States, — Dated 5th April 1823. 

Whereas, by the grace of God the Goorkhas have been completely expelled 
from this country, and all the places of this district have come into the posses- 
sion of the British Government, the Pergunnah of Poonur, which, agreeably to 
the Government orders of the 20th September 1816 received through General 
Sir David Ochterlony, was confirmed to Rana Sunsar Sing of Keonthul in pc3r- 
petuity, with all the rights and appurtenances belonging thereto, is hereby an- 
nexed to the Thakooraee of Keonthul. It behoves the above-named Rana con- 
sidering this Sunnud as a valid deed, to hold possession of the said Pergunnah ; 
to abstain from encroaching upon the territories of others ; to improve the con- 
dition of the people ; to distribute justice to the aggrieved ; to evince his unswerv- 
ing attachment to the Government, by executing all its orders with promptitude 
and zeal ; to acknowledge his obligations for this favor ; to join in person the 
British Forces with his retainers on the occasion of a war ; and not to disregard 
orders of Government requiring begarees from his territory in time of need. He 
shall consider it incumbent upon him to construct roads fit for carts to pass at 
such places in his territory where the Huzoor (I) may stay. Excepting the above, 
no tribute or nuzzuranah shall be demanded from him. 

It will be the duty of the ryots of Pergunnah Poonur to consider Rana Sunsar 
Sing and his descendants as their rightful lofd, and to obey his orders.

Permanent lease by His Highness Raja Balbtr Sen of Keonthal in favor 
of the Secretary oe State for India in (.Council, through the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Simla, — 1884. 

Whereas under a corresiiondenee ending with an endorsement No. 2453, dated 
29th Se])t(*Tnber 1884, from the Commissioner and Superintendent of the Umballa 
Division, the British Government in India is, for the yiurposes of convenience 
and better conservancy, desirous of extending the municipal limits of Simla to 
a tract of land now cov(*red by the dwelling Jiouses of Kiirojieans in the pargana 
of Kasumti, and in rriy territory, I, Balbii Sen, the presiuit Raja of Keonthal, 
do hereby, on my own behalf and that of my suei’essors, lease and surrender the 
said tract to the British Government in jierjietuity on the following conditions, 
viz . — 

1. The territory coded comprises an area of 49a. Ip. 24yds. (British acres) 
more or less, and is included within boundary yiillars numbered consecutively, 

2. A plan* accompanies this lease showing the pillars, their distances apart 
and their bearings backward and forward from true north. It also shows whether 
the lin,e between pillars is indicated by a vertical drop line, the hill contour, or 
a road, as the case may be. 

3. In lieu of the area transferred on perpetual lease, the British Government 
shall pay to me or my successors an annual quit-rent of Rs. 3,500 (throe thousand

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five hundred) in moities. Those moities shall become payable half-yearly in 
advance on the Ist of January and 1st of July respectively. 

4. This lease is terminable at the will of the British Government, but not 
so at the will of the ruling]; Tiaja of Keonthal, exce})t in default of payment of rent 
exceeding a period of one year, who hereby, and in consideration of the quit- 
rent above specified, transfers all and every jurisdiction in the land tract to the 
British Government. 

5. The quit-rent above specified includes compensation to the Keonthal State 
for the loss of the following revenues : — (1) Ground-rent now levied by the Kaja, 
(2) excise, (3) revenue from law and justice, (4) miscellaneous grazing fees, &c. 
As it is necessary in the interests of the perpetual lessees that the excise revenue 
of the leased tract shall be in future secured to them, I hereby bind myself and 
my successors not to locate or permit location of a still for liquor, or a liquor or 
drug shop within a nearer distance of the boundary than my capital of Junga, 
which is situated five miles, more or less, from Kasumti. 

0. As the primary reason for the lease is the better sanitation of the muni- 
cipal town of Simla, T finally pledge myself not to permit .an extension of the habi- 
tation known as the Kasumti Baza<ar, or to permit the construction of any new 
buildings or dwellings within a mile of municipal limits without the consent first 
o])tained of the Deputy Commissioner for the time being. A failure on my part 
to conform to this condition shall involve such penalty as the lessees shall deem 
just to impose on me.

Wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, this 
Sunnud is given, tjonhirring the four Pergunnahs aforesiiid on Mohinder Sing 
and his heirs for ever. It is necessary therefore that ho should rciside at Dhurum 
Poorah and take ]K)ssession of the siiid Pt^rguiuiahs, }>roinoting the welfare of the 
ryots and di 82 )en 8 ing justice to all. He must beware not to (jncroach beyond 
the ancient and fixed boundaries of the four l^ergunnahs aforesaid on any of the 
other Pergunnahs of Bughaut, and he must never lay claim to any of the other 
Pergunnahs, or to the juoduco of the sayor collections of Bughaut, amounting 
to 1,300 rupees, which has been given to Maha Rajah Kurrum Sing. He must 
pay allegiance to th(j British Government, and in case of war must join the British 
troops with such a force as ho is able to collect. He must moreover keep always 
twenty begarees with the Officer at Subathoo. 

If at any time he shall depart from these engagements, he will be immediately 
dispossessed of the lands in qm^slion. The ryots of the said lands must, on their 
part, consider Moiiindiir Suig to be the rightful lord of the tcuritory, and pay their 
revenue punctually, and show due deference to his just authority.

Whereas, on the 27th Kartiok 1899 Sumbut, corresponding with lOth Novem- 
ber 1841, Thakoor Kooder Paul, Chief of Budjee, of his own accord and free will, 
made over the administration of the affairs of Budjee to his son Kana Hun Baha- 
door Sing, and whereas a copy of a letter from the said Thakoor was transmitted 
in a report, No. 16, to Mr, Maddock, the Chief Secretary, for the orders of the 
Right Honorable the Governor-General, Lord Ellenborough, to which a reply, 
dated 12th November 1841, No. 1106, under the signature of the said Secretary, 
was received, granting the prayer of Thakoor Kooder Paul : This sunnud is 
granted to Kana Run Bahadoor Sing, conferring upon him in perpetuity the said 
Thakooraee, with all the rights and appurtenances belonging thereto, on the condi- 
tion that he shall pay year after year, Fusul after Fusul, a nuzzuranah of one 
thousand four hundred and forty rupees in lieu of begarees, and that he shall, 
when required, appear in person with beganjos and retainers as detailed below. 
It behoves him to promote the welfare of the people ; to improve the cultivation ; 
to secure the safety of the roads ; to pay annually by instalments the fixed nuz- 
zuranah ; to appear in person with begarees and armed retainers when required ; 
to show, obedience to the British Officers ; to abstain from encroaching on the 
territories of others ; to obey the usual orders in respect to the supply of begaretis 
and retainers from his ilaqua in time of need : and to consider himself bound to 
construct roads throughout his territory. 
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It will be the duty of the ryots of the said Thakooraee to consider Eana Run 
Bahadoor Sing as their rightful lord for ever, and not swerve from obedience to 
his orders.

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from ihe Hill States 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment, and whereas the aforesaid Rana being absemt on the occasion of the 
settlement which was ordered by the Right Honorable the Governor-General, 
Lord Moira, to be made in the Hill Territories, the grant of a Sunnud for Thakooraee 
Turoch to the said Rana was delayed : Now from tlie commenceniont of the yc'ar 
1819, corresponding with 1234 A.H. and 1875 Sumbut, the abovenamed Rana 
being present, this Sunnud is granted to him under my seal and signature, con- 
ferring upon him in perpetuity Thakooraee Turoch, with all the rights and appur- 
tenances belonging thereto, on condition of his paying annually the stipulated 
nuzzuranah for defraying the expense of protection by the British troops, and of 
his. attending with begarees and retainers, as set forth below, in case of his being 
so required, and of obedience to the British Government. It behoves him to exert 
himself in the administration of the affairs of his possessions ; to consider him- 
self a depenefent of the Government, anci not of any other power ; to abstain froip 
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pnoToaching upon the territories of others ; to promote the welfare of the people ; 
to impiove the cultivation of the land ; and to secure the safety of the roads. If 
at any time he fail in the performance of any of the above conditions he shall be 
dispossessed of the grant. Considering this Sunnud as a valid instrument, he 
will conform to the foregoing conditions in the administration of the aifairs of his 
territory. It will be the duty of the ryots of the said Thakooraee to regard the 
aforesaid Rana and his descendants as their rightful lord, to obey him accord- 
ingly, and pay the revenues regularly.

Eight begarees to remain in attendance throughout the year. 

No nuzzuranah shall be taken. 

He shall construct roads throughout his territory.

Translation of an Aorkrment taken from Rttnjeet Sing to govern the 
Turooh State in justice and in equity, — 1843. 

Whereas it having pleased the Right Honorable the Oovernor-fTcneral of India 
to confer uj)on me the grant of the Thakooraee of the terriiory of Tiiroch ; I, 
Runje-ct Sing, son of Thakoor Kurnim Sing of Turoch deceased, do bind myself, 
my heirs and suc-cevSvSors, to ]^e^form truly, diligently, and faithfully the whole of 
the several conditions specilied in this agreement, viz. 

I.sf. —That 1 will punctually pay into the (Government Treasury the amount 
of tribute as heretofore. 

2tid. — That f will without excuse or objection pay to Seyam Sing, pending 
further orders, the annual sum of five hundred Rupees allotted to Jhooboo and 
Seyam Sing by (lov<‘rnment. 

/in/. -That I will abolish the practice which hitherto prevailed of levying a 
fine from both r)ai‘t'ies in a suit aft(‘r adjustment ; and that the said i)ractice shall 
only affect the guilty party in future. 

4th. — I agree to discontinm* the practice which has hitherto prevailed in Turoch, 
of wantonly dispossessing a subject of his patrimonial inheritance in land, and 
giving it to another in consideration of a nuzzuranah. Such an evil custom shall 
have no support from me. 

^th . — 1 shall not adopt, nor permit, the improper practice which has prevailed 
in cases where a woman having been seduced and taken to the house of her seducer, 
the husband or plaintiff on suing for the recovery of the marriage portion or ex- 
penses does not receive justice, as the money in question is seized by the Chiefs 
l^nd his followers. 1 shall do justice to aD parties* 
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6th . — The practice which obtained of the Chieftain seizing: entirely upon the 
goods and chattels of any of his subjects who may die without issue, thus leaving 
the widow and mother of the deceased destitute and without assistance, shall be 
henceforth put a stop to. I shall leave all the deceascjd’s property whether in 
cash or kind for the maintenance of his mother and widow, to whom I will also 
extend my protection. 

7th , — I will exterminate from Turov'h the objocdaonablo practice of female 
infanticide and punish severely all cases that may occur. 

8th . — No suttees shrill be jiermitted throughout the IVroch territory. 

9lh . — No dealings in slaves shall be permitted. 

10th . — I further bind myself, my heirs and successors, to ])re8orve the inhabi- 
tants in j)eace and contentment, avoiding all oppression and tvrannv and pre- 
venting it in others. On the contrary T shall govern with justice and equity, 
and continue steadfast in my all(‘gianc^(5 and loyalty to the British Government, 
and sijice it has pleased tlu^ Government to bestow tlie sucr^ession on me, I shall 
commit no act of injustice ; but will cheerfully conijdy with all orders that may 
be conveyed to mo, and lastly, I bind mysrdf, my luurs and successors, to observe 
inviolate for ever th<4 whole of the sev<‘ral conditions Il(^rei?l spore* fled, In the ful- 
filment and j)erforman(!e of which there shall bo no fallijig off whatsoever. In 
witness whereof 1 have hereunto set my hand and seal this r2th day of Ai>ril 1843. 


No. LXITI. 

Translation of a Sunnud granting Tftakooraee TuRomr to Thakoor Run- 
JEET Sing, son of Thakoor Kurm Sing, under the seal and signature 
of the Honorable John Erskine, Sub-Commissioner and Superintendent 
of the N.-W. Frontir^r, dated 27th June 1843. 

Whereas in terms of a letter from Mr. Secretary Hamilton, No. 2, dated 6th 
July 1843, and also of paragraphs 38 to 40 of a letter from the Honorable Court 
of Directors, No. 15, dated 31st August 1842, Thakooraee Turoch was granted 
to the above Thakoor, this Sunnud is now given to him under my seal and signa- 
ture, conferring u])on him in perpetuity the aforesaid Thakooraee, with all the 
rights and appurtenances belonging thereto. It behoves him to consider himself 
a dependent of the British Government, and not of any other power ; to promote 
the welfare of the people ; to improve the cultivation of the lands ; to look to the 
security of roads ; to construct roads in his Ilaqua ; to appear in person with be- 
garees and armed retainers according to his means when required ; to pay annually 
by three instalments two hundred and eighty-eight Rupees, which have hitherto 
been paid into the Government Treasury, and also to pay by instalments an annual 
sum of two hundred and fifty Rupees, on account of Sheam Sing, a former Thakoor 
of Turoch ; and not to deviate from the terms of the agreement which is on record 
in this office regarding the settlement of Thakooraee Turoch and the protection 
and safety of the people.

Whereas the Goorkhas hav(; betui (U)mj»letely expelletl from the hill district, 
and all the phices of this district have come into the y)os8e88ion of the British Gov- 
erntmmt, and wliereas the fort of Kaiigul with the Perguimah of Cheekul and the 
Thakoorai of Sangri was during the time of the Goorkhas held by tluj Raja of 
Kulloo, thercff)r<^ now, agn^eably to the ordc^r of the Right Hon’ble Lord Moira, 
the Governor G<‘ii(ual, to General Sir David Ocliterlony, the Fort of Kangul with 
th(^ Pergunnah of (^Jieekul and the Thakoorai of Sangri with all the rights and 
apj)urti‘nances ladonging thereto is conferred upon Raja Bikermajec^t of Kulloo. 
It behoves t.h«^ said Raja to eonsi<l(‘T this Sunnud as a vali<l insfrumeJit, to hold 
possession of tln^ fort of Kangul, the Pergunnah of f^unhiil, and the Thakoorai 
of Sangri, 1/0 abstaiji himself from encroaching beyojid his own old limits in the 
possession of others, to improve the fumdition of the j)(H)ple, to distribute justice 
to the aggrieved, to obey the <iffic(‘rs of the Comy)aiiy Bahadur, and to execute 
their orders with pnmiyjtitude and zeal. On the occasioji of a war, the troops and 
begareos of the Raja of Kulloo should bo in attendance for the ymrpose of perform- 
ing the work t)f Government. He shall consider it incumbent uj>on him to (con- 
struct roads in all directions of tin* said Talooka, Pergunnah and Thakoorai when- 
ever h(^ is rcMyuired to do so by the officers of the Company. 

It will be the duty of the ryots of the Pergunnah of Cheekul and the Thakoorai 
of Sangri to rc^gard Raja Bikermajeet as their rightful lord, and leave nothing 
undone of their duty to him.

Having taken into consideration the position of yourself and relatives in conse- 
quence of the death of your late brother, Nawab Jumal-ood-deen, I Iiereby confer 
on you the fief of Mumdote and the title of Nawab, with succession to your male 
issue according to the rules of jirimogtmiture. 

This grant is subject to the following conditions : — 

Article 1.

II) by which be engaged iK'ilher lo cninniit nor sulTer any enc.roaeb- 
inents (ni the ])ossessions oi‘ rights ol the (’hicd's on the lelt bank of the 
Siillej. In May 1801) a Pioilaniation (No. T) was issned, extending the 
pi’ofcction of the Hiitish ( ioverniiKMit i.o ih(‘ (diiel's of Sii hind and Malwa 
wilhoul demand of iribule; recjuiiing stMvice in linn* ot war; and defin- 
ing gem*rally I he relation of tin* ))r‘olech‘(l Slal(‘s to the Hrilish (tovern- 
iiient. The general scope of tin* proclamation of 1801) N>as 1o eslablish 
the Ohiefs in the States they held before ihey were received under 
llritish protection. Itelieved ot their fear of Han jit Singh, however, 
the stronger Chiefs began to encroach on the weaker: and in August 
181 1 it was found necessaiy to issue* a, second Proclamation (No. II), 
direiding the resloraiion of such usur|a*d Mstales, and ])rnhibiiing such 
encroachments. 

After the first Sikh war, the relations of the British Governiiient 
with the Chiefs of tlie cis-Siitlej States were entirely (diangeil. With 
the>xcc])lion of nim* of the larger Stales,* all tlie Cbi(‘fs weie de])rived

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of their sovereign powers and, in lieu of the militaiy service which they 
were bound to render, they were required to pay a coimuutation tax fixed 
at the rate of two annas in the rupee or 12J per cent, on their 
income. The States of Dialgarh and Jlaikot luive since lapsed to the 
British Government, and the Chief of Maiiidot has been reduced to the 
position of a jagirdar J*arl i, Punjab). 

Of the territory taken under protection in 1809, lands assessed at 
Rs. 4,97,485 lapsed in 1891 to ihe British Government from failure of 
heirs, and lands assessed at lls. 8,90,477 were confiscated. Out of the 
territory thus acquired, jagirs worth Rs. 75,901 were granted. 

In November 1921 the iol lowing* States were brought into direct 
relations with the G(wernmeni of India, ihrough the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Punjab Siaies. The serial number placed before 
each shows the order in which they are noticed in tlie narrative, whicdi 
follows the provincial order of precedence :

1, Patfala. 

Patiala is the largest of the Sikh States. The Maharaja belongs to 
the Sidhu Tat tribe of Sikhs, (hiaudhri Plinl, who founded a, village, 
in Nabha territory, called after his name, obtained from tht‘ Emperor 
Shah Jahan a jarman confirming the cliavdhriyai Avhich had been con- 
ferred on his ancestor Buriam by the En\])eror Babar after the hatile 
ot Panipal in 152b. IMiiil, wliodied in 1052, had six sons, of whoin the 
two elder, Tiloka and Rama, became founders of a dynasty of princes, 
the Maliaiajas of Jind and Nahba being des(‘eml(‘d frcun tlit‘ former, and 
the Maharaja of Patiala from the latter. Those three States are known 
as the Phulkian States. Rama’s descendant »Sardar Ala vSingh founded 
the city of Patiala and in 1702 reeeivc'd the title of Raja fjom Ahmad 
Shah Abdali. He died in 17G5. In 1TG7 his successor Amur Singh 
obtained from Ahmad Shah Abdali the title of Raja-i-Rajagan Bahadur. 
He died in 1781> 

* Siriimr and Mandi are erpial in rank and tak(3 pn'rodonoo according to 
the relative seniority for the time being of their respective Chiefs, calculated 
from the dato of installation in each case. 
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Relations between the British Government and Patiala appear to 
have begun in 1808 with Raja Sahib Singh’s overtures for protection 
and the British Envoy’s visit to Patiala in August of that year, from 
which j however, no definite results followed. But in Eebruary 1809 
the Chief welcomed Colonel Ocditerlony and his troops at Patiala. Two 
years afterwards the niisgoveinnient of the State, due to Sahib Singh’s 
imbecility, compelled ( ’olonel ( )(‘literlony to interfere : and, at the invita- 
tion of Sahib Singh and the Rajas of Nabha and Jind, lu* visited Patiala 
in January 181 1. The British Government, however, declined any active 
interference. Matters, nevertheless, grew so bad that it })ecame neces- 
sary to modify this decision : and in April 1812 Colonel Oc.hterlony was 
again sent to Patiala, where he established Rani Aus Kour as Regent. 
On Sahib Singh’s death in 181 d, tlie British Government withdrew from 
interference: and Karam Singh was installed as his successor. 

During the Nepal War Karam Singh aided the Britisli Government 
with troops: and on the conclusion of the war Sanads (Nos. Ill and 
IV) were granted to him, conferring on him portions of the Keontlial 
and BagJiat States, yielding a revenue of Rs. »‘ir>,0()(), in return for a 
payment of two lakhs and eighty thousand rupees. 

In 1823 the British Government again interfered in the internal 
affairs of Patiala, to support Karam Singh against Rani Aus Kour. 

In 1827 the Maharaja lent the British Government 20 lakhs of 
rupees. 

In 1830 the hill teriitory of Simla was obtained from J^atiala in ex- 
change for three villages in pargana Bharauli. 

In IS30 tlie Mjiliaiaja advanc(‘d to Uh* British Governnuuit 25 lakhs 
of rupees for the first Afghan War and 5 lakhs in connexion with the 
second Arghan War in IS42. 

Karam Si ngli died in 1845 and was succeeded hy his son Narondai' 
Singh. Both he and liis father rendered services to Ilia Uriilsh Gov- 
ernment during the winter of 1«S45-4G, when tlie Khalsii army invaded 
the cis-Sutlej territories. Aft(?r the campaign Nareiidar Singh obtained, 
as a reward, tbe gift of a portion of tbe territory eoiifiscated from tbe 
Raja of Nabha in eousequenee of his misconduct. 

In 1847, at the request of the Maharaja, a Sanad (No. V) was con- 
ferred on him, confirming him for ever in his ancient j>osses&ion8, and 
those granted by the British Government, with all rights pertaining 
thereto. The Maharaja relinquished for himself and successors all right 
to levy excise and transit duties, and engaged to suppress sati, infanti- 
cide and slave-dealing and to attend in person with his forces should the 
cis-Sutlej territories be invaded by an enemy; while tbe Biitish Govern- 
ment gave up nil claims to tribute, revenue, or commutation in lieu of 
troops or otherwise. In the same year the Maharaja received an addi- 
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tional grant oi territory confiscated from tlie Laliore Darbar, amounting 
to Bs. 10,000, in consideration of his relinquishment of customs and 
ti’ansit duties. 

During the mutiny of 1857 Maharaja Narondar Singh aided the 
British (roveinment liy furnishing an auxiliary force, which proceeded 
to Delhi and kej>t o])en the communication on the (fraud Trunk Road. 
He also sent troops to (fwalior and Dholpur, and helped the (lovern- 
ment with money. For these services he received, besides other rewards, 
the Narnaul division of the Jhajjar territory, yielding a revenue of 
R-s. 2,00,000 a year, in per})etual sovereignty, on condition of good 
behaviour and of servic^e, political and military, at any time of general 
danger or disturbance. In addition to this, tlie British Government 
ceded to tlie Maharaja jurisdidion over BJiadaur, and the right of 
escheats and reversion of lapseil Estates thenu’n, together with the 
annual (commutation tax, amounting to Bs. 5,205 a year. 

In bStiO a. mnv Sanad (No. VI) was given to the Maharaja, under 
whi(di the British (fovernment (uigaged mwer to drunand any tribute 
on account of icvenue, service, or on any otlier plea, and also conferred 
on the Maharaja the right of adoption in default of direcd heirs;. but, 
in the case of tlic (dii(*f dying without male issue and without adopting 
a successor, Jiazarana was to be ])aid to tlH‘ British ( roverujiient . The 
power of life and death over his own subj€Mts was conceded to the 
MaJiai'aja, who was hound, on (he a])pearani*e of an enemy, to co- 
opei‘at(5 with the British fonu^s and to provide cariiag'e and supplies, 
and was also r(*(|uir(*d to furnish mat(U'ial for ruilwuys and communica- 
tions on ])ayment, and to grant land free for such v'orks. 

Subs(iqucntly a portion of th(^ Kanaud pargana of the Thajjar terri» 
tory, and tlie taluka of Khaniaiiun, were sold to the Mahaiaja in per- 
petual sov(*reignty , in liquidation of d(‘hts due to him by the British 
Government and in ])ayment of the large interest due on loans. For 
thes(* transfeisa su])])lemen tary Sanad (No. VIJ) was gianted in IStil. 

In March 18G2 the right of adoption, conferr(*d by the Sanad (d' 
1800, was confirmed (No. Nare.ndar Singh died in November 

I8G2 and was succeoded by his minor son Mahendar Singh. 

In 1858 the Chiefs of Patiala, lind and Nahha had pieferrcul certain 
requests to the British CToverument, one of which \vas that, in the 
event of the death of any of them, leaving an infant heir, a (Council of 
Regency (*onsi sting of three old and trusted ministers of the State, not 
related to the heir, should be selected by the British Government aiding 
with the advice of the other two Chiefs. This request was granted. 
On the death of Maharaja Nareiidar Singh it was argued by the (Chiefs 
of find and Nahha that the terms of the Sanads of 1860 gave them the 
power of superseding at will the arrangements to which they had asked 
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tlie British Government to consent in 1858. But the sanads in reality 
made no change in the siaius of tliese Chiefs towai'ds live Hi itish Gov- 
ernment : they were merely to exercise siudi sovereij^nty as they had 
been accustomed 1o exeiM'isc. The argument was therefore unlcmahlo, 
and a Council of Ilef^encv was formed in accordance with the arranp^e- 
ments of 1858. Maharaja ^lahendar Siii^h was vested with full powers 
of administration in 1870. 

Tn 1807 the Ruler of Patiala was granted a permarnmt salute of 17 
f^uns. 

In 1870 the system by which Patiala had been su]>erinten(led by the 
Commissioner of Arnbala wcis superseded, and the Stale was placod 
under the direct control of the Punjab Government. 

In 1872 the Maharaja abolished transit dues, amount ine* in value to 
about half a lakli of ruj)(C‘M a year, in tin* terriloiies assi^mul to his 
falhei in 1858: and in tlie same year concluded an Aj^rtcunent (No. IX) 
for the (oust ruction of a line of telcf^raph from Airdjala to Ihitiala. 

In 1870 an Agreement (No. X) was concluded betweeui tin* British 
Government and the States of l^itiala, J ind and Na-bha, by which terms 
were arranged for the constrmdion of the Sirhind (\inal and the supply 
of water to the signatory States. 

In 1870 a code of rules for regulating the pursuit and extradition of 
criminals on tlie Patiala and Jaipur border was drawn up and recteived 
tlie sanction of tin* British Gov<‘i-nment (scr A5>l. Ill, -laijnir). Tin* 
rules were adopted in 1879 for the Patiala and Alwar bordei* also, and 
in 1880 the Government of India sanctioned their extension to Patiala 
and Bikaner. 

Mahendar Singh died in 187G and was succeeded by his older son 
Raje?idar Singh, during whose minority a Council of Regency was se- 
lected in accordance with the arrangements samitioned in 1858. 

Gij the outbreak of war in Afghanistan in 1878, tin* Patiala State 
placed its troops at the disposal of the British (iovernment, and they 
were employed in the Kurram valley, with the (iontingents of some 
other States in the Punjab. In consideration of these services the 
Maharaja was exempted for life from presenting a nazar in Darbar. 

A Postal Convention (No. XT) was concluded in 1884. 

In 1889 Maharaja Rajendar Singh was tentatively invested with 
powers, in which he w^as formally confirmed in 1890. 

In 1891 the Darbar granted, free of cost, the lands in the State 
required for the Delhi-Ambala-Kalka Railway. 

From about 1809 to 1840 Patiala had furnished, fi-om time to time, 
a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1840 tlie State was ex- 
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erapted from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs and the commutation of contingent service to a money pay- 
ment. At the same time the number of sowars was hxed at 100. In 
1892, in recognition of the formation of the Imperial Service troops, the 
State was exempted from this liability. 

On the (ixtonsion of the Sirsa braiu^h of the Western Jumna Canal, an 
Agreement (No. XTl) was entered into in 1893 in ctuinecjtion with the 
administration of that portion of the Sirsa branch which lies wdthin the 
Patiala State. ^ 

In the same year an Agreement (No. XllJ) was concluded, for the 
working of the Itajpiira-Bhatinda line by the North Western Railway. 
This was subsequently twice modified: first in 1902 when, in return for 
a paynuuit of Rs. r)l), ()()(), the Bhalinda Railway Station was transferred 
in ilie Oovcn ninenl of India and Ihe j)rovisions of clauses 10, 11, 13, 24 and 
28 were declarcMl io be no longer appli(*,able to the staiion area : and 
sec’.ondly in 1903, wlnm the North Western Railway’s share of the gross 
receipts (clause 27) was reduced from 55 lo 52 per cent. 

In 1895 the approval of the Government of India was given to the 
adoption of a set of rules regulating the procedure between Patiala and 
Bikaner in regard to the capture and extradition of criminals. 

Maharaja Ra jtuidar Singh served in the Fiontier ex])edition of 1897, 
and some Patiala trooj)s also took ])art in the campaign. 

In 1900 the Maharaja ceded full and complete ])ow’er and jurisdic- 
tion over lands in th(‘ Slafe ihat w'en*, or might ther(‘after lu‘, re(|uir(*d 
f'oi- the Bewari-Bhatiiida (No. \l\’) and 1 )elhi-Ambala-Kalka Railways 
(No. XV). These cessions had originally been made in 188G and 1890 
respeciively, and fhe Agreements signed in 1900 were iji a revised form. 
In the same year similar cessions, in the same* form, w'ere made in 
respect of the Baj])ura-Bhatinda (No. XVI), Bikaner-Bhatinda (No. 
XV 11), Ludhiana-l)huri-Jaklial (No. XVITl) and Southern Punjab 
Railways (No. XIX). 

A revised Postal Conveniion (No. XX) wars (‘.oneluded in 1900. 

In 1900 the Maharaja entered into- an Agrecmient (No. XXI) for the 
control and disji])llm* of his Im])erial Scuvice troops w^hen serving 
beyond the fiontiers of his State. In the same year the l)a?*bar agreed, 
with all the other Punjab States supjdying Imperial Service troops, to 
the mutual surrender of deseiters, other tlian officers, esc^aping from 
one State to another. 

Rajendar Singh died on the 8th November 1900, and was succeeded 
by his son the present Maharaja Bhuj)indar Singh, l)orn on the 12th 
October 1891. During his luinorily fhe State was administered by a 
Council of Regency. He wuis invested wdth full powers in 1909. 
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In 1903 a subsidiary Agreement (No. XXII) regarding the working 
of the Sirhind Canal was concluded with the States of Patiala, Jin4 
and Nabha, in acjcordanre with the provisions of clause 27 of the Agree- 
ment of 1873 (No. X). 

In the same year the Patiala Ilarbar ceded (No. XXITI) jurisdictiou 
over lands in the State required for the Kalka-Simla Railway. 

In 1910 the Maharaja leased (No. XXIV) from the British Govern- 
ment a strip of land in the Raithal Tehsil of the Karnal District, foi 
the drainage outfall of Patiala city. 

In 1913 the Darbar e.eded (No. XXV) jurisdictioii over lands in the 
Stale oeeu])ied by the main line of the North Western Railway between 
Ambala and Ludhiana. 

On the outbreak of the Great War, Maharaja- Bbnpindar Singh 
placed his personal services and the resources of his Stale at tlie disposal 
of the TCing-Eniperor. The Paliala Imperial Service Infantry S(‘rved 
in Egy])t, Gallipoli and Palestine, and Ihe Rajindra Lancers were 
em]doyed in Egypt and Mesopotamia. The Maharaja himself visib^d 
the Western front and Palestine*. Tbe total contribution of the Slate 
toward** the War amounted approximately to 37,000 men and 87 lakhs 
of 111 pees. 

In 1917 the Ruler of Paliala was exenqded in ])^*rpeluity from the 
presentation of nazar at Viceregal Darbars, 

In 1918 Maharaja Bhupindar Singh was granted a pt'rsonal salule 
of 19 guns. 

Mahaia ja- Bliupindar Singh served in the Afghan AVar of 1919, and 
his Slal(* 1 T'oops served on the Afghan front and in the Punjab. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Patiala was granted a pernianenl local salute 
of 19 guns wdthin his own territories. 

In 1022 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook responsibility for the internal 
se<’urity of the State. In 1925 the prciposal of the Darbar to maintain 
a machine gun section as part of the military forces of the State was 
a]>proved by the Government of India. 

In 192(1 an Agreement (No. XXVI) was concluded, modifying the 
Agreement of 1893 (No. XII) regarding the administratralion of the Sirsa 
branch of the AVestern Jumna Canal. 

In the same year sanction w^as given to the const ruction by the 
Darbar of the Sirhind-Rupar Railway, find an agreement relating to 
its w’orking is under consideration. 

In 1927 an Agreement (No. XXVII) was concluded wdth the Patiala 
Darbar for the ])rovision of a siding at Kandaghat railway station for 
the use of the State. 

In 1928 the Patiala Darbar leased (No. XXVIII) from the North 
Western Railway administration a piece of lane] at Kandaghat Station 
for the purpose of laying a water pipe line.

The Slate was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the (/oronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

'rin* Stale >vas in pidilical relations willi the Punjab (iovernment 
Ihrouoh the Jhilitical AommiI, Phulkian Stales, from 1901 until the 
establishment of the I'unjab Stales Ac:em*y in 1921, when it was placed 
in direct relations with the (iovernment of India throujj:li the A^ent to 
the ( lovernor-lTeneral, Uunjab States. 

2. BAHAWAI.rUK. 

The rulers of Dahawaljmr assumed inde])endence durinj^* the dismem- 
berment of the Durani cmjiire Avbich followed the e.xpiilsion of Shah 
Shuju from Kabul. ( In the rise of Kan jit Sin^h, Nawuib Kahawal 
Khan mmh* several a])])lications to the British (iovernment for an 
en^^a^ement of protection. These, however, were, declined, although the 
result of the treaties of Lahore, whereby Ranjit Sin^h was confined to 
the right bank of the Sultej, in reality effected his piotection. 

'Pile first trea.y with lVahawal])ur was that of 1888 (No. XXTX), 
which w'as negotiated at the same time as the treaty with Ranjit Siiigli 
for regiilating traffic on the Indus. It secured the independence of the 
Nawah within Ins own territories, and opened the traffic on the Indus and 
Sutlej, at a fixed tariff to lie levied at Mithankot and Ilariki. In 1885 


Not yet organised. 
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a toll on boata was, by a Siipplomeiitary Treaty (No. XXX), sub- 
stituted for a tariff; the schedule of lolls was revised in IS.'fS (No. 
XXXI), and again in 1840 (No. XXXllT); and in 1843, by an 
Agreement (No. XXXIV), the tolls wove reduced oiie-lialf and u 
scale of duties was fixed on merchandise in transit through llahawalpur 
by land. In 1847 the Nawab, at the instance of the Resident at 
Lahore, leniiited all duties on boats passing tlirougli liis terrilory, and 
reiused to take any coinjiensatioTi. In 1800^ when the Sind ])oslaI 
authorities proposed to establish a camel train through Hhawalpur, 
the Mawab re<luced Ihe duty on goods jmssing by (he land roule, and 
shoitly afterwards consented to revise ferry rates on (he Suilej, which 
wer<* formerly a ciisfoins duty, and (o reduce them fo a r(*asoriable 
rejnunei'ation lor (he labour cd* crossing passengers and goods ovei’ the 
river. 

When arrangements were made in 1888 for the rt'siorafhm of 
Shah Shuja, a Ihcaty (No. XXXTl) was concluded wi(h the Nawab, by 
which he ]daced himself under tin* sn])remacv J)f, and ]>ound himself to 
a<*t in subordinate co-operation with, (he Jlriiish (lovi'rfnnent., receiv- 
ing its protection uthI being recognised as tb(‘ abs(dnte lub'r of his 
<*,ountry. During (he Afghan war the Nawab rendcTed assistance, both 
in facilitating the passage of troo])s and furnishing supplies, for which 
he was rewarded by the gjant of the districts of Sab/ailkot and Hhaiing 
Barra. 

In carrying out the pimisions (d' Act XIV of 1848, i( became desir- 
able to extend the Bi itish customs line as far as the Sutlej ; and in 1844 
the Nawab made over, in fiee gift, the strij) of land r(‘([uired for this 
purpose. 

In 1847-48 NaAvab Dahawal Khan <*o-o])orated in the ojauations 
against Multan, and was rewarded by the grants of a life pension of a 
lakh of rupees a year, commencing from the dab* of the British assump- 
tion of the government of the Ihinjab. 

In 1850 the Nawab proposed to supersede his eldest son Muhammad 
Fateh Khan, and to appoint his third son Saadat Khan as his heir. 
The Governor-deneral decided that the (xovernment of India were not 
called upon to interfere in any way in his selection of a succ^essor. 
When Bahawuil Khan died in 1852 the heir-sele(‘t succeeded him, taking 
the name of Mohammad Sadiq Khan; but was deposed by the eldest 
son, with the aid of the Daudputras. Sadiq Khan solicited the aid 
of the British Government; but the Governor-General decided that, 
according to the treaties with Bahawal]mr, the British Goveinnient were 
bound to supjiort the Chief against his external enemies, but were not 
bound to aid him against internal commotions. The victorious brother, 
having accepted the treaties existing between the British Government 
and the Bahawalpur State, was recognised as Ruler of Bahawalpur ; and 
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the deposed Nawah, through the mediation of the British Government, 
obtained osylnm in British territory, was assigned a cash allowance 
of Rs. 1,600 a month from the Bahawalpur State, and relinquished for 
ever, on tlie part of' himself and his heirs, all claim to the State. An 
A^Mcemont fNo. XXXV) to this effect was executed in 1853 and 
guaranteed by the British Government. 

But within a year Sadiq Khan Anolated his engagement. He 
addressed the Chief (^mmiissioner of the Punjab soliciting reconsidera- 
tion of his case; stated that he Avould never during his life renounce his 
claim to the Cliiefshij); and begged permission to proceed to Bahawaljiur 
to recover the masnad. In consideration of the guarantee of the British 
Govc^rnment to cause the observance of the Agreement by both parties, 
the Governor-General directed the ex-Na\vab to be placed under strict 
surveillam*,e. He was detained in custody in the foit at Lahore, and 
died in 1863. 

Navvab MuliJimma<l l^'ateh Khan di«‘d in ISbS, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son Bahijii Tar Khan, who took the name of Bahawal 
Khan. 

In 1863 an insurrection, (*aused by the tyranny and cruelty of the 
Nawab, broke out among the l)aud])utra Child's. It was su]>]>ressed, b\it 
not until thi' Nawab had put to death three of his uncles through fear of 
their being leleasiul by the rebels from their im])risonment in the fort 
of Derawar. For this ati’ocious crime the Nawab imuined the severe 
displeasure of the British Government, and was subsequently re(| aired to 
make over to the pi-otection of the British authoriti(*s others among his 
relations who had suffered from his harsh treatment. Some of the rebels 
took refuge in British tmritory, where they remained unmolest(*d as 
long as they refrained from hostilities against the Nawab. An attack 
on a Bahawalpur village* was, liowever, organised, and on its failure 
the leadei's again sought refuge in British territory, but were ])]aced 
in confinement for abuse of the asylum formerly afforded them. The 
misgovernment of Bahawal]»ur continued to endanger the peace of the 
country, and a formidable insurrection took ])lace in March 1866. On 
the L’btb March 1866 Nawjib Bahawal Khan died suddenly, not without 
suspicion of poison, and was suci^eeded by his son Radi(| Muhammad 
Khan, then four years of age. A rival claimant apj)eared in the person 
of Tafar Khan, half-hrother of Nawah Bahawal Khan. At the same 
time the leader of the troops, sent hy the late Nawah to quell the insur- 
rection, threw off his allegiance and marched on the capital. As the 
British Government were under no treaty ohligation to interfere in the 
internal affairs of Bahawal])ur. intervention was at first limiled to a 
declaration that the British Government recognised the succession of 
Nawah Sadiq Muhammad Khan and intended to accord him full moral 
support. The presence of the Indian Agent of Government at t^e 
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capital, where he had been instructed to reside in order to give the 
Nawab and liis advisers the }>enefit of his counsel, was sufficient to secure 
the dispersion of the rebels; their leader was taken prisoner, and all 
overt resistance ceased. 

The state of affaii^s, however, continued very unsatisfactory. Many 
influential men had been alienated by the conduct of Nawab Bahawal 
Khan, the army was discontented, and there Avas no party of sufli(‘ient 
influence to carry on the administration. In these circuin stances the 
Bahawalpur Darbar preferred a. formal rc(|uest that ihe Brif ish Govern- 
ment would undertake the administration of the State during the 
minority of the NaAvah. Government consented, on the understanding 
that the British oflicer appointed should have full powers : and issued a 
Proelamaf ion (No. XXX\"l) explaining the reasons which had compelled 
them to interfile. Shortly afterwards, a plot for the elevation of Jafar 
Khan to the masnad Avas diseoAnu'cd and, at the request of the Darhar, 
1 h‘ was removed fo La hole as a Stale jirisoner. In 18f)7 an attenqil 
Avas made by Muliammad Nizam Klian, the former Minister of 
Bahawalpur, to ex(;ife disaffeelion among the soldiery, and he Avas tlnu’e- 
fore removed from Balia walpnr and not ])ermifted to return. The State 
has not since been disturlied by political troubles. 

In 1867 the lUiler of Baliawalpur Avas granted a ])erman(5nt salute 
of 17 guns. 

In 1870 the Imperial Postal T)e])artnient took over the ])ostal ar- 
rangements in the State on ]»aynient of an annual subsidy of Its. 20,000 
by tbe Darbar. In 1878, on the opening of the Indus Valley Itailway, 
the subsidy was reduced to Its. 6,000, at Avhieb figure it noAv stands. 

In 1872 the* Darbar ceded (No. XX XVII) full sovereignty over lands 
in the State* reepiired for railAiay pur]K)ses. 

(n 1877 the Bahawalpur State abolished customs duties on salt and 
other articles, und sujipressed the local manufacture of salt in its terri- 
tory : and the Biiiish Government agreed to ])ay Its. 80,00il a year to 
the State as compensation for the loss incun'cd. An Agreement 
(No. XXXVlll) to this effect Avas concluded in 1879. 

On the outbreak of tbe Avar in Afghanistan in 1878, the Nawah 
plained a militarv contingent at the disymsal of the British Government, 
and his troops were emjdoyed on the frontier. 

In 1879 Sadiq Muhammad Khan was invested with full powers, and 
the British Agency in Bahawalpur was abolished. He died in 1899 and 
Avas succeeded by bis son Muhammaa Bahawal Khan, during whose 
minority a British Su])erintendent was appointed to conduct the ad- 
ini nisi fat ion of the State. 

In 1899 the Darhar reded (No. XXXTX) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the State which were, 
or might thereafter be occupied by the Southern Punjab Railway. 
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In 1900 the Ri.ai.e entered into an A^remnent {.see No. NXl) for tlie 
r.oiitrol and disoipline of its .Imperial Service troops when sei viiij; beyond 
its frontiers. In the same year llahawalpiir joined tlie other Punjab 
Slates HU])p]yirifr Imperial Serviic* ii-oops in ajj^reein^’ to the nintnal 
surrender of deserters, other than of!ie,ers, eseapint^ from one State to 
another. 

Tn May lOOfl the duties of the Su])erintendent were transferred to the 
Political Ap'ont, Pliiilkian States and Bahawalpur. In November of 
the same year, Muhammad Bahawal Khan was invested with rulin<r 
powers under the control of the Political Af,^cnt. 

In March 1000 the restriction ])laced on th(‘ Nawab’s ijowers in 1003, 
requiring the confirmaiion by the Polilical Aj^ent of all death sentences 
jiassed by him, was withdjawn. 

In Novemlau* 1000 Muhammad Bahawal Klian pro(*(‘eded cm a pil- 
jfrima^e to Mecca, and on his way back died at. Aden on tin* lOlh Feb- 
ruary 1007. TI(‘ was siKMM'cded by his son (he pres<*nt Nawab Sadiq 
MuhaniTuad Khan, born in 1004. 

In 1000 the construction of a branch railway lim* fiom Khanpur to 
Chach lan was sanctioned. As the lin<‘ lies wholly in Bahawaljnir terri- 
tory, the Darbar liave bemi permitted to retain jurisdiction thereon. 
An Agreement (No. X fj) for the construction, maintenance and 
working* of the line was conclud<*d in 1012. 

In 1913 the Darbar ceded (No. XLI) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction over the land recjuired for the Mcljeodganj Road and 
Fazilka section of the Southern Punjab Railway. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Darbar offered all their 
troops for service abi*oad. The escort of tht* Bahawalpur Statt* Camel 
Corps served in Egy]it and Iraq. 

In 1020 the Punjab Government concluded an Agreemeid (No. XLll) 
with the States of Bahawaljnir and Bikanm’, in conne< tion with the Sutlej 
Valley Canals project. This Agreement was confirmed in 1021 by the 
Secretary of State. 

In 1922 the Darbar joined the schenn* for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State, though this does not include the 
strategic railway passing through the Bahawalpur territory. 

Nawab Sadi(| Muhammad Khan was invested with full ruling jioweis 
on the 8th March 1024. 

In 1920 the Government of India sanctioned the construction of the 
Bahawalnagar-Cholistan Railway, through the agency of the North 
Western Railway. The actual terms of the working agreement have 
yet to be settled. The Darbar have been permitted to retain ji^rifjdic- 
tion, as the line lies wholly in State territory. 
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The terrilory of Ihihawalpiir <‘()vers an area of If), ()()() s(|nare miles; 
but, exclusive of the desert portion, it is a narrow strip of c«)untry of an 
averag“e width of 8 miles extending: f<n miles alon^»’ the left banks 
of the Sutlej, Chenah and Indus. The ])opu]ation, according to the 
Census of 1921, is 781,191 ; and the revenue is estimated at 50 lakhs. 

Under the r(*o7*ganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
strength of the llahaw^alpur Slate Fmces consists (December 1926) of —

Service Ihoops ” was changed lo “ Indian State Foices 

In 1918 the Stale was ieniov(*d from the PJiuIkiaii States Agency 
and included in a newly established Hahawalpur Agency. This Agency 
was abolished in 1921 on tin' estahlisliiiHMii of tin' Punjab States Agency, 
by which the State was ])laced in direct relations with the (lovernment 
of India through tlie Agent to the (lovcunor-tJeneial, riinjab States. 

8. JlNl). 

The (Jiiof of J ind belongs to the same clan as the Maharaja of Patiala, 
but is descetided fi-om the elder branch, (la j pat Singh founded the 
town of Jind in 17()‘b and was recognised as Itaja by the Emperor of 
Delhi in 1772. His descejidant Itaja Bhag Singh was one of the fore- 
most of those who offered their allegiance to the British Government 
after the overthrow^ of the Mahrattas. He joined Lord Lake in the pur- 
suit of Holkar to the banks of the Beas, and his good oflif*es were of 
importance iti the negotiations which followed. Bhag Singh was the 
maternal uncle of Itan jit Singh of Lah(»re. Lord Lake c,onfirnied to the 
Raja the grants of laml he held under the EmpcMors of Delhi, or under 
Scindia, and as a sjiecial reward conferred on him in addition Kharkaiida 
and Bhawani, each worth about Rs. 25,000 annually. The Raja also 
re<*eived, jointly with Bhai Lai Singh of Kaithal, the grant of Barsai 
Earidpur, in Panipat, w^orth about Rs. 70,000. These grants wore, 
however, for life only, and lajised many yeai’s ago to the British Govern- 
ment. 

Bhag Singh died in 1819, and his successor, Fateh Singh, in 182!^. 
The next (^bief, Sangat Singh, died in 1884 without issue, and was 
succeeded by Sariip Siiigb, though not without a struggle; at one time 

+v <v 
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indeed, his claims were denied and the State wavS declared an escheat. 
Eventually his ri^ht, thonph a collateral, to all the possessions of the 
family held hy Ttaja Gajpat Sinjijh, the common ancestor, was admitted; 
hnt all siihse(]uent accessions of territory acquired hy Bhag Singh and 
vSangat Singh were declared ah escheat. Sarup Singh was formally 
installed in 1887. • 

At the heginning of the Sutlej campaign in 1845 Baja Sarup Singh 
refused to send camels for the use of the British, and was fined Bs. 10,000. 
After this, however, he gave the British aedive assistance ; the fine was 
eventually remitted and the Baja was granted lands, not exceeding 
B/S. 8,000 a year, as a mark of satisfaction at his conduct. 

In 1847 the Baja of Jind received a Sanad (No. NLTTT). In the same 
V(‘ar he received in perpetuity an additional grant of land confiscated 
from the Taihore Government, yielding Bs. 1,000 a year, in consideration 
of his having abolished customs and transit duties. 

Rarnp Singh offered his services in the second Sikh war of 1840, for 
which he received the thanks of the British Government. 

In 1857 the Baja of Jind was the first person who marched against 
the mutineers at Delhi. His troops acted as the vanguard of the army. 
He remaiiK'd in the British camp before Delhi until the reoceupation of 
the city, and a portion of his troops also took part in the assault. For 
these services he received a grant of additional territory yielding 
Bs. 1 ,18,818 a year, on condition of good behaviour and of service, politi- 
cal and military, in time of difficulty or danger. 

In 1880 the Baja receiA^Hl a new Ranad (N^o. XLTV). including the 
privile«!e of adoyition. By Ji Ranad granted in 1881 fXo; XTiY) the Baja 
was allowed to purchase a portion of the Fanaud tahsil of the Thajiai' 
territory, on payment of na/arana. In 1882 the right of adoption, 
con f(* Tied by the Ran ad of 1880. w'as confirmed flSTo. XLVT). 

Rarup Ringh died in 1884 and was succeeded by his son Baghbir 

vSingh. 

In 1887 the Buler of Jind was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

In 1878 the Rtates of Patiala, Jind and Xabha entered into an 
Agreement (see No. X), for the construction of the Rirhind canal. 

In 1878, on the outbreak of the war in Afghanistan, the State fur- 
nished a contingent of troops. 

In 1881 the hereditary title of Baja-i-Bajngan was conferred on the 
Buler of Jind. 

The code of rules regarding the pnr.suit and extradition of criminals, 
sanctioned in 1878 for the Taiyuir and Patiala border, was adopted in 1888 
to regulate the procedure between Jind aud the Rtates of Jaipur and 
Biksner. 
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A Postul Convention (see No. XI) was executed in 1884. 

Itiiglibir Singh died on the 7th March 1887, and was succeeded by his 
grandson, the present Maharaja Jtanbir Singh, boi'n in 1881. During 
his minority the State was administered by a Council o£ Kegency appoint- 
ed in the terms of the arrangement of 1858 (see under Patiala). 

From about 1809 to 184G Jiud had furnished from time to time a con- 
tingent of sowars for general duty. In 184G the State was exempted 
li'oui the opeiatiinj of the rules then passed about the abolition of customs 
and the coinniutation of contingent service to a money payment. At 
tJie same time i.luj ji umber of sowars was fixed at 50. They were reduced 
to 25 in 18G0, in return tor the good services rendered by Jind during 
the mutiny. In 1892, in letjognition of the formation of the Imperial 
Service troops, tbe State was exempted altogether from tJiis liability. 

In 1892 an amended Agreement (No. X.LV11), regarding tbe supply 
of water from the Western thiuina ('anal, was concluded with the State. 
This superseded one that had been signed in 1876. 

in lS9r‘l an Agieemeiit (N(». XLVIll) was concluded for the eoiistrue- 
tioij of a line of telegraph from Maler Ivotla to Sangrur. 

In 1897 a protest against the appointment of a European tutor to 
Haja Itanbii* Singh was made by the other Phulkian States (Patiala and 
Nal)ha) who claimed that they should be entrusted with the arrangements 
for his education; but it was held that such a claim could not be sup- 
ported by the papei' of recpiests of 1858, and it was disallowed. When the 
iiaja was invested with powers ou the 10th November 1899, but kept 
for a time under tbe guidance of a iiritish political adviser, they again 
protested, on the ground tljat this was a breach of tJie Sanads of 18G0 ; 
but this protest also was overruled. In 1901 the State, which had 
lormeily been under the direct control of the Punjab Government, was 
placed under the Politi<-al Agent, Phulkian States and Bahawalpur, and 
the political adviser was withdrawn. 

The Jind Imperial Service Infantry served in the Tirah campaign of 
1897. 

Ill 1899 an Agreement (No. XLIX) was made for the construction, 
maintenance and w^orkiug of the Ludhiaiia-Dhuii-Jakhal Railway by 
the North Western Railway, ou behalf of tlie Jind and Maler Kotla 
Darbars. Cession of jurisdiction over lands in the State occupied by the 
Rewari-Ferozepore Railway, which had originally been made in 1886, 
was renewed in 1900 by aii Agreement (No. L) in a revised form. 
In the same year similar cessions, in the same form, were made in re- 
s])ect' of the Southern Pun jab Railway (No. LI) and the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway (No. Lll). 

A revised Postal Convention (see No. XX) was concluded in 1900. 
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Tfi 1900 the State entered into an AgreeTnent (see No. XXI) for the 
eontrol and discipline of its Imperial Servie^e Troops when serving 
beyond its frontiers. In the same year the State agreed, with all the 
other Punjab States siipj)lying Imperial Service Troops, to the mutual 
surrender (»f deserlers, other than officers, escaping from one State to 
anotlier. 

In 1903 a subsidiary Agreement {seei No. XXTl), regarding the work- 
ing of the Sirliind (Jaiial, was <*oncluded with the States of Patiala, Jind 
and Nabha. 

In I9JJ the hereditaiy title of Maharaja was conferred (No. LI 11) on 
the Ruler of Jind. 

On the outbieak (d the Oreat War the Maharaja placed all the re- 
sourc^es of his State at tfie dis[>osal of Oovernment, and gave 2 lakhs 
t(»wards the (‘xpenses of the war. State troops sej'ved in Last Africa. 

In 1910 the Darbar <(Mled (No. LIV) full and exclusive ]»ower and 
jurisdiction over lands in tin* State required for the Jind-Panipat 
Railway. 

In 1918 the heieditary title of Rajendra Bahadur was conferred 
(No. hV) (HI the Rulci' of Jind, and his pernmneni salut(‘ was increased 
to 13 guns. At the sann* tini(‘ Maharaja Ranbir Singh was granted a 
personal salute of lb guns. 

In 1919 State troo])s rendejed assistance during the Punjab disturb- 
ances and in liie war with Afghanistan. 

In 1921 (lie Ruler of flind was granted a pei'inanent locjil salute of 
If) guns within his own territories. 

In 1923 the Darbai’ joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Porcjes, and undertoidv at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of <he State, including the jirolcction of l,ln‘ Rail- 
ways passing through the {State. 

in the same year a supjilementary Agreement (No. LVI) was con- 
cluded with the Jind and Maler Kotla Ilarbars for the working of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. 

In 1924 an Agreement (No. LVII) was concluded with the Jind 
Darbar for the working and construction of the Jind-Panipat llailway. 

In 1928 an Agreement (No. LVI 1 1) was executed hetw^een the Secre- 
tary of State and the Jind Darbar, by which the North Western Rail- 
way Administration jirovided a masonry tank at Sangrur for the recep- 
tion and storage of liquid fuel oiLin bulk by the Jind State. 

The area of Jind is 1,259 square miles; the population, according to 
the (Vnsus of 1921, 308, 183; and the revenue 20 lakhs. 

Under the reorganisation s(dieine of January 1921 the authorised

bike the rest (d' the Siihind and Malwa Chiefs, Nabha was taken under 
the protection of the British Coverimient under the Proclauiation of 1809 
(No, 1), and in 1810 Haja .Ijiswaid. Singh was given a Paper (No. LIX) 
cr)nfirming him in his [)ossessions and emphasizing the promises made in 
the Pj’oclarnation of 1809. daswant Singh gave supplies and candage 
lo the British duTiiig the (iurkha and Bikaner (campaigns of 1810 and 
ISIS, and advanced a loan (d' six lakhs during the Kabul campaign ol 
ISdS. lie died in 1840 and was suc(;eeded by his son Devindar Singh. 

Din ing the lirst Sikh War in 1845, Devindar Singh withheld supplies 
from the British and neglected to attend to the requisitions of the Agent 
to the ( lover nor-Ceueral. As a punishment he was deposed in 184t>; 
one-fourth of his territory, viz.^ the districts of Pakowal, Dehraru and 
Pori, less a jiortion worth Rs. 12,200, was confiscated; and all transit 
duties, estimated at Rs. 12,200 a year, with the exception of the customs 
of the town of Nabha, were abolished. Of the confiscated territory, a por- 
tion worth Rs. 71,224 was divided equally lad ween the Maharaja <d* 
Patiala and the Raja of Faridkot, in reward for services during the war 
while the remainder, valued at Rs. 28,700, was retained by the British 
(lovernmeiit. Up to that year the Raja of Nabha had furnished, in 
addition to the forces which he was to supply in war, a contingent of 
50 sowars for general duty. But it was then determined that the Chief 
should no longer be required to supply any forces in war : and the 
revenue, from the portion of the (*oiifisc.ated territory retained by the 
British (iovernmeiit, was appropriated to keeping up 100 sowars and 
188 infantry, supposed to represent one-thijd of the force which the State 
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used to furnish in war. The supply of tlie 50 sowars for genoial duty 
ceased at tbe same time. Devindar Singh was granted a pension of 
Its. 50,000 a year, and was kept under surveillance at Muttra till 1854; 
and thereafter at liahore, wliere he dieii in 18()5. I Us minor son Bharpur 
Singh succeeded, under the guard ianshij) of his step-grandmother and 
three officers of the Nabha State, who were responsible to the British 
riovernineiifc for his education and safety, lie was installed in 1847. 

During the mutiny of 1857 Bharpur Singh rendered important 
services, and was rewarded by a grant of land out of tbe Jha jjur terri- 
toiy, yielding a lakli and six thousand rupees a year, on condition of 
good behaviour and of servic.e, militaiy and political, in time of difficulty 
and danger. 

On the nrr^asiou of tJie (iovernor-Gcnerars visit to the Punjab in i860, 
the Baja received a Sanad (No. LX). In IHfil he was allowed to pur- 
chase a portion of the Kanaud talisil ai‘ the rlha j jai district, in li(j nidation 
of a debt due to liini from the British (rovmiiment, and he received a 
sup])lementary Sanad (No. LXl) on this acc,ount. 

In 1862 the right of adopti<»n, cimferred by the Sanad of 1860, was 
(confirmed (No. LXII). 

Bharpur Singh di(‘d in 18(k‘l, leaving no licir, either natural or 
adopted : and it tlnis devolved upon the Mabaiaja of Patiala and the 
Baja of Jind, in ac.corduuee with the Sanad of I8()0 (No. LX), to select 
a successor, iu con(*ert witli tiie Brifish (lovernment, from the Phulkiaii 
family. Their choice fell u])on Bhagvvan Singh, younger brother of 
Bharpur Singh, who had always been looked upon as his heir; and it 
was confirmed by tbe British Government, nazararui being levied as 
provided in ( lause 8 of the Sanad. 

Bbagwan Singh was installed in 186-1, and died in 1871 witlnmt heirs. 
The procedure laid down for such cases by the Stinad of 1860 was followed 
and a collateral relative, ilira Singh of Badiukhan, a feudatory of .lind, 
was chosen. 4'he selectiou was approved by the British Government, 
and the caistomary nazarana levied. Ilira Singh’s share in tlie Estate 
of Badrukhau was considered to have Ia])sed for want of direct heirs, 
and was made over unconditionally to the Itaja of Jind, 

In 1867 the Ruler of Nabha was grunted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

For many years a dispute had exisled between the Sonthi Siklis and 
their feudal superior the Itaja of Nabha, relative to certain acts of feudal 
obedience which they were bound to pay to their (-hief ; to the equivalent 
to be paid in money for that service when it ceased ; and to the division 
of the profits of certain villages in whitdi both parties had rights. The 
dispute began in 1820, regarding the times and occasions when the iSonthi 
Sikhs were to furnish a quota of horsemen. In 1861 an arrangement was 
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tnade, with the approval of Goveriinietit, by which the Tlaja was to give 
the Soiithi Sikhs Its. 5,000 a year in discharge of all matters in dispute 
between them. The Sonthi Sikhs appealed against this decision : and in 
1869 the Government of India decided that the Sonthi Sikhs’ whnre ot 
tile revenues of the villages in dispiile shonhl he Its. ^Jl.oOd a yt'ar: and 
that the Raja of Nabha had alright in respect of escdieats, commutation 
for loss of service of horscuneii, and a dtuluction of oiie-idglilh on accounl 
of coniisf^ated and restored territory, amounting in all to Rs. 11,502: 
leaving the balance, to b(‘ paid to the Sonthi Sikhs, Rs. 12,998 a year. 
As an alternative the Sikhs were permitted, should they desire it, to 
receive villages jiroducing a. (‘lear income of Rs. 8,000 a year, under cer- 
tain specified conditions. They elected to take the assignment from land 
revenue of Rs. 12,998 a ^ear. Rayment was made in full by the Raja 
in 1872. 

In 1878 the States of Patiala, Jind and Nabha entei’od into an Agree- 
ment (sfie No. X), for the eonstriietion of the Sirhind (hnal. 

In 1S7S th(‘ State turnished a eoniingmit. of trcK)|)s foi’ <‘in])loynien t in 
Afghanistan. 

A code of rules regarding the pursuit ami e.xtradition of criminals, 
similar to that sam tioued in 1878 for the Ratiala-daipur border, was 
adopted for the border between Nabba and Alwar in 1879, between 
Nablia and Jaipur in 1888, and between Nabha and Bikaner in 1897. 

A Postal (7)nvention (see No. XI) was e.xecuted in 1884. 

In the sanu^ year the Ra ja, ceded full jurisdiction over the lands in his 
State re(piired for the railways com])rised in the Rajputana-Malwa 
railway systen). 

In 1894 the hereditary title of Ra.ja-i-llajagan was conferred (No. 
T.XTIT) oil the Ruler of Nahha. 

Nahha Imperial Service ti'oojis served in the Tirah Campaign of 1897. 

Agreements were made in 1900 ceding jurisdiction over lands in the 
State occupied by the Rajpura-Bhatiuda (No, LXJ V), Rewari-Rerozepore 
(\o. TiXV) and Ludhiana-Dlniri-Jakhal Railways (No. LXVI). 

A revised Postal (km veiition {see No. XX) was concluded in 1900. 

In 1900 the State* entered into an Agreement (see No. XXT) for the 
control and discipline of its Imperial Service troops when serving beyond 
its frontiers. In the same year Nabha joined all the other Punjab States 
supplying Imperial Service Troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of 
deserters, other than oflicers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1908 a subsidiary Agreement {see No. XX 11), regarding the work- 
ing of the Sirhind Canal, was concluded with the States of Patiala, Jind 
and Nabha. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Maluuaja was conferred (No. IjXVII) 
on the Ruler of Nabha. 
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Hiru Siiigli died in 1911 and was succeeded by bis son Hipudaman 
Siiigb. 

During the Qreat_War the Maharaja contributed sums amounting to 
ovej' h-J lakhs for vaiious ])m'p<»ses, and the State Imperial Service 
Inf'arjtry served in Mesopotamia. 

In 19H) Ih^ids, the executioji of which had been overlooked in 1900, 
were sigiKMl, fornially ( eding jurisdicdion over the lands in the State 
occupied by the main lines of the Hajpntana-Malwa (No. LNVIJI) and 
North Westcni Railways (No. JiXlX). 

In 1921 the jmiinaneiit salute of the Ituler of Nabha was increased 
to Id guns. 

In I92d Ihii (joveiiiment of India aj»pointed a Special (k)nimissioner 
to en([uirc ini«) ceitain djs])utes between Patiala and Nabha States. As 
a result ol t he ( -ommissiomu ’s hndingvS, Maharaja lUpudaman Singh 
agreed to sever his coiuu'cl ion with the administration of the State upon 
certain conditions. Tliis oHej* tin* (lovernment of India accepted, and 
the Maharaja accordingly left Naliha on the 9th lul^ 192d. Idle ad* 
ministration of the State* was entrusted to an Administrator appointed 
by the ( iov<‘rnnienl, of India.. 

In l!)2l the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State h'oices, and uii(i<*rtook at the same time jesponsibility for 
the inteiiia.1 scc*urit,y ol the State*. 

1ji 1928 the State ccd<‘(l (Xo. I^XX) jurisdiction over the lands 
occupic*d by the Jtajpura-ilhatinda Itailway, the JUiatinda-Fazilka sec- 
tion of the Hombay, Ilaroda and (h'litial India Jtailway, and the 
Itaewind-Bhat inda branch of tlie Nortli Western Itailway. 

In tin* same yciar, owing to the ]>roved disloyally of Maharaja (lurii- 
cliaran (dlias Hipudaman) Singh, the Governinent of India decided to 
iieprive him of his titles and privileges, to reduce his allowance, and to 
«le}>oil him to XodaikanaJ in the Machas Presidency. He was suc*ceedc*d 
by his son the present Maharaja Pratap Singh, born in 1920. During 
his minority the State is administei'ed by a Council of Itegency, con- 
sisting of a President and three Members. 

Altbough Jiiid and Nabha are equal in rank, Jind is given piocedence 
over Nabha on public occasions, exetept that Nabha receives a return visit 
frcmi the Viceroy before Jind- a decision given in 1880. 

Idle uiva of Nabha is 928 scjuaie miles: the population, accoicling to 
the Census of 1921, 263,394; and the revenue approximately 24 lakhs.

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the (^iroiiatioii Daibar, all such levies 
were abolished.

Ihrough the Political Agent, Phuikian Stales, until the establish nnoil of 
the I *un jab States Agency in 1921, when il was [)lace'(7 in direcl relations 
with I he (iovernuient of 1 nd ia through the Agent to tin* ( b)verj)or-( Jene- 
ral, Punjab States,

llie (9iief of Kajmrthala at one tinn* hold ])ossessions both (bs and 
Trans-Sutlej, and also in the llari Doab. The scattered possessions in 
the Hari Doab were gained by the sw'ord, and were the first a(*([uisitions 
made by Sardar flassa Singh, tin* founder of the family. In them lies the 
village of Ahlu, whejic,e the family spring and from which the style ol 
Ahluwalia is derived. T’he Trans-Sutlej Estates were also a,C(|uired by 
(•(UKjuest, and from their cliief city, Kapurthala, the family derives its 
general designation. Of the (b*s-Sutlej possessions some were conquered, 
and some were granted by Maharaja Pan jit Singh, prior to Se])tembei 
180S. The total value of ihe Ois-Sutlej possessions was estimateil at 
Its. 5,05,000. 

Sardar Fateh Singh of Kapurthala was a. party, with Itanjil Singh of 
baliore, to the Treaty of 180() {aee Part I, Pnnjah, Ko. I), under which 
he pledged liiinself to hold Jio friendship or connection with Holkar, 
while the British (lovernnient promised him peae.eful possession of his 
tenitory so long as he continued friendly. 

By article 4 of the Declaration of 1809 (No. I) the Sardar of Kapiir- 
tliala was pledged to furiiisli supplicvs to British troops when marching 
through his territory h)r purposes connected with the general welfare: 
and by article 5 he was bound to join the British army with his forces, 
should ail enemy approach from any quarter for the purpose of conquer- 
ing the country of the Chiefs of Malwa and Sirhiiid. 

In 1825 Sardar Fateh Singh fled to the Cis-Sutlej States for the 
protection of the British (Toveriiment against the aggressions of Hun jit 
Singh, and protection was accorded. It was declared in 1928 that the 
Ahluwalia Chief was under British ])rotection in i-espect of his ancestial 
possessions east of the Sutlej, but dependent on Lahore for places con- 
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f erred ])y the Lahore Government prior to September 1808, viz., Bassi, 
Naraingarh and Tagraon. The protection of the British Government, 
however, extended over both. 

Fateh Singh died in 1837, aud was succeeded by his son Nihal Singh, 
lie collected supplies ioi* the Britivsh Loops (»n their way to Kabul, while 
some of his troops took j)art in the Kabul expedition of 1842. 

In the first Sikh waj* of 1845 the troops of Kapurthala fought against 
ihe Ib itisli jit Aliwal; and, in conse(jiieijce of these hostilities and of the 
failure of the Saidar to fm nish supplies from his Cis-Sutlej Estates to the 
British ai iny, liis Cis-Suth‘j Fsiates were confiscated. When the Jullun- 
rlui* Doab (‘ame undei the dominion of the British G(>vernment in 1846, 
ilie Trans-Sutlej possessions of the Ahliiwalia Saidar were maintained in 
his independent jmssession, conditionally on his paying to the British 
(lovfunment a, eommntaiion in cash of the service engagfunents by which 
he had previously Iuhui bound to the (Jovernment of Ijahore. The value 
of the flullundui' Estates was estimat«#d at Its. 5,77,763. The terms of 
the confirmation W(ue in favour of the Sardar and the heirs of his body 
lawfully begot! (*n, on condition of good conduct aud good management, 
that no customs or dutit‘s of any kind were levied, and that he made aud 
kept in repair the high roads through his lands. 

The commutation for military service in the Jullundur Doab was 
fixed at Its. 1,38,000; but subsequently a reduction of Its. 7,000 was made 
on account of the I'^urmahal jagir, which \vas included with the Kapur- 
fciiala territory vvlien first c>a.lc,ulating the tribute due b}^ the Itaja, but 
was afterwards declared to be distinct therefrom. The Bari Doab 
Estates, estimated to yield Its. 25,270, but. subsequently assessed at 
Its. 1(),742, were j'eleased to Sardar Kihal Singh on a life tenure, and 
subject to British jurisdiction. 

The jmnisliment inflicted after the first Sikh war was not without its 
idfect on Sarda,j- JViiial Singh, and he rendered satisfactory assistance to 
the British Govern nieni during the second Sikh war, at the close of which 
h(‘ was created a Baja in 1840, He died in 1852, and was succeeded by 
his son Uandhir Singh. During the mutiny of 1857, and subsequently 
in Oudh in 1858, Uaja Ttandhir Singli rendered service to the British 
Goveiiiment. In recognition of the services then performed bv him 
in the Jullundur Doab, the Government of India, among other rewards, 
remitted a year's tribute, and permanently reduced the tribute by 
Its. 25,000. The Uaja, however, requested that the hereditary jagir in 
the Bari Doab, which had been resumed on the death of Uaja Nibal 
Singh in 1352, tliough of less present value, might be restored to him in 
lieu of the remission of tribute. This request was complied with in 1860, 
and the jagir was released to the Uaja in perpetuity, the civil and police 
jurisdiction remaining in the hands if the British authorities. The 
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tribute payable by the Raja accordingly stood at its former amount, 
Rs. 1,31,000. 

For his services in Oudh in 1858, where, at the head of liis contingent, 
Randhir Singh took part in several engageTnents with the enemy, some 
valuable talukdari lands in that province were conferred upon him 
(No. LXXI) : 

(1) The Raundi and Rithauli Estates on the Ghagra, in the 

Raliraich and Rarabanki districts, granted at a favourable 
assessment fixed in ])erpetuity. The revenue demand on 
these Estates is Rs. 59,950. 

(2) The Akona and Rongapur Estates in the Bahraich district, 

granted at ordinary rates and temporarily settled. 

By a Sanad (No. LXXIT) granied in 1802, ihe Ruler was guaiantet'd 
Ihe right of adoption. 

Sliortly before his'desith in 1852 Nihal Singh execuied a Avill em- 
powering his two younger sons, Rikrama Singh and Smbet Singh, to 
claim a ])a)lition of the fief. Dissensions arose mnong Ihe hrothei's, and 
in 1853 Sm'het Singh demanded and received his share, which he held, 
indej)endently of the Raja, as a Tagirdar of ihe British Government. 

In 1859 Suehei Singh, having become reconeiled to his brothers, 
desir(\d that the arrangement ord(‘red by his father’s will might be set 
aside and the lands restored to the Eapurthala State, to be held by him 
in subordination to the Raja. This rerpiest was sanctioned by the British 
Government, and the dismemberment of the State having; thus been 
prevented by voluntary agreemeni between Ihe brothers, the cancellation 
of the will, and ihe restoration to the Raja of his territory on the same 
footing as it existed in former times, were announced in 1800 by Lord 
Ganning at a Darbar at which all the brothers were present. In 1800 dis- 
sensions agmin arose among the brothers, and Rikrama Sing-h and Suchet 
Singh claimed the execution of their father^s will. Tt was decided, 
however, that Lord Ganning-’s order should he upheld : that the Raja 
should exercise paramouut authority over the whole of the Kapnrthalo 
State, and that the younger lu-otheis should each receive Rs. 00,000 a 
year in cash, the net annual value of the property hecpieathed to them. 

Tu 1802 the hereditary title of Raja-i-Rajagan was conferred upon 
the Ruler of Kapurthala : and in 1807 he was granted a permanent 
salute of 11 guus. 

Randhir Singh died in 1870 and was succeeded by bis eldest son 
Kharak Singh . He soon showed signs of insanity, and in 1874 'became 
imapable of conducting the administration, which was entrusted to a 
Gouncil composed of the Wazir and the Diwan of the State and an 
officer in the service of the British Governineni. This arranffejnciit 
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failed to work satisfactorily, and it was found necessary in 1875 to 
appoint a British officer as Superintendent of the State, under the geiiei al 
control of the Commissioner of the Jullundur Division. Kharak Sin^rh 
died in 1877 and was succeeded hy his only son, tlie present Maharaja 
Ja^atjit Singh, then five years old. During his minority the State 
continued under the administration of the British Superintendent. 

The State furnished a contingent of troops during the Afghan (^nn- 
paign of 1878-79. 

In 1888 an Act of the Ijegislaturc, No. X of that year, was passt*d 
to confirm end give (‘ffect to an award made hy the (lovernor -(lonei al 
rogiirding certain matters in dispute between the Ka]mrtliala Slate 
and Sardar Bihrama Singh, touching a grant of land iji Oudh received 
by the Sajdar I'roiri Ihe British Government. 

Itaja Tagnijit Singh was invested wiili full powers on the ii4th 
November 1800. 

A coniingent (d‘ Ka])urthala Imperial Service 'frorjps served in the 
Tirah Campaign of 1897. 

In 1899 the Stale entered into an Agreeme?il (ver No. X \T ) for 
the control and discipline of its Imptunal vService Troops t\ Immi s(‘rviTJg 
l)ey<»nd its frontiers: and in 1900 joiiu'd the other Ihinjab Slates suj)- 
plying Impci'ial S(Mvic<‘ Troops in agietong to lh(‘ mutual surnuidcr of 
descriers, otln'r than ofli<*eis, escaping from oiu* State' lo another. 

fn 1911 Ihe heri'ditary title of Maharaja was conf<*rn*d (No. FiX \ I I I ) 
on lli(' Biller of Kapurthala. 

In 1912 th(» Maharaja ee'ded (No. I^XXIX') full and ('xclusive [>ow{‘i‘ 
.’ijid juiisdifdie)?! over tlie lands in the Stab* occupied by the main line 
of the North Westeiii Hallway between riiillaur and Beas. 

On file oiilbrealv of the (fre'al War Ihe 3fabara/a offered f he resources 
of his State irt Ooveriinn^ui , and the Stale Voices served in Vast Africa. 
The Mahai'afa cenitriFiuled a lakh of rupees towards their maintenance 
on fiehl seivicc, and gave Its. ^*5,000 for the purchase of motoi' ambu- 
lances. He also defrayc’il Ihe whole of the (*xtra expenditure entailed 
bv iln* maint(*tiance of the State Forces on a war footing, amounting 
t(* appioxinialelv Its. 4 , 00 , 000 . 

Tn 1915 the Maliara ja ceded full and exclusive power and jurisdiction 
over the lands in the Slate occupied by the Jullundur-Doab (No. LXXV) 
and IMiagwara-Rabon Railways (No. LXXVT). 

In 1918 the ])ermanent salute of the Ruler of Kapurthala was in- 
creased to 18 guns: and a personal salute of 15 guns was granted to 
Maharaja Tagatjit Singh. 

Tn the same year the Maharaja received a Sanad (No. LXXYTT) con- 
feiTing on him the power to pass death sentences on his subjects, 
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In 1921 the Buler of Kapurthala was granted a permanent local salute 
of 15 guns within his own territories. 

In 1923 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the intemal security of the State, including the prot(*ction of the stretch 
of strategic railway passing through Kapurthala territory. 

In 1924, in view of the efficiency of the State Forces and of the 
ex])enditure involved in their maintenance, the annual tribute of 
Its. 1,31,000 was remitted by the Government of India uruhu* certain 
conditions.

With effect Fiom flu* Isl January 1922 the designation ‘‘ Imperial

The Slate was in |)olitieal relations with the Punjab Government 
through the Commissioner of Julliindur prior to the establishun’iii of the 
Punjal) States Agency in 1921, wdien it was jilaeed in direct relations 
with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-Gene- 
ral, Punjab States. 

6*. SiKMirR on ISTahan. 

Wben tbe Gurkhas w’cre (‘xpelled from the* bills, Kiirain Parkasb, 
of a Ilajput family claiming connection with the Maluuawals of Jaisal- 
mcr, was the ruling Chief. On the ground of his notorious profligacy 
.and iinboeility, however, the Chief shi]) w^as bestowH‘d ou his eldest son, 
Fateh Parkash.

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TLe Sajiad (No. LXXVIII) granted to the Eaja in 1815 conferred on 
him and his heirs in perpetuity his ancient possessions, with the excep- 
tion of the fort and pargana of Morni, which were made over to the 
Mir of Kotaha to whom they ]i ad originally belonged: the Xiarda Dun, 
which was restored (No. TiXXlX) in 1833 on payment of a nazarana 
of Rs. 50,000: a tract of hill (‘ountry to the north of the river Giri, 
made over to the Rana of Keonthal: and the parganas of Jaunsar and 
Hawar, in the Dehra Dun district, annexed to the British dominions. 

In 1857 the Raja of Siiinur was Shamsher Parhash. He rendered 
good service during the mutiny, in recognition of which he received, 
anunig other rewards, a kliillat of the value of Rs. 5,000. 

In 1862 the Rulei* received a Sanad of Adoption (.see Part I, Punjab, 
No. XVII). 

In 1867 the Rul(*r of Sirmiir Avas granted a peimancnt salute of 11 
guns. 

By article 4 of the Sanad of 1815 the Raja of Sirmiir was bound to 
consult the Briiisli (lOvcrnrtKMif bof(»re appointing a Diwan or Muhsaddi. 
In 1872 this clause was cancelled at lh<‘ recpiesi of Shamsher Parkash, 
and a revised Sanad (No. TiXXX) was issued to him. 

Nahan State troops served in the Afghan War of 1878. The Sirmur 
Sa])|)ers and Miners also served in the Tirah rampaign of 1897. 

Shamsher Parkash died in 1898 and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Sui'(‘ndar Bikram Parkash. 

In 189t) the State entered into an Agreemenf (.see No. XXI) for the 
control and disci[)line of its Imperial Service Troops when serving beyond 
ils Pnntiers : and in 1900 joined the other Punjal) States supplying 
Imperial S(*rvice Troo]>s in agieeing to the mutual surrender of deserters, 
other than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

Surendar Bikram Parkash died on the 4th July 1911 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son the ])resent Maharaja Amar Parkasli, horn in August 
1888. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Raja offered the services of 
th(‘ State Sappers, who served in Mesopotamia, wheie they formed pa it 
(d‘ tlie garrison caj)tured in Kui PI Amara. 

In 1918 the hereditaiy title of Maharaja was conferred 
(No. LXXXI) upon the Ruler of Sirmur. 

lu 1919 Maharaja Amar Parkash was invested with unrestricted 
powi'i* to pass sentences of death on his subjects, as a pe7*sonal mark of 
distinction for his life only. 

In 1922 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Porces, and undertook at the same time rosponsihility for 
the internal security of the State. 
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The a?ea of the State is 1,198 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the (Viisus of 1921, 140,448; and ilie revenue 0 lakhs. 

The TIulej’ of Sirnmr receives a money payment of lls. 18,785 a 
year in perpeluity froTn the llriiish Clovernment, as compensation for 
the loss occasioned hy ihe aholition of customs duties. TTc* pays no 
trihute, hut is hound to render feudal service.

This anci(*iit Hindu Pajput principaliiy came into the possession of 
tlie Pritish Government hy the liohore Treaty of the 9th Maich 1846 
(see Thirt I, Piin jah. No. X'). In 0(*tolH‘r of the same yejir the State 
was granted (No. liXXXTT) to Paja Palhir S(‘n, who had tendered his 
all('gianc(^ to the Pritish Government at Pilasyinr in February 1846. 

Palhir Sen di('d in 1851 and was sncceculod hy his infant son Pijai 
vSon, during* whoso minority the administration Avas canned on hy a 
Council of Itegency. 

In 1862 the Puler of Mandi received a Sanad of Adoption (.vct Part I, 
Punjal), No. XVTI). 

Pijai Sen was entrusted with the administration of the State in 
1866, hut its affairs soon fell into such disorder that it was found neces- 
sary to appoint a Pritish officer as councillor. Umhu' his advict^ reforms 
were iiitrodiic(‘d and, the adminisiraiion having hcen put on a satisfac- 
tory footing, ho was withdrawn in 1878.

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Til 18G7 the llulei (►f Mundi was granted a pemaiient salute of 11 
guns. 

Jn coiise({ueru*e of the loss of revenue caused hy the introduction into 
British tc'rritory of untaxed salt from the Mandi mines, an arrange- 
ment WHS made with tlu* Kaja in 1870 whereby an extra duty of ten 
annas per maund was levied on all salt sold from the mines, and 
<li(^ Baja was required to pay t<) the British rTovernment such propor- 
iioFi of the revenue, realised from the new duty, as the quantity of 
Mandi salt imported into British territory might from time to time 
bear to the total sales of the Mandi salt. A customs establish menf 
for rejristering tlie sale and destination of the salt was stationed at 
ihe mines. Tn 1878 it was decided that the British share of the duty 
should be realised in a lump sum : and the ratio of the share of 
( Joveinment to that of the Mandi 8tate was fixed at 2 to 1, whi(‘h 
was believed to be the ratio between Mandi salt consumed in British 
territoi'v and Mandi salt consumed elsewhere. In 1884 a further modi- 
fication was introduced, by which the duty was reduced to G annas per 
maund, and an arrangement was made for its variation in future, in the 
prop(j!tion of 1 to 5 to any variation of the duty in Bi itish India. It 
was also a condition that the price should not be reduced without the 
previous samtion of the/British Government. In 1922 a fresh arrange- 
ment for 5 years was made, under which the Darbar paid Rs. 19,000 
annuallv to Ihe British (government in lieu of their two-thirds share of 
the duty, and all Biitish (’ontrol over the industry and sale price of salt 
was wiilidrawn. This arrangement cx])ired on the 1st July 1927, and 
tlie (jueslion of its renewal is under consideration. 

In 1885 ihe Itaja leased to the British Goveinment the right to 
collect drift and wjiif timber on the river Beas in Mandi territory for 
a jieriod of five years on a payment of Rs. 500 a year. The lease was 
renewed periodically for vaiwing terms, with slight modifications. The 
last lease expired on ihe 81st August 1925, and tl’e question of its 
renewal is under consideration. 

Bijai Sen died in 1902, leaving no legitimate issue; but his illegiti- 
mate son Bhawani Scui was allowed to succeed and was installed in 
0<*tober 1908. Ror two years after his accession he was assisted by a 
Ruro])ean Superintendent from the Indian Civil Seiwice, who was with- 
drawn in 1905, when full powers were conferred on the Raja. 

Tn May 1909 there was a serious disturbance in Mandi, but the 
arrival of troops from Simla quickly restored order. 

Bhawani Sen died in February 1912, leaving no heir, natural or 
adopted. His neaie^t male relative, the present Raja Togindra Sen, 
born on the 20th August 1904, wms selected to succeed him, and was 
installed on the 28th April 1918. During his minority the State was 
administered by a Superintendent. 
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In 1923 the Durbar joined the schoinc for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State. 

Kaja Jogiiidar Se»i was invested with full ruling powers on the 13th 
]<\‘l)riiary 1925, and received a Sanad (No. LXXXJII) removing the 
existing restrictions on the Ruler’s power to inflict capital sentences. 

In 1926 the Darbar gave Government a 99-years’ lease (No. 
liXXXrV) of (certain land aJid water rights in connection with the 
Funial) Hydro-Electric Scheme. 

The area of Mandi is 1,200 square miles; the population, according 
to the (Census of 1921, 185,04<S; and the revenue approximately 10 lakhs. 
The State pays an annual tribute of one lakh.

8. BiLASPun OR Katilur. 

The Chief of this State belc..gs to a Rajput family said to have 
come from the Deccan. One of the sons of Ilariljar Chand, fourteenth 
in descent from the founder of the family, conquered Chainba, and 
Hilaspur was founded by Dir (-band, another son. A jit Chand, twedfth 
in descent from Hir Cliand, foundtMl the State of Nnlagarb, and bestowed 
it on his biotber, Ajai Chand. The Raja, of Kablur had estates on 
both sides of the Sutlej, but the Sanad (No. liXXXV) given to Raja 
Mnha Chand in 1815, after the expulsion of the* Gurkhas, confinned to 
him the Cis-Sutlej portion only. Kharak Chand died in 1839, and was 
succeeded bj a collateral, Jagat Chand; the claims of an alleged posthu- 
mous son, Garab Chand, were rejected after a full enquiry. A second 
Sanad (No. TiXXXVI) was granted to Kahlur in 1847 for its Trans- 
Sutlej territories, which up to that tune had been subject to the Lahore 
Darbar. The abolition of transit duties was one of the conditions of 
this Sanad ; and the Raja’s application for compensation was rejected

The State was in political relations VNith the Punjab Government 
through the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla, until the establishment 
ul the i'unjab States Agency in HJ^H, when it was placed in direct rela- 
tions with the Government ot India through the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Punjab States. 

9. MALjiiJt Kotla. 

This iamily came to India from Kabul, it was originally a brother- 
hood dividing the l^]state among the several members in eij[ual or un- 
eipial shal es, accoiihng as t to* powei and inlluence ol the several branciies 
might be predominant at the time ot succession. 

The ancestors ol the present Chiel occupied positions of trust in the 
Sirhind province undei I he iVloghul Emperors, and giadually became 
indepeiidtait as the iMoghul dynasty sank into decay. The Chioi of 
iMaler Kotla joined Lord Lake, and the protection ol the British Gov- 
cj nmenl was exi ended to him a I tlie same time as to the Phulkian States. 
Nawub Sikandar Ali Khan siuceeded his lather Mahbub Ali Khan in 
1808. 

In i8b;:l the ituler received an Adoption Sanad (JNo. LXKXVII). 

In 1807 the ituler oi Maler Kotla was granted a permanent salute 
oi 9 gujis. 

Sikandar Ali Khan died without male issue in 1871, having selected 
as his heir Ibrahim Ali KhaJi, the representative ol one of the two 
extant blanches of the iamily, descended Irom a common ancestor, 
Jamal Ali Khan. 1 he choice was c onlirmed by the British Govern- 
ment and the State was placed under Bi itish Jiianagement during the 
minority ol the JNawab. lie received fuil powers in 1878. 

By Iamily custom, in tfie case ol a death without issue, the property 
was divided eij^ually among the branches disscended from Jamal Ali 
Khan, an extra share being allotted to the Chiel. The near relations 
of the Nawab also exercised sovereign powers in their estates subject 
to a general subordinat ion to the Nawab. Tliese customs frequently gave 
rise to family dissensions and maladministration. On the succession of 
iXavvah Ihrahim Ali Khan the ojiportnn ity was takmi to determine that 
the Chief’s holding should he divided into two portions: the share 
which he rec(‘ived as Chief, with all subseqiiejit intcretions, to remain 
undivided, or held by the Chief for the time being : and the other 
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jiortiou to be diTicled according to faniily custoio. It was further 
determined to limit to existing jiossessors tlie exercise of powers inde- 
pendent of the Chief. 

lu 1885, owing to the mental incapacity of the Nawah, the State 
was temporarily 2)laced under the management of a Superintendent, 
subject to the control of the Commissioner of Dellii. On the death of 
the Su])erintendent in 1891^, the management of the State was entrusted 
to the Nawab of Loharu. 

Fiom about 1809 to 184() Maler Kotla had fiuniwshed from Ume to 
time a contingent of sowars for gejieral dut 5 ^ In 1840 the State wae 
exempled from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs ajid tlie commutation of contingent service to a money pay- 
ment. At the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 25. In 
1892, iji recognition of ilie fornuition of the Imperial Service Troops, 
the State was exempted from this liability. 

The Maler Kotla Imperial Service Sappers and Miners served in the 
4h‘rah (himpaign of 1897 and in the (diina Campaign of 1900-1901. In 
1899 the Stat(; entered into an Agre(‘meni (see No. XXI) for the control 
and discipline of its Imperial Service troops when seiving beyond its 
frontiers: and in 1900 joined the olber States in the Punjab supplying 
rmperinl Service troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of deserters, 
other than officers, escaping from one vStat(‘ to another. 

In 1899 file Tind and Maler Kotla Durbars concluded an Agreement 
{see No. XLIX) for the (‘onstruction, maintenance and w’orking of 
the liudhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Pail way by the Noith Western Pailway. In 
the same your the Maler Kotla DaiPar ceded (No. LXXXVIII) jurisdic- 
tion over lands in the State occupied liy the railway. 

In 1908 Ibiahiiii Ali Khan’s elder son Ahmad Ali Kliau was given 
the jxjwers of the Superintendent, the Nawab of Lcdiaru being retained 
as liis adviser. In 1905 he was given full control us Pegeiit, ami the 
Nawab of Loharu’s services were withdrawn. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan died on the 23rd August 1908 and was succeeded 
by his son the ])resent Nawal) Ahmad Ali Khan. 

In 1909 Nawab Ahmad Ali Kliau was granted a pervsoual salute of 
11 guns. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Naw*ab offered the resources 
of his Slate to the Piilish Government: and the Maler Kolia Sappers 
and Miners served in France and Iraq. 

In 1917 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Maler Kotla was in- 
creased to 11 guns. 

A Saiuul (.src No. LXXXITT) i-4‘inov»iig the existing restj-ictions on 
the Hiller’s power to intlict capital sentences was grunted in 1922. 
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111 1923 the Darbar joined the seheine for the reorj^anisation of the 
Indian Slate Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State. 

In the same year a supplementary Agreement (.see No. LYl) was 
concluded with the .lind and Maler Kotla Darbars for tht‘ working of 
the Ludhiana-lIhuri-Jakhal Itailway.

, 10. Fakidkot. 

The territory of the Faridkot State consists of two ])ortions, Faridkot 
propel- and Kot-Kajnira. It is situated to the south-west of tlui Feio'/'c- 
pore district, and borders to the south-east on Patiala. The Chief 
belong-s to the Baiar Jat trilie, one of whom, named Bhnllan, acquired 
great influence* in the time of the Emperor Akbar. His nephew built 
the fort of Kot-Kapura, and made himself an inde])endent ruler. Early 
in the nineteenth century the Kot-Kapura pargana w^as seized hy the 
Lahore Biwan, Mohkam Cband : and after the Sikh war of 184G it 
w\as' confiscated by the British Government. But, in reward for his 
attachment to the British cause and for the aid be rendered to the 
British forces at Mudki during the iSutlej campaign in 1845-46, the 
Chief, Pahar Singh, W’as granted a khillat and the rank of Uaja; the 
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iiiKieKtral l^istato uf Kot-Kapura was restored to him in jagir; and lie 
was granted half tJie teriitojy which had been confiscated from the 
Itaja of Nabha. 

In lien of cuHioms abolished, the British (toveiinnent agreed to pay 
to the Itaja the annual sum of Its. 2,000: and at the same time, avS there 
were many rei]t-f?(‘(‘ lioldirigs iji ilie Kot-Kapura Kstate which would 
lap se 1o the Jlritisli (jloveriuiieiit, an arjangement was madt^ by which 
€5ach jenl-free liolding, as it la])S(‘d, was juade over to the Ita ja, and 
ii c-orresponding leduction was made in the amount ot compensation for 
imstonis. After lioldiiigs to Uie value of Its. 2,000 Imd been made over 
to the Itaja, he was ])ermittod to purchase the remainder, as each lapse 
occurred, for a cash jjayjnent of twenty times the amiual revenue.

Wazir Singh (jied in 1 87-1 and was succeeded by bis only son Jiikram 
Singh. 

Faridkot State tioops served in the Afghan War of 1878. 

In 1 S 80 a Postal (’onvmihon (ac< No. .\ I ) \\,is roneluded. ^rhi> was 
I e vised (see No. XCV) in 1890. 

'iMie s(*rviees of the Impel ial Sei vice Sa])pers and Miners were olfejed 
for tlu‘ Tirab (kunpaign of 1897; but, as military arrangements had been 
etimpieted, riie tloveriiment ot India were unable to accept the olfer. 

Bikram Singli dual in 189S, and was succeeded hy his son Balbir 
Singh. It was mad(‘ a coudition of his installation that In* shoidd for 
fiyc years act Under the immediate eonirol of the Pommissionei' of 
Jullnndui in certain matters, such as the appointment ot high ofiicials.

In 1899 the Ituja signed uii Agreeiiieiii (No. XC) ceding 
full 1 urisdiction over the lands in the State occupied b} the Itewari- 
Feioze[)uie Kailvvay. This cession had urigiiially been made in 1884, 
and the Agjeemeiit signed in 1899 was in a revised I'orin. In 
1899 the State eiilejcd into an Agreement [nee No. XXL) ior the 
(jontrol and discijdine of its Imperial Serxice troops when serving beyond 
its tiontitns : and in 1900 agreed, with the other Punjab States supply- 
ing imj»erial Serx ice troops, to the imifcual surrender of desejteis, other 
tlinn oliicers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1901, in compliance with the expressed desire (»f tlie (ioveinment 
of India to l)iing about the unific,ation of the j<ostal system throughout 
Jndia, the Itaja agreed to the cancellation of the Postal Convention 
and th(^ transfer of the postal arrangements in the State to the British 
Government. 

In the same year Balbir Singh, having no issue of his own, adopted 
his n(‘phew Jlrij Indar Singh, but his successioji was coJiditional 
on the Paja having no legitimate son of his own body. 

In 190;") th(^ Government of Ijidia a|)proved t)f thci pernmjuuit ado[)tion 
of luh's i(‘gu]a(ing the (*xtra<lit ion of criminals ludvveen Paridkot and 
Bikaner, which had beem ientatively introduced in 1903. 

Ball)ij- Singh di<*d in 1900, and was succeeded by Biij Indar Singh, 
din ijig whose jninoiity th<‘ administration of the State was cojiducled 
by a Coujicil of li(‘gency ujitil 1914, and subsequently by a Superin- 
K'mhmt- who Indd charge of the State for two years. 

On the ()utbr<‘ak of the Great War the Stale offered its Imperial 
Service Supjiers and Miners, and they serv(‘d in Briiisli Cast Africa. 

Brij Indar Sijjgh was invested x\ith fidl powers in 1910. lie died 
on the ‘Jrlnl December 1918, and was succeeded by his son the present 
Raja liar Indar Singh, born on tJie 29tli January 19 lb. During his 
niiiioj ity the administration wuis carried on by a Couiicdl of Regency 
until Pt'bruary 19iil, when it was replaced by the present Council of 
Admiuistration. 

Ill 19L^i2 the Darbar joint'd the scheme for the leorganisatioii of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same tinit' responsibility 
for the internal secairity of the State, inelmling the streteJi of the North 
Western Railway line wliicli ])asses through the State. 

A Sanad {aee No. LXXXFII), lemoving Ihe existing restriction on 
the Ruler’s power to inflict capital senleiices, was granted in 1922. 

In 1928 an Agreement (No. X(T) was (‘xt'CuttuI betwetm the British 
Government and the Faridkot Darbar for tlie su])j)ly of eanal water for 
the storage tank at Kot-Kapura in the h’aridkot State. In 1929 this 
Agreement was renewed for another year. 

The area of the State is (142 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 150,601 ; and the revenue 17 lakhs. 
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Tlie State pays no tribute to the l^ritish Government.

With etl'ect ITojji the 1st January 1922 the designation “ Imperial 
Service Tro()])s ” was changed to “ Indian State Forces 

The State was liable to the operation ot the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 wIhuj, on the occasion of the Coronation Daibar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

In 19 Id the State was removed from the charge of the Commissioner, 
Julhindiu Division, and included in the newly established Dahawalpur 
Agency. This Agency was abolished in 1921 on the establishment ol 
the Punjab States Agency, when the State was placed in direct rela- 
tions with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Punjab States. 

11. CllAMRA. 

This ancient Hindu Kaj[)ut principality came into the possession 
of the liriiisJi (loveinmejit in 1846, when part of it was iuade over 
to MaliaJa/a Gulab Singh of Kashmir. 

By aji agreement with the Maharaja of Kashmii- in 1847 (see Vol. 
Xll, Kashmir), Chamba came again entirely under the Hritish Govejn 
ment: and a Sanad (No. X(U1) was given to the Kaja, Sri Singh, 
assigning the Chamba territory to him and to his heirs male. In case 
of his decease without legitimate male issue, his brothers weie to 
succ(‘ed in order of seniority. 

In 1854 the Raja made over the sanitarium of Dalhousie in return 
for a remission of Ks. 2,000 from the yearly tribute, wliich then stood 
at Rs. 10,000. In 1867 a further remission of Rs. 5,000 a year was 
made in com])ensatioii for lands taken up for military purposes. Sub- 
se([uent ac(juisitions and modifications of the land re([uired for military 
use ill 1909, 1912 and 1928 resulted in a further reduction of the 
trihute, which now stands at Rs. 2,807-4-0 per annum. 

In 1862, at the reipiest of the Raja, who had become deeply involved 
in debt, a Rritisli officer was appointed Superintendent. 

In the same year the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part I, 
Punjab, No. XVII). 
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In J8G4 the Itaja leased (No. XClll) all his forests to Government. 

In 18G7 the Biiler of Chamba was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

Sri Singh died without issue in ltS70, and, as by the terms of the 
Sanad the succession, in dtd'aiili of legitiniale heirs, devolved upon the 
eldest surviving brother, his half-brother Gopal Singh W'as recognised 
as (.'liief, to the exclusion of the younger brother Suchet Singh, who 
claimed the Chief ship on the ground of his being the full brother of 
Sri Singh. 

In 1872 the forest lease of 18G4 Avas revised (No. XCIV). 

In J878 Gopal Singh abdicated in favour of his minor son Sham 
Singh. Suchet Singh lenewed his claims, but they were again rejected. 
Gopal Singh died in 1895. 

During Sham Singh ^s minority tin* administration w^as carried on 
by a British officer in concert with officials of the State. In 1884 Sham 
Singh was invested wdtJi full powers, on condition of his appointing a 
suiiahle Wazir and conforming to the advice of the Superintendent. 
The Supeiintendent was withdrawn in 1885. 

A Jhjstal Convention {sec No. XI), was concluded in 188G. This 
was revised (No. XCV) in 189G. 

In 1903 Sham Singh, wlio had no issue, abdicated, dying two years 
later. JIc nas succeeded by his l>rother JBiure Singh, who had con- 
ducted the administration of the State on his behalf for some time 
previously. 

In 1905 the forest lease of 18G4, Avhich had been renewed in 1884, 
was again renewed (No. XCVl), with some modifications, for a further 
period of 20 years: but in 1908 the conticd of the State forests was, as 
an (*x])eriniinitel measure, lestored to the Dajbar for a period of five 
years on certain conditions, the provisions of tlie lease of 1905 being 
held in al)eyance for tliat period. The experiment was successful : and 
in 1913 the Government of India sanctioned the i)ermanent restoration 
to the Raja of control of his forests, vsuhject to the contijinaiice of the 
existing conditions. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Raja offered his personal 
services and the resources of his State to the British Government. 

Bhure Singh died in September 1919 and was succeeded by his 
elder son the ])resent Raja Ram Singh, horn in 1890. 

A Sanad removing the existing restriction on the Ruler’s power to 
inflict capital sentences was granted (see No. LXXXIII) in 1922. 
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In June owiii^r to the ill-liealth of the Raja, the administration 

of tin* vStoto wns t(‘njj)orarily placed in the charge of his brother, Mian 
Sin^h ; hut the Raja resnined charge of the adjiiinistratioii in 
Sepicinh(‘r 11)28. Tl(i is assislod by a Rritish Adviser. 

In 11)28 (he Darhai joined tlie scheme for the reorganisation of tlie 
Indian Slate horces, and undertook responsibility for the internal 
security of the State including the protection of coinniunications.

88iis ancient Hindu Jtajput principality came into the possession of 
the Hritish Government b> the Treaty of Liihore. in October 184b 
the Slate was granted (No. XC\ 1 Ij to Raja Ugaj- Sen, who had tendered 
his allt‘giam*e to the Rritish Government at Rilaspur in February 184b. 

In 1802 tiie Ruler received a SaJiad of Adoption (ice Part J, ITinjab, 
JVo. XVJJ). 

In 1807 tJie Ruler of Suket was g-ranted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

Ogar Sen died in 1875, and was succeeded by his son Rudar Sen, 
who was deposed in April 1S78 for proved iueapaeity to govern, and died 
in IvSSO. lie was succeeded by his son Dusht Nikandaii Sen, during 
whos(‘ minoiily the administration was carried on by a Council of 
Regency, assisted by a Government ofHelal as Manager. He received 
full ruling pow’ers in 1884. 

The adu\\u\slratioi\ of Dusht Nikaudw.u was so uusatisiactory 

\s to call 0 ) 1 ’ the iutevlereiice oi the Punjab Govenimenl. In 1892 he was 
y;\vou a year's trial to enable \i\m \o retrieve \)is position as a ruler, 
and at his own request an Assistant Commissioner was deputed to act 
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as his counspllor and adviser during that period- Tlie Baja’s control 
was restored in snhjeei 1o fin* eoiidition ihai tin* a|>j)oi]it]n(‘Jit 

of a Wuzir should not he made without the consent ot‘ the (\)nnni.ssioner. 
Tlie Siate was lor a time under the immediate political chaige ol Ihe

Duslit iVikandan Sen died in 190S and was sinaeeded by his (ddest 
son Tlliim S(‘n. On the outbreak of the (treat Wai’ llaja. llhim Si‘n 
cITered his own seivices, and the Stjite contrilm’ied gifts to the value 
of nearly 2 lakhs. TT(' died on the 12th October If) 10 and was sucoeedf'd 
by his brother the present llaja. Lakshman Smi, horn in 1804. 

A Saiiad (.':cc No.IjX XXTl I), removing th(‘ ('xisting r(‘striction on the 
Ruler’s ])ower to infliet capital sentences, was granted in 1022. 

Tn December 10‘^1 n Tcludlion took place which necessitated the 
despatch of troops from Dharamsala to restore oidei’. ’Hie Raja 
letired fi*om tin* Slate and the administration was entrusted to the 
Agent to the Govern or-Oen era 1, Punjab Stat(*s. A losm of a lakh of 
ru])ees was given by the (lovernment of India to restore the finances 
of the St:ite. Raja T.akshman Scti returned to Sulod in Tune 1925, and 
r(*sumed the administiation of the State on certain conditions. 

The a7*(‘a of tin' State i-: 420 srpiar’e miles; the pr)])ulaiion, according 
to the Census of 1921, 54, .228; and the nwi'ime Rs. 2,25,000. 

The Ruler ])ays an annual tribute of Rs. ll.OOO to the British 
(foveunment. 

Tin* military forces of the State consist (1920) of 2 Cavalry and 
24 Infantry. 

The State was liable to tire opr'ratron of tin* Nazarana rules up to 
1911 W’hea, on fin' occasion of flic Cororiat ion Dartiar*, alt siicli levies 
W('r‘e abolished. 

The State was in political relations with the Rnnjab Government 
through the Commissioner*, Tnllnndiir, until the (‘stablishrmuii f>f the 
Purijah States Agency in 1921, when it was placed in dir<‘ct relations 
with the Governinent of India through the Agent to the Gov(‘rr)or*-Gene- 
ral, Punjab States. 

13. Tjohautt. 

Ahmad Bakbsh Khan, the founder of the furnilv, was a vakil of the 
Raia of Alwai*. Por his services in the negotiations between Alwor 
and T.oi'd T.ake, he received in IHOOI.oharu in pcTnetuiVv Srom VheA^uya 
and (No. XCYTTT) the pargana of Firnzpur in the Gnrpaon district from 
Lord Lake, on (‘omlition of fidelity and milifaiy service. Tie died in 
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1827 and was succeeded hj his son Sham s-ud -Din Khan, who was exe- 
cute(i in 1835 for the murder of Mr. hraser, the Agent at Delhi. Th« 
Firoz})ur pargana was confiscated, and the Tioharu pargana was made 
over to Amin-ud-l)in Klian and Zia-nd-Din Khan, the brothers of 
Shams-ud-Din. Owing to disputes between the brothers, the younger 
was de[)rived of all share in the management of the State, and a fixed 
allowance of Its. 18,000 a year was assigned to him. 

Tn 1847 Zia-ud-Din Khan preferred a claim, which was finally dis- 
allowed, to be entrusted with the management of the State, or to have 
half of it scpaialed off to himself. These two brothers remained in Delhi 
during the siege in 1857. After its captuie they were put undei 
sujfweillance, but were eventually released and restored to their position. 

In 1802 th(^ Jtiiler of Loharii received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
Part T, Punjah, No. XXTT). 

Amin-ud*l)in Khan died in 1809 and was succeeded hy his son 
Ala-iid-Din Ahmad Khan. Claims put forward hy Zia-ud-T)in Khan to 
the right to manage the State were again negativcul. Tn 1874 the 
hereditary title of Nawah was conferred (No. XCIX) on the Euler of 
Loharu. 

Ala-ud-Din Ahmad Khan’s extravagance involved the State in deht. 
Tn 1878 Cnvcri'ment granted a loan of lls. 23,000, and in 1882 a further 
loan of Es 95.000, with which the Commissioner of Hissar settled the 
claims of all concerned. One of the conditions on which the second 
loan was grjintcd was that Ala-ud-Din Ahmad Khan should live out of 
Lolmru, the manageunent of the State heing vested in his eldest son. 

Tn 18(S3 the riovcrnmcnt of India sanctioned the introduction of 
extradition rul(*s between Loharu and the States of Jaipur and Bikaner, 
similar to those then in force between the Jaipur and Patiala States. 

Ala-ud-Din Ahmad Khan died in 1884 and was succeeded by bis 
eblesf son Amir-ud-Din Ahmad Khan. From 1893 to 1902 he was 
Superintendent of tlic Maler Kotla State. During his absence the 
management of the Loharu State was entrusted to his younger brother 
Sahihs^jula Azi/-ud-Din Ahmad Khan. 

Tn order to pav off the debts of the State the Government of India 
saiietioneil in 1907 a loan of Es. 3,11,000 from the Mamdot Estate: and 
the finaneial control of the State was placed in the hands of Aiz-ud-Din 
Ahmad TGian, the heir-apparent. 

Tn 1903 Nawah Amir-ud-Din Ahmad Khan was granted a personal 
.salut(‘ of 9 guns: and in 1918 the Euler of Loharu was granted a 
permanent salute of 9 guns. 

Tn \nril 1920 Nawah Amir-ud-Din Ahmad Khan abdicated at his own 
recpiest, retaining the title and his salute of 9 guns .as a personal 
distinct ion. He was succeeded hy his sou Aiz-ud-Diu Ahmad Klvaii, 
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Til 1922 the State joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and also undertook responsibility for the internal 
security of the State. 

A Sanad removing the existing restrictions on the Itiiler’s power 
to inflict capital sentences was granted {see No. LXXXJII) in 1928. 

Aiz-ud-T)in Ahmad T\lian died on the 80th October 1920 and was 
succeeded by his son the present Nawab Amin-ud-Din Ahmad Khan, 
born on tbe 28rd March During his minority the administration 

of the Slate is conducted liy a Council of Tiegency. with his grand- 
father the ex-Xawab Ainir-ud-Din Ahmad Klian as Regent. 

The area of the Slate is 222 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 20,021; and the revenue Rs. 1,18,500.

Procf.amation uddr(its<id to the Sikh Sirdars, etc., 22nd August 1811. 

On the 3rd of May 1809 an Ittalah-namoh, comprised of seven Artiedes, wa? 
issued by the orders of the British (lovernment, purj)orting that the country ol 
the Sirdars of Sirhind and Malwa, having c-oino under their protection. Rajah 
Runje(*t SiTig, agrcu'ably to Tr<*aty, bad no conceTU with the imssession of the above 
Sirdare ; that tlx^ British (Jovm-nnunit had no inteution of claiming poshcnsli or 
nuz;&urana]i, and that they should continue in the full control and (uijoyinent of 
their resp(;ctiv(^ ])o.sseHsions. Tlu' publication of tlie above Jttalali-nameJi was 
iidended to afford (‘veuy confidence to tin*. Sirdars that they had no inttuition of 
control and that thosi; having ]) 088 essioii should remain in full and (juiet enjoy- 
ment thereof. 

Whereas several z(‘mindars and other subjects of the ChhJs of this country 
have ])refcrrod conifffaints to the officers of the British CovcTnment, who, having 
in view the temor of tin* ahov(‘ Ittalali-nanndi, have not attemded, and will not in 
futur<) pay attention to IIkmu ; for instances on the 15th JuiKi 1811, Dellawer Ali 
Khan, of Samana, comj)lair»ed to tlui Reoident of Delhi against the officers of Rajah 
Sahel) Sing, tor jewels and otluT property said to have been seized by them, who, 
in reply, observed : that tfu^ cusba of Samana, being in the omaldery of Rajah 
Saheb Sing, tliis complaint should be made, to him; nid also on the 12th July 
1811, Dussownda Sijig and Coormook Smg complaint 1 to Colonel Ochtorlony, 
Agent to the Governor-Ceneral, against Sirdar Churn t Sing, for their shares ol 
property, etc. ; and in rtiply, it was written on the back of the urzeo, that “ since 
during the j)eriod of throe years no claim was preferred against Churrut Sing by 
any of his brothers, nor twt'ii the name of any co-partner mentioned, and since it 
was advertistid in tlui Ittalah-nameh, delivered to the Sirdars, that every Chief 
should remain in the. qui(t. and full possession of his domains, their petition could 
not be attended to.” TJie insertion of these answers to complaints is intended as 
examples, and also that it may be impressed on the minds of every zemindar and 
other subjects that the attainment of justice is to be expected from their respective 
Chiefs only, that they may not, in the smaUcst degree, swerve from the observance 
of subotdination. It is therefore highly incumbent upon the Rajahs and other 
Sirdars on this side of the River Sutlege that they explain this to their respective 
subjects and court their confidence ; that it may be clear to them that complaints 
to the o£&cers of the Britislt Government will be of no avail, and that they consider 
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tboir res])cctiv(5 Sirdars as tlio source of justice, and that of their free will and 
accord they observe luiiform obedience. 

And whereas, according to the first ]»foclamation, it is not tluj intention of 
the British Gov(*rnm(ii»t to int(5rfere in the ])Ossessioi)8 of the Sirdars of this country, 
it is lUiVcTtlndtiSS, for the purposi^ of ameliorating the condition of llu' community, 
])articularly necessary to give gen(‘ral information, that several Sirdars have, since 
the last incursion of Rajah Rntijec'l Sing, wrested the estates of others, and dc'privcd 
them of their lawful iiossession, and that in the restoration tlu^y have used delays 
until d(‘,tachm(‘nts from the Britisli Army have enforced restitution, as in th(i 
cas(‘. of the Ranee of J(*era, tlu^ Sikhs ot C^holian, the talooks of Karowley and (^heh- 
loundy, and village of (■h(‘eba ; and tin*. r(‘.ason of such delays and evasions can only 
be attribiit(*d to the temporary enjoyment of the revenues, and subjecting thi‘ own- 
ers to irre.m(‘diabl(5 losses. It is tln^refore by ord(‘r of the British Gove.rnmcnt, 
hereby proclaimed, that if any of the Sirdars or others have forcibly talaui ])osscss- 
ion of the (‘states of otlu'rs, or otherwise injured the lawful owners, it is necessary 
that, b(ifor(i tlu^ octcurreiice of any complaint, the ])ropri( 3 tor should be satisfi(‘d, 
and by no means to d(der the restoration of the propcirty ; in wliicli, however, should 
dedays Ixi made, and the interference of the British authority become requisite, 
the reveniu's of the (‘state, from the date of the oj(‘ction of the lawful pro])ri(jtor, 
togetlu'.r with whatever otlier losses the inliabitants of that })lac(^ may sustain from 
the march of troo})s, shall, without sc.ruple, be demanded from th(5 otTending i)arty ; 
and for disobedience of the pri^sent ord(‘,r8, a penalty, according to the circumstances 
of the case and of the oifender, shall be levied, agreeably to th(i dcudsion of the 
British Government.

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Govern- 
ment, and whereas Rajah Kurrum Sing was forward to afford the co-operation of 
his troops during the late contest, therefore the present Sunnud is granted, confi^r- 
ring on the said Rajah Kurrum Sing and on his heirs for ever, the Porgimnahs of 
Maheelee, Kiiljoun, Buntheera, Koosalla, Chubrote, Kehmullee, Baddayhccr, 
Sangur, Toorasutgowa, Jaubul, and Pallakotce, together with the saeer duth^s 
of the same, and all the rights and appurtenances belonging to them in exchange 
for a nuzzuranah of the sum of one lakh and fifty thousand Rupees ; and the said 
sum having been paid into the Company’s Treasury by kists, as agreed upon

nothing further shall ever be demanded on this ac^count. The British Gov(‘rnment 
will always ])rotect and support the said Kajah and his heirs in thi^ ])osses8i()n of 
this territory. The Rajah, considering this Suiujud a h^gal and valid instnnneTit, 
will imni(‘diat(‘ly take possession of the aforesaid lajids, but In^ must- not encroach 
on any lands beyond the acknowledged limits of tiui pc'Tgunnahs (‘.numeratc^d. 
In case of war, th(5 Rajah must, on the recpiisition of the British aiithorith's, furnish 
armed mcui and BegarfU's to join th(‘ dctaciiincnt of BritisJj Tioo[)S, whieJj may be 
stationed for tln^ protection of the hill country. Tie will omit no ex(^rtion to do

SuNNUD to the Maharaja FT of Putteala, dated 22nd September 1847. 

The Right Honorable the Gov(irnor-General having resolved to bestow certain 
lands on the Riijah of Piitteala as a mark of consideration for his attachment and 
servicujs to tins British during tlui late war with th(i Lahon*. State, and the Rajah 
of Putt(*ala having rcnpiested that he may at the siimo timci roc(‘ive a renewed 
assurance of protection and guarantee of his rights in his former possessions, the 
Governor-General is jFleased to confer this assurance in the form of a Sunnud 
or Grant as follows, in ord(‘,r that the Maharajah and his successors after him may, 
with perfect confidence, continue to exenuae th(! same rights and authority in his 
possessioTis as he,reto[ore. 

The Maharajah’s ancient hereditary estates, according to annexed schedule,* 
shall continue, for i^ver in tlie j)ossession of hims(‘lf and his successors, with all 
Government rights tloireto b(‘longiiig of Police jurisdiction and collection of re- 
venue as hcr(‘-tofon‘,. The Maharajah’s chaharumians, fe.udatories, adhenuits 
an<l dejMmdauts will continue bound in their adhenuici*. and obligations to the 
Rajah as hcn^tofore. His Jliglin<;ss will exert himself to do justic-(^ and to projiiote 
the widfare and hap])in(‘ss of his subji^cts, while they on tlnur ])art, considering 
the Rajah as their trm^ and right ful lord, must obey him and his successors accord- 
ingly, and pay th(^ nwcuiin? punctually, and be always z»valous to promote the cul- 
tivation of th(dr lands, and to testify tlndr loyalty and obc,dienc(^ Tfn^ Maliarajah 
has relinquished for hiniself and his successors for ever all right to levy excise 
and transit duti(‘s which have been abolished throughout th«‘ Putte.ala t(‘rritory. 
llis Highness also binds hims(df and his succi^ssors to the su})f)ression of suttee, 
infanticude, and slave.-<h^aling within his territories. If, unknown to the Maha- 
rajah’s authorititis, any j)ersoJiS should In^ guilty of th(‘se acts, tlu^ Maharajah’s 
aiitln)rities will on conviction punish tluuu with such s(‘verity as to deter others. 
The British Governm<*nt will ne,V(T d(*mand from the. Maharajah and his successors 
am! their dependants above named anything in the way of tribute or revenue or 
eommutatioii in lieu of troops, or otluTwise, for the I■(^a8C)U that His Highness 
will eV(^r continue as heretofore, Hinc(*ndy devoted to the service and intert‘sts of 
the British. Tin) British authorities will not entertain complaints of the Maha- 
rajah’s subjects or dep<mdani s, or interfen*, with the Maharajah’s authority. Should 
an enemy ap])roa(‘h from ajiy (juarter to this side the Beas or Sutlej for the }>urpo 80 
of comjmiriug this c.ountry, tln^ Rajah will join the British Army with his forces 
and exert himself in ex])olli ng the enemy and act under <liscipline and obt^dience, 
and in time of war place the resources of his country at the disposal of the British 
Government. His Highness (*.ngag(is to have made and to keep in repairs, through 
his own officers, the military roads through his territory, for the passage of British 
troops from Umballa and other stations to Forozepore, of a width and elevation to 
be determined on by the Engineer Officer charged with the duty of laying down 
the roads. His Highness will also appoint encamping grounds for British troops at 
tht» different stages which shall be marked off, so that there be no claims made 
hereafter on account of damaged crops.

Translation of a Sanad regarding possession of territory granted to the Maharaja 
of Patiala, by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India, 
dated the 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the sun of the e.verlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this country of India, the acts of loyalty and devotion to Govern- 
ment of Farzand-i-khas-i-l)aulat-i-Inglisia, Mansur-i-Zarnan, Amir-ul-Uinara, 
Maharaja Dhiraj, Haj(isar Sri Maharaja Kajagan Naraindar Singh Mahindar Baha- 
dur and ancestors ajid )>redccessorK of the said Maharaja on occasions of war 
and battle, etc., have become fully conspicuous ; accordingly as a reward for these 
good services and aifl and assistance with troops and 8U})plies, etc., they have always 
b(^(ui distinguish (id and (ixalted by tlui powerful British Gov(‘rj\ment by being 
grant(‘d territory and titles and raised in dcigrees of honour and dignity. I’arti- 
cularly in tJi<! y(‘ar 1857 A. I), during tini days of tin* insurnicdion and mutiny of 
wreteJu'd jicrsons the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar Bahadur nuidered and disjilaycd 
worthy and (*ons])icnous s(irvi(‘(‘.H which 8urj»a88(*d his pnwious acliieveiiunits. 
Th(ir(h)r(', in r<i(iOgnition of such a])]>rov<id Hcrvic<.*s, tin; ])owerful British Govern- 
ment, by way of Uoyal favour and kiiubiess, has conhirred on tlui Maharaja Sahib 
Mahindar Bahadur, some territory and additional title for generation after gtiuera- 
tion and descendant aften* ilesc(mdant. I’lu*, Maharaja Sahib Bahadur has ap]died 
for a renewal of tin*, mnad regarding his anccistral territory as well as that granted 
to him ])reviously and now by the j>owerful Government. In view of this His Ex- 
C(illency the Viceroy and Govemor-Gein^ral is ])leascd to approv<j of the grant of 
the present mnad by way of treaty with the conditions entered below as a 
TiKiinorable document : — 

Clause I. 

According to the list anm^^xed to this Sanad, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur 
and his succt^ssurs will, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with 
j)eace of mind and in junfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over 
his anc(i8tral j)os8essions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Govern- 
numt and consider the territory granted to him by tluj British Government in re- 
cognition of his good services as iiis ancestral territory with all powers and rights, 
internal and external. All powers great and small, administrative and criminal 
and in respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as Jieretofore, remain j)erma- 
uently vested in the power and control of the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur and his 
successors generation after generation and descendant after descendant, in present 
and in future for ever and in perpetuity ; and (his) brothers, Zaildars, Chaharu* 
mians (persons entitled to a fourth share), feudatories, Jagirdara and dependants 
will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands of the Maharaja 
Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 

Clause II. 

The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on ac- 
count of mzarana^ land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensation 
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on account of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or future, 
from tlic Maharaja Sahib Maliindar Bahadur, his siu'cessors, depeiidants, brothers, 
Zaildars, Jagirdars, ( ■haliaruniians or feudatories exce])t as provided in Clause III. 


Clause III. 

Ah an additional Boyal favour and having regard to the loyalty and devotion 
of the Maharaja Sahib Maliindar Bahadur the powerful CovernnKUit desires that 
this territoiy should always nunain under the sovereignty of this family. There- 
fore the p()W(‘r of adojdion is granted for ever to the said Maharaja Sahib and his 
succiissors so that in casi', th(*Te is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purposi^ 
of perpiduating the line of Chiidship, adojit a successor, according to thidr own 
(jhoice from among the descendants of the Phulkian family. The jiowerful Cov- 
ornment cordially accejits and agrees to this. M’he ])owerful Government also 
grants ])ermission that in case— may God forbid— tli(‘ Maharaja on the masiiad 
should suddenly die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopti^d successor, 
tin* Baja Sahib of Jind and the Baja Sahib of Nabha, in concert with the Commis- 
sioiKT Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phulkian family 
and ]»lac(‘ him on the maamid. In that case nazarmm to the (ixtemt. of one-third 
of the income of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British 
Government by the Patiala State. 

Clause IV. 

In the year 1847, an agreement regarding the infliction of capital punish- 
m<mt after refiTcnce 1o the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur and the prevention 
of female infantiedde, sati and slavery, etc., was obtained from the said Maharaja 
Sahib. That is now’ cancelled, and absolute power by aU means riigarding the 
intliction of cajdial jiunishment, etc., in his territory, according to old custom, 
is granted to the Maharaja Sahib Maliindar Bahadur and his successors. Sinii 
larly with ri'gard to punishing subjects of the powerful British Government, com- 
mitting crime and a])])rehend(‘d in the territory of the Patiala State, the Maharaja 
Sahib Maliindar Bahadur and his successors are granted power in accordance with 
the provifcioiis of the, despatch No. 3, dated 1st June 1830, from tlu^ llon’bh* Court 
of Directors at the cajutal, London. The Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will cixcrt 
himself by ev(*ry possibles means in jiromotiiig the welfare of his })eoj)le and the 
lia])j)iiiess of his subjects and redressing the grh^vances of tlu^ oppressed and in- 
jured in the projier way. lie will jirevent in his territory female infanticide, 
aati and slavery, which arc opjiosed to the principles of justice and eijuity towards 
the peojile, in accordance w’itli the jirovisions of the former sanad. In the event 
of any jutsoii at any time committing the above mentioned jirohibited crimes 
without the. knowledge of the oflicials of thc^ Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, lln^ latter 
W’ill inOiei <l<'terr<uit jiunishment on him. 

Clause V. 

The Maharaja Sahib and his successors will never fail in their faithful and 
devoted obeilience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors. 
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Clause VI. 

If at any time any hostile troops with misehievoiia intention should appear in 
his neighbourhood from any side or direction, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will 
along with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operatt; with the English in 
repelling them in ac(iordance with past practices lie will exert himself, to the ut- 
most of his resources, ui providing supjdies, grains, (‘tc., and traiisj)ort according to 
the requisitions of British officers. 


Clause Vll. 

Complaints against the Maharaja Sahib from his subjects, Muafidars, Jagir- 
dars, dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to 
by the powerful British Government. 


Clause VIII. 

With regard to internal management and Ihe affairs of brothers, household 
and relativ(5S, the rules and arraiigtunents made by the Maharaja 8ahib Mahindar 
Bahadur will always be r<‘sp(^cted and not interfered with by tln^ powerful British 
Governm(*nt. 


Clause IX. 

On the occ>asion of the construction and re.pairs of roads in his territory th(‘ 
Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will, in accordance with the written communication 
of the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange from his own territory, through 
kardars and officials of Barganas, according to fonmu’ custom, for the materials 
recpjired, on paymoJit ; and at the time of tln^ construction of a rail-road or otner 
roads, tin; Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will conced<;, free of charge, land that comes 
under the roads in the, same; way as he has done for the lm[)erial road. 


Clause X. 

The Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will always pursue the course of obedience and 
loyalty to the powerful Government who will likewise (iontinue to uphold 
his honour, respect, rank and dignity in the maninjr it is dom^ at present.

Translation of a Sxtnnud or Grant of jwrtions of the Pergunnah of Kunoudh 
iiiid Boodwana, District Jhujjur, and of Elaquah Khumanoon, District 
Umballa, bestowed upon His IItgiiness the Maharaja of Piittia la by Hig 
Excellency Eakj. Canning, G.C.B., Viceroy and Governor -General or 
India, — 1801. 

Whereas the devotion and loyalty of His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala 
and of his ancestors have always been conspicuous since the establishment of 
Pr 'amble British supremacy in India, His Excellency 

the Viceroy and Governor General, being desirous 
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of marking his high appreciation of those qualities, has been pleased to bestow 
upon the Maharajah j)ortiona of IVrgunnahs Kiuiondh and Boodwana, of the Dis- 
trict of Jhiijjur, containing one iiimdred and ten villag(‘s (1 10), according to verna- 
cular list annexed,* a8seas<;d at a yearly revenue of ninety-six thousand nine 
hundred and forty Rupees (96,040), and to ac(i(‘pt from His Highness a

bestow upoji th(‘ Maharajah the Elacpiali of KJiuinanoon, District Uniballa, with 
tin*, service conimutatio]^ tax and the right to escheats, and to acce])t from His 
Highness a nuzzuranah of one lakh 8(‘venty-six thousand thrc(‘ hundred and sixty 
(1,76,360) Kiipe<jB. 

It is a(;cordingly ordained as follows : — 


Akticle 1. 

The territories abov<^ mentioned are conferred ii])on His Highness the Maha- 
rajah of Buttiala and his heirs for ever. 


Article 2, 

The Maharajah and his successors will exercise the same rights, privileges, 
and prerogatives in th(‘H(^ newly acquired territories as His Higluu'ss at j)resoDt 
enjoys in Jiis anc(‘stral ]>oss(*ssions, according to the terms of the Sunnud, dated 
bth May 1860, and signed by His Excelhuicy Earl Canning, Viceroy and Gov<^rnor« 
(h;neral of India. 


Article 3. 

The Maharajah and his successors will continue to maintain the same loyal 
relations with tlu* Britisli Covernment, and to fulfil th(‘ same obligations with re- 
gard to these iK'wly ac(|uired tfirritories, as were impos(^d uj>on His Highness by 
the t.(‘rms of tln^ Suimud, tlat-«'d 5th May 1860, rthiting to His lligluiess’ ancestral 
possessions.

successor, from the aiujumt Phoolkian House, of which your family forms a part, 
will b(' r(‘cogniz(Hl and confirm(‘d ; and that if at any time any Maharajah of 
Puttiala should di(* without male issue, and without adopting a. succ(‘ssor, it will 
still bo open to the Kajahs of Jh(‘end and Nabha, hi concert with tlu^ (\)mmi8sioncr 
or Political Agcmt of th(‘ British Government, to select a succi‘Ssor from among 
th(^ Phoolkian family ; but in that case a nuzzuranah or fine equal to one-third 
of the gross annual revenue of the I’otuaH Btate shall be paid to the British Govern- 
ment. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and laithful to the conditions of the 
Treati(‘.s, Grants, or Engag(mients which record its obligations to thij Biitish Gov- 
ernment.

A(iREEMENT betwocn th(‘ BumsH (Iovkknment and the PuTTiALii State for the 
construction, maintenance and working of a line of teh^graph from Umballa 
to Puttiala,- 1872. 

Whereas His nighn(‘,ss Maharaja Rajegan Mohendro Sing Mohend(‘,r Bahadur, 
G.C.S.I., etc., of Puttiala, is desirous of constructing a line of t(‘h‘graf)h from Cmballa 
to l*uttiala to be worked in connection with the British lines of t(degra])h, the fol- 
lowing terms are agreed upon by Lieutenant-Culouel Rob('rt Murray, Olliciating 
Director General of 'relcgra]>hs, on the part of che British Govoriiment, duly 
empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-Ge/*eral of India in (buncil on that 
behalf, and by Khalifa Syud Mahoiruul Hoosseiu, Mcer MoousIkh;, on the part of 
the Puttiala State, duly empower(;d by His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala 
on that behalf. 

1. The British Govtjrnment agree to construct for the Puttiala State a line 
of telegraph consisting of one wire*,, on the standards to be er(^ct(‘d between Umballa 
and Lahore, from Umballa to Raj poor, an<l a one-wire line from Raj poor to Puttiala, 
at a cost of Rupees (15,526) fifteen thousand five hundred and twenty-six, more 
or less ; and His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala agrees to pay the actual cost 
incurred in the construction of the line, on its being ofTicially reported to His High- 
ness that the Tel(‘, graph Office at Puttiala has b(‘cn establislied and opened ; and 
His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala also agrees to defray all expenses and cost 
on account of the salaries of the signallers, and of the necessary menial servants 
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attached to the Office and peons for the delivery of messages, and to provide free 
of charge or rent and to keep in good and habitable rc^pair a suitable house or build- 
ing, to be ai)proved of by the Director G(^neral of T(degra]dis in India, if n(^c(;s8ary, 
for the accommodation of thr‘ 1\*I(‘graph Office to be established and maintain<;d 
at Puttiala, and of th(‘ emploifh and others c-onsid<ir(‘d necessiiry for the efficient 
working of it. 

2. With the consent of the Lientenant-Oov(‘rnor of tln^ Punjab, (»xtra wires 
may at any tinn* be added by the Teh‘grap]i D(‘]>artm(Uit for the Ihittiala State', 
on terms and coJiditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Ihittiala State 
and the Ooverjiment of India. 

3. This line shall be called tlu' Pntfiala Telegraph line, and tlu' materials shall 
be the pro]>e,rty of the Pnitiala Slate, lint if from aijy s])eeial reason, the Puttiala 
Stat(‘ should at any l inn* d(‘ein it pr<)p(‘r to abolish tin* liin*, it will lx*. Jiecessary 
for that. Statt! to giv(‘ jioticc' t.o tin* Punjab Oovirnniejit six months befon'liand 
for dismantling the line. 

4. His Highness the Maharaja, agrees to pay annually sin li sums as may Ix' 
re(juired to k<*(‘p tin* line in good r(‘j>air, tog(‘||ier wilh the sum of llup(‘(‘s (IKHt) 
nine hundr(‘d oidy to cover tin* cost of sup(‘rvisi(ui. 

5. The Teh'graph Office at Puttiala. shall remain open night and day for the 
receij)t and de8j)atch of nnsssagt's. or during sue-h hours as froni time to time may 
be arranged by the Duihar in conun unica.ti<m with the lji(‘Ut(5jiajit-(ilov(‘rnor of 
the Punjab. 

0. The entire procc(Kls from the line Ix'tween Umballa and Put tiala shall Indong 
to the Puttiala Telegraph lino, 1’h<* charges on nu'ssages d(‘liver(‘d at Puttiala 
for transmission along any Pritish line and tin* eJiarge* levied at any British Tehi- 
graph Station for delivcjry at ihittiala shall inchide the charge', for both lines, and 
the account betw<u*n the British (love.rnment and the Puttiala State for such 
messages sliall be adjusted (piarttn-ly. riz., on Jilst March, 3()th June, 30th 8e])t(im- 
ber, and 3'«t l)ec(‘nd)er of (*ach year. 

7. For the first year, the whoh; of the re(*,eipts for ti'legrams sent from the 
Puttiala Office shall ap]>crtain to His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala, and 
the receipts for all niessagc^s s(;nt to Puttiala shall a])])ert.a.in to the British Govern* 
ment ; subse(iu(mt thertto t he GovcTUim'ut of India reserves to itsidf the right 
at .any time, on giving three months’ notice or intention thereof, to chang(i the 
system from that in force during the first y<uir, ajid to divide the reveniK'S d(nived 
from messages sent to and from Puttiala between His Highness and the British 
Government in proportion to the average distance oven* which the nn^ssages are 
transmitted. 

8. The Telegraph Master, the Signallers, and all officials employed in the 
Puttiala Telegraph Office shall be officers of the British Tedegraph staff ; but they 
shall be natives and not Europeans or Eurasians ; and His Highness the Maharaja 
agrees to pay them regularly month by mojith such pay as they may be entitled 
to from their position in the British service. 
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9. His Highness the Maharaja agrees to apply to the Puttiala Telegraph line 
the provisions of the British Telegraph Act, No. VHI of 1860, and such other 
Acts or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British 
Government with reference to Telegraphs. 

10. His Highness the Maharaja agrees to apply to the Puttiala Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to lines of Telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake 
to furnish the Puttiala State with accurate translations of such Acts, rules and reg* 
ulations. 

11. His Highness the Maharaja agrecjs that the Puttiala Telegraph line shall 
b(‘. ojxui to the inspection and supervision of the Director General of Telegraphs 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose. 

12. The British GovcTiimont agrees that, whenev(ir the Maharaja shall find 
occasion to be dissatisfied with any of the officials employed in the Puttiala Tt^lc- 
graph Office and may wish to n^move them from office, such officials shall, on His 
Highness tlie Maharaja’s apjdication, b<; at once removed, and other officers shall 
be sent to fill their place as so<m afterwards as ])ra(^ticablo. 

Id. .lurisdictioii in r(‘gard to ofhmcc'S against th(*. ’Pelegraph Act, C(»mmitte(I 
in Puttiala tiUTilory by Juiliv(‘ suhj(‘ef.s <d the British Government or by subjects 
of tlie Mahara ja, will be regnlatisl by (’laus(‘ 1 of tJm Sunnud datisl bth May I860 
grant<‘d to His llighin'ss th(‘ Maharaja by tln‘- British Government. European 
British suhjectvS accused of such ofT<‘nc(‘s shall be tried in iiritish Courts. 

14. Tlie British Governnnmt shall furnish, for the information of the Jffittiala 
vStat(*, a half-yearly or yearly re])ort embodying all th(‘ proceedings of the Puttiala 
Office showing tln^ total r(‘cei])ts and dishnr8<‘ments, the total number of messages 
jn a elassifii'd form, and othea* necessary facts. 

15. In most urgent easels flic Puttiala State will, during tlie pleasure of the 
Britisli Governnnmt, liavi*. t-he powe,r of onlering the line to be cleared.

Tbkms of Aoueemknt })'3tw<‘on the Brtttsti Government and the States of 
PuTTiAi.A, Jheend, and Nauha roj^ardiiig the Sirhiiid Canal, i xccuted at 
Uinhalla, on the. one ])art, on behalf of the British Government, ])y Mr. Gore 
O nsELV, (Commissioner, Umralla Division, duly empowiTcd by His Ex- 
OELTENCY the Viv^ERi'Y and Governor-CtENerai. of Jndia in Council ; 
and on tin* otluir fjart, on behalf of the Puttiala State, by Khalifa Syud 
Mahomed Hossein, Meer Moonsiiee, duly empowered by His Hkjhnkss 
the Mahara.ia of Puttiaj.a ; and on behalf of the Jheend Stat<‘, by Sirdar 
Tumund SiNr; and Lalla Mohur Sino, duly empowered by His Highness the 
Raja of Jheend; and on ladialf of the Naeha State, by Meer Moonshee 
Ramdyal and Sirdar Bishen Sing, Adawluttee, duly empowered by His 
Highness the Raja of Narha, — 1873. 

1. The f>rojeet to be drawn out under the exeJusive control of the British Gov- 
ernment on the general basis of taking the water in the most economical manner 
to tliose districts (nist of the Sutlej to whom it can in an migineoring point of view 
moftt. advantageously be carried. 

2. The original designs for the Canal works will be drawn out under the sole 
direction of the. liritish Government, every possible attention being given to the 
wislu's of the Gov(‘.rnments of the other States concerned as to the [)recise direc- 
tion and position of the* (finals, (‘tc., consistently with sound (UigineiTing ])rinci]>les. 

3. On th(‘ linal settleimmt of t he project tin* share of the water-sup])ly to 1x5 
allottc'd to the Branch C^anal shall be determined on the general basis of giving 
a fairly <‘qual pro])ortion to all tlx* elistricts traversed by the entire system of canals, 
having r<‘garei t,o the lands that will actually be capable of receiving irrigation from 
them. 

4. In the subsee^iient jiart e)f this Agreement the‘ Ubohur anel IRiutt inda branch 
canals will lx* referred t.o as the» British brani he*s, anel the Kutlah, the* (^mtral, 
and the (Jioa Bramrhes will, tor t he sake of bn5vity, be alludexl to as th(‘ J*uttiala 
branche‘S, as they chiefly jiass through the tcrritoiy of the Puttiala Stat(5. 

T). Water shall be elistribnted, if requireal and so far as i)racticable, from the 
British branch ciiials rateably to all villages along their courses whose lands can be 
advantageously irrigated therefrom, whether those villages’ are. under British 
jurisdiction, or that of any ether State. 

6 Similarly on the Puttiala branches the distribution shall be made rateably 
to all villages, wh(‘ther belonging to the Puttiala or any other State. 

7. Tin* land retjuired for the canals and works in connection with them shall 
be made over liy the Government of each State traveised according to its own 
usag(‘, all payments of compensation being made by the British Government 
in accordance with the regulations in force in the several States, and the amount 
being dealt with as a part of the general expenditure on the canal works. 

8. Compensation will be paid for any building or house injured by the works. 
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9. The entire cost of the main canal, inclusivci of orij;inaI surveys and the 
preparation of the project, shall be borne by the British Government and Native 
States concerned in proportion to the water-supply allotted to each ; but the whole 
cost of the Puttiala branches shall be borne entirely by the States concerned in 
similar ])rof)ortion. 

A^.5. —Puttiala paid the expense of the preliminary surveys and f)rojoct in- 
curred in 1802. This will be added to the f^oneral cost of the whole project and 
be shared by all the parties concerned. 

10. Each State will defray the entire expenditure on its own rajbiihas, which 
will !)(*, desi|jjned (unless otherwise mutually af^n^ed upon) as far as possible so as 
to provide separately for the lands of the several StaU‘S, ami will be specially as- 
signed to the States V)y the British Government which will deti'.rinine all doubtful 
f)oints r(‘-latinj; to this assignment. 

11. The States interested in the Puttiala branches conetTned shall supply 
annually, to nw.vX the cost of construction while the works are in ]>rogress, a 
pro])ortion of the (\sti mated annual outlay on the main canal equal to the share 
of the entire water-su])ply allotted to those branches, as well as the whole of the 
funds recpiired for thos<i branches in shares proportioned to the (juantity of water 
allotted to each. 

12. On th(‘ completion of the works an account will be drawn out by the British 
Government of the actual (‘xpenditure on those ])ortions of th(‘ ])roject of whi(;h 
the cost is to be defrayed prof)ortionally by the several Governments, and a 
final statement will be ]:)repared of the exact sum due from the several States (‘on- 
cerned, when each State will pay or receive back any difference between its actual 
payments year by year and its ultimate share of the cost. 

13. The above account of total coat will include the charges for the original 
surveys and proper charges for (‘stablishments, etc., whether incurred by the British 
or any of the other Governments concerned ; and crcMlit will be given to every 
State for payments made by it directly. 

14. Copies of such parts of the British accounts of the exf)enditure on con- 
struction will be furnished periodically to the Governments of the several States 
concerned, so far as may be desired by them. 

15. The several States concerned shall ])ay to the British Government an 
annual sum as seigniorage on the Sutlej water supplied to the Puttiala branches 
in shares proportioned to the quantity of water allotted to each. 

If). The seigniorage to be paid by the States interested in the Puttiala branches 
in consideration of the water supplied to them by the British Government will 
be at a rate not exceeding four annas per acre. 

17. The sum to be paid annually will be calculated on the area actually irri- 
gated during the year by the British branches of the canal, and in proportion to 
the relative volumes of water passing at the time down the British and Puttiala 
branches respectively, that is to say, if, with 2,000 cubic feet per second passing 
down the British branches, 200,000 acres have been irrigated, and 1,000 cubic 
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feot per second have been at the same time discharged in the Puttiala branches, 
the seigniorage to be 100,000 acres at four annas, equal to Rupees 25,000. 

N.B . — The area irrigated will be the actual area, an acre of double crop 
land will not be reckoned as two acres. 

18. No seigniorage will be demanded so long as the British canals yield no 
profit, and as long as the profits from the British branches shall be so small as 
would render the seigniorage rate of four annas per acre unduly high, such seig- 
niorage shall be proportionately reduced to one, two, or three annas per acre at 
the discretion of the British Government. 

The British Accounts Department will determine when the canals yield 
profit. 

19. The first payment of seigniorage will be demanded on the eleventh year 
after tlui adfuission of water into the Puttiala branches. 

20. In cas(‘s of any falling ofT in the annual su[)ply of water (mtoring the main 
canal chatincl, the British Government and the other States will share the actual 
supply according to the original proportion fixed, and the otlier States sliall have 
no chiiiri for compensation from the British Government on account of any such 
reduction of the supply. 

21. Th(! gaug(} registers at the regulating head of the British and Ihittiala 
branches shall bo held to give auGioritative data for calculating the quantity of 
water siqiplied. 

22. No State will have any claim against tlie British Government on account 
of water (vseaping unused frofu the brancln^s, because* it is not r(‘.quir(*d or used in 
their t(*rritoriea. Should the British Gov(‘rnment realize any inconie from the 
surplus (unused) water of the Puttiala branches, the Stat,es concerned shall be 
entitled to claim a remission of seigniorage in proportion to the income so 
derived. 

28. Tlie several States shall [lay the same share of the annual charges for 
maintenance of the main canal as they pay of the first (jost of that portion of the 
works. 

24. Th(i original construction of the Puttiala branches, with their collateral 
works, including rajbuhas, shall be carried out exclusively by the British Gov- 
ernment under its own oflicers, as in the case of the main canal and the British 
branches. 

2b. Subsequent to the admisa on of water, the management of the main chan- 
nels of the Puttiala brauches and their connected works shall rest entirely in the, 
hands of the British Government, but all expenses of maintenance of those chan- 
nels shall be defraj^ed by the several States in shares proportioned to the quantities 
of water allotted to each. 

26. The management and distribution of water from rajbuhas and all other 
arrangements connected therewith shall be under the control of, and the whole 
of the costs of maintenance and management of the rajbuhas shalt be defrayed 
by, the States to which they respectively belong. 
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27. The details of suporintcndencc, powers of local officers, and other matters 
connected with management, shall be settled by the Punjab Oovonnnont with 
the States conccrurd, subject to the confirmation of the 8uprotno Oovern- 
nuuit. 

28. Offenders against Canal Herniations in villag(‘s irri^^ated from the Puttiahi 
or Britisli braneh(*s, or bordering on Puttiala or British bran(;hes shall be mad<' 
ov(*r by the (\inal Officers for inflhff ion of penalties to th(‘ officers of the (Jovern- 
ment in whose tc'rritory those villages are situated, a right of ref(‘renc(* to the 
Pnnjalv Governnn'nt being allowed in case of any dispute, or difference of 
opinion. 

29. Mach State shall be bound to give a right of [)assag(‘ through its lands for 
any water channel, large or small, wlnm required by any other of th(‘ Staf(‘s con- 
cerned, the only coni])(‘nsation claimabh* from the Staf.e to which such water- 
course belongs being the viable of the land occupied and the property thereon. 
The sup(‘rvision of rajbuhas and other minor channels thus made shall rtunain 
with the Government to which they belong as in the case of other similar works 
within its own territories. 

In case of dis])ute between any two Sfates as to the amount of compen- 
sation to be ]>aid on account of land takcui up, or any otlnu* matbT und(‘r this agree- 
Tmuit, the atnount of com]»ensation or disputi* shall b(‘ d(‘terinin(‘d by an officer 
appointed by the. British Government. 

31. I’he tolls levied on boats, rafts etc., navigating the canals shall be the 
same on all the channels, whether those channels belong to the British or any 
other State. 

32. No transit duties on goods passing along the canals shall be levied by 
any of tiu'. Governments concerned. This will not pn'vent the l(‘vy of custom- 
ary duties on goods or merchandize landed from boats, etc., plying on the canals 
for consuni])tion in towns, etc. 

33. Tlie amount of toll levied on through traffic shall b(‘ shared }»ctwecn the 
Britisli Government and the States concerned, in proportion to the distance tra- 
versed on tln‘ channels belonging respectively to each. 

34. A share of the navigation tolls of tin*, main canal shall be allotted to the 
States concerned in pro])ortion to their share (jf the entire watiu’-sujiply. 

35. In all other cases the tolls shall belong to the State in exclusive jiossession 
of the channels traversed, 

36. The navigation tolls to be credited to the States concerned in the Puttiala 
branches thus consist of three portions : — 

Isf. — Share, of tolls on the main canal. 

2nd. — Share of “ through ” traffic tolls between the British and Puttiala bran- 
ches. 

3rd. — All tolls on boats, etc., navigating the Puttiala branches exclusively. 
The amount wdll be shared by the Slates concerned in proportion to the shares 
of the first costs of the channels defrayed by each respectively.

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37. A share, of the valiit* of inisoellanoouH produce such as wood, grass, etc., 
on the main canal shall he credited to the Puttiala branches in projiortion to the 
share of the water-supply allotted to them.

40. 43le^ British (h)V<‘rnment r(‘se‘rve*s te) iise*lf the* right, of e*xte*neling eir al- 
tering the canal at any future time in any way it ph'ases, on the* understanding 
that the shan* ol the* vvat.e*r first assigned to tlie^ Putt iala. hranches, anel the. othe>r 
rights e)f the States eoncerned umler this agn*(*im‘nt shall not be interfe*re*d with 
or diminished without, tln'ir e’onsent being first obtained. And the expenses e^f 
sm*h cxteiisieui or alteration will be* elis(.ribut(*el in proportion to the* advantages 
e.Kpe*.e*t(*d te) accrue* from such action tei any e>l the* parties ce)ne;erneel iindei this 
agreement .

43. In v-ase* ol any elilfe‘re*n('.c of e)pimon arising between any olliccrs of t.lu* fstate^ 
ce)nce*rneel and the British Ganal OHie-ers e)n any matter re*lating to the* manage" 
ment of the canal, it shall be? referre»d to the Lieute'iiant-Governor of the* Punjab, 
whose decision shall be* final. If any dillere*nce of opinion shall arise be*twe*en any 
of the States e’()nce*rne*d and the ]deut(*nant-(iioverne)r of the Punjab, as to t he con- 
struction of this agreemciit, a reference may be made to the Governor-General 
in Council, whose decision shall be final. 

44. It shall at any time be com]>etent for tbe British Government to re^sume 
the entire management of the canal works or irrigation in the territories of any 
of tin* States concerned, if it shall consider that tliat State has not properly fulfilled 
the obligations which attach to the discharge of the duties which will devolve on 
it under the arrangement detailed above.

N<uv this Indent un* witnessidh and it is lierehy agreed and dt'clared as fol- 
lows ; 

1. “Tile North lV(‘stern railway” means the railway workisl by the Secre- 
tary of State and now- und('r tin* control of tin* Managi'r, North Wi'Steni railw'ay, 
and any alterations and additions t.hat may from lime to linn* during tin* (*on- 
tinininee of this <*ontraet be made in or to tin* said railway by or with tin* sane,- 
tion of the Secretary of Stall* but. not so us to include any ra,iUvavs or works com- 
prised in ““ I’he Ba jpura-Bhat inda. railw'ay ” as hereina.ftf*r deliin*d. 

2. “ 'rin* BaJpiira Bhatinda, railway” me/ins tin* Jim* of railw'ay e,xt(‘nding 
from Bajpnra, oji the North ^\ est<‘rn railway to Bhatimla on tin* B(‘W7 ut Peroze- 
pore railway with any iniprovcm(*nts al|.(*rations and a,dditions of wha,l(‘ver de- 
scription that may from tinn* to lime la* ma.de in or !(► the said railwa,y by or wdtii 
the. sanetioji of the Patiala, Darbar but w^ith the e.\ee])lioti of tin* telegraphs and 
telegraphic appliances u.sed or to be u.sed tJierei>n. 

3. “ 'I’he Amal^^imatcd und(*rtakin;>^ ” mea.ns “the North W<*sterji railway” 
and “ the Bajpura-Bhatijida railway ” (as d<*fined above* in S(‘ctionB J and 2 re- 
sjiectively) taken as a wdioh^ the intentioji bein^ that tln*s(‘ tw'o railways imder 
the ItTins hcreijiaftcr eontain(*d in this contraet should be workisl to^(‘t,her as 
if the tw’o cojistituti'il but. a single railway.

12. The FtfMTotary of State may from time* to time by notice in writing require 
the carrying out of any alteration or iinprovenumt in the Kajpura-Bhatinda rail- 
way or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the safety 
of passengers or for the safety of the public or for the elTectual working of the 
Rajpiira-Bliatinda railway. Such notice shall specify the alteration improve- 
ment or addition required and shall also in general terras describe the works to 
be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration improvement or addi- 
tion. 

13. Any moneys required by thc‘ North W{‘siern railway for any purpose 
properly chargeable to the Patiala Darbar in conru'ction with the Bajpura-Bha- 
tinda railway and sanctioned under Section 10 f)r 11 or required by the Secretary 
of State, under Section 12 shall be provided by the Patiala Darbar according to 
such arrangements as shall from time to time be madi* between the Patiala Darbar 
and th(‘ Sec'.retary of State. The Patiala Darbar will also provide for the North 
West(‘rri railway any land that may at any time be required for the liajpura- 
Bhatirda railway. The incidence of the cost, of all works to bo constructed shall 
be agrecid u])on before the work is commenced. 

14 For purposes in connection with the Ra jpura-Bhatinda railway the North 
W(‘stern railway shall not acquire either abwdut.ely or for any limited estate any 
land aif.uat<‘ in Patiala territory or any rights or eamnnents in over or in respect 
of any land so situate. Th(‘. ex[>ression “ laml ” includes as regards the operation 
of this claus(‘ buildings lands and all other hereditaments of whatever descrip- 
tion. This section does not. apjdv to any land of which ]>o88ession may bo given 
to the North Western railway by the Patiala Darbar. 

15. During the contiiiuaiu'e of this contract the North Western railway shall 
have entire control of the tTaflic workiiig of the Ka jpura-Bhatinda rtailway shall 
supply all stair required for the supi^rvision and working including that for audit 
and accounts and shall siipfJy all locomotives and other rolling-stock fuel and 
working store's required for tht‘ ellicieiit working of the Rajpura-Bhatinda rail- 
way. 

10. The North Western railway shall keep the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway 
t.ogether with tin* plant and machinery in good repair and good working condition 
to the satisfaction of tlie Secretary of State. 

17. The North WestJ'Tii railway shall cause to be run on the Rajpura-Bha- 
tinda railway so many trains at such time at such rates of speed between such 
places and with such conveniences and accommodations as the traffic shall from 
time to tim(^ require after duly considering any recommendations or suggestions 
from the Patiala Darbar. 

18. The North Western railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
stations upon the line of the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway to all such stations upon 
o^her Ihics of railway as the North Western railway now or shall from time to 
time interchange traffic with and siiall otherwise extend to the traffic on the Raj- 
pura-Bhatinda railway all privileges facilities and booking arrangements now 
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or hereafter used or enjoyed by the North Western railway in connetion with 
oth(ir lines of railway. 

19. The North Western railwa.y shall charge such rsites fares and tolls and 
shall make siuih riih^s conditions and arrangements in rc^apect of the traffic on 
the said Kajpiira-Bliatinda railway as are now in force or shall be from time to 
time within the ])ower8 of the Manager North Western railway t(> introduce on 
the North Western railway. 0<»nstruction and J{.e\'(‘UU(^ s<.(jres required either 
for the North W(‘8tern railway or for the llajj)ura-.Bliatinda railway shall be 
carried over the ]in<*s of the amalgamated nndertaking at tln^ riites and under 
the conditions in forcci for the time* being on th<‘ North WesteiJi railway. 

2(». All seivices which on tlie Jhijjmra-Bhntinda railway th(‘. Secretary of 
State or th(‘ Patiala Darbar shall require the North Western railway to perform

21. The North Western railway shall rec(u-d and kee}) in proper books full 
and particular accounts <>f all its transactiojis ajid correspond(aiC(‘ in any way 
relating to or affecting tiu* Pajjmra-Khatinda railway or the business thereof 
or any of tin; matters or tilings inchuh^d or r<*ierr(‘<l to in this contract so as at 
all times to exhibit fully and truly the stat(‘ of its allairs in relation thereto and 
the Patiala Darbar or any jicrsoii or persons apjioiutiid by it in that behalf shall 
at all reasonable times have fri^e access to all the books accounts jiajicrs and docu- 
ments of tlie North Western railway relating to the Itajpura-Bliatinda railway 
with power to call for or make copies of or extracts from the same. 

22. 'J’lie North Western railway shall keep the following accounts in regard 
to the Kajpura-Bliatinda railway : 

A Capital account including the stores accounts. 

A Revenue account. 

23. In the Capital account of the Rajj)ura-Bhatinda railway the following

the day of the det(Tmination of the contrac^t and all plans books surveys sections 
printings writings and documents whatsoever in any wis(‘ connected with the 
llajf)ura-Bhatinda railway and all other pro])erty (if any) belonging or apper- 
taining thereto and shall pay to the Patiala Darbar all moneys in the possession 
of the North Western railway on account of the Uajpura-Bhatinda railway.

There shall be a miitnal exchange of correspondence, parcels and money orders 
between the Imj)erial Post Ofhee of British India, hereinafter termcid the Irnpc' 
rial Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja 
of Patiala, hereinafter termed the “ Patiala State Post.” This exchange, which 
shall also include registered, insured and value-payable articles, shall bo gov- 
erned by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being.

Agreement entered into between the British Government and His Highness 
the Maharaja of Patiala for the introditotion of definite arrangements 
for the effiictive control and discipline of the Patiala Imperial Service 
Troops when serving beyond the frontier of the Patiala State, — 1900. 
Whereas His Highness Maharaja Sir Rajindar Singh, Bahadur, G.C.S.L, Chief 
of Patiala, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co- 
operating, if need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Patiala State, 
when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like discipline 
and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British Officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and Sis Highness the Maharaja of Patiala of the other, as follows, namely — 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
1 • JR 
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aro employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, bo authorised 
to administer in respect to thr said troops, so serving, the military laws and regu- 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of tht said State, and for that 
purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene 
all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, 
issued, passed and exercisc^d by the authorities of the Patiala State, wh(ui the said 
trooi)8 are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided always 
that th(i execution of every H(int(*.nce so passed in British territory shall be carried 
out under the orders of His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala or of soim^ jausou 
to whom tin*, riupiisite authority has been delegatecl by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imp(;rial Service Troo])s, 
and the maintenance of disciplines among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s Forces, th(i said Maharaja of Patiala has embodied in the disciplinary 
law of his State, applicabh^ t<» the said Imperial Sc^rvicc Troops when employed 
on active) servic^e either within or without British India, the provisions, mytatin 
rmUundifSy of the Indian Articles of War for the time being in force. Th(‘ due ap- 
plication and enforcement of the said provisions in respect of the Im])erial Scuvice 
Troo])a aforesaid shall be carric'd out under the authority of the Officer Oommand- 
ing the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

Final Working Agreement of Sirhind Canal between the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the Signatory States, — 1903, 


Convention and Working Agreement. 

Details of superintevidence, powers of local officers^ and other matters connected with 
the rmrmjeymnt of the main channels of the Patiala Branches^ Sirhind Canal, 
and their connected worhs which require to be settled Iry the Punjab Government 
with the States concerned, subject to the confirmation of the Supreme Government 
under Clause 27 of the Terms of Agreement of 1873 regarding the Sirhind Canal. 

1. Th(i Patiala Brandies of the Sirhind Canal and thoir connected works 
will form oiKi Executive charge hereinafter calked the Patiala Division, Sirhind 
Canal, and the Establishment of the said Division will, as laid down in Clause 
25 of the Terms of Agreement, work entirely under the orders of the British Govern- 
ment. 

2. The Division will comprise two Sub-Divisions, as under : —

3. TJio Establishminit to be emjiloyed in the Patiala Division will be of the 
flt.rength sliown in the appeiidc'd Scheduh), which is estimated to cost lls. 3,175 
(three thousand one hundred and seventy-five) jier mensenn at the avf'rage, rat(is 
of salary adoj>t-ed in tJie Sch(*dules of Establisliment for the Irrigation D(‘j)art- 
ment of the Punjab. The actual cost will vary with th(‘, grades of the Olfieers 
employed. Travelling allowances and contingent expens(^s will be an additional 
charge. The strength of the Establishment may b(^ altered from time to time, by 
the British Government in accordance witli recpiirements, and the actual coat 
will be borne by the Signatory States in the pro})ortions of tludr respective shares 
viz .: —

Further charges will also bo made to the States on account of Direction and Leave 
and Pension Allowances which will be calculated in accordance with the general 
rules for the time being in force for regulating the distribution of such charges.

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4. The limits within which the Establishment of the Patiala Division will 
work upon the Patiala Branches, are the boundaries of land taken up for the said 
Branches and their connected works. Within these limits the provisions of the 
Canal Act which may for the time being be in force in the Punjab, will bo held to 
apply, and ofTenders against Canal regulations will bo treated in accordance with 
the provisions of Clause 28 of the Terms of Agreement for the Sirhind Canal. 

5. The Officers of the Patiala Division will also have power to enter on land 
outside the limits or boundaries of the Patiala Branches in case of any accidc^nt 
happening or being apprehended to any of the said Branches or their coniUJcted 
works, and to execute all works which may in their opinion be necessary for ihe 
purpose of repairing or preventing such accident. Compensation will in evc^ry 
such case bo tendered to the proprietors or occupiers of the said lands for all dam- 
ages done to the same, and if such tender be not accepted, the matter will bo 
referred to the State which owns the said lands, in order that compensation may 
be awarded in accordance with Clause 7 of the Terms of Agreement for the Sirhind 
Canal. 

6. The Officers of either of the Signatory States will in like manner have power 
to enter on lands outside the limits or boundaries of any Distributary owned by 
such States in case of any accident happening or being apprehended to the said 
Distributary, and to execute all works which may b(i n(<cessary for the repair 
or prevention of such accident, whether the lands in question belong to the British 
Government or to any other Signatory State. Comptnsation will in every such 
case be tendered to th(^ j)ropricd/ors or occupicTS of the said lands for all damages 
done to the same ; and if such tender be not accepted, the matter shall be r(*i(‘r- 
red to the British Government or to the State concerned, as the case may be, for 
disposal in accordance with Article 7 of the Terms of Agreement. 

7. In order to (insure the distribution of the available supply in proportion 
to the respective shares of the Signatory States, and to guard against breaches 
in the lower portions of the Branches which would result from the sudden closure 
of the upper Distributaries, the entire control of the supply entfiring the heads 
of the Patiala Branches will rcist with the Officers of the Patiala Division, provided 
that the control of the supply entering the head of any Distributary may, with 
the approval of the Local Government, rest with the State to which the Distribu- 
tary belongs, if it be known that the State possesses such an Establishment as 
will enable it to satisfactorily comply with the following indispensable conditions : — 

(a) The supply in the Distributary shall never exceed a certain maximum 
gauge whioh will be determined from time to time by the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division. 

(b) During periods of insufficient supply the Distributary shall bo closed com- 
pletely and so as to avoid leakage at the head for such periods as may be pre- 
scribed by the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division. 

(c) In the event of a breach in the Distributary or of a sudden cessation in the 
demand, the supply entering the head shall not be shut off to such an extent as 
may cause a rise of the supply on the Canal gauge next below the head of the Dis- 
tributary in excess of the limit which may be from time to time prescribed by 
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the Executive Eugiueer, Patiala Division. Should a further reduction of the 
supply be required, the person in charge of the regulation shall report at once to 
the nearest Canal subordinate, and await his instructions or a lowering of the 
supply. 

(d) The person in charge of the regulation of the supply to a Distributary shall 
maintain a correct record of the gauges in the head reach of the Distributary 
and of the Canal gauges in the vicinity, when these are not recorded by a servant 
of the Executive Engineer’s Establishment. Copies of the gauge registers shall 
be sent daily to the Executive Engineer, and the register shall be at all times avail- 
able for the inspection of the Executive Engineer and his subordinate officers. 

8. [f the regulation of the supply entering a Distributary be not carried on 
in strict accordanfHi with the conditions prescribed in the preceding article, the 
Executivt^ Engineer, Patiala Division, will at once rey^ort the matter to the State 
concerned, and if the State fail to notice his representation or to make satisfactory 
arrangemcmts for more (efficient regulation, the Executive Engineer shall resume 
the regulation of the supply to all the Distributaries owncid by the State concerned, 
or to as many of them as he may consider necessary. In all such cases a report 
of the circumstances shall be made by the Executive Engineer U* the Chief En- 
gineer, tlirough the Su))erin tending Engineer of the Circle. The orders of Chief 
Engineer shall be final, and in the event of the Executive Engineer’s action 
being confirmed the control of the supply to the Distributaries concerned shall not 
be restored to the State without his permission. 

9. The requir(^ment8 of the State in each of their respective Distributaries 
will b(^ coinmiuiicated to the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, at suitable 
intervals in tin*, form of a requisition or indent, stating the depths of water and cor- 
responding supplies required at the head of each Distributary. If sufficient water 
be available, the Ext^cutivo Engineer will pass into each Branch the full supply 
required to meet all indents in full. If the supply be insufficient, he will either 
r(5duc(^ the supplies or depths asked for in each Branch, so as to give to each its 
y)roper share of the actual supply, or he will arrange to close or reduce the supply 
to one or more Branches for a suitable interval, and in rotation so as to run the 
oth(*rs with the full supply indented for, or as near to the indent as may be practi- 
cable. Tli() method to be adopted in the distribution of the supply between the 
Brancln^s will d<ipend on the exigencies of the irrigation and the wishes of the 
States fJonccriK^d, wliic.li the Executive Engineer will consult as far as possible. 

10. When the supply available is not sufficient to meet all indents in full, the 
Executive Engineer will scrutinize the indents submitted by each State, and when 
nc^ct^ssary will make such a reduction in the aggregate indent of either of them as 
may bring it within the limit of the established proportion of the available supply 
to which it is entithnl, viz. : —

11. Reductions of indents under the preceding articles will not, as a rule, 
be niad(^ in the, quantit.y of water a])plied for in particular Distributaries 
(except when tb('se quantiticis will cause? an excess of the maximum permissible 
ga\ige), but in the time during which the Distributarii^s shall be permitted to re- 
main oj)en. Thus if the aggnigato indent of a State amounts to 2(K) cubic f(?(?t 
for a ])eriod of ten days and th(‘ su]>])ly available will allow 100 cubic feed oidy, 
the Distributarujs may be rim to the full extent of tlie indent for eight days, ajid 
closiid during two. Tin? Executive Engineer will determine and intimate? to the 
States the iiecessary durations of such closures. 

12. Th<? distribution of tin? supply for (?ach indent period must bo settled 
on its own basis, and the fact of a State having indented for 1(?8S than its full share 
in previous periods will not entitle it to more than its dm? share in a given period. 
Similarly, if a Stat<‘ does not take its full or sanctioned share? in any day of a period, 
it will not on this acc.ount be (‘iititled to more i.haii its share on any other day 
during tin? same period.

13. The Ex(?cnt.ive Engineer, Patiala Division, will, as soon as possible after 
the receipt of an indent, inform the State? concerm^d of the orders passed th(*reon, 
and of tin? reasons for any modifications or reductions. In such orders tin? jiartie?- 
ular days or p(?ri()d8 during which closures of jiarticular Distributaries are to be 
enforced should be clearly stated. 

14. The gaiig(* r(?gisters f(^r tin* heads of tin* several Distributarii's will be held 
to give, autliorit alive data for calculating the quantity suppli(‘d to them, subject 
howev(?r to such t(?sts and verification as tin? Executive? Engineer may d(?em neces- 
sary. 

15. Th(*s(? gauge r(‘gisters will be carefully maintained in bound books by 
the Executive Engin(?(?r, Patiala Division, and will show for each day-- - 

(a) 'I’he gauge indcnti(*el for and that allowed by the Executive Engin(?er on 
the Stat(? indent, wln*ii tin? ind(?nt has been modified. 

(5) 1’he actual gaugi? r(*adings in the Branch and in the Distributary imme- 
diately above and below the head of the? Distributary, and in all cases in which 
the heads have been supplied with gates and rack gearing, the actual height of 
the gate opening. 

(c) The volume discharged. 

(d) The r(?asons for the allowed indents not being complied with in full. 

At th(? close of eacli month the daily discharges will be totalled. 

16. In another bound book the total discharges of the Distributaries for each 
month will b(? abstracted and compared with the total or daily discharges at the 
head of the Patiala Branch (First Feeder), and with the discharge to which ea(?h 
State would be entitled at the established proportion, after deducting for loss 
in the Branches. For this purpose the Distributaries belonging to each State 
will be grouped together, and the aggregate of their discharges shown. Differ-

ences between the actual dlBchargee and those calculated on the established pro- 
portions will be duly explained. 

17. A copy of this monthly abstract will be sent by the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division, to the Superintending Engineer of the. Circle as soon as possible 
after the close of each month, and it will be the duty of the Superintending Engi- 
neer to scrutinize these returns carefully, and to satisfy himself that the principle 
of proportionate distribution is attended to by the Ex(‘cutive Engineer. The 
Executive Engineer will also send a copy to each of ihtj Signatory States if re- 
quested to do so. 

18. Complaints on the part of a Signatory State regarding the distribution 
of water will be addressed to the Superintending Engineer of the Circle and sent 
through the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who in forwarding the com- 
plaint will attach his explanation to it. The Superintending Engineer will com- 
municate his decision on the subject to the State and an appeal will lie to 
the Licutcaiant-Governor of the Punjab under Clause 43 of the Terms of 
Agr<K‘mont. 

19. The Ollicers of the Patiala Division will have power to observe discharges 
in the Distributaries of the Signatory States, and to do all things needful to as- 
Cfutain the volumes of water passing into the said Distributaries. Tlui States to 
whom tlie Distributaries belong will be bound to provide funds for the construc- 
tion of discharge sites, gauges, and any other works which the Executive*, Engineer, 
Patiala Division, may consider necessary for the actual measurement of the said 
discharges. 

20. Th(‘ Signatory States will be bound to make arrangements for the supply 
of labour for urg<mt works, delay in the execution of which would endanger the 
safety or clticiency of the Patiala Branches. The. names of the villages which are 
to sujjply labour, the number of labourers to be 8upi)lieii by each village, the names 
of the re8i)onsible persons, who shall be addressed when labour is required to be 
collected, the rate of wages, and other details will be settled by the States in com- 
munication with the Superintending Engineer of the Circle, and the arrangements 
will be such as will ensure the labour being promptly supplied on the requisition 
of the Executive Engineer of the Patiala Division, or of the Sub-Divisional 
Officers. 

21. Britisli villages commanded by the Distributaries of a Signatory State 
will be entitled to a share of the supply sufficient for the irrigation of the same 
percentage of the area commanded as may be allowed in other villages on the same 
Distributaries, subject to the following conditions : — 

(а) The regular payment of all charges for water supplied whelher for irriga- 
tion or other purposes, subject to the conditions of Article 23 of this Convention, 

(б) The due observance of such rules and regulations for the distribution of 
the supply, maintenance of watercourses, etc., as may be made by th(i State, and 
are in accordance with the Canal Act and Kules passed under it. 

(c) Abstention from wilful or malicious damage to the State Distribu- 
tary or its connected works, or from interference with the officers or servants 
of the State in the discharge of their legitimate duties. 
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(rf) The supply of a fair ard reasonable number of labourers in the event of a 
breach of the banks of the Distributary or other accident within the boundaries 
of the villages concerned. 

In the event of either of these conditions not being fully complied with, the 
State owning the Distributary may make a representation on the subject to the 
Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who will at onccj proceed to enquire into 
the matter and will pass such orders as may be appropriate. Cases of offences 
under Section 70 of the Canal Act will be tried by the Executive Engineer in his 
capacity as a Canal Magistrate; under that section. 

In the event of a general or persistent disregard of the above conditions the 
State con(;erned may, after communication with the Executive Engineer, re- 
duce or withdraw the 8uj>ply assigned to the village in question, provided that 
the supply shall not be reduced or withdrawn during the cnrrency of a crop, and 
that no outlet shall be closed or removed for a longer period than om; year or two 
harvests without the concurrence of the Local Government. 

22. The Executive Engine(;r will be the medium for all commimi(;ations on 
mattes relating to the Canal between the States and th(* British villages irrigated 
from the Patiala Branches. The States will address him when th(;y find reason 
to complain regarding the action of the villagers, and he will take such action as 
may appear necessary in each case, keeping the States informed of the final orders 
passed by him. Similarly, complaints on the part of the villagt;rs will be addr(;ss- 
ed to him, and In; will, after due investigation, send on to the States conc(;rned 
cases which appear to require action on the part of the State ; the final orders 
passed by tin; State in each case will be communicated to him. 

23. The charges for water sup])li(;d to British villages from the Patiala Bran- 
ches, whether for irrigation or for other purposes, are not to exc(‘ed the charges 
which are leviable under the schedule of rates in force on the British Branches 
for water supplied from those Branches to villages of the British and Signator}^ 
States. The Superintending Engineer of the Circle will supply each State with 
a schedule of the rates in force; on the British Branches for irrigation from C-anals 
and Escapes, and for supply of wat(;r for ()th(;r purposes, and will communicatt; 
any alterations in the said schedule that may from time to time be; sanctioned by 
tlio British Government. 

24. The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will be the sole; Agent through 
wheuu the; sums due; from British villages irrigated from the; Patiala Brane-ln^s are 
to be recejvered, anel the State;s will refrain from at.te;m})t.ijig te) (;e)lle;e;t nie>n(‘y 
direct from the inhabitants eif British villages, excc]>t as ]>re>vieled iu Artie*lc 2b 
of this Convention. 

25. The; ])roce;dure for the recovery of water-rates on account. o{ irrigation 
it British villages from the Patiala Branches will be as follows : — 

(a) If the measurements of the land irrigated are made by the officials of a 
Signatory State, it will be the duty of these officials to inform the Ex<;cutiv<; En- 
ginecT, Patiala Division, of the dates on which the measurements will be made. 
The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will then give due information ti> the 
Deputy Commissioners of the Districts concerned, who will issue orders to the 
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Lambardars and Patwaris to attend the measuring parties. On completion of the 
measurements the official of the State will hand over the “ parchas ” to the Lam- 
bardara for distribution to the villagers and make out the Demand Statements, 
which will be forwarded through the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, to the 
Deputy Commissioners of th(i Districts concerned, who will collect the revenue 
as assessed. 

(b) The villagers may lodge any complaints within the prescribed period either 
with State officials or with the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, or with the 
Deputy Commissioner. The two latter officers will forward any objections so 
received to the State for diu; iufpiiry. If remissions be granted, the State officials 
will forward the usual Remission Statcunents, through the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division, to the Deputy Commissioiu^r, who will take the necessary action. 
The amount due as lees to Lainbardars which shall equal per cent, on the amount 
to be collected, will be shown on the, “ Khataunis ” which will be forwarded through 
the Executive Enginecir, Patiala Division, to the l)tq)uty C’Ommissioner. The 
Deputy Commissioner will, after making the necessfiry dculuctions on this account, 
remit the balance of the demand to the several States concerned. 

No r(dTen(;hment will be made by any Signatory State from the amounts due 
as f(!(*s to Lainbardars on account of non-fulfilimmt of the conditions laid down in 
Rule 37, ]>assed under Act VI IT of 1873, but the State will duly report to the 
Dejmty Commissioner, through the Exeiuitive Engineer, Patiala Division, cases in 
whi(^h those conditions have not been complied witli to its satisfaction, and the 
Deputy Commissioner will take such action as he rmiy consider necessary, of which 
th(j States concenuKl wdll b<^ duly informed. 

(c) The Executive Engimuu*, Patiala Division, will, if requcisted to do so by 
a Signat^ory State, undertake*! to r(*,cord and measure the irrigation in British vil- 
lag(;s from tin? Patiala Bramtlies, 8ubj<?ct to such (conditions as regards payment 
by the State of the cost of th<‘ Establishment reqiiir(‘d and other matters as may 
b(c ap])roved by the Punjab (lovoruiuent. 

((/) The Punjab Government r(*secrv(‘s to itself the right of deeputing Patworia 
to att«‘iid the State nmasurimucnts in Britisli villages irrigated from the Patiala 
Brandies, .who will take a (copy of the Sf.ate Khasra or nmasuncment j>aper, will 
mak(c out tine Demand Stateimuits and prepare and distributf* the “ parchas.” 
Til this case the procedure prccscrilnd in Clause's (a) and (6) will Ixc so far modified 
that tine Static officials will not makee out the “ parchas ” or the Demand Statements, 
but will rnendy forward to the Dicputy Commissioner through the Executive 
hlngineer, Patiala Division, an abstract of the demand, or “ Jamabandi ” for 
(each village, wliile in addition to th(c deduction for Lainbardars’ fees of 3 j)er cent, 
on th(c amount to be (;olle(cte.d, a further deduction of 2 ])er cent, will be made for 
th(c liunuiK^ratioii of the Patwaris employed. 

2G. Dicmand Statements f(u the nccovicry of charges other than water rates 
from British villag(cs irrigated from the Patiala Branches will be sent by the States 
to the Exiccutivo Engineer, Patiala Division, who after satisfying himself of their 
correctness, will forward them to the Deputy Commissioner of the District con- 
cerned for realization, provided that in cases in which the villagers do not dispute 
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the claim, they ?hall bo permitted to pay such demands to the officials of the State 
concerned. All amounts collected by the Deputy Commissioner on account of 
charges other than water-ratt^s shall be remitted to the Signatory Stat(‘s connected 
in the same way as provided in the case of water-rates. 

27. The Signatory States will, after the close of (iach year ending 31st March, 
forward througli the Political Agent, Phulkian States, to the Superintending 
Engineer, Sirhind (filial, for inclusion in the annual Revenue Ref)ort of that canal, 
statistical returns showing the working of the Distributaries of the Patiala 
Branches, during the past year in the respective States. 

The returns will bo in such forms, will contain such information, and will be 
forwarded on such dates as may from time to time be prescribtid by the Punjab 
Government. In like manner the Punjab Government will forward to the Signa- 
tory States similar returns and annual reports relating to the British Branchc^s 
and Distributaries. 

28. The foregoing stipulations will nnnain in force until modificul or added 
to with the constnit of the Punjab Government on tins one part, and the Signatory 
States cojKM^rned on the other part. It will 1)(‘ op(ui to the Punjab GoverJim(‘nt 
and to any oin? or more of the Signatory States to proj>ose such modifications 
and additions as may from time to time be fomid desirabh^, provided that they shall 
be binding only on the assenting parties and sliall not be pr(‘judic.ial to the inter- 
ests of any non-assenting Signatory State.

Terms of AaREEME^rT amending Articles 27, 28 and 29 of th <3 Agreement, dated 
29th August 1893, between the British Government and the Patjala State, 
regarding the Sirsa Branch of the Western Jumna Canal, 10th February 


1926. 

Explanatory Notes. 

27. Careful discharge observations 
will be made at the points whore th (3 
supply is gaug(3d for the purpose of 
arriving at the shares due to the Patiala 
State and the actual supplies passed to 
it by th(i British Canal Officer. Such 
discharge observations should as far as 
possible be observed at least once every 
month. The Patiala State Agent shall 
receive timcdy notice of the dates on 
which it is proposed to take these dis- 
charges and shall have the option of 
taking part in the observations. Th(? 
results shall be intimated to the Patiala 
State Agent whether he is present at 
the observations or not. 

28. Under the arrangement propos- 
ed, the distribution between the Patiala 
Distributaries of the full suj^ply due 
to them as a whole will be elfected in 
accordance with the instructions of the 
Patiala Canal Agent, to which full 
effect will b(^ given, as long as they will 
not involve an excess over the total 
allotment. 

This provision is very netiessary. 
During the Rabi especially the Branch 
will very often run with supplies barely 
sufficient for more than one or two 
Rajbahas, and a system of Raj baba 
lalUs will be obligatory. 

Suppose the Patiala Distributaries to 
be entitled to 33*3 per cent, or one-third 
of the total supply. As long as 
Sirsa Branch is running its full supply 
of 1,200 cubic feet per second, the Patiala 
Distributaries would be entitled to a 
constant supply of 400 cubic feet. 


Articles of Agreement. 

27. Gauges shall be fixed at the 
throe jioints in the Sirsa Branch 
ref(3rred to in Artichj 26, and their 
registered readings shall be held to 
give authoritative data for the detcii- 
mination of the ])erce,utago of the 
whole supply entering tlu^ Biranch 
which is passed into the Patiala 
Distributaries. 


28. The regulation of the water 
passing into the heads of the Patiala 
Distributaries shall be entirely undtir 
the control of the British Canal 
Officer in charges of the Sirsa Branch. 
The requiremiuits of (3ae.li Distribu- 
t;ary shall be commimicattul from 
time to time by an Agent a])point(3d 
by the Patiala State for this purpose, 
and the British Canal Officer shall 
comply with tlu^st* recjuirements, pro- 
vided that thtiy are within the limits 
of the supidy to which the Patiala 
Distributaries may at the time be 
entitled under Article 25. 

But in seasons of short supply it 
shall bo optional for the British 
Canal Officer to pass into the Patiala 
Distributaries intermittent supply in 
excess of the percentage due to them 
and to shut off the supply either 
partially or entirely during the in- 
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But if the whole supply to the Branch 
fell to 400 cubic feet per second, it would 
be better to pass the whole 400 feet into 
the Patiala Distributaries for four days 
out of twelve, closing them entirely on 
the remaining eight, than to allow them 
to run constantly with a supply of only 
133 cubic feet per second. 

During the period of Rotational 
Turns, the Sirsa Branch shall be opened 
and closed at or about 7 p.m. of the 
day previous to that shown on the 
Rotational Turn programme. 

The calculation of shares due and 
discharge passed to the Patiala Distri- 
butaries shall be based on the morning 
readings of the gauges referred to in 
Article 27.

Agreement between the Secretary op State for India in Council and the 

Patiala Darbar for the provision of a Siding at Kandaohat Hailway 

Station for the Patiala State, — 1927. 

An Agreement dated the sixth day of June 1927, between the Secretary of 
State for India in Council, acting in the premises through the Agent of the North 
Western Kailway (hereinafter called the “ Railway Administration *’) of the one 
part and His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala's (government (hereinafter called 
the “ Patiala Durbar ”) of the other part ; as to the provision of a siding at Kan- 
daghat. 

Whereas the Patiala Durbar is desirous of having a aiding laid by the Secretary 
of State for India in Council from the Kandaghat Station Yard of the North

Western Railway as shown in Plan No. s 19 ^ annexed* for 

the purpose of carrying on their business. 

And whereas the Secretary of State for India in Council is willing to lay the 
said siding for the Patiala Durbar upon and subject to the terms and conditions 
hereinafter set forth : — 

Now, therefore, this Agreement witnesseth as follows that is to say : — 

Clause 1. 

In this Agreement unless a different intention appears from the subject or 
context the expression : — 

(а) Railway Administration means the Secretary of State for India in 

Council acting by and through the Agent for the time being of the 
North Western Railway and his successors ; 

( б ) Patiala Durbar means the Government of His Highness the Maharaja 

of Patiala and that of his successors, and 

(c) Siding means and includes the lines of rails, platforms, embankments, 
ballast, sleepers and all other appurtenant conveniences constructed 
and provided for the use of the Patiala Durbar and between the 
line of the North Western Railway and the said premises and within 
such premises. 

Clause 2. 

Any land required for the siding outside the Railway boundary and up to the 
Patiala Durbar’s premises shall be provided by the Patiala Durbar, 

Clause 3. 

The incidence of cost of the siding as between the Railway Administration 
and the Patiala Durbar shall be in accordance with the following general prin- 
ciples : — 

(a) Inside the Railway boundary the cost of all works which would have 
to be abandoned in the event of the siding being closed shall be

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paid for by the Patiala Durbar, and the cost of all works which 
would be removed by the Railway Administration in the event 
of the siding being closed shall be paid for by the Railway Adminis- 
tration. 

(b) Outside the Railway boundary the entire cost of such portion of the 

siding, together with the cost of all works in connection therewith, 
shall be paid for by the Patiala Durbar. 

(c) In accordance with the general principle laid down in clause 3 (a) inside 

the Railway boundary the cost of works such as earthwork, bridges, 
(exclusive of girder work), culverts, ballast, buildings, etc., shall 
be borne by the Patiala Durbar and the cost of work such as per- 
manent way (that is, sleepers, rails, fastenings, points and crossing), 
girder work of bridges, fencing, signalling and interlocking appli- 
ances, and machinery of any kind, shall be home by the Railway 
Administration. 


Clause 4. 

The <*.stimat(;d cost of works to be paid for by the Patiala DurUar as defined 
in clause 3 shall be based on rates of labour, material and stores current for the 
time being on the Railway and approved as such by the Railway Administration. 
To the amount thus arrived at a surcharge of twelve and a half per cent, thereof 
shall be added for supervision during construction. 

Clause 5. 

On receipt of a statement showing the total estimated amount to be paid for 
by it, as arrived at in clause 4, the Patiala Durbar shall deposit the said total 
amount with the Railway Administration through the Chief Auditor of the North 
Western Railway and the Railway Administration will thereupon sanction the 
plans and estimates for the siding and proceed to the construction of the siding. 

Clause 6. 

The construction, as well as the maintenance, of the whole of the siding and 
of all works in connection therewith, whether outside or inside the Railway 
boundary, will be carried out by the Railway Administration. 

Clause 7. 

If the amount actually expended by the Railway Administration (including 
supervision charges specified in clause 4) for the purposes mentioned in the state- 
ment referred to in clause 5 shall be in excess of the total estimated amount pro- 
vided in the said statement such excess shall be paid, on demand, by the Patiala 
Durbar to the Railway Administration, and if the aforesaid amount actually 
(‘xpended shall he less than the aforesaid total estimated amount deposited by 
the Patiala Durbar under clause 5, the balanoa shall be refunded by the Railway 
administration to the Patiala Durbar. 
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Clause 8. 

The Patiala Durbar shall pay the Railway Administration through the Chief 
Auditor of the North Western Railway annually the following interest and main- 
tenance charges for the siding from the date on which the siding is opened for 
traffic : — 

(a) Five and a half per cent, on the actual outlay incurred by the Railway 

Administration in the construction of the siding for the purj)Ose 
mentioned in clauses 3 (a) and (c) to cover interest charges. 

(b) Three per cent, on the total actual outlay incurred by the Railway 

Administration on its own behalf and on behalf of the Patiala Durbar 
for all purposes in the construction of the whole siding and all works 
in connection therewith to cover maintenance charges. 

Clause 9. 

(a) In the event ot the Patiala Durbar wishing to abandon the use of the siding 
or in the event of the traffic to and from the siding being at any time, in the 
opinion of the Railway Administration, insufficient to justify the continuance of 
the siding, this Agreement will be determined by the Patiala Durbar or the Rail- 
way Administration, as the case may be, giving the other party 30 days* notice 
and after the expiry of such notice the Railway Administration will be at 
liberty to remove from the siding the permanent way, girder work, machinery 
and meterials of all kinds provided by the Railway Administration under 
clauses 3 (a) and 3 (c) ; and the cost of such removal shall be paid by the Patiala 
Durbar, on demand, to the Railway Administration. 

(b) In the event of it being considered necessary by the Railway Administration 
in the interests of the public that the siding should be closed, or of the Railway 
Administration desiring to acquire the siding for the purpose of working it for 
public traffic as part of the Railway System (of which opinion or desire or sanction, 
as the case may be, the notice hereinafter mentioned shall be conclusive evidence), 
the Railway Administration shall have the right to terminate this Agreement 
on giving six months’ notice in writing to the Patiala Durbar to that effect ; 
provided that the Railway Administration shall construct at the cost of the 
Railway for the use of the Patiala Durbar a suitable siding. 

Clause 10. 

The Railway Administration may at any time construct, or permit the con* 
struction of, any branch or extension of the siding and may work traffic over the 
siding to and from such branch or extension. The Railway Administration may 
sanction the use of the siding for the traffic of persons, other than the Patiala 
Durbar, on payment to the Patiala Durbar of a remuneration for such use, the 
amount' of such remuneration to be determined by the Railway Administration. 
The working of such branch and extension, aaad the use of the siding by peisons 
other than the Patiala Durbar shall be so conducted as to interfere as little as 
possible with the free use of the siding by the Patiala Durbar whose traffic shall 

Q 2 
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have precedence. The Bailway Administration further reserve the right to use 
the siding for any other purpose that may be considered necessary without remu* 
Deration to the Patiala Durbar. 


Clause 11. 

(а) In the event of its being necessary to the original construction of the siding 
to make any alterations or additions thereto, or to any works in connection there- 
with, such alterations and additions shall be made subject to the conditions govern- 
ing the original construction or modified as may be mutually agreed to at the 
time that such alterations or additions are agreed upon. 

(б) No alterations or additions shall be made by the Patiala Durbar to the 
siding, or to any of the works provided in connection therewith, under this Agree- 
ment. 

(c) Without the sanction of the Railway Administration no temporary or 
permanent structures shall be erected by the Patiala Durbar in such proximity 
to the siding as to affect in any way the working ot trams over the siding. All 
structures thus sanctioned shall be made or erected by the Patiala Durbar in all 
respects in compliance with the Railway Administration’s Regulations in force 
for the time being. 


Clause 12. 

All sums which under the foregoing conditions shall be payable by the Patiala 
Durbar on demand, shall, if not so paid, bear interest at one per cent, per mensem 
from the date on which payment was demanded or due. 


Clause 13. 

Freight for all classes of goods will be charged up to and from Kaiidaghat 
Station. Railway receipts and invoices shall be issued to and from the Station 
only and in accordance with the rates from time to time published in the Goods 
Tariff books of the Railway Administration. In addition to such freight the 
Patiala Durbar will pay siding charges at the rate of Rupees two and annas eight 
ner vehicle for placing or removing every wagon whether loaded or empty in 
cither direction subject to the minimum charge of Rupees ten each time an engine 
goes over the siding. 

Shunting of vehicles into or out of the siding must be made by an engine and 
on no account are any other means to be adopted. 


Clause 14. 

Wagons containing full loads only, ».c., not less than such minimum weight 
per wagon as may be prescribed by the Bailway Administration from time to 
time, will be carried over the siding. 
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Clause 15. 

(a) Wagons will be made over to the Patiala Durbar and returned by the 
Patiala Durbar in the form of certificate shown in Annexure A***. 

(h) As soon as wagons are placed in the siding the Station Master will fill in 
columns 1, 2 and 3 of both foils of Annexure A*, and obtain signature of a repre- 
sentative of the Patiala Durbar in column 4 of the inner-foil and make over the 
outer-foil to him. 

When this has been done, the wagons will be considered as made over to the 
Patiala Durbar and the free time permissible under the rules will then commence. 
Similarly wagons will be considered as returned to the Railway by the Patiala 
Durbar as soon as the Station Master has been advised by the representative of 
the Patiala Durbar that the vehicles are ready for removal. 

This will be done by presentation of the outer-foil with column 4 filled in. 

The Station Master will then initial in column 5 of the outer-foil, and fill in 
columns 5, 6, 7 and 8 of the inner-foil and columns 6, 7 and 8 of the outer-foil 
and recover the demurrage due. 

Note. — The free time referred to above will Iwj calculated in accordance with the rule in 
force from time to time as published in the Goods Tariff books of the Railway Administration, 
and wagons detained by the Patiala Durbar over and above such free time shall be subjec^t 
to paynumt of the demurrage charges laid down in such Tariffs. 

Clause 16. 

The Patiala Durbar will be responsible for seeing that the General Rules and 
Regulations of the Railway are strictly adhered to by its employees engaged in 
handling wagons and will be responsible for all accidents or loss or damage that 
may ensue from the neglect or disobedience of such Rules and Regulations by 
its employees. It will be the duty of the Patiala Durbar to obtain copies of all 
such Rules and Regulations, and to see that the said employees are made acquain- 
ted with them. 

Clause 17. 

The procedure for booking outward wagons and delivery of inward wagons 
shall be in accordance with the rules in force in the Goods Tariff, subject to such 
modifications as may be considered necessary by the Railway Administration. 

Clause 18. 

The Patiala Durbar will be held liable for all damages which wagons may 
sustain during the period they remain in its charge under clause 15 ; as also for 
the cost of re-railing wagons derailed while thus under its charge and for repairs 
to the siding necessitated by such derailments. 

Cl-AUSE 19. 

The Railway shall allow a rebate of Rupees two and atinas eight per thousand 
laaunds on account of loading and unloading done by the Patiala Durbar in case

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of all traffic which, under the Rules of the Railway for the time being in force, 
has not to be loaded and unloaded by owners. 


Clause 20. 

No traffic in commodities belonging to any other person or firm shall, except 
with the written permission of the Agent of the Railway, be at any time taken 
or sent by the Patiala Durbar on the siding. No consideration or remuneration 
of any nature, except such as may be contained in a written permission of the 
Agent, shall be received or taken by the Patiala Durbar in respect of traffic over 
the siding. 


Clause 21. 

The Patiala Durbar shall not assign or sub-let the siding without the written 
permission of the Agent of the Railway, and in the event of the Agent according 
permission, the Patiala Durbar shall remain responsible to the Railway Adminis- 
tration and their assignees or sub-lessees shall also become responsible for all 
charges and obligations in this Agreement. 


Clause 22. 

The Patiala Durbar shall maintain an office at which the Railway Adminis- 
tration will deliver all letters, notices, demands and other communications addressed 
to the Patiala Durbar and intended for if., and every siu’h letter, notice, demand 
or other comuuinication which shall be delivered at such office, shall, for all legal 
purposes whatsoever, be deerued to have been validly and effectually delivered 
to the Patiala Durbar. 


Clause 23. 

Notwithstanding anything laid down in the foregoing clauses of this Agreement, 
it shall be open to the Railway Administration, on giving six months’ notice of 
such intent, to revise the charges laid down in clauses 8, 12, 13 and 19 of this 
Agreement. 


Clause 24. 

In the event of the Patiala Durbar failing to pay any sum due under the fore- 
going clauses within one month of a written demand from the Railway Adminis- 
tration or in the event of any breach by the Patiala Durbar of any of the condi- 
tions of clauses 11 (h) and (c), 20 or 21, then this Agreement may be determined 
without further notice by the Railway Administration, and the Railway Adminis- 
tration will be at liberty to remove from the siding the permanent way, girder 
work, machinery and materials of all kinds, provided by the Railway Administration 
under clause 3 (a) and 3 (c) ; and the cost of such removal shall be recovered 
from the Patiala Durbar by the Railway Administration. 
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CLAtJSE 26. 

The siding to which the above terms and conditions relate will be deemed 
to have come into use on and from the date the said siding is completed and from 
that date onwards all charges payable to the Railway Administration under the 
terms and conditions of this Agreement shall be paid. 


Clause 26. 

All expenses in drawing up the Agreement and the cost of the stamp shall 
be borne by the Secretary of State in Council.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council and the 
Patiala Darbar for the leasing by the Darbar of a piece of land at Kanda- 
OHAT Station for the purpose of laying a Water Pipe Line, — 1928. 

An Agreement by way of license made this 10th day of August 1928, between 
the Secretary of State for India in Council acting in tlie premises through the 
North Western Railway Administration of the one part and tlie Patiala Durbar 
of the other part for the temporary occupation of land belonging to the Adminis- 
tration whereby it is agreed : 

1. That the Patiala Durbar shall have temporary use and occupation of a

piece of Railway land measuring 1,344 square feet shown in plan No. DLT 

annexed herewith* situate at Kandaghat station for the purpose of laying a water 
pip(} line subject to such rules, regulations and bye-laws as may from time to 
time be made by or on behalf of the North Western Railway Administration or 
by or on behalf of any local authority in relation thereto and subject to the con- 
ditions hereinafter contained. 

2. That the Patiala Durbar shall use the land referred to thereunder only 
for the pur})ose as aforesaid for which it is based and not otherwise and shall

not occupy any land, beyond what is described and shown in plan No. ^ ^ 

DLI annexed herewith.* 

3. That the Patiala Durbar shall not transfer or sublet the privileges in clause 
(1) hereof mentioned without the consent in writing of the Agent of the North 
Western Railway Administration. 

i. That all excavation and laying in of the said pipe line within Railway limits 
and its subsequent repairs shall be done by the North Western Railway Adminis- 
tration at the expense of the Patiala Durbar. 

5. That the Patiala Durbar shall from the date of taking over nae of th^' land 
pay to the Railway Administration a sum of Rupees forty annas four as rent 
per annum in advance for the use of the Railway land through which the ])ipe 
line runs and shall also duly pay all cesses, rates and taxes payable as from the 
said date in respect of the said land and the proportion of all the cesses, rates 
and taxes of the station premises applicable to the said land if the same be not 
separatel} asseiised in respect thereof. Provided always and it is hereby expressly 
agreed, that if any such notice as provided below be given to the Patiala Durbar 
before the expiry of the period for which the occupation money shall have been 
paid in advance, the Patiala Durbar shall be bound as aforesaid to vacate the 
said land on the expiry of the said notice but shall be entitled to receive from the 
North Western Railway Administration a proportionate refund of such money 
j>aid in advance for the expired portion of such period. Any notice hereunder 
shall be deemed duly served on the Patiala Durbar if delivered or sent by post 
to the 8tate Engineer, Patiala Durbar.

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6. That the Patiala Durbar shall have no claim against the North Western 
tlailway Administration for damage to the pipe line within the Railway limits 
except where damage is proved by the Patiala Government to be due to the 
negligence of the Railway Administration or of any person employed by the 
Railway Administration in the course of his employment. 

7. That the North Western Railway Administration shall be at liberty to 
remove, alter or realign the said pipe line within limits at the cost of the Patiala 
Durbar as and when required to do so by the North Western Railway Adminis- 
tration. 

8. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to create a tenancy or any 
claim for any right, interest or easement in favour of the Patiala Durbar in or over 
the said premises and the North Western Railway Administration may upon 
the determination of this license re-enter upon and retake and absolutely retain 
possession of the said land. 

9. The said privileges in clause (1) herein mentioned are granted on the express 
understanding that either party may be at liberty to determine this license by 
giving to the other party at any time three calendar months’ notice in writing 
and such ])rivileges may be so determined by the North Western Railway Adminis- 
tration without any claim for compensation whatever on the part of the Patiala 
Durbar. 

10. That the Patiala Durbar shall vacate and restore the land occupied in 
its original condition before the expiry of the time allowed in the notice from the 
North Western Railway Administration to the Patiala Durbar that the North 
Western Railway Administration desire to resume possession and the North 
Western Railway Administration shall not be liable for any damage to the Patiala 
Durbar by thus being compelled to vacate the land on such notice as aforesaid. 

1 1. That the Patiala Durbar shall at all times keep the Administration indem- 
nified against and shall reimburse to the Administration all claims, demands, suits, 
losses, damages, costs, charges and all expenses whatsoever which the Adminis- 
tration may sustain or incur by reason or in consequence of any injury to any 
person or to any property resulting directly or indirectly from the said pipe line 
or by reason or in consequence of the non-observance or non-compliance on the 
part of the Patiala Durbar with any rule, regulation or bye-law referred to in clause 
(1) heretofore. 

12. The cost of the stamp will be borne by the North Western Railway Ad- 
ministration.

Treaty concluded between the Honorable the East India Company and 

Nawab Bhawul Khan, the Ruler of Bhawulpore, dated the 2nd of 

February 1833. 

By the blessing of God the friendly connection between tlie Honorable the 
East India Company and the State of Bhawulpore, which commenced on the occa- 
sion of the Honorable Mr. Elphinstone’s visit to Cabul in 1808-09, has continued 
uninterru})ted to the present time ; and now that Captain C. M. Wade, Political 
Agent at Loodiaiiah, has arrived at Bhawulpore on the part of the Right Honor- 
abl(^ Lord W. C. Bentiruik, a.c.B. and g.c.h., the Governor-General of Britisli India, 
in onler to improve tliese amicable relations and concert the opening of the navi- 
gation of the rivers Indus and Sutlej, with a view to promote the general interests 
of commerce, which is pleasing to God, and the prosperity of the surrounding States, 
the following are the Articles of a Treaty which has bc^en concluded through the 
agency of that Oificer between the Honorable the East India Company on the one 
part and Nawab Ruken-ud-Dowlah Hafizul-Mulk Mukhlisud Dowlah Mahomed 
Bhawul Khan Abbassee Nusret Juiig Behauder, the Chief of the Daoodpootras, 
on the other, for the purpose of confirming the friendship of the two States, the 
opening of the trade by the above-mentioned rivers and regulating the manner 
in which the arrangements connected with it are to be carried into effect : — 

Article 1. 

There shall be eternal friendship and alliance between the Honorable the 
East India Company and Nawab Mahomed Bhawul Klian, his heirs and successors. 

Article 2. 

The Honorable the East India Company engage never to interfere with the 
hereditary or other possessions of the Bhawulpore Gkivernment. 
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Article 3. 

As regards the internal administration of his Government and the exercise 
of his sovereign rights over his subjects, the Nawab shall be entirely independent 
as heretofore. 

Article 4. 

The Officer who may be appointed on the part of the British Government 
to reside in the Bhawulpore State, shall, in conformity with the preceding Article, 
abstain from all interfe^ronce with the Nawab ’s Government, and respect the 
preservation of the friendly relations of the two contracting parties. 

Article 5. 

The Honorable the East India Company having requested the use of the 
rivers Indus and Sutlej, and the roads of Bhawulpore for the merchants of Hindo- 
stan, etc., the Government of Bhawulpore agrees to grant the same, through its 
own boundaries, if the persons aforesaid be provided with passports. 

Article 6. 

The Government of Bhawul})ore engages to fix, in concert with the British 
Government, certain pro])er and moderate duties to bo levied on merchandize 
proce(5ding by the aforesaid route, and never to increase or diminish the same, 
except with the consent of both parties. 

Article 7. 

It is further agreed that the tariff or table ot duties, fixed as abov(^, shall be 
published for gfuieral information, and the (-ustom-house officers and farmers 
of the r(*venu(‘s of tin* Bhawulpore Government will b(‘ s})ecially directed not to 
detain the jiassing trade, after having collected the duties, on pretence of waiting 
for fresh orders from their Government, or any other pretext. 

Article 8. 

The tariff which is to be established for the line of navigation in question is 
intended to a}>ply exclusively to the passage of merchandize by that route, and 
not to interfere with the transit duties levied on goods proceeding from one bank 
of the river to the other, or with the established chokies inland. These will remain 
as heretofore. 

Article 9. 

Merchants frequenting the said route, while within the limits of the Nawab ’s 
Government, are required to show a due regard to his authority, as is done by 
merchants generally, and not to commit any acts ofiensive to the civil and reli- 
gious institutions of the country. 

Article 10. 

The proportion of duties to which the Naw^b may be entitled shall be col- 
lected by his ofioers at the appointed places. 
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Arttols 11. 

The officers who are to be entrusted with the examination of the goods and 
collection of the duties on the part of the Bhawulpore Government shall be 
stationed opposite to Mithenkote and Hureekee. At no other place but those 
two shall boats in transit on the river be liable to examination or stoppage. 

Article 12. 

When the persons in charge of boats stop of their own accord to take in or 
give out cargo, the goods will be liable to the local transit duty of the Bhawulpore 
Government previously to their being embarked and subsequently to their being 
landed, as provided in Article 8. 


Article 13. 

The Superintendent stationed opposite to Mithenkote having examined the 
cargo, will levy the established duty and grant a passport with a written acrount 
of the cargo and freight ; on the arrival of the boat at Hureekee, the Superintendent 
rhat station will compare the passport with the cargo, and whatever goods are 
found in exc()ss will be liable to the payment of the established duty, while the rest, 
having already paid duty at Mithenkote, will pass on free. 

Article 14, 

The same regulation shall be in force for merchandize coming from Hureekee 
towards Sindh. 


Article 15. 

With regard to the safety of merchants who may frequent this route the Nawab’s 
ofticers will afford them every protection in their power, and wherever merchanis 
may happen to halt for the niglit, it will be incumbent on them to show their }iass- 
port to the thanadar or other officers in authority at the place, and demand their 
protection. 


Article 16. 

The Articles of the present Treaty shall, in all respects, whether relating to 
the internal government of the Nawab’s country or to commerce, be mutually 
observed, and form an everlasting bond of friendship between the two States

Aiitioles of a Supplementary Treaty between the Honorable East India 
Company and the Government of Bhawulpore, — 1835. 

Whereas in the 6th Article of the Treaty concluded between th(i Honorable 
the East India Company and the Bhawulpore Government, dated the 22nd of 
February 1833, it was stipulated that a moderate scale of duties should be fixed 
by the two Governments in concert, to be levied on all nu'rchandize in transit 
up and down the rivers Indus and Sutlej, the said Governments, boinj:; now of 
opinion that, owing to the inexperience of the people of these*, countries in such 
matters, the mode of levying duties then proposed (viz.^ on the value and quantity 
of goods) could not fail to give rise to mutual misunderstandings and reclama- 
tions, havti, with a view to prevent these results, determined to substitute a toll 
which shall be levied on all boats with whatever merchandize lad(‘n : the follow- 
ing Articles have therefore been adopted as supplementary to the former Treaty, 
and in conformity with them each Government engages that the toll shall be levied, 
and its amount neither be increased nor diminished, except with the consent of 
both parties : — 


Article 1. 

A toll of 570 Rupees shall be levied on all boats laden with merchandize in 
transit on the rivers Indus and Sutlej, between the sea and Rooper, without refer- 
ence to their size or to the weight or value of their cargo ; the above toll to be 
divided among the different States in proportion to the extent of territory 
which they possess on the banks of these rivers. 

Article 2. 

The portion of the above toll appertaining to the Bhawulpore State, and 
amounting to Rupees 1 06-12-2 shall be levied opposite to Mithenkote on boats 
coming from the sea towards Rooper, and in the vicinity of Hureekee Petten on 
boats going from Rooper towards the sea, and at no other place. 

Article 3. 

In order to facilitate the realization of the toll due to the different States, as 
well as for the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of any disputes which may 
arise connected with the safety of the navigation and the welfare of the trade by 
the now route, a British Officer will reside near Mithenkote, and a Native Agent 
on the part of the British Government in the vicinity of Hureekee Petten. These 
officers will be subject to the orders of the British Agent at Loodianah ; and the 
Agents who may be appointed to reside at those places on the part of the other 
States concerned in the navigation will co-operate with them in the execution of 
their duties. 

Article 4. 

The British Government binds itself that the British Officer, who may reside 
near Mithenkote, shall not engage in trade, and (in conformity with the 4th 
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Article of the former Treaty) that he shall not interfere in any way with the internal 
administration of the Bhawulpore Government. 

Asticxjb 5. 

In order to guard against imposition on the part of merchants in making false 
complaints of being plundered of property which they never possessed, they are 
required, when taking out their passports, to produce an invoice of their cargo, 
which, being duly authenticated, a copy of it will be annexed to their passports. 

Article 6. 

Such parts of the 6th, 7th, 11th, 13th, and 14th Articles of the Treaty of the 
22nd of February 1833, as have reference to the fixing a duty on the value and 
quantity of merchandize and to the mode of its collection, are hereby rescinded, 
and the foregoing Articles substituted in their place, agreeably to which and the 
conditions of the preamble, the toll shall be levied.

Detailed Statement of the amount of Toll leviable in the Bhawulpore Territory 
on boats proceeding up and down the Rivers Sutlej and Indus, — 1838. 

Whereas by the Treaty of the 27th of the month of Shabban, 1250 Hegira, 
agreeing with the twenty-ninth of the month of December 1834 A.D., the Bha- 
wulpore Government is entitled, on account of the whoh^ extent of its territory, 
to levy at the appointed places a toll of one hundred and six rupees, twelve annas, 
and three pice, on all boats lad(ui with merchandize proceeding from Roopor 
towards the sea, or from the sea towards Rooper, the same will continue in force ; 
but as some of the boats are found not to pass through the whole extent of the 
Bhawulpore territory, but, on the contrary, to lay in cargoes at, and set out 
from, or dispose of their cargoes at, and return from, places on the way, it is 
therefore agreed that, on such beats, the amounts of toll to be levied shall be 
regulated by the relative distances of the places from which, after laying in a 
cargo, they take their departure, or from which, after disposing of their goods,

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the Honorable Company and Nawab Bhawul Khan Bahadoor and his heirs and 
sucoessors, and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the friends and 
enemies of both parties.

Tb(i British Government engages to protect the Principality and territory of 
Bhawulpore, 


Article 3. 

Nawab Bhawul Khan, and his heirs and successfirs, will a(d. in subordinate 
co-opcration with t.hc British (Tovernmeiit, and acknowledgti its supremacy, and 
will not have any connection with any other Chiefs or States. 

Article 4. 

The Nawab, and his heirs and successors, will not enter into negotiation with 
any Chief or State wdthout the knowledge and sanction of the British Covc’rn- 
meiit, but the usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall 
continue. 


Article 5. 

The Nawab, and his heirs and successors, will not commit aggressions on any 
one. If by ac(ddont any dispute arise with any one, the settlement of it shall be 
submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

The Nawab of Bhawulpore will furnish troops at the requisition of the British 
Government according to his means. 

Article 7. 

The Nawab, and his hciis and successors, shall be absolute rulers of their 
country, and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that Principal- 
ity. 


Article 8. 

1’his Treaty of seven Articles having been concluded and signed and scaled 
by J lieutenant Mackeson and Moonshee Chowkas Rai, the ratifications by the 
Right Honourabh^ the (:Jovernor-General and Nawab Bhawul Khan Bahadoor 
shall be exchanged within 40 days from the present date.

1. Mahommed Sadik Var alias Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees on his own 
behalf and on tliat of liis dest’iendants from generation to generation to give uj) all 
claim of right to the throne of Bhawulpore. 

2. Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees and consents to this, that neither he him- 
self for the remainder of his life, nor his descendants after him, now or a( any 
future time, will ever, without the permission of the Nawab Futtch Khan Baha- 
door, put foot on the territory of Bhawulpore. 

3. Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees never at any time, without the ])ermission 
of the ruler of Bhawulpore, to send letters or messages to, or to hold secret or 
open interviews with, any of the local officers or agents of the Bhawulpore State, 
and if he acts contrary to this, he will be liable to render a strict account to the 
British Government.

Maliomintwl Sadik Klian agrees to this, that, after once entering British 
territory, he will not, without the permission of the ruler of Bhawulpore, at any 
time, present or future, entertain near him any servants or dej»endants of the 
Bhawulpore State, whether in th(i emjiloy of, or dismissed by, that State.

II is claims are void 
and unworthy of a hearing in a<u*-ordance with this AgreemcMit. 

7. Mahomriied Sadik Khan freely allows that he has no further claims to any 
]>ro])erty in th(^ State of Bhawulpore b(‘yond tin*, allowam'e made him for retinue, 
j<‘W<‘,ls. etc., and beyond th<* sum of Its. 1,600 as his personal allowance, the 
half of which sum is Ks. 8fK). 

8. 1’he States of Bhawulpon*. agrees to pay, through British Ollicers, iiit.o the 
Mooltaii tr(;asury, ev(Ty month, ffir the life, of Mahommed Sadik Khaji, month- 
ly allowan(u?s, Intsides such particular exp<uis(‘s as may Ix^ al>solutely necessary, 
but nothifig idse l)(‘sid(*s. After the d(;ath of Mahommed Sadik Khan, the half 
of Iiis monthly allowances (of Rs. 1, 600) will b<^ paid to Ins heirs. 

9. 'Pile British Government provides and guarantees that, the conditions 
abov(».-mentioned shall bo maintaiinKl by Mahommed Sadik Khan, without his 
attempting any disttirbance*. towards Kutteh Khan and towards his heir, and 
the Nawab Mahommed Kutteh Khan Bahadoor will remain sedated on the throne 
of Bhawulpore with the consent of the British Government.

Article 1. 

His Highness the Nawab of Ba]iawalj>ur agrees t6 supjjress and absolutely 
prohibit and jinwent., the manufacture of salt within any part of the Bahawalpur 
State, whetlnu- oviU’tly or imder the guisi*. of manufacturing saltpetre or other 
saline product, and to destroy and erase all existing salt-works, so that salt can- 
not there be made. 

Article 2, 

No tax, toll, transit duties, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be levied 
by, or with the permission or knowledge of, the Nawab of Bahawalpur, on salt, 
sugar, or any other articles, whether exported from, or imt)orted into, or carried 
through, the Bahawalpur State. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be

held to prohibit the levy, at the town gates, of octroi, choongi, or other cess or 
duty on the aforesaid articles, imported for actual consumption therein, into 
towns the population of which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants. Provided also that 
nothing in this Article shall he held to debar the Nawab of Bahawalpur from levy- 
ing such duties on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other intoxicating drug or 
prfiparation as he may consid<ir necessary for excise purposes.

The Nawab of Bahawalpur agrees to prevcmt the importation into, and con- 
sum]»tioii within, the Bahawalpur State of any salt, whatever other than salt or) 
widch duty has been levied ])y th(‘ British (joviTiinumt..

facturers, and the Nawab of Baliawal])ur agrees to distribute the whole of the 
said sum, in consultation with the, I’olitical Agent, amongst the said j^ersons in 
such wise as may be most equita])le.

In consideration of the due and effectual observance by the Nawab of Baha-

tion of six months from tin*, date on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Further, the Nawab of Bahawalpur hereby engages to compensate equitably 
any of liis feudatories, jaghirdars, or other subordinate right-holders for any 
losses tliey may sustain in consequence of the abolition of duties on salt and sugar 
heretofore riglitfully levied by tliem. 


Article 7. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or an- 
nulled without, the previous consent of both the contracting partitis. 


Article 8. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the British 
(iOVernn\ent.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council and the 
Bauawaupur IJahbar for the construction, maintenanc^e and working of 
the Khanplir-Chacuran Railway, — 1912. 

This Indenture made the 21st day of August 1912 between the Secr(?tary cf 
State for India in Council (her(‘in called the Secretary of State) of the one pait, 
and the Bahawalpur Darbar of the othe,r part. 

Whereas a line of Railway situated in territory lying in the Native State cf 
Bahawalpur and about 23-27 miles in length is to be. constructed on the 
standard gauge from Khanpur on the North Western Railway to Chachran. 

And whereas the Secretary of State and the Bahawalpur Darbar have agreed 
that th(^ said Darbar shall supply all the funds necessary for construction, ex- 
clusive of rolling-stock, with the stores, plant and machinery pertaining thereto 
and of elec.tric telegraph with tlie appliances appertaining thereto and that tie 
Government (if India shall construct and through the Agency of North Western 
Railway maintain and work the said line of Railway from Khanpur to Chachran 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now this Tnd(»nture witiiess(;th and it is hereby agreed and declared as follows 
1. “ The North Western Railway ” means the Railway worked by the Secre- 
tary of State under the control of the Manager,* North Western Railway, and 
any alterations and additions that may, from time to time during the continuance 
of this contract, be made in or to the said Railway by or with the saneCon of tbo 
Secretary of State.

3. “ The Amalgamat(?d Undertaking means “ the North Western Railway ** 
and “ the Khanpur Clnichran Railway ” (as defined above in clause's 1 and 2 res- 
pectivelj^) taken as a whoh? tin; intention b(‘ing that tlu'se two Railways under the 
terms heniinafter cojitained in this agreement should lx; work(‘d tog('tlu‘r as if 
the two constituted bul. a single Railway.

Agreement between the British Government and the Governments of His 
Highness the Nawab of Bahawalpur and His Highness the Maharaja 
of Bikaner in connection with the Sutlej Valley Canals Project, — 1920. 

T<*rm8 of agrecmcuit subject to the confirmation of the Secretary of State in 
Council between the British Govcjrnment and the Governments of His Highn(‘ss 
the Nawab of Bahawalpur and His Highness the Maharaja uf Bikaner regarding 
the irrigation of the tracts commanded and economically irrigable from the Gharra 
Reach of the Sutlej River and from the Panjnad Reach of the Chenab River. 

1. The Project to be drawn out under the exclusive control of the British 
Government on the general basis of taking the waters specified in paragraph 4(A) 
below to the arens hereinafter s])ecified, 

2. The original designs for the canal works will ha drawn out under the sole 
direction of the Brit ish Government, every i) 08 sible attention being given to the 
wishes of tb(^ t wo State.s concerned as to the. precise directi^m and ])osition of the 
canals ; provided that they are consisbuit with sound engineering principles. 

3. 1'h(^ tracds for the irrigation of which provision is made consist of the fol- 
lowing : — 

British- 

(a) On the Right Bank. — The whole area commanded by this scheme from 

the site of the u})permoat weir down to the Chenab River and lying 
between the Gharra River and the old bed of the Beas or the limit 
of existing irrigation of the Bari Doab Canals. 

(b) On the Left Bank. — The whole Khadir area commanded by this scheme 

from the site of the uppermost weir down to the Bahawalpur State 
boundary. 
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Bahawalpttr — 

The wholo of the Khadir area of this State to the south of the river as far as 
the Sind boundary and the irrigabhi area in the high lands, and such 
detached artias of Bahawalpur territory within Sind for which irrigation 
can be arranged in consultation with the Sind Authorities. 

Bikaner — 

The area commanded by a canal taking off from the uppermost weir and 
entering the north-west corner of the State from British territory. 

4. The water shall be distributed between the parties concerned as laid down 
in the following clauses : — 

A. — The area irrigated from the Gharra Reach of the Sutlej is to be entitled 
to claim up to the limit of the canal head capacities herein authorised in cusecs, 
the supply entering the Gharra Reach from the Bc^as togcither with any supplies 
that flow into the Gharra Reach from the Sutlej after the irrigation requirements 
on the Sutlej above the junction of the Boas have been satisfied. 

B. — For the Kharif crop from 1st April to 15th of October the full supply 
capacity sanctioned in cusecs at canal head for perennial and non-perennial chan- 
nels will have equal claim to the supply available. 

0. — The areas to be adopted for the allocation of Rabi water and the corre- 
sponding shares in that season between October 15th and Ist April will be as

The land required for the canals and works in connection with them shall 
be made over by the Government of each State traversed according to its own 
usage, all pajrments being made, in the case of land required for another party, 
by the British Government in accordance with the regulations in force in the 
territory in which the land is required, the amount being dealt with as a part 
of the expenditure on the work concerned. 

6. Compemsation will be paid for any building or house injured by the works. 

7. I’he entire cost of the head-works and connected works, inclusive of the 
cost subsequcuit to 1st January 1920 of any further surveys and of the prepara- 
tion of the project, shall be borne by the British Government and the two States 
concern(‘d in proportion to the equivahmt perennial authorised canal capacity 
allocated to the parties concerned at the respective head works. For the purj)ose 
of evaluating the equivalent authorised capacity one cusec of iion-p(iremiial 
capacity shall be deemed to be equivalent to *75 of a cusec of perennial 
capacity. 

Note.— S urvc y« do not iuoluclu rectangulation for distribution purposes. 

8. Each party will defray the entire expenditure on its own canals. 

9. Mhe Stales con(;crned shall supply annually to meet the cost of construction, 
while the works are in progress, a proportion of the estimated annual outlay on 
the various hcadworks and river training works according to their share of the 
total equivalent authorised canal capacity at these works as well as the whole 
of the funds rcMjuired for the canals constructed on their behalf. 

10. On the completion of the works an account will be drawn out by the British 
Government of the actual expenditure and a final statement will be juepared of 
the exact sum due from the several States concerned when each State will j)ay 
or receive back any difference between its actual payments year by year and 
its ultimate share of the cost. 

11. The above account of total cost will include the proper (diarges for surveys, 
estiiblishment, etc., whether incurred by the British or cither of the other Govern- 
ments conceriK^d ; and credit will be given to each State for ])aymont8 made by 
it directly. 

12. Copi(*.s of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con- 
struction will be furnished periodically to the Governments of tln^ Stat(*s conc-eriK^d, 
so far as may be desired by them, and the States themselves will similarly furnish 
periodically accounts of any expenditure incurred by them directly. 

13. The seigniorage to be paid by the Bikaner State to the British Government 
on the water supplied will bo at a rate not exceeding one-tenth of the average 
water rate on the British Perennial Canal from the Gharra taken at Rs. 6-8 in the 
})roject at the commencement of irrigation. 

14. The sum to bo paid for each crop will bo calculated on the area obtained 
by multiplying the moan discharge at the head of the Bikaner Canal during 
the crop and duties of 83*3 and 175 acres pei: cusec for Kharif and Kabi, 
respectively. 
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16. No seigniorage will be demanded until the eleventh year after the admis- 
sion of water into the Bikaner Canal and as long as the profits from the British 
Perennial Canal from the Gharra shall be so small as would render the seigniorage 
rate of 10 per cent, of the average water rate per acre unduly high, such seig- 
niorage shall be proportionately reduced at the discretion of the British Govern • 
ment. 

16. In cases of any falling off in the seasonal supply of water available in the 
river the British Government and the other States will share the actual supply 
according to the original shares fixed and the States shall have no claim for com* 
pensation from the British Government on account of any such reduction of the 
supply. 

17. The British Government will have full and exclusive control of the dis- 
tiibutioii of 8 U 2 )pli(*.B at the canal heads and the Head Gauge Registers with dis- 
charges observ(‘d shall be held to be the authoritative data for calculating the 
quantity of water supplied. 

If for jiurposes of accuracy of gauging and avoiding the influence of silt at 
the actual canal head the regulating gauge is placed a certain distance down the 
canal, the data obtained shall be taken to fulfill the conditions of the head gauge. 

18. No party will have any claim for restitution of water not used by it when 
available. 

19. TJie several parties shall pay the same share of the annual charges for 
the maintenance including (jxtensions and improvements of the canal works as 
they pay of the first cost of the works and provide the funds annually as 
required. 

20. The original construction of the canals with collateral works including 
distributaries shall be carried out by and under the control of a Chief Engineer 
appointed by the British Government whose sole charge shall be the con- 
Ftruction and working of this project, and separate Superintending Engineers shall 
be appointed for each State. 

21. The maintenance and management of the head works with their connected 
works and in the case of Bikaner the Main Line down to the State border shall 
rest entirely in the hands of the British Government. 

22. The British Government undertake to maintain and to manage the canals 
and their distributaries on behalf of the States concerned for the first thr(*e years 
after their completion, but each State will distribute the supjfly from the outlets 
through its own Revenue Staff. After this period the system shall be handed 
over to the State, subject to the proviso that this period may be extended at the 
option of the State concerned. 

23. On the initiation of construction, a programme of colonization shall be 
drawn up between the Chief Engineer and the Colonization Officer of the State, 
and the construction programme, as far as possible, shall be regulated to meet 
the requirements of the Colonization Officer. 

24. During the period of construction, and the period of management refeired 
to in paragraph 22 the details of superintendence, powers of local officers and 
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other raatters connected with the management shall be settled by the Punjab 
Government and the Government of the States concerned, subject to the con- 
firmation of the Government of India. 

25. For purposes of administration the Canal Act, VIII of 1873, suitably 
modified shall be introduced by each State and ofienders against the Act shall 
be made over by the canal officers for trial to the officers of the Government in 
whose territory the offence was committed. 

26. The miscellaneous produce, such as wood and grass, etc., on joint head- 
works will be shared by the parties concerned in proportion to their share in the 
first cost. 

27. The British Government reserves to itself the right of extending or alter- 
ing the river works at any time in any way it pleases, on the understanding that 
the share of the water first assigned to the parties imd(T this agreement shall not 
be diminished without their assent being obtained. 

28. Until the State Canals have been handed over to the respective States 
for management it shall be the duty of the officers in charg(i to pay due attcm- 
tion to any repres(;ntations of the Governments of the States concerned or of 
their officers and to carry out their wishes as far as may be practicable or advis- 
able. 

29. Provided that the supjdies assured to Bahawalpur under this agreement 
are not reduced, the British Govcirnraent, if it desires to do so, may take a canal 
from above the weir on the Panjnad into Sind. 

On the assumption that a cajiacity of 7,500 cusecs will be required for Sind 
a share of the cost of the Panjnad Head Works equal to will be borne by 
the British Government whether the canal is constructed for that tract or not. 

If the canal is constructed the entire cost of construction of the canal will be 
borne by the British Government. 

30. In case of any difference of opinion arising between any officer of the 
States concerned and the British Canal Officers on any matter relating to the 
management of the canal, it shall ordinarily be settled between the Government 
of the States and the Chief Engineer and in the event of their differing it shaU 
be referred to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab for decision. 

31. If any difference of o})inion shall arise between the Government of either 
of the States concerned and the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab as to the 
construction of this Agreement or any matter under it, a reference may be made to 
the Governor- General in Council, whose decision shall be final. 

32. If within 4 months of receipt of debit, the States do not provide their share 
of the funds necessary for carrying out the works, for the proper maintenance 
of the Headworks and connected works and in the case of Bikaner, for the Bikaner 
Main Line also, the British Government shall have the power to stop or restrict 
supplies, until such time as payment is made. 

33. The Governor-General in Council will at all times be ready to receive any 
representation from the Government of any of the States concerned, if such Gov» 
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eminent considers that the spirit of the present proposals are from any cause not 
fully acted up to by the offic^ers of the Punjab Government on whom the immediate 
duty of carrying them out will devolve. 

34. If at any time it is found desirable for the more efficient working of the 
canal system to store water on the Beas it shall be optional for the three parties 
to share the cost of the storage in proportion to the benefits to be received by them.

SuNNUD to the Rajah of Jheend, dated 22nd September 1847. 

The Right Honorable the Governor-General having resolved to bestow certain 
lands on the Kajah of Jheend, as a mark of consideration for his attachment and 
services to the British during the late war with the Lahore State, and the Rajah 
of Jheend having requested that he may at the same time receive a renewed assur- 
ance of protection and guarantee of his rights in his former possessions, the Gov- 
ernor-General is pleased to confer this assurance in the form of a Sunnud or Grant 
as follows, in order that the Maharajah and his successors after him may, with 
perfect confidence, continue to exercise the same rights and authority in his posses- 
sions as heretofore. 

1^h<i Maliarajah’s ancient hereditary estates, according to annexed Schedule,* 
shall continue for ever in the possession of himself and his successors, with all 
Government rights thtireto belonging of Police jurisdiction and collection of revenue 
as h<‘retofore. The Maharajah^s chaharumians, ft‘udatories, adherents, and 
dcjpcndants will continue bound in their adherence and obligations to the Rajah 
as hcTctofore. His Highness will exert himself to do justice, and to promote the 
welfaie and happiness of his subjects, while they, on their part, oonsid<*ring the 
Kajah as their true and rightful lord, must obey him and his successors aiusord- 
ingly, and pay the revcmuc punctually and be always zealous to ]>romote the 
cultivation of their lands, and testify their loyalty and obc^dience. The Maha- 
rajah has relinquished for himself and his suc(?essors for ever all right to levy 
excise and transit duties which have been abolislu^d throughout the Jheend terri- 
tory. His Highness also binds himseK and his successors to the suppression of 
suttee, infanticide, and slave-dealing within his territories. If, unknown to the 
Maharajah’s authorities, any persons should be guilty of these acts, the Maha- 
rajah's authorities will, on conviction, punish them with such severity as to deter 
others. The British Government will never demand from the Maharajah and 
his successors and their dependants above named any thing in the way of tribute 
or revenue or commutation in lieu of troops or otherwise, for the reason that His 
Highness will ever continue as heretofore sincerely devoted to the service and 
interests of the British. The British authorities will not entertain complaints 
of the Maharajah’s subjects or dependants, or interfere with the Maharajah’s 
authority. Should an enemy approach from any quarter to this side the Beas 
or Sutlej, for the purpose of conquering this country, the Rajah will join the British 
Array with his forces, and exert himself in expelling the enemy and act under 
discipline and obedience, and in time of war place the resources of his country 
at the disposal of the British Government. His Highness engages to have made 
and to keep in repairs, through his own officers, the military roads through his 
territory for the passage of British troops from Umballa and other stations to 
Forozepore, of a width and elevation to be determined on by the Engineer Officer 
charged with the duty of laying down the roads. His Highness will also appoint 
encamping ground for British troops at the different stages, which shall be marked 
off, so that there be no claims made hereafter on account of damaged crops.

Translation of a San ad regarding Possession of Territory granted to the 
Raja of Jhind by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-Genp.rai, 
of India, dated the 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the sun of the everlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this Country of India, the acts of loyalt}" and devotion to Gov- 
ernment of Farzand-i-dilband-i-Rasikh-ul-i ’tikad-i-Daulat-i-Inglisia (the beloved 
and firmly faithful son of the English Empire) Raja Sahib Sarup Singh Bahadur 
and anci-stors and predecessors of the said Raja, on occasions of war and baifle, 
etc., have become fully conspicuous ; accordingly as a reward for these good sor - 
vices and aid and assistance with troops and supplies, etc., they have always 
been distinguished and exalted by the powerful British Govemmcmt by being 
granted territory and titles and raised in degrees of lumour and dignity. Parti- 
cularly in the year 1857 A.D., during the days of the insurrection and mutiny 
of wretchcsd persons the Raja Sahib Bahadur rendc^n^d and displayed worthy 
and conspicuous S(^rvic(^a which surpassed his previous achievements. Therefore, 
in recognition of such approved services, the powerful British Government, by 
way of Royal favour and kindness, has conferred on the Raja Sahib Bahadur 
some territory and additional title for generation after generation and descendant 
after descendant. The Raja Sahib Bahadur has applied ft>r a renewal of the 
Sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well as that granted to him previously 
and now by the powerful Government. In view of this His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of the pres(‘iit Sanad 
by way of treaty with the conditions entered below as a memorable document : — 

Clause I. 

According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the Raja Sahib Bahadur and 
his successors will, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with peace 
of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over his ances* 
tral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Government 
and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in recogni- 
tion of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights, internal 
and external. AH powers great and small, administrative and criminal and in 
respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain permanently 
vested in the power and control of the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors 
generation after generation and descendant after descendant at present and in 
future for ever and in perpetuity ; and (his) brothers, zaildars, feudatories, Jagir- 
dars and dependants will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands 
of the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 

Clause II. 

The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on account 
of nazarana, land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensation on 
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accourt of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or future, 
from the Ilaja Sahib Bahadur, his successors, dependants, brothers, Zaildars, 
Jagirdars or feudatories, except as provided in Clause III. 

Clause HI. 

As an additional Royal favour and having regard to the loyalty and devo- 
tion of the Raja Sahib Bahadur the powerful Government desires that this terri- 
tory should always remain under the sovereignty of this family. Therefore the 
power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Raja Sahib and his successors 
so that in case there is no lineal descendant, they may, .for the purpose of perpe- 
tuating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own choice, 
from among the descendants of the Phulkian family. The powerful Government 
cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also grants per- 
mission that in case— may God forbid — ^the Raja on the Mamad should suddenly 
die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, the Maharaja 
Sahib of Patiala and the Raja Sahib of Nabha, in concert, with the Commissioner 
Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phulkian family and ])lacp 
him on the Mamad. In that case 'nazarana to the extent of one-third of the 
income of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British Gov- 
ernment by the Jhind State. 


Clause TV. 

In the year 1847 an agreement regarding the infliction of capital punishment 
after reference to the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur and the prevention of female 
infanticide, Sali and slavery, etc., was obtained from the said Raja Sahib. That 
is now cancelled, and absolute? power by all means r(?garding the infliction of 
capital punishment, etc., in his territory, according to old custom, is granted to 
the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. Similarly with regard to pimishing 
subjects of the powerful British Government committing crime and apprehended 
in the territory of the Jhind State, the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors 
aie granted power in accordance with the provisions of the despatch No. 3, dated 
1st June 1836, from the Honourable Court of Directors at the Capital, London. 
The Raja Sahib Bahadur will exert himself by every possible means in promo- 
ting the welfare of his people and the happiness of his subjects and in redress- 
ing the grievances of the oppujssed and injured in the proper way. He will 
prevent in his territory female infanticide, ScUi and slavery, which are opposed 
to the principles of justice and equity towards the people, in accordance with the 
provisions of the former Sanad, In the event of any person at any time com- 
mitting the above mentioned prohibited crimes without the knowledge of the 
officials of the Raja Sahib, the latter will inflict deterrent punishment on him. 

Clause V. 

The Raja Sahib and his successors will never fail in their faithful and devoted 
obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors. 
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Clause VI, 

If at any time any hostile troops with mischievous intention should appear 
in his neighbourhood from any side or direction, the Kaja Sahib Bahadur will 
along with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operate with the English 
in repelling them in accordance with past practice. He will exert himself, to 
the utmost of his resources, in providing supplies, grains, etc., and transport accord- 
ing to the requisitions of British oliicers. 


Clause VII. 

Complaints against the Raja Sahib from his subjects, Muafidars, Jagirdars, 
dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to by the 
powerful British Government. 


Clause VIII. 

With regard to internal management and the affairs of the brothers house- 
hold and relatives, the rules and arrangements made by the Raja Sahib Bahadur 
will always be resjiected and not interfered with by the powerful British Govern- 
ment. 


Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repair of roads in his territory the 
Raja Sahib Bahadur will, in accordance with the written communication of the 
Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange, from his own territory, through hnrdar^ 
and otiicials of Parganas, according to former customs, for the materials required 
oil payment ; and at the time of the construction of a rail-road or other roads 
the Raja Sahib Bahadur will concede, free of charge, land that comes under roads 
in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road. 


Clause X. 

The Raja Sahib will always pursue the course of obedience and loyalty to the 
powerful Government who will likewise continue to uphold His Honour, respect, 
tank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

Translation of a Sunnud or Grant of portions of the Pergunnah of Bood- 
WANAH, District Jhujjur, bestowed on the Rajah of Jheend by His 
Excellency Earl Canning, G.C.B., Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India, — 1861. 

Whereas the devotion and loyalty of the Rajah of Jheend and of his ancestors 
have always been conspicuous since the establish- 
ment of British supremacy in India, His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor-General, being desirous of marking his high apprecia- 
tion of these qualities, has been pleased to bestow upon the Rajah portions of 
Pergunnah Boodwanah, of the District of Jhujjur, containing nineteen villager, 
according to vernacular list annexed*, assessed at a yearly revenue of (eighteen 
thousand five hundred and twenty Rupees) 18,520 Ru})ee8, and to accept from 
the Rajah a nuzzuranah of (Rupees 3,70,004) three lakhs seventy thousand 
and four. It is accordingly ordained as follows : — 

Article 1. 

The territory above-mentioned is conferred upon the Rajah of Jheend and 
his heirs for ever. 


Article 2. 

The Rajah and his successors will exercise the same rights, j)rivileges, and 
prerogatives in this newly-acquired territory as he at ])resent enjoys in his ances- 
tral possessions, according to the terms of the Sunnud, dated bth May I860, and 
signed by His Excellency Earl Canning, Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 


Article 3. 

The Rajah and his successors will continue to njaintaiii the sann^ loyal rela- 
tions with the British Government, and to fulfil the same obligations, with regard 
to this newly-acquired territory, as were im])osetl on him by the teriris of the 
Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, relating to tlie Rajah's ancestral possessions.

To Furzcnd Dilbund Rasekool Itauqad Dowurr-i-ENcajsHiA Rajah 
Scroop Singh Bahadoor, of Jheend, dated 5th March 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued, I hereby.

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in fulfilment of this desire, repeat to you the assurance which I communicated 
to you in the Sunnud under my signature, dated 5th May 1860, that on failure 
of natural heirs, the perpetuation of your family by your adoption of an heir from 
the Phoolkeean House will be in accordance with the wishes of the paramount 
power, and will be gladly recognized and confirmed ; and that if at any time any 
Kajah of Jhoend should die without male issue, and without adopting a successor, 
it will still be open to the Maharajah of Putialla and the Rajah of Nabha, in con- 
cert with the Commissioner or Political Agent of the British Government, to 
select a successor from among the Phoolkeean family ; but in that case a nuzzu- 
ranah, or fine, equal to one-third of the gross annual revenue of the Jheend State, 
shall be paid to the British Government. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Tr(*atics, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov- 
ernment.

2. In lieu of fJie cuts from the canal, by means of which irrigation was originally 
effected, ten main distributaries with proper masonry heads taking out of the 
Haiisi Branch of the W(‘.stcrn Jumna Canal, and four masonry heads for water- 
c.oursi^s taking out of the Butana distributary, shall be provided for the irriga- 
tion of the State from the Western Jumna Canal. 

3. The said distributaries and the said water-course heads taking out of the 
Butana distributary shall be constructed at the cost of the British Government, 
but when completed shall be handed over to the Jind State, with the exc.eption 
of the masonry heads and the portions of the channels within canal limits. 

4. The distributaries so made over shall be kept in repair by the Jind State, 
a deduction being made on this account from the annual charge for water. The 
d(Miu(;tion shall be calculated at a certain rate for irrigated area fixed with refer- 
ence to the average cost per acre for maintenance of distributaries elsewhere in 
British territories.

So soon as the ten main distributaries taking out from the Hansi Branch 
are made over to the Jind State, the British (kinal Officer shall thenceforth exer- 
cise no interference in regard to the internal managennmt and the distribution 
of water from them, nor shall he, unless at the request or with the eonatmt of the 
Jind Canal Officer, reduce the supply entering the luuids, provided tlie full gauge 
readings specified in Article 7 be not exceeded ; but th(^ British (^inal Officer 
shall have full power to shut off or to reduce the supply entering the Bansi Branch 
under the following circumstances : — 

(a) As part of a general closure of the Western Jumna Canal for necessary 
or emergent repairs, of which due notice will be published in tin* Punjab 
Gazette for closures of more than ten days duration. 

ili) For purpose of repairs to any canal work or for usual or necessary silt 
clearances on the Ilansi Branch, 

(c) On occasions of excessive rainfall or general reduction of the demand 

for canal water, that may render a reduction of the supply necessary, 
either for the safedy of the canal banks or works or to j)revent undue 
flooding or waste of water. 

(d) For the purpose of a more efT<‘ctive distribution of tin* supply available 

for the distributaries on the New Main Line, and for the Delhi and 
Hansi Branches and the Butana <listributary, all closures aiul reduc- 
tions of the supply to the Ilansi Bran<*h being as far as possible ccjin- 
pensated for by an immediately previous or subsequent increase of 
the su})ply which would otherwise be due to that branch. 

(e) In the event of the supply available for the distributaries on the New 

Main Line and for the Delhi and Hansi Jirancln^s and Butana distri- 
butary falling below the demand, in which case the supply to the 
Hansi Branch shall either be ratcably reduced or shall be r(*gulated 
as provided in Clause (d) of this Article. 

As long previous notice as possible shall be given to the Jind (Vinal ()flic(*r 
of all closures or reductions of the supply ordered under ( Jauses (u), (6), (r/), and (c). 

Immediate notice of all closures or reductions of the supply ordenMl under 
Clause (e) shall also be given to the Jind (-anal OlHcor, who will be consulted as 
to the length of the period during which the reduction of the supply should be 
maintained. 

6. The British Canal Officer shall have full pow(^r to shut off’ or reduce the 
supply to the Butana distributary at his discretion in accordance with the exi- 
gencies of irrigation, and the outlets provided on that distributary for the irriga- 
tion of Jind territory shall be subject to such periodical and s])ecial closures as 
may be ■ordered from time to time for British outlets in accordance with Huhi 15, 
passed under Act VIII of 1873, due intimation of such orders being given to the 
Jind Canal Officer, but no closure shall be ordered on account of alleged wastage 
of water owing to disrepair of irrigating channels. 
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7. The distributaries shall be constructed of sufficient capacity, when running 
to a full gauge, to irrigate, in combination with the four water-courses from the 
Butana di8tributai*y, an aggregate area of 60,000 (sixty thousand) acres per 
annum, but in order to compensate for all irregularities or deficiencies in the 
supydy passed into them, the annual charge for the water supplied shall be cal- 
culated on an irrigated area of 50,000 (fifty thousand) acres only, and no claims 
shall be raised by the Jind State for reduction of such annual charge on the grounds 
of short sup]>ly. 

8. Gauges shall be placed at the head of each distributary for the determina- 
tion of full supplies, the zero of the gauge in each case being placed on the level 
of the bed of the distributary. The following gauge readings shall be held to 
represent full supplies in the case of each distributary : —

No. 1 distributary having been constructed to carry double tlie. full supply 
sullieient for tJu^ irrigation of the area. <lependcnt oti it. shall be clost'd at the h<‘ad 
during every alternative weedv or other convenient interval of tinu; and shall be 
opened in the corresponding alternjitivc intervals. The remaining Jiine distri- 
butari(*s shall be allowed to run constantly, subject to tcm})orary closures of the 
Hansi Branch under Article 5 of this agreement. Every distributary, when open, 
shall b(i entitled to as full a suf)])ly as the supply in the llansi Branch will jierinit 
without b(‘ing headed uj), j)rovided that the above-mentioned gauge readings 
shall, in no case, be exceeded. 

8(n.). The heads of all the Jind distributaries shall remain under the sole con- 
trol of the British (^anal Officer, who will arrange for the maintenance of the sup})ly 
in each at the gauge indented for by the Jind Canal Officer, if not in excess of the 
full supply gauge reading prescribed in Article 7 and, ^s far as the available depth 
of water in the Hansi Branch will permit. In the event of a breach or sudden 
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cessation of the demand on a Jind distributary, tlic aupjdy ent(‘ring at the li(?ad 
shall not be reduced except in accordance with the general or s])(*cial orders in 
this regard that may be issued from time to time by the British Canal OfHcer, 
but all reductions of suj)ply a])plied for ])y the Jind Canal Officer will be effected 
after due and sufficient notice has been given. 

9. Masonry diaphragms shall be constructed in the first two miles of each 
distributary, which shall be held to indicate the normal bed-h'vtJs and cross' 
sections of tlie channel in which they are situated. The Jind States shall make 
all clearances of these channels as nearly as may he in conformify with the levels 
and cross-sections thus indicated, and shall not increase the capacity of any of 
the channels beyond the limits indicated by the said diaphragms without the 
consent of the British Covernment. The British Canal Officers shall be at liberty 
to ins])ect th(‘ said diaphragms and to re])air them at thi‘ cost of the British Govern- 
ment should they be found to require it. 

10. The amount payable annually by the Jind State for the su])ply of water 
for irrigation shall be calculated on an area of 5(),(X)0 (fifty thousand) acres, the 
rate per acre being the average of some few years of measured irrigation in lands 
similarly situated in British territory, but the amount shall be subjec;t to deduc- 
tion on acc^ount of-x 

(1) Cost of repairs and maintenance of distributaries as provided in Article 4. 

(2) Reduction of canal establishment resulfing from the transfer of sole 

management of the distributaries to the 8tat(‘. 

(3) Fees to Lambardars and Patwaris at the rate of 5 (five) per cent, on the 

amount payable. 

Nt>TE. -'The not aniouni payable by the State, after making the Nlijailaled cleductiiuiM, 
has been fixed for the jneseni at Kk. 1,0.5, .500 (one huiulred and fi\e tlionsand five hnndnKl) 
as detailed below. The rate of 2-4 (tw'o and four-tontlis) rupees per aeie was obtained by

Aoreemknt for the construction of a Line of Telegraph from Maler 
Kotla to Sangrur, — 1893. 

Wherea.s the State of Jind is desirous of having a line of telegraph constructed 
from Maler Kolia to Sangrur to be worked in (connection with the British lines of 
ttdi'graph, the following terms are agreed upon by W. It. Brooke, Esquire, Director- 
General of Telegra phs, on the part of the British Govern nwmt duly empowered by 
the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council on that behalf, and by Sardar 
Hattan Singh, duly empowered by the Government of the Jind Stale on that behalf : — 
1. The British Government agrees to (-.onstrueJ for the Jind State a line of 
telegrajih consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected 
bet w('.en Maler Kotla and Sangrur at a cost of rupees two thousand (Rs. 2,000) 
more or loss, the Jind State suyiplying the supports and distributing them free 
of charge, and the Jind State agrees to yiay to the British Government the cost 
of the line as the money may be required. 
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II. The line so constructed shall be called the Jind Branch Telegraph Line. 

HI. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may 
at any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Jind State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Jind State and the 
Government of India. 

IV. The Jind Branch Telegraph Extension shall be kej)t in efficient repair, 
managed and worked entirely by the officers ()f the Telegraph Department of 
the Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of 
the Government of British India. But should it at any time be given up the 
value of th 0 ‘ 3 e of the materials of which it is composed which were supplied by 
the Telegraph Department shall be refunded to the dind State, less the cost of 
dismantling and returning them into store. 

V. The State of Jind shall pay annually to th(*> British Government to cover 
the cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at the rate of per cent, 
per annum on the capital expenditure and also Ks. 5 }>er mile of wire to cover 
cost of line establishment and minor charges of the Telegraph between Maler 
Kotla and Sangrur. These rates may be cJianged at any time hereafter, after 
one year’s notice has been given to the Jind State. 

VI. The cntir<^ receipts at the Telegraph Offic/C at Sangrur and at any other 
office opened on the Jind Branch Telegraph Extension shall be credited annually 
to the Jind State and the actual cost incurred in kee[>ing open and working the 
said offices shall be debited annually to the Jind State. If the receipts exceed 
the cost of the offices together with the charges und(‘r ArtieJe V, the surplus shall 
be paid by the British Government to the Jind State, if the cost exceeds the receipts, 
the difference shall be paid by the Jind State to the British Government. By^ 
“ receipts ” is to be understood the value of the fees levied at the offices aforesaid 
on inland messages and the Indian share of foreign messages despatched from 
the offices aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Jind Branch Telegraph Line and of the offices main- 
tained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Jind and the charges and 
balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

VIII. The Jind State shall provide free of rent such ac^commodation for the 
offices that may be, optmed on the Jind Branch Telegray)h Line as the Director- 
General of IVdegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall ktjep the same in good 
re])air. 

IX. The State of Jind agr<?os to ap])ly to the Jhid Branch Telegraph Lino 
the provisions of the British Teh^graph Act, XJII of 1885, and such other Acts, 
or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British Govern- 
ment with reference to telegraphs. 

X. ^rhe State of Jind agrees to ap|>ly to the Jind Branch J’elegraph Line any 
Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable to linos 
of telegraph in India. The British Government will undertake to furnish the 
Jind State with accurate translations of such Acts. Rules and Regulations. 

T 2 
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XI. The Jind State agrees that the Jind Branch Telegraph Line shall be open 
to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs and of 
any ofi&cer deputed by him for that purpose. 

XII. The British Government agrees that whenever the Jind State shall find 
occasion to be dissiitisficd with any of the officials employed on the Jind Telegraph 
Office and may wish to remove them from office, such officials shall on the applica- 
tion of the Jind Durbar be at once removed and other officers shall be sent to fill 
their place as soon afterwards as practicable. 

XIII. Jurisdiction in regard to offences against the Telegraph Act committed 
in Jind territory by native subjects of the Britisli Government or by subjects 
of the Kaja of Jind will bo regulated by Clause IV of the Sanad dated 5th May 
1860, granted to His Highness the Kaja of Jind by the British Government. 
European British subjects accused of such offences shall be tried in British Courts. 

XIV. In most urgent cases the Jind State will, during the pleasure of the 
British Government, have the power of ordering the Jind Branch Line to be 
cleared.

Agjieement for the construction, maintenance and working of the Ludhiana - 

Dhubi-Jakhal Kailway by the North Western Railway on behalf of 

the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars, — 1899. 

This Indenture made the sixth day of September 1899 between the Secre- 
tary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) 
of the one part and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars of the other 
part ; — 

Whereas a line of Railway situated partly in British territory and partly 
in territory lying in the Native States of Jhind, Maler Kotla and Patiala and 
about 79 miles in length is to be constructed on the feet standard gauge from 
Ludhiana on the North Western Railway to Dhuri on the Rajpura-Bhatinda Rail- 
way and from Dhuri to Jakhal on the Southern Punjab Railway. 

And whereas the Secretary of State and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars 
have agreed that tin; said Darbars shall supply all the fund necessary for con- 
struction (ixclusive of rolling stock with the stores plant and machbery pertaining 
thereto and of eh'ctric telegraph with the appliances appertaining thereto and 
that the Government of India shall construct and through the agency of the North 
Westcirn Railway maintain and work the said line of Railway from Ludhiana by 
Dhuri to Jakhal u}Jon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now THIS Indenture witnesreth and it is hereby agreed and declared as 
follows : — 

1. “ The North Western Railway ” means the Railway worked by the Secre- 
tary of State and now under the control of the Manager, North Western Railway, 
and any alterations and additions that may from time to time during the con- 
tinuance of this contract be made in or to the said Railway by or with the sanction 
of tli(^ Secretary of State but not so as to include any Railways or works com- 
prised ill “ the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway ” as hereinafter defined. 

2. “ The Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway means the Railway oxtendmg from 
Ludhiana on the North Western Railway to Dhuri on the Rajpura-Bhatinda Rail- 
way and from Dhuri to Jakhal on the Southern Punjab Railway with any im- 
provements alterations and additions of whatever descrii)tion that may from time 
to time be made in or to the said Railway by or with the sanction of the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars but with the exception of the telegraphs and telegraphic 
appliances used or to be used thereon. 

3. “The Amalgamated Undertaking ” means “ the North Western Railway ** 
and “ the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway ” (as defined above in Clauses 1 and 
2 respectively) taken as a whole the intention being that these two Railways under 
the terms hereinafter contained m this agreement should be worked together as 
if thhtwo constituted but a single Railway. 

4. “ Gross receipts ” mean and mclude when not otherwise stated all receipts 
from coachmg and goods traffic and from telegraphs all sums received as rents 
and all other receipts usually treated as Railway revenue. 
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5. This agreemont shall bo taken to have commenced and as having comc: 
into force upon the, sixth day of S<ipt(^mber 1899 and shall bo subject to revision 
from time to time and shall bo and remain in force until the 31st day of December 
1904 and shall be tcirminable then or on the 1st January or th(5 1st July in an}* 
year then^after on six months’ ])revious notice in writing being given by either 
party to this agrecnnent to the other but without prejudice to the rights of either 
party against tln^ utluT in r<*s])ect of any covenant herein contained which may 
have b(*en previously broken. 

6. The North Westt'.rn Railway shall survey an<l stdect the beat alignment 
available for the construction of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall 
prepare an estimate of its cost such alignment and estimate', of cost being subject 
to the a])]>roval of th<^ Mah^r K(»tla ajid Jhind Darbars and to the final sanction 
of the Secretary of State. 

7(tt). Th(^ Mah'.r Kofla and Jhind Darbars shall supply all funds necessary 
to com]»lete the constructhm of the Ludhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Railway as may from 
time* to time be re^(uir(*.d by the S(‘cretary of State. 

7(/A, The Govc'rnimmt of Lidia shall through the agency of the Director of 
Railway Construction cojistriict the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway in a ])er- 
manent and substantial majin<‘r of first class and durable materials according 
to the standard of tlie North Wi'stern Railway and shall furnish it with such stores 
plant mai^hinery and equijmu'nt. as may be neci^ssary for working tin* traffic. 
Steel flat-footed rail 75 lbs. t-o the yard shall be adopted and di'odar sleepers of 
the same sjiecification as an* us«*d on the main lim* of tin* North Wi'stern Railway. 

7(c). 1’he Secretary of State shall provide tlie necessary electric t(*legraph and 
appliances. 

1(d). The Gov(*rnm(*nt of India shall with all reasonable despatch construct 
and make ready for ojiening the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and if possible 
shall ()])en such railway within two years from the date of this agreement. 

8. During the continuance of this agreement the North Western Itailway 
shall efficiently maintaij* the laidhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Railway and keep the same 
su]^})lied with rolling-stock ])lant and machinery in good order as if it were part 
of tln^ North Western Railway and shall do all in their jiowi'r to develop the traffic 
on the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall manage use and work the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall convey traffic thereon. 

9. The Secri'.tary of State shall be the sole judge as to the standard of main- 
tenance to be required and the Revenue Accounts jirovided for in Clause 26 
following shall not be considered as finally closed and made up until such time 
as the maintenance is certified to by the Inspecting Officer appointed under the 
Indian Railways Act IX of 1890 or any subsisting statutory modification thereof 
as having been brought up to the standard required and the whole cost of the 
same debitablo to Revenue has been duly charged off. 

10. Teh North Western Railway shall be responsible for all accidents and for 
Joss and damage of every kind (including claims for lost or damaged goods) that 
shall occur upon the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway except accidents loss or 
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damage caused by any extraordinary casualty not due to defects in tbe construc- 
tion or to the maintenance or working of the said Ludhiana- Dliiiri-Jakhal Hall- 
way by the North We8t(‘rn Railway. Should any of the; ])erniaii(‘nt works suen 
as bridges stations buildings or other works upon the Ludhiana-Dliuri-./akhal 
Railway fail from causes bt^yond the control of the North Western Railway or 
should any extraordinary casualty occur the cast^ must b(». regarded as (excep- 
tional and the cost of construction or replacement iniisf be (‘hargcnl to Capital 
or Revenue or divided between them as may be- dt'em(‘d by the. Secretary of 
State proper according to the circumstances of the (5as(i. 

11. All subsequent works and alterations chargeable to Capital and which 
may from time to time be agreed upon between the North Western Railway and 
the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars as necessary for the efficient workijig of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway shall be carried out by the Nortli W(^stt‘rn Rail- 
way at the expense of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 

12. The Secretary of State may from time to tinui by notice in writing requiit*, 
the carrying out of any alteration or improvement in the Ludhiana-DJuiri-Jakhal 
Railway or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the safety 
of passcng(irs or for the saJety of tin' ]>ublic or for the effi'ctual working of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. Such notice shall sp(‘cify the alteration im- 
piovement or addition required and shall also in general terms describe the works 
to be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration improvement or 
addition. 

Kh Any moneys required by the North Western Railway for any purpose 
}»ioj)erly chargeable to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars in connection with 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and sanctioned under Clause 10 or 11 or 
icc^uired by the Secretary of State under (lause 12 shall be j)rovided by the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars according to such arrangements as shall from time to 
lime be mad(* between the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars and the Secretary 
of State. The incidence of the cost of all works to be constructed shall be agreed 
uf»on before the work is commenced. 

14. The area of land required for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway whether 
during or after constiuction shall be provided frt'c of cost by the Secretary of 
State in the case of British territory and by the Native States conccinnd in the 
case of land lying in Native States’ territory. The North Western Railway shall 
nccupy such land during the period of this ogreem<*nt but for purposes in connec- 
tion with the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway the North Western Railway shah 
not acquire either absolutely or for any limited estate any laiid situate in Maler 
Kotla, Jhind and Patiala territory or any rights or casements in i^er or in 
respect of any land so situate. The expression “ land ” includes as regards the 
operation of this clause buildings lands and all other hereditaments of whatever 
description. 

15. Duriiig the continuance of this agreement the North Western Railway 
shall have entire contiol of the traffic working of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Rail- 
way shall supply all staffi required for the supervision and working including that 
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for audit and accounts and shall supply all locomotives and other rolling-stock 
fuel and working stores required for the efficient working of the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway. 

16. The North Western Railway shall maintain and keep the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway together with the plant and machinery and equipment in good 
repair ajid good working condition to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State. 

17. The North Western Railway shall cause to be run on the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway so many trains at such times at such rates of speed between such 
places and with such conveniences and accommodations as the traffic shall from 
time to time require after duly considering any recommendations or suggestions 
from the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 

18. The North Western Railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
stations upon tin*, line of tlu* Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway to all such stations 
upon other lines of railway as the North West(^rn Railway now or shall from time 
to time interchange traffic with and shall otherwise extcmd to th(‘ traffic on the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway all privileg(‘s facilitii^s and booking arrangements 
now or hereafter used or <mjoy(Kl by the North Westcirn Railway in connection 
wit h other lines of Railway. 

19. The North Western Railway shall charge such rates fares and tolls and 
shall make such rules conditions and arrangements in res|)ect of the traffic on 
the said Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway as ar<‘ now in force or shall be from 
time; to time within the. ])owers of tin; IVlajiager North West(;rn Railway to intro- 
duce on the North W(;st.ern Railway. Construction and revenue^ stores required 
eith(;r for the North Wetstern Railway or any lines for the time being worked by 
the North We8t<;rn Railway or for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway shall 
be carried ov(;r the lines of th(‘ “ Aiiuilgamated Undertaking at the rates and 
und(;r tlie conditions in force for the time; being oji the North Wi'stern Railway. 

20. All services which on the; Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway the Secretary 
of State; or the; Male*r Ke)tla and Jliinel Darbars shall require the* North We'steu’Ji

any public stores whatever inclusive of stores for any other State Railway shall 
be performed by the North Western iiailway on the same general conditions and 
at the same rates and under the same conditions as may for the time being 
be generally in force on the North Western Railway. 

21 (o). The North Western Railway shall record and keep in proper books 
full and partioulai* accounts of all its transactions and corresj)ondence in any way

(/)’'The value of any land originally debited to the Capital Account of which 
the North Western Railway shall have been allowed to take possession 
for the purposes of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and which 
shall have been subsequently relinquished.

Every R(ivenue Account shall be (‘onsidered as settled at the 
ex[)irati()ii of thn'c cahmdar months after tin; same shall have been sulnnitt-ed 
to the Mahu* Kotla and Jhiml Darbars but nevertheless any error which may 
subsecpientlv be discovered th<;rein shall be corrected in the then next Revenue 
Account, or in any subsequent Revenue Account or Accounts. 

27. All costs charges and expenses incurred by tin; North Western Railway 
in connection with the maintenance management use and working of the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and the conveyance of tralfic thereon irjclusive of the use 
and ke(*]) of rolling-stock with plant and machinery of the electric telegraj)!) of 
the accounts and audit of police of legal ex[)enses and of the compensation for 
loss or damag<' incurred through accidents or under Clause U) properly chargeable to 
Revenue Account shall be paid by the North Western Railway and in each half- 
year there shall be deducted from the gross receipts of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal 
Railway fifty-five ]jer cent, of such gross receipts and the balance after making 
the said deduction shall be paid over to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 

28. In case any question shall arise whether any expenditure incurred for 
purposes of the “ Amalgamated Undertaking ” is to be treated in the whole or 
in part as a charge incurred on (Capital Account or how the same is to be dealt 
with tne question shall be determined on the general principle that Capital is to 
bear the cost of new works of additional plant and machinery and of substantial 
improvements of and additions to old works plant and machinery including the 
cost of any temporary new work the construction of which is requisite for the 
construction of a work properly chargeable to Capital and that subject to the

Railway shall in accordance with the rules in force for the time, being on State 
Jiailways at all times furnish the Secretary of State witli such fre(‘ passes over 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway or any parts thereof as he shall require for 
])ersons tmiployed by him in or about or in connection with the construction main- 
tenance working or inspection of the electric telegraphs mentioned in this clause 
or any building machinery works or appliances appertaining ther(?to. 

30. The Secretary of State shall from time to time allow tin? North Western 
Railway to have the exclusive use of any such electric telegraphs and t(*Iegraphic 
appliances as he shall from time to time consider })roper to b(‘ used by the North 
Western Railway for the purpose of safely or efficiently working the Ludhiana. 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway or any part or parts thereof. The Secretary of State sh.'.ll 
maintain and keep in good repair and in good working condition the electric tele- 
graphs and telegraphic appliances of which the North Western Railway shall lor 
the time being be allowed to have the use. 

31. The North Western Railway shall from time to time upon demand by 
the Telegraph Department of the Secretary of State transfer to the credit of that 
Department the amount which shall from time to time be due for rent maintenance 
and inspection of the electric telegraphs and telegraphic ap})liances of which the 
SecretaTy of State shall from time to time under the last preceding clause liavo 
allowed to the North Western Railway the exclusive use such charges being cal- 
culated according to the rules for the time being in force for State Railway tele- 
graphs. 
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32. The North Western Railway shall in relation to any electric telegraph 
or telegraphic apf)liances of which under Clause 30 of this agreement it shall for 
the time being be allowed to have the use observe the rules applicable to telegraphs 
and telegraphic appliances which shall for the time being be in force in the case 
of State Railway telegraphs. 

33. All corrcs2)ondence connected with the construction maintenance and 
working of the Liidhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway under any of the clauses of this 
agreement shall so far as the questions affecting principles and important matters 
are concerned be (inducted between the Manager North Western Railway for 
the time being and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars through the medium

36. Upon the determination of this agreement under either of the two Clauses 
5 or 35 or by ciltluxion of time the North Western Railway shall give to the Maler 
Kotla and ,lhind Darbars possession of the Irndhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway in 
good working and eJlicient order together with the land plant machinery and 
equipment Ixdonging thereto and all stores in hand or in course of delivery on 
the day of the determination of the contract and all plans books survey sections 
printings writings and documents whatsoever in any wise connected with the 
Ludhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Railway and all other property (if any) belonging or 
appertaining thereto and shall pay to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars all 
moneys in the possession of the North Western Railway on account of the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. And after such possession shall have been given and 
after all moneys which under this agreement shall have become payable to the 
Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall have been duly paid the Maler Kotla and 
Jhind Darbars shall be bound to indemnify the North Western Railway its pro- 
perty and effects against all such debts and liabilities (if any) as it may have 
incurred on behalf oi' >he Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and which shall be then 
subsisting. 
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37. Upon the determination of this agreement the working stores appertain- 
ing to the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway which may have been provided by 
the North Western Railway shall if the North Western Railway so desire be taken 
over by the Maler Kotla and Jhiiid Darbars at a valuation to be determined by 
mutual agreement or if necessary by arbitration. 

38. In the event of any difference of opinion arising upon any of the terms 
of this agreement between the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars and the North 
Western Railway the matter shall be referred through the Punjab Government 
to the Government of India whose decision shall be final and binding on all 
parties.

Comtrnction, 

1. The Durbar railway shall be a single line of the 5 feet 6 inches gauge lying 
betw(‘en the dist.ant signal on tln^ Panif>at side of the new station constructed by 
the Southern Punjab Railway Company, Limited at the City of Jind and the fron- 
tier of Jind State territory, and shall as r(*gards permanent way, station accom- 
modation and other works, their situation and dimensions, and general structural 
character, be constructed with all n^asonable despatch and made ready and fit 
for opening for public traffic, by the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company, 
Limited on behalf of the Secretary of State on a route to be determined by him, 
according to plans and specifications to be approved by him and, in all respects, 
to his satisfaction. 

Land, 

2. The area of land required in Jind State territory for the Durbar railway, 
whether during or after construction, shall be provided free of cost to the Delhi-

of State by the Jind Durbar. Tf any qiu^stion shall arise as to the ajjportionraent 
of any expenses incurred in reflation to the New railway as a whole or to any part 
th(*Tcof lying either within British territory or within the Jind State territory 
whether in respect of the original construction thereof or otherwise, such question 
shall be decided by the Secretary of State whose decision shall bo final. 

4. The Durbar agrocis that the section of the Jind-Panipat railway from the 
station of the Dolhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited at Panipat to the 
frontier of Jind State territory up to the Durbar railway shall be constructed by the 
D(dl\i-TTmballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited from the funds suj)plied by the 
Dellii-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited and that the section from the 
distant signal on the Panipat side of the rJind City station newly constmeted by 
the Southern Punjab Railway Company to the Jind JuneJ-ion station of the Southern 
Pimjab Railway Company Jjimitod shall bti constructed, W’orked and maintained 
by the North Western Railway solely as a line and station of the Southern 
Pimjab Railway (^omjiaiiy Limited (wliich shall provide the capital necessary) 
with running powers over that section for the coaching traffic of the New railway. 

5. The Durbar shall supjJy to the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company 
Limit(*d on btdialf of the Secretary of State the funds required for building a Loco- 
motive yard and the consequent necessary staff quarters {including watering ar- 
rangcjmenfcs) at the newly constructed station at the City of Jind. 

Paymmt of Interest out of Capital. 

G. The Durbar shall not be allowed any intcirest for the capital provided by it 
during the period of the construction of the Durbar railway. 

Telegraphs. 

7. The Durbar agrees to the Secretary of State constructing from time to 
time such electric telegraj)hs, telephones, and telegraphic appliances as he shall 
think fit along or upon the Durbar railway, or any part or parts thereof, or any 
lands or works belonging thereto and maintaining and working the said electric 
telegraphs, telephones, and telegraphic appliances as he shall think fit, and erecU 
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ing, maintaining, making, doing, executing on the Durbar railway or on any 
lands or works belonging thereto all such buildings, machinery, works, acts, and 
things as he shall consider necessary or proper in relation to tlui construction, 
maint<inance, use and working of the said electric telegraphs, telephoiu^s and 
telegraphic appliances. The Secretary of State shall be exclusively entitled to the 
possession of all buildings, machinery, works and apj)liances erected or brought 
by him under the powers conferred on him by this clause on the Durbar railway 
or on any land or works belonging thereto. 

Police. 

8. The Durbar shall provide and maintain, at the exclusive cost of the Durbar 
such a force of Durbar police as, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, shall, 
from time to time, be required for the protection of so much of the Durbar railway 
as sljall for the time being be under construction. The cost of providing and 
maintaining such police shall be taken to b(i as from time to time sanctioned by 
the Secretary of State and shall from time to time be j^aid from the capital funds 
of the Durbar railway. 

Handing over railway to Secretary of State and Working thereof. 

9. The Secretary of Stat.^ shall be the sole judge as to the standard of construc- 
tion and maintenance required on the Durbar railway and when an inspecting 
officer of Government shall have ccTtificd that the railway has been constru(;tcd 
in accordance with the provisions hciein contained and is ready and fit for th(‘ 
conveyances of passengers and goods a specification shall be prepared describing 
in detail the nature and quality of the Durbar railway and the works thcrc^on and 
setting out also the accounts showing the amount of capital money expenfli'd. 
After the specification and accounts have been approviul by him, thci Secretary of 
State shall open the Durbar railway for public traffic and, until the determination 
of this agreement, work and maint-ain the same through the agency of tin* East 
Indian Railway Company or through the agency of some other railway company 
to be selected by him or through State agency on the terms and subject to the 
provisions hereinafter expressed. 

Accounts to be kept by the Secretary of Stale. 

10. The Secretary of State sliall keep a separate Capital account showing 
the amount of capital money expended in respect of the Durbar railway including 
the Locomotive yard at Jind City Station. 

In the Capital accounts shall also be entered all such ot the expenditure and 
receipts by or on behalf of the Secretary of State in respect of the general under- 
taking contemplated by these presents as are properly attributable tc) Capital. In 
any case wherci any question may or might arise as to whether any expenditure 
in connection with the Durbar railway is to be treated in whole or in part as a charge 
on Capital or how the same is to be dealt with the question shall be determined 
jn accord ^noe with the general principles obtaining on Indian State railways. 
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The Secretary of State shall also keep or cause to be kept a distinct and separate 
account of the gross receipts derived from the working of the Durbar railway or 
of such part or parts thereof as shall for th(‘ time being be open for public traffic. 
Such accounts shall be made up yearly up to the 31st day of March in each year 
and a summary th(‘re,of shall Ix^ nuiderixl to the Durbar, within three calendar 
months tlierefrom. The Secretary of State shall also cause to Ix^ kept such subsid- 
iary accounts and vouchers as shall be ])ro]X'‘,r and sufficifuit for tlie preparation 
and v<Tirieation cf th(' accounts aforesaid, which shall be open at all reasonable 
times to inspection by Durbar. Every summary of account with respect to 
which, or to th(‘ accounts on whi(di it is based, no writt(‘n requisition for verific- 
ation shall have beeji d(‘liv(‘red to t.lie Secretary of State within three calendar 
months after the reccij)!. by the Durbar of the said surnnuiry, shall be deemed to 
be conelusiv(*ly setth'd between, and shall ]x‘ binding upon, the parties, except 
that if and wlnmever any error shall b(‘ discovered in any summary or acciount 
such error shall bo rectified and .allowcxl for in the aeeoiiiit, for the year in which 
the error shall be discovered or for any subsecpuint year. 

Afpl/imlion of receipts. 

1], The Secretary of Sbatci shall work the Durbar railway either through the 
agency of the East Indian llailway Company or through the agency of some other 
railway company seh^cted by him or through State agency for 48 p.c. of the gross 
earnings of tin* Nciw railway wliich percentage shall be r(‘ceived by tlui Secretary 
of State in full satisfaction and r(ununerat/ion for the use of all nec{‘ssary rolling 
stock and rnaclimcuy (other than fixed machinery) and for working, managing 
and (exce])t as lierein oth(uwise provided) fully and efficiently maintaining 
renewiiig and upholding th(i Durbar railway and railway stations and works there- 
on and a])purt(‘.nant th(*r(ito, 

12. The n<‘t earnings of the New railway, that is, the earnings which remain 
after nu'cting the working agency’s charges, shall be divided between the Secretary 
of State on behalf of the l)<‘lhi-lTmballa-Ka.lka Railway (Vnnpany Limited and the 
Durbar in the following f)roporti<m (.subject to the dediuition of any money that 
may b<‘ payable by tin' Durbar t-o tin' Secretary of State in respect of the Durbar 
railway), e/r., the fraction which shall bear to unity the same proportion as the 
oa}>ita.l (expenditure, on the portion (d tin* railway lying within British territory 
shall bear to the capital ('Xp(‘nditure on the whoh' of the New railway, shall be paid 
to the Secri'tary of Stat e on behalf of the D<dhidTTnballa-Kalka Railway roin[)any 
Limit'd and the balance shall be paid to the Durbar. The cost of land and the 
expendit ure on junction works at Panipat and Jind City respectively, other than 
the exp('nditur<* <»n the Locomotive yard at .find (-ity and the consequent neces- 
sary staff quarters (including watering arrangements) shall not be reckoned as 
part of the said capital ex])enditure. 

Mainter«ince hy the Durbar. 

13. For a period of tw(dvo calendar months after the date of the opening of 
the Durbar railway or any ])art thereof for ]>ublic traOic the Durbar railway or 
^he ])art so opened shall be maintained and kept in good rei>air and good order and 
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condition to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State at the cost exclusively of 
the Durbar. 

Alterations, Improvements and Additions, 

14. The Secretary of State may from time to time give notice in writing to 
the Durbar siJecifying in detail, any reasonable alteration, improvement or ad- 
dition which may in his opinion be reepured to be made in or to any part of the 
Durbar railway or any of the stations and wtirks thereof other than petty works 
not exceeding in cost Ks. 1,000 belonging thereto, either for the safety of passen- 
gers or of tlie public or for meeting the devedopment of trailic on the Durbar rail- 
way or for the effectual working of the same or otherwise. Such notice sliall also 
in general terms describe the works to bii executed for the purpose of elTecting 
the same and state approximately the amount whhdi sucJi works are expected to 
cost. On receiving any notice under this section, the Durbar slialJ, with all 
reasonable speed, provide the Secretary of State with all money recpiircd for the 
execution and cojiipletion thereof, in accordance with the terms herein contained 
for the provision of funds by the Durbar. 

Rates and Fares and Tolls. 

15. The rates and fares for the carriage of goods and passengers and tolls uvel* 
the Durbar railway shall be such as may from tiine to time be agreeil u])ou bet- 
W(ien the Secretary of State and the working agency lor the time being, such fares 
and rates being not greater than the maximum nor less than the minimum rates 
and fares in force from time to time on the main line of the working agency. 

1(). The Durbar shall accej)t such terms, and conditions as the Secretary of 
State may, from tinnj to time, consider it necessary to impose in ijoniu'ction with 
the routing and rating of competitive trailic to and from Jind Junction, Jind 
City or any other station of the Jind-Panipat railway. 

Miscellaneous, 

17. The Durbar shall accept such terms and conditiojm as the Secretary of 
State may, from time to time, consider it necessary to impose for the joint use 
of .Jind City Station, for the working of the Jind City-Jind .Junction section, or 
for the exercise by tlie New railway of running powers over the Jind City-Jind 
J unction section. 

18. The Secretary of State shall be responsible for all accidents and for loss 
and damage of every kind (including tdaims for lost or damaged goods) that sliall 
occur upon the l^urbar railway, except accidents, loss or damage caused by any 
extraordinary casualty not due to defects in the construction or the maintenance 
or the working of the Durbar railway by the Secretary of State. In the event 
of any of the jiermanent works such as bridges, stations, buildings or other works 
U])on the .Durbar railway being damaged from causes lieyond the control of the 
Secretary of State or in the event of any extraordinary casualty occurring such 
damage or casualty shall be deemed to be exceptional and the cost of any construc- 
tion or replacement necessitated thereby shall be charged to Capital or llcvenuQ 
or divided between them as may be deemed by the Secretary of State proper 
according to the circumstances of the case. 
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19. No claim shall be made upon the Secretary of State by the Durbar for 
coirif)cnsation in respect of the prejudicial effect upon the Durbar railway or the 
profits thereof of any Act of the Indian Legislature of general applicability for 
the time being in force and the Durbar shall bo subject to the provisions of every 
such Act. 

20. Any notice, determination, decision or other direction to be given or signi- 
fied on the part of the Secretary of State for any of the purposes of or in relation 
to tln‘se presents shall bo suflieient and binding if in writing signed by the Secretary 
of State or one of his Linder Secretaries, or by a Secretary of the Governnieut 
of India or by any other officer or servant authorised to act on behalf of the Secre- 
tary of State. 

21. In any case not herein ex])re88ly provided for, the Durbar shall indemnify 
the Secretary of State against any pecuniary liability which he may incur in res- 
pect of the construction, or improvement of the Durbar railway or the mainten- 
anc^e or working thereof, under tliesc presents. 

22. The Secretary of State agrees that a special train or trains for the use of 
the Durbar shall be run over the New railway or a part thereof free of cost up to 
a total distaiK'.e of 87 miles in any one year and in addition the saloon of Jlis High- 
nt'ss the Maharaja of Jind shall be hauled at all times when required free of cost 
over the New railway. 

2d. This Indenture shall take effect as if it has been dated and came into force 
on the Ist day of October 1915 and shall remain in force, subject to any revision 
from time to tiim*. agreed upon between the ]»artics hereto, until it is determined 
by either party giving to the other twelve calendar months 2 >revious notice in 
writing of his or their intention to determine the same.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council aod the 
JiND Darbah for the provision by the North Western Kailway Adminis- 
tration of a Masonry Tank at Sanouur Station for the reception and storage 
of Liquid Fuel Oil in bulk by the Jind State, — 1928. 

Memorandum of Agreement made this fourteenth day of February 1928, 
between the S(;(jretary of State for India in Council, through the Agent, North 
Western Railway (hereinafter (jailed the Administration) of the one part and the 
Jind Durbar (hereinafter called the Licensees) of the other 2 )art whereby it is 
agreed as follows : — 

1. The Licensees shall have the use of the piece of land at Sangrur Railway 

Station measuring 1680 sq. ft. and colourcid pink in i)lan No. 90/1924 
FZR attached,* for the jmrpose of maintaining thereon a masonry 
tank which has sinc.e been constrmjted by the Railway Adminis- 
tration at the cost of the Licens(MJS for the re(;e 2 )tion and storage 
of li(|uid fuel oil (having a flash point at or about lOU ft.) in bulk 
subject to such rules, regulations and by-laws as may from time t() 
time be made by or on behalf of th(‘ Administration or by or on 
behalf of any local authority in relation to the transport discharge 
and storage of liejuid fuel oil and subj(ict to the condition iiercinaftcr 
contained. 

2. The Licensees sliall not transfer or sub-let the ])rivileges in Clause 1 

Jiercin mentioned without the consent in writing of the said Agent. 

3. The Licensees shall, in particular, strictly observe the following rules 

(i) That no discharging of oil takes place between suns('.t and sunrise. 

(ii) That no smoking is allowed, or lights permitted in the vicinity 

during discharging operations. 

4. The Licensees shall have the use of the Railway siding adjacent to th(;ir 

masonry tank for unloading liquid fuel oil and tlie following charges 
will be made by the Railway for the use of this siding for ]>lacing 
and removing every wagon whether loaded or empty in either 
direction : — 

(i) Per four wheeled wagon Re. one. 

(ii) Per six wheeled wagon Rs. one and annas eight 

(iii) Per eight wheeled wagon Rs. two. 

6. The Licensees shall not use the siding or cause or j)ermit the sanu; to 
be used, for any purpose whatsoever other than that indicuited in 
Clause 4 above. The Licensees shall make their own arrangements 
for emptying wagons. 


Not tepruduoed- 
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6. {a) The Li(umsees ffhall, during the continuance of this agreement, 

observe and compfy with all rules, regulations, or orders regulating 
or relating to the trans 2 >ort, storage or other treatment of liquid 
fuel oil, made by the Government of India, or any local Govern- 
ment, and for the time being in force. 

(b) The Licensees shall during the continuance of this agreement observe 
and com 2 )ly with all rules, regulations and bye-laws rtigulating the 
trans})ort, storage or other tr(;atment of liquid fuel oil made by the 
Local Municij)ality or other Local Authority within the local limits 
of whose jurisdiction the whole or any part of the siding is situated 
and for the time being in force, or at any time required by such 
Municipality or other authority to be observed. 

(fl) The rules, regulations, orders and bye-laws S2)ecilied in sub-clause 
(a) and sub-clause ( 6 ) of this clause shall be observed and com])lied 
with by the Liccuisees whether the same are by the enactmentE> 
undeT wliich they are made to be ol)serv(‘d and c.om2)lied with by 
the. Agimt as the owner of the siding and the carri(;rs of the oil or 
by the Jiicensees as the lessees of the siding and owners of the oil, 

(d) In the (Jvcuit of the Licensees or otluir agents or servants committing 
any breach of any of the saiil rules, regulations, orders or bye-laws, 
as aforesaid, or (causing or permittifig any sucJi breach and of any 
p(‘nalty, Ixung imposed or proc(‘edings taken by reason or in resp(‘ct 
of any such breach, the Li(*ense(‘s shall forthwith indemnify the 
Ag(‘nt- in res^icc^t of sucli ])enalty so incurred and of the cx 2 )enses 
of any such j)ro(;eedings so taken and of all ex])enses in any way 
relating thenito or connected therewith. 

7, No sale of liquid fuel oil shall take j)laco at the depot within Railway 

limits. 

8. The Licensees, their agents and servants, shall during the continuance 

of tliis agn'ement, tibserve afid (^omjdy with all rules, regulations, 
oye-iaws aiid orders made under the Imlian Railways Act or in 
])ursuance of any of the jn-ovisions thereof for the time being in 
force, or ^n’Cscribed by the Agent regulating or in any way relating 
(o the use ana managemimt or working of the said siding. 

9, The said 2 )rivih'ges in clause 1 herein mentioned are granted on the 

express understanding that either ])arty may be at liberty to deter- 
miiK' this lic(uis(j by giving to the other of them at any time three 
calendar months’ notice in writing and such privileges may be so 
determined by the Administration without any claim for eomi)cn- 
sation whatever on the i)art of the Litie.nsees and on the expiration 
of such notice the Licensees shall discontinue to use and shall yield 
Uj) to the Administration th(j said land together with all such tanks, 
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buildings, works and conveniencos of the Licensees thereon as the 
Administration shall elect to purchase as hereinafter mentioned. 

Upon such notice of determination being given as aforesaid the Licensees 
shall have the option of offering for sale to the Administration all 
or any of the tanks, buildings, works and conveniences of tlie Licen- 
sees upon the said land at a price equal to the actual cost of con- 
struction thereof less a reasonable amount for dei)reciation as may 
bo mutually agreed upon. 

Such of the said tanks, buildings, works and conveniences as the Licen- 
sees shall not offer to sell to the Administration or the Administration 
shall not elect to purchase shall be j)ulled down and removed from 
the said land by the Licensees at the Licensees’ own ex 2 )ense within 
two calendar months after the determination of this license and 
th(^ Licensees shall within the i)eriod last aforesaid at the iiicensees’ 
own expense restore to its former condition the land forming the 
sitiJ thereof, and if default shall be made herein the Administration 
may after the expiry of the said period carry out so iiiucli of the 
j)ulliug down, removal and restoration as the LicHUisees shall fail 
to complete, and may sell any materials and things so removed to 
recover expenses incurred therein and the balance if any shall be 
})aid by the Licensees to the Administration on demand. The 
Licensees shall have no claim whatsoever in this respect and shall 
only be entitled to the sale proceeds less all expenses incurred by 
the Administration incidental to the pulling down or removal of 
such material or to the sale thereof. 

10. The Licensees shall also hold the Agent harmless and indemnified 

from and against all losses and damages, cost, chargtjs and expenses 
claims and demands whatsoever to which the North Western llailway 
may become subject or liable, eitiier in res 2 )ect of their own x>roperty 
or of the X)roj)erty belonging to third x^tirties in the custody of the 
Agent and occasioned by the exi)losion, burning or h*akage of the 
Jdcense,es’ oil before removal from tJio siding and shall make full 
comxJeusation to the Agent for all losses or damage sustained by 
him, or for which he may be liable as aforesaid. 

11. All letters, notices, demands and other communications intendcid for 

the Licensees shall be addressed and delivert^d to the Political Sec- 
retary, Jind State, and for all legal x>ur|>OHes whatsoever such letters 
and notices, etc., shall be deemed to have been validly and effectively 
delivered to the Licensees. 

12. The free time allowed to the Licensees on wagons, and the demurrage 

charges leviable will be governed by the rules issued from time to 
time in Goods Tariff Book of the Kailway Administration. 

13. The Licensees will be held responsible for any damages which the 

wagons may sustain during the period they remain under their 

oharge.

Tkanslation of a Sanad regarding possession of territory granted to the Kajah 
OF Nabha by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, dated 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the sun of the everlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this country of India, the acts of loyalty and devotion to Gov- 
ernment of Farzand-Arjumand-i-Akidat Paiwand-i-Daulat-i-Jnglisia Barar-bans, 
Sirmor Raja Bharpur Singh Malwindar Bahadur and Raja J as want Singh Sahib 
grandfather of the said Raja Sahib were in former times fully conspicuous, partic- 
ularly in the year 1857, A.D., during the days of the insurrection and mutiny 
of wretched persons when the Raja Sahib Bahadur rendered and displayed worthy 
and conspicuous services which surpassed hjs previous achievement. There- 
fore, in recognition of such approved services, the powerful British Government, 
by way of Royal favour and kindness, has conferred on the Raja Sahib Malwindar 
Bahadur some territory and additional title for generation after generation and 
descendant after descendant. The Raja Sahib Bahadur has applied for a renewal 
of the Sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well ae that granted to him by 
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the powerful Govcrnruent. In view of this His Excellency the Viceroy and Gover- 
nor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of the present Sanad by way of 
treaty with the conditions entered below as a memorable document : — 

Clause 1. 

According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the Kaja Sahib Bahadur and 
his successors will, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with peace 
of mind^and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over his an- 
cestral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Govern- 
ment and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in 
recognition of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights, 
internal and external. All j)owers great and small, administrative and criminal 
and in respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain perma- 
nently vested in the power and control of the Haja Bahib Malwindar Bahadur 
and his successors generation after generation and descendant after descendant 
in present and in future for ever and in perj)etuit-y ; and (his) brothers, Zaildars, 
Ohaharumians (persons entitled to a fourth shares), feudatoricjs, Jagirdars and 
dependants will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands of the 
liaja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 


Clause II. 

J^he ])owerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on ac* 
count of mzarandy land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, comj^ensa- 
tion on account of troops, <jtc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or 
future, from the Kaja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur, his successors, dependants, 
brothers, Zaildars, Jagirdars, Ohaharumians or feudatories except as provided 
in Clause III. 


Clause 111, 

.Vs an additional Koyal Favour and having regard to the loyalty and devo* 
tioji of the Kaja Sahib Bahadur the powerful Government desires that this terri- 
tory should always remain under the sovereignty of this family. Therefore, the 
power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Kaja Sahib and his successors 
so that in case there is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purpose of perpet- 
uating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own choice 
from among the descendants of the Phulkian family. The powerful Government 
cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also grants per- 
mission that in case, may God forbid, the Kaja on the masnad should suddenly 
die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, the Maharaja 
Sahib of Patiala and the Kaja Sahib of Jind in concert with the Commissioner 
Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phulkian family and place 
h,m on the masnad. In that case nazarana to the extent of one-third of the Income 
of the (State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British Government 
by the Nabha State. 
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Clause IV. 

Formerly regarding the infliction of ca])ital punishment, etc., a reference to 
the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur used to bo made. Now this })ractice has been 
stopped, and in future full authority for inflicting capital punislirnojit, etc., in Ids 
own territory according to the old (‘ustom is granted in ])orf>etiiity to Raja Sahib 
Malwindar Bahadur and liis successors. Similarly with rc'gard to punishing 
subjects of the powerful British Government committing crime and apprehended 
in the territory of the Nabha State. The Raja Sahib Bahadur and his suc- 
cessors ar(i granted pow<*r in accordance with the ])rovisions of the dcspatcli No. 
3, dated Jst June 1836, from the llon’ble (Vurt of Directors at the Caj)ital, 
London. The Raja Sahib Bahadur will exert, himself by every possible means 
in ])romoting the welfare of his people and the ha]>pim‘ss of his subjects and re- 
dressing the grievances of the oppressed and injured in the proper way. He 
will ]»revent in his territory female infanticide, t^afi and slavery, which arc 
opposed to the prinenph's of justice and equity towards the, peoi)le. In the 
event of any person at any time <*ommitting the above-Tnentioned prohibit ed c, rimes 
without the knowledge* of tln^ ollic.ials of tlie Raja Sahib Bahadur, the latter will 
inflict deternmt punishment on him. 


Clause V. 

The Raja Sahib and his successors will never fail in th(‘ir faithful and devoted 
obedience to the Em])ress, Queen of England, and hor .successor,*', 

Glause VT. 

If at any time any ho.stile troops with mischievous intention should ay)})ear 
in his neighbourhood from any sid<* or diree-tion the Raja Sahib Bahadur will along 
with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operat e wdth the English in repeBirig; 
them in accordance with ])a.st practice. He will exert himself, to the utmo.st of 
his resources, in y)roviding su})plies, grains, etc., and transport according to the 
requisitions of British officers. 

Clause VII. 

Complaints against the Raja Sahib from his subjects, Muafidars, Jaigirdare, 
dependants, brothers and s<‘rvants, etc., will on no account be listened to by the 
powerful British Government. 

Clause VIIT. 

With regard to internal management and the affairs of brothers, house-hold 
and relatives, the rnles and arrangements made by the Raja Sahib Malwindar 
Bahadur will always bo resj)ected and not interfered with by the powerful British 
Government. 

Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repairs of roads in his territory the 
Raja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur will, in accordance with the written communica- 
tjou of the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange from his own territory, through 
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kardars and officials of Parganas, according to former custom, for the materials 
required, on payitient ; and at the time of the construction of a rail-road or otlier 
roads, the llaja Saliih Bahadur will concede, free of charge, land that comes under 
the roads in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road. 

Clause X. 

The llaja Saliib Malwindnr Bahadur will always pursue the course of obedience 
and loyalty to tlie })owerful Government who will likewise continue to uphold 
his lion our, respect, rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

Whereas the devotion and loyalty of the Rajah of Nabha and of his ancestor, 
Rajah Juswant Singh, have always been consi^icuous since the establishment of 
p British supremacy in India, Ilis Excel lenc.y the 

Viceroy and Governor-General, being desirous of 
marking his high appreciation of these qualities, has been pleased to bestow upon 
the Rajah portions of Pergunnahs Kunoudh and Boodwanah, of the district of 
Jhujjur, containing forty-two (42) villager, according to a vernacular list annexed*, 
assessed at a yearly revenue of forty-seven thousand five hundred and twenty- 
five (Rs. 47,r)25), and to accept from the Rajah a nuzzuranah of nine lakhs fifty 
thousand and five hundred (Rs. 9,50,500). It is accordingly ordained as follows 

Article 1 . 

The territories above-mentioned are conferred upon the Rajah of Nabha and 
his heirs for ever. 


Article 2. 

The Rajah and his successors will exercise the same rights, privileges and pre- 
rogatives in these newly-acquired territories as he at present en joys in his ances- 
tral possessions, according to the terms of the Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, and 
signed by His Excellency Earl Canning, Viceroy and Governor-G(‘neral of India. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah and his successors will continue to maintain the same loyal relations 
with the British Government, and to fulfil the same obligations with regard t(» 
this newly-acquired territory, as were imposed on him by the terms of the Sunnud, 
dated 6th May 1860, relating to the Rajah’s ancestral jiossessions.

It is understood 
that this grant confers on the Rajah only the rights enjoyed by the former pro- 
prietors of the above zemindaree, and nothing more.

Whereas in accordance with the orders issued by the Chief Commissioner, 
Cis and Trans-Sutlej States in the year 1848, all sentences of death passed by the 
Kaja of Kapurthala were reierred to the Commissioner, Jullundur Division, for 
confirmation ; and 

Whereas in the year 1902, in consideration of the efficient administration of 
criminal justice in the Kapurthala State, His Highness the Raja (now Maharaja) 
was invested with unrestricted power to pass sentences of death upon his subjects 
on the following conditions, namely : — 

(1) thrt the power should apply only to subjects of the Kajmrthala State, 

(2) that, in the event of the Raja’s absence from the State, satisfactory 

arrangements should be made, with the approval of the Lieutenant 
Oovernor and, if necessary, with the sanction of the Covernnient of 
India, for the discharge of the responsible functions which will now 
be exercised by His Highness, 

(3) that the privilege, which was conferred in the assurance that the judicial 

system in the State was edicieDt and that the power of passing death 
sentences without restriction would not be abused, should be liable to 
revocation, if subsequent experience proved that assurance to have 
been not well founded ; 

And whereas, in view of the continued efficiency of the judicial system in the 
State and as a mark of confidence in His Highness’ loyalty and in recognition of 
his rank and position among the Ruling Princes and Chiefs in the Punjab, it has 
been decided to make the privilege permanent subject to the conditions herein- 
before mentioned ; 
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Therefore His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General is pleased, in token 
thereof, to grant this sanad to Lieutenant-Colonel His Highness Farzand-i-Dilband 
Rasikh-ul-Itikad Daulat-i-Inglishia, Raja-i-Rajagan, Maharaja Sir Jagatjit Singh, 
Bahadur, g.c.s.i., of Kapurthala and to his successors.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Futieh Singh of Nahun, dated 

21 st September 1 815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts, 
and thti whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment, wherefore, by order of the Governor-General, this Sunnud is granted to 
Rajah Futteh Singh conferring on him and his heirs for ever the lands of Sirmoor, 
with all the rights and appurtenances belonging thereto. 

The forts of Monnee and Juggutgurh, and Doonkyardah, and the districts 
of Jounsar and Banwar Moolakee have been disjoined from the Raja of Sirmoor, 
and taken into the possession of the British Government, and the forts of Khur- 
churee and Hunur, with the lands attached, on the west of the Kurree Nuddee, 
have been annexed to the Thakooraee of Keonthul, and the forts of Gh&t and 
Sulhur on the east of the Kurree Nuddee have been annexed to the Raj of Sirmoor. 

It is proper that Futteh Singh, being grateful to the British Government for 
its favour, should occupy the lands granted to him, and never at any time think 
of laying claim to the places above enumerated, which have been disjoined from 
Sirmoor, and annexed partly to the British territories, and partly to the Thakooraee 
of Keonthul. 

Further, he must not appoint a Dewan or Mutsuddees or do anything in the 
management of the Raj of Sirmoor without communicating and consulting with 
the officer who will be stationed there on the part of the British Government. He 
will conform to the above stipulations, and paying strict obedience to the British 
Government, he will, in the case of war, join, when required, the British troops 
with all his force, and do the part of a true ally. He will also make roads 12 feet 
broad throughout his territory 

If he shall fail in any of the above obligations ( which are again enumerated) 
or shall encroach on the possessions of others, he will fall under the displeasure 
of the British Government and will be dispossessed. He must consider this a valid 
instrument, and conforming to its conditions, take possession of the lands granted 
to him, and he must promote the welfare of his ryots and the extension of cultiva- 
tion, and distribute justice, and look to the security of the roads, and not exact 
more from the ryots than their engagements, and, in short, make all people happy 
and contented. 

The ryots on their part will be bound to consider Futteh Singh aforesaid as 
their rightful lord, and to obey him accordingly. 
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No. LXXIX. 

SuNNUD granted to Rajah Futteh Pbrqass of Nahun,— 1833. 

Whereas the Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council has been 
pleased to bestow on Futteh Pergass, Rajah of Nahun, and on his heirs and suc- 
cessors in perpetuity a grant of the lands, commonly called the Keardadoon, 
to form part of the Raj of Sirmooi ; Be it known unto all that the aforesaid lands, 
namely, those of Keardadoon, are given up to Futteh Pergass and his heirs and 
successors for ever under the following conditions : — 

1st . — That Futteh Pergass and those who follow him in possession shall respect 
the rights of the people, and administer justice with impartiality to all, of what- 
ever class or persuasion. 

2nd . — That the said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall levy no transit 
or customs duties on any species of merchandize which may 3 )ass through, or 
be exported from, or imported into, the aforesaid lands. 

Jrd.-™-That tlie said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall keep in repair 
the roads which at present exist in the aforesaid lands, and render such further 
assistance in constructing and rejiairing new roads as the British Government 
may at any future period, or from time to time, think proper to direct. 

4th . — That the said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall maintain a sufficient 
police, and erect towers at convenient distances for the protection of travellers 
and merchants passing through the aforesaid Keardadoon. 

5th . — That the said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall, at no time, or under 
any pretence, levy from his subjects dues or bounties or forced contributions of 
any sort, usually known by the name of Koomalee Nuzzuranah and the like, 
or any other fines or arbitrary exactions or impositions. 

Given under the. seal and signature of the Right Hon'ble the Governor-General tn 
Council, this fifth day of September 1833 A.D.

SuNNUD granted to Rajah Shamsher Parkash of Nahun, — 1872. 

Whereas in the Sunnud, bearing date the 21st September 1815, granted to 
Rajah Futteh Singh, of Nahun, conferring on him and his heirs for ever the land 
of Sirmoor, with all the rights and appurtenances belonging thereto a clause was 
inserted to the effect that Rajah Futteh Singh must not appoint a Dewan or Mut- 
suddees, or do anything in the management of the Raj of Sirnaoor without com- 
municating and consulting with the officer who will be stationed there on the 
part of the BritiBh Government ; and whereas Rajah Shamsher Parkash, the pre- 
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sent Chief of Nahun, has represented that such clause as aforesaid was only in- 
serted by reason of his ancestor Rajah Futteh Singh being, at the time of the grant 
of the Sunnud, a minor, a child of tender years, and that the restriction contained 
in such clause was removed by the Political Agent on Rajah Futteh Singh attain- 
ing his majority ; and furthc5r that no British officer is now stationed at Nahun, 
and has accordingly applied for the grant of a revised Sunnud from which the res- 
trictive clause abovementioned may be excluded ; His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General in Council, recognizing the reasonable grounds of Rajah 
Shamsher Parkash’s representation, has been pleased to cancel in the Sunnud, 
dated 21st Stjptember 1815, the following paragraph — Further, he must not ap- 
point a Dewan or Mutsuddees, or do anything in the management of tin* Raj 
of Sirmoor without communicating and consulting with the Officer who will be 
stationed there on the part of the British Government.”

Translation of a Sunnud from the Governor-General, granting the State 
of Mundee to Rajah Bulbeer Sein of Mundkk, dated 24th October 1846. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British and Sikh Governments, 
on 9th March 1840, the hill country has come into the possession of the Honor 
able Company ; and whereas Rajah Bulbeer Sein, Chief of Mundee, the highly 
dignified, evinced his sincere attachment and devotion to the British Government ; 
the State of Mundee, comprised within the same boundaries as at the commence- 
ment of the British occupation, together with full administrative powers within 
the same, is now granted by the British Government to him and the heirs male 
of his body by his Ranee, from generation to generation. On failure of such heirs, 
any other male heir who may be proved to the British Government to be next 
of kin to the Rajah, shall obtain the above State with administrative powers. 

Be it known to the Rajah, that the British Government shall be at liberty to 
remove any one from the Guddee of Mundee who may prove to be of worthless 
character and incapable of properly conducting the administration of his State, 
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and to appoint such other nearest heir of the Rajah to succeed him as may be 
capable of the administration of the State and entitled to succeed. The Rajah 
or any one as above described, who may succeed him, shall abide by the following 
terms entered in this Sunnud, viz . : — 

Isi . — The Rajah shall })ay annually into the treasury of Simla and Subathoo, 
one lakh of (Company's Rupees as nuzzuranah by two instalments, the first instal- 
ment on the Ist of .Jun(‘., corresponding with Jeth, and the second instalment on 
the Ist November, corresponding with Kartick.* 

2'nd. shall not levy tolls and duties on goods imported and exported, but 
shall consider it incumbent on him to protect bankers and traders within his State. 

3rd . — He shall construct roads within his territory not less than 12 feet in width, 
and keep them in repair. 

4th . — He shall i)ull down and level the Forts of Kumlagurh,| Anundpore, etc., 
and never attempt to rebuild them. 

5th , — On the breaking out of disturbances, he shall, together with his troops and 
hill-porters, whenever required, join the British army, and be ready to execute 
whatever orders may be issued to him by the British authorities and supply pro- 
visions according to his means. 

6th — He shall refer to the British Courts whatever dispute may arise between 
him and any other Chief. 

7th . — In regard to the duties on the iron and salt mines, etc., situated in the 
territory of Miindee, rules shall be laid down after consultation with the Super- 
intendent of the Hill States, and those rules shall not be departed from. 

8th . — The Rajah shall not alienate any portion of the lands of the said terri- 
tory without the knowledge and consent of the British Government, nor transfer 
it by way of mortgage. 

9th. -He shall so put a stop to the practices of slave-dealing, suttee, female 
infanticide, and the burning or drowning of lepers, which are opposed to British 
laws, that no one shall venture in future to revive them. 

[t behoves the Rajah not to encroach beyond the boundaries of his State on 
the territory of any other Chief, but to abide by the terms of this Sunnud and 
adopt such measures as may tend to the welfare of his people, the prosperity of 
his country, and the improvement of the soil, and ensure the administration of even- 
handed justice to the aggrieved, the restoration to the people of their just rights^ 
and the security of the roads. He shall not subjetJt his people to extortion, but 
keep them always contented. The subjects of the State of Mundee shall regard 
the Rajah and his successors as above described to be the sole propiietor of that 
territory, and never refuse to pay him the revenue due by them, but remain 'jbe- 
dient to him, and act up to his just orders. 

* The dates of payment have been altered to 16th July and I6th February. 

t The' condition regarding the Fort of Kumlagurh was afterwards modified and the Kajab 
was allowed to preserve the upper buildings of the principal height, which contain shrinies and 
temples ; but the buildings on the other heights, not close to the temples, and ospeciiilly the 
tombs, were to be destroyed.

iSanad granted to His Highness Raja Jogindar Sen, Bahadur, Raja of Mandj, 

—1922. 

Whereas in accordance with past practice sentences of death passed by the 
Ruler of the Mandi State have been referred for confirmation to the Political 
Agent for the State. 

And whereas His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General, having re- 
gard to the status and position of the Mandi State, has decided to remove this 
restriction on the powers of the Ruler. 

Subject to the condition that every person sentenced to death by or under 
the authority of the Ruler of the said State shall have the right to submit a peti- 
tion for mercy to His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General, and that 
wh(*n any such petition shall have been presented for transmission to His Excel- 
lency the execution of the sentence shall be stayed pending Flis Excellency’s deci- 
sion and that the Ruler of the said State shall carry out any advic^e receivcnl by 
him from His Excellency touching the said petition. 

Subject further to the condition that the restriction may be roimposed at 
any time should such reimposition be desirable in the opinion of His Exc.elleiicy 
the Viceroy and Governor-General. 

Now therefore this Sanad is granted in token of the removal of the existing 
restriction subject to the conditions aforesaid.

No. LXXXIV. 

Aokeement between the Secretary of State for India and His Highness 
the Raja of Mandi for the establishment of an electric power house in 
Mandi State, — 1926. 

An Agreement made the third day of March one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-five between the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter to- 
gether with his successors and assigns referred to as Government) of the one part 
and Lieutenant His Highness Raja Jogindar Sen Bahadur, Raja of Mandi (here- 
inafter called the Darbai) of the other part. 
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Whereas Government has under consideration a project for the supply of 
electric power to the Punjab commonly known as the Uhl River Hydro Electric 
Project in Mandi State, a description of which is contained in the report on the 
said project signed by Lt.-Col. B. C. Battye, R.E., on the tenth day of January 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-four, and whereas if and when such scheme 
is put into execution it will be necessary to establish a Head Works, Power House 
and connected works within the territory of Mandi State and whereas it is in- 
tended that the purposes for and the rates at which power shall be sold, disposed 
of or applied shall from time to time be decided by the management of the pro- 
ject appointed by Government. Now for the mutual benefit of Government and 
of the Darbar it is hereby agreed that if and so soon as Government shall finally 
decide to put into execution the said Hydro Electric Project, either as at present 
projected or with such changes or modifications as may hereafter be sanctioned 
by Government, but not in any other event, the following })rovi8ions shall come 
into force and be carried into effect that is to say : — 

1. In consideration of the benefits hereinafter described the Darbar shall 
give on lease to Government free of charge all land for permanent and temporary 
oceu})ation which may be requir(‘d for the purposes of the said j)roject, all the 
water of the Uhl River above the site of the proposed dam shown in the attached 
map* and all earth, lime or other building stone required for th(^ works herein- 
after referred to. Government will bear the cost of all expenses incurred by 
the Darbar for the re-establishm nt in suitable circumstances of any inhabitants 
who have to be removed from any land or houses for the piirposes of the scheme 
and for compensating any inhabitants not so removed in respect of damage to 
land or ])roperty sustained by reason of the scheme. Further in the case of land, 
temporarily occupied, Government will bear the cost of restoring such land to 
its original condition, or alternatively of paying the capitalised value of com- 
pensation and in the case of water at present used for irrigation or for driving 
flour mills Government will bear the cost of compensation for loss of such water 
when it occurs, at rates to be agreed upon. 

2. Government shall have the free use of water in one or more of the tribu- 
taries of the Rana River for purposes of temporary power development during 
the period of construction of the works herein mentioned and will pay full compen- 
sation for any loss caused by the diversion for temporary power development 
of any water at present used for irrigation or driving flour mills. 

3. The Darbar will grant a lease of ninetynine years of all the land and water 
rights other than temporary, required for the said project. The Darbar will 
retain full jurisdiction- and sovereign rights over such land and after the expira- 
tion of ninety-nine years the lease will be renewable by Government on such 
terms as may be agreed upon between the parties and any case in which mutual 
agreement is impossible shall be referred to arbitration as hereinafter provided. 

4. Excluding the tunnel, flumes and pipe-lines and haulageway which shall 
so far as possible not traverse culturable land Government will not require for

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permaneJit occupation more than forty acres of culturable land at the Head Works 
and not mole than thirty acres at the power station near Shanan for the first 
stage of the project and not more than a further seventy-five acres of culturable 
land for the second stage of the project. 

5. Should a iramwpy be built in connection with the project, as shown in 
the said rop(*rt or otherwise, the ordinary rules regarding the payment of com- 
pensation lail down by Government of India in the case of Indian States will 
govern the case so far as cultivated and culturable land is concerned. As regards 
uiiculturable land the Darbar agrees to the principle that no rent should be 
paid. 

fi. Should it eventually be decided to increase the water supply by the cons- 
truction of a dam near the headworks, cultivated land amounting to not more 
than sixty-five acres will by flooding be thrown out of cultivation. As the flooded 
area will com])rise most of the cultivated land attached to the villages of Dedh- 
angna, Bret, Thuji, Kaduhan and Ghog, it will be necessary to remove the inhabi- 
tants of these villages and provide them with land of similar area and quality 
elsewhere. 1’he cost of these operations which will be conducted by the Darbar 
will be debitable entirely to Government. The Darbar will give its consent to 
any measures necessary for such increase of water supply upon receiving notice 
from Government of its intention. 

7. In return for the free grant of land, water and minerals as set forth above, 
the Darbar will be granted power for use or sale within the Mandi State free of 
charge, subject to a maximum limit of half of one per cent, of the peak load capa- 
city of the power station, situated in the Mandi State, according to the develop- 
ment of the project and a minimum of two hundred and fifty kilowatts which 
will be supplied if required during the first year of operation delivered at Mandi 
town at a pressure of four hundred and forty volts, alternating current. 

Should the Darbar at any time require power in excess of the above free allow- 
ance of half of one per cent, or two hundred and fifty kilowatts whichever is the 
greater. Government agree to supply the extra power required subject to a maxi- 
mum limit of one thousand kilowatts exclusive of free supply at cost price as 
hereafter defined. Cost price shall be assumed to be ninety per cent, of the tarifl’ 
rates for ordinary bulk supply for the time being in force in the Punjab. Should 
either party consider that ninety per cent, of the tariff rates is either less than 
or in excess of cost price that party may require a special audit to determine thc^ 
pcrcentag(* of such tarifl rates which represents actual cost price. The party 
requiring the audit shall bear the cost thereof in any event but the percentage 
determined by the audit shall come into force from the date when the audit was 
demanded. 

If and as soon as the maximum demand on the power station in Mandi State 
(to be ascertained in the same manner as hereinafter specified for the purpose 
of royalty) has exceeded thirty-nine thousand kilowatts the Darbar shall be en- 
titled to an additional free supply of two hundred and fifty kilowatts making 
a total minimum free supply of five hundred kilowatts. 
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In addition to the above described free power and power at cost price the 
Darbar will be entitled to royalty of so many rupees per kilowatt of maximum 
demand generated at the power station in Mandi State at any one time for a con- 
tinuous period of not less than twenty minutes within each calendar year, as 
measured by an approved maximum demand indicator at any time during the 
said calendar year under normal conditions of working, such maximum demand 
readings to be recorded monthly. The rate in rupees per kilowatt to be paid 
to the Darbar will be on a sliding scale, increasing with the total amount of power 
generated, in accordance with the following scale : —

When the maximum power generated at the power station 
at one time for not less than twenty minutes in any one 
calendar year does not exceed thirty-five thousand nine 
hundred and ninety -nine kilowatts .... 
When the maximum power generated at the power station, 
as defined above, exceeds thirty-five thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-nine kilowatts .... 
When it exceeds thirty-nine thousand kilowatts

In addition to free power and to royalty at the rates described above, the 
Darbar will be entitled to the use, for irrigation or power purposes free of charge, 
of all the tailrace water discharged into the Kana River, below the power stations, 
j)rovide(l that the water is not required for development of the fourth stage of 
the project which contemplates diverting the tail water into the Beas. The 
Government will decide within twenty years of the completion of the first stage, 
whether the fourth stage will be required. 


8. The Superintending Engineer in charge of works under construction in 
the State — or other officer appointed by the Punjab Government and agreed 
to by the Darbar — ^shall be invested by the Darbar with the powers of a third 
class magistrate, under the authority of the Mandi State District Magistrate during 
the construction of the works. He shall also be empowered to decide civil suits 
the value of which does not exceed rupees one thousand. All civil cases in which 
any person employed on the works is a party and all criminal cases in which any 
such person is a complainant or an accused person which can legally be instituted 
in the court of the Superintending Engineer or officer appointed as abovemen- 
tioned shall be instituted in that court and in no other. Such officer will be given 
a Moharrir by the Darbar, but the Moharrir’s pay and all expenses connected 
with the appointment of such a magistrate will be borne by the Government, 
the Darbar only supplying the usual standard forms. 

9. The Darbar will allot an area for the supply of fuel and timber as near the 
site of the works for which the same nrny be required as shall be conveniently 
possible. Government agrees to do all things possible to prevent any fellings 
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or loppings without the authority of the State Forest Department. Payment 
for wood will be made at the ordinary State Forest Department rates. 

10. As the small amount of labour available in the State is ordinarily required 
for the Salt Quarries, Government will have to import labour for their works. 
In case of emergencies the Darbar will, however, do their best to supply any 
coolies required at current local rates. Government agree as far as possible not to 
employ unskilled Sikhs and Pathans. 

11. Government agree to pay due attention to any complaint on the part 
of the Darbar in regard to the employment or removal of undesirable characters. 
Should there be any disagreement between the parties on this project the matter 
shall be referred to the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States, whose 
decision will bo final. 

12. The Darbar undertake to close all liquor shops within a radius of three 
miles of the works during the construction of the works and Government under- 
take to make good to the Darbar any loss that may be occasioned by the closure 
of such shops. Should Government open liquor shops at the works, the amount 
realised by tin? sale of such liquor contracts will be payable to the Darbar. 

13. The Darbar will charge no duty of any kind on any articles or materials 
required for the puri)Oses of the said project and the works connected therewith 
or for the honA fide use of employees at the works. 

14. Tn the event of internal upheaval of a nature to jeopardise the safety of 
the Hydro Electric Works and operating staff — ^if in the opinion of the Resident 
Engineer in charge of the power station, the safety of the works and staff are 
jeopardised, — the Punjab Government with the concurrence of the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Punjab States, shall be at liberty to take such steps, including 
the importation either of police or troops, as it may consider necessary for the 
safe-guarding of the said works and staff. 

15. Government shall be at liberty at any time to hand over the working of 
the Hydro Electric scheme to any Body — Statutory or otherwise brought into 
existence for the purpose — provided that any such arrangements shall not affect 
the liability of Government or its responsibility to or its relations with the Darbar 
under this agreement. In such event Government will be responsible for ensur- 
ing that the terms of this agreement are fully complied with by the Body res- 
ponsible for the working of the scheme. 

l(). In the event of any dispute between the Government and the Darbar 
with regard to the interpretation of this agreement or in regard to points left 
open for mutual agreement between the parties or which may arise in any other 
way in connection with the project, the matter shall be referred to the Agent 
to the Governor-General, Punjab States, whose decision will be final provided 
that the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States, may with the consent 
of the parties, refer any such matter for the decision of one or more arbitrators.

SuNNUD to Rajah Maha Chund of Belaspore, dated 6th March 1815. 

Whereas Rajah Maha Chund of Belaspore has, with sincerity of heart, pro- 
fessed obedience and submission to the British Government, and become a de- 
pendant of the Honorable Company, and has cast off all connection with the 
Goorkha State ; therefore, in conformity with the tenor of the Proclamation issued 
under the authority of His Excellency the Governor-General on the J7th of Octo- 
ber 1814, the Rajah is hereby confirmed in the possession of the lands of his an- 
cient territory of Kyloor, actually occupied by him on this side of the river Sut- 
Icdge, subject to the following conditions : — He shall never openly or secretly 
ally himself with the Goorkha State, or with any enemy of the Honorable Com- 
pany, but remaining steadfast in the path of obedience and submission to the 
orders of the British Government, shall at all times be prepared, with the force 
which he may have, to render useful service to the British troops, providing sup- 
plies of grain and furnishing begars (for the conveyance of burdens), and generally 
performing whatever may be entrusted to his charge. He shall ever be ready 
to obey such orders as may be signified to him at the present period, or which 
may be given to him at any future time, more especially on the occasion of any 
British force being sent against an enemy in that quarter, when he shall not fail 
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to discharge to the utmost of his ability the obligations of fidelity and attachment 
to the British Gk)veriiment. Exclusive of the stipulations abovementioned, the 
British Government, in its liberality and favour, will not require from the Rajah 
any tribute or pecuniary indemnification of any kind. And in the event of a 
peace between the British Government and the Goorkha State, provided the 
Kajah shall have rendered faithful service, the British Government engages that 
nothing contrary to the conditions of protection as affecting the Rajah shall be 
listened to by the British Government. Moreover, the terms of the replies to 
the Rajah’s requests, bearing the signature of Major-General Ochterlony, and 
dated on the 18th of February 1815, are approved and ratified by the Governor- 
General. It becomes the duty of the Rajah, therefore, that being firmly fixed 
and established in his Raj, he set his mind at rest on that point, and divesting 
himself of all apprehension, devote his time to the promotion of the happiness 
and comfort of his subjects, and consider this as a valid Sunnud for his country. 


Translation of Paper of Requests presented by the Agents of Ra.jah Maha 
Chund, and answers by Major-General Ochterlony, 18th February 
1815. 


Requests, 

1st , — Since I have withdrawn from 
my connection with the Goorkhas, and 
attaching myself to the British Gov- 
ernment, consider my connection with 
it the same as my honor and my life, 
1 hope that 1 shall be continued in 
possession of my anci(mt territory, and 
that it shall be under the protection 
of the Honorable Company, and that 
if at any time when the Goorkhas shall 
submit to the British power, they shall 
proj>o8e an)rthing to my disadvantage 
from a spirit of revenge for my having 
abandoned their cause, it shall not be 
listened to. 


Answers, 

If the Rajah shall have really and 
truly withdrawn himself from his 
connection with the Goorkhas, and 
shall attach himself to the British 
Government, he shall undoubtedly 
be confirmed in the possession of 
his ancient territory of Khyloor, 
lying on this side of the River 8ut- 
Icdge, agreeably to the ti;rnis of 
the Proclamation which was issued 
under the authority of the (lover- 
nor-General, on the 17th of October 
last, and it shall, in every respect, 
be considered to be under the pro- 
tection of the British Government. 
In the event of peace between the 
British Government and the Goor- 
khas, no representation of the Goor- 
khas against the Rajah, at variance 
with the dues of protection, shall 
be attended to. But on the subject 
of guaranteeing the country of Khyloor 
a reference shall be made to the 
Governor-General. 
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2nd . — It is well known that the 
Forts of Futtelipore, Mundj^ur, Boha- 
durpoor, and Rattun})oor, constructc^d 
by my au<^t)stors, wine held by m(^ ; 
suddenly, Jiowever, they were seized 
by Rajah Ram Sum, who held them 
for seven months, wluui T caused them 
to be restored to me. 1 hope that in 
continuing to me my ancient jjosscr- 
sions, those Ports will be iiududcd 
therein. 

Srd . — With resj)ect tf) the affair of 
the twelve Thakoors, altliough they of 
old belonged to mt^, yet owing to my 
weakness, the SurmonM-.a Rajah som<‘- 
times got |)oss(*ssii)n of theun and some- 
times they W(^re held by Rajah Ram 
Sum. When th(^ Goorklias came hen*, 
I was r<j-es<.ablish(«l in the possession 
of the tw(;lve I’liakoors. On tlie re- 
turn of the Uoorkhas from the Fort 
of Kangra th(*y requinnl that 1 should 
assign something out of the twcJve 
Thakoors for the maintenance of the 
troui)s. [n considtiration of my con- 
nection with them, ajid also of my 
inability to opf)os(5 their requisitum, 
nine of the tw(dvc Thakoors were given 
to them. 'Phe l^hakoors of Dliamee, 
Buhjiio, and Kotee, are still in my 
possession, I have stated this merely 
in the way of information. Otherwise 
in every respect I am submissive to 
the pleasure of the British Government 
in this affair, and consider it a happiness 
to conform to its orders. 

4th. — 1'he Goorkhas gave several 
places to nui besides those included 
in my original possessions. The Major- 
General is now vested with the same 
authority which they exercised. As ho 
shall order, so will I consider it as happi- 
ness to act. Be pleased now to show 
mo favour, or when I shall have ren- 
dered good service to the Government. 


2nd . — I am also acquainted with 
the fact of the Forts of Fut.tehpoor, 
Mundgur, Bchadurpoor, and Ruttun- 
]>oor, being of old dependencies of 
the country of Khyloor. Provided 
the. Rajah shall witlnlraw from the 
Goorkhas, and connect himself with 
the British Government, they shall 
remain to him as heretofore. 


Any proposition by the 
Rajah regarding th(‘, twelve Tha- 
koors is improper, for the n‘,al state 
of the case is very different. Al- 
though r must give a positive re- 
fusal to this reepjest, for when the 
time for the settlement of the twelve 
"I’hakoors shall (^orne they must be 
adjudged to the real proprietors, 
yet should the Rajah render good 
service to the British Government, 
and abandon the, cause of the Goor- 
khas, the same consideration which 
he experienced with respect to one 
or two of the Thakoors from the 
Goorkhas, may, in my opinion, be 
also shown to him by the British 
Government. 


4th . — No claim to any places which 
the Goorkhas gave to the Rajah, 
besides his ancient territory of Khy- 
loor, can be listened to. In con- 
formity with the terms of the Pro- 
clamation of the 17th October, no 
tribute nor pecuniary demand of 
any kind shall be exacted from the 
Rajah.. In return for all the bene>

TRANSLATiON of a SujsNUi) granting territories to Kajah Juogut Chund of 
Kuhlor (Bjslaspoue), dated 21st October 1847. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British Government and the 
State of Lahore, on the 9th March 1846, the hill territories came into tin? j>os- 
sessiou of the Honorable (/ompany, and whereas Kajah Juggut Chund of Kuhlor 
has always evinced his obedience and submission to the British Officers, the Gov- 
ernment hereby confirms in })erpetuity to Kajah Juggut Chund and the heirs 
male lawfully begotten of his body by his Kaneo, the Territory of Kuhlor, with 
such boundaries as have been in his possession since the commencement of the 
British rule, in the Trans-Sutlej States, with full administrative powers therein. 
In default of an heir of the above description, the territory, with full powers, 
will bo conferred u])on the male heir who may be proved to the British Govern- 
ment to be next of kin to the Kajah. Be it known to the Kajah, that if any of 
his successors is found incompetent and unable to administer the affairs of the 
State, the British Government reserves to itself the power of removing him and 
installing another heir next of kin to the Rajah, who may be found entitled to 
it, and capable of administering the territory. Whoever shall, according to the 
foregoing terms, succeed the Rajah, will remain in the undisturbed possession 
of his territory and State, on the conditions which are specified in the Agreement 
executed by the Kajah, and which are as follows : — 

Jst , — That he shall abolish all transit duties in his territory, and consider it 
incumbent upon him to afford protection to the bankers, tradesmen, and dealers 
in his State. 

2nd. — That he shall construct roads not less than 12 feet broad in his State, 
and repair them when necessary. 
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3rd. TJiat on the oecasion of a war, he shall, when directed, join the British 
Army witJi his own n^tainers and hill -porters, keep himself in readiness to exe- 
cute the order of the OlHcers of (loveriiment, and supply provisions according 
to his means. 

4lh , — That all disputes whicli may take place between the Bajah of Kuhlor 
and any other Chiefs shall be referred to the British (/ourts. 

5th. — That he shall not alienate or mortgage any ]>ortion of his territory without 
the knowledge and permission of (Tovernment. 

6th. — That he shall abolish in his territory slav< dealing, suttee, female in- 
fanticide, and the practice of I)urning or drowning lej>era, as these practices are 
opposed to British law, and that he shall issue such strict orders in respect thereof 
that no one may vt'ntun; to comiiiit any of the said crimes. 

The Itajah shall not encroach beyond the boundaries of his own lerritory 
on the territory of another. He shall consider this Sunnud as a ratified document, 
and use his exertions to fulfil the terms th(‘reof, to })romot(*- the welfare of his 
[)eople, to im])rove the condition of his country, to ado])t nu^asurcs for the incrcaso 
of c.ultivation, to redress grievances, to maintain lawful rights, and to keep the 
roads secure. Re shall not exact money from his subjects, ])ut treat tlnun with 
kindness, that they may always b(‘ thankful to him. It is th(‘ duty of the sub- 
jects to regard him and, after him, his successor, as above described, as their sole 
and lawful lord, to pay without fail the revenue due to him, to remain obedient 
to him at all times, and to behave themselves well.

AnoPTiON SiJNNun granted to Nawaii and Raes Skuundek Ali Kuan of Maler 

Kotla,— 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the (lovenuiients of tlie several Princes and

Sttnnud granted to IIajaii Wuzeeii Si no of Pureed Kote, dated 21 st April 

1863. 

Since the establishment of British su|)reniacy in India Rajah Wuzeer Sing 
and his ancestors have given proofs of loyalty to the British Government, and 
have received rewards in tlie accession of fresh honours, dignity and territory. 
More recently the present chief of Fureed Kote evinced his adherence to the cause 
of the British (government during the mutiny of 1857-58, in consideration of which 
service the British Government has, out of Royal grace and condescension, remitted 
the service of ten sowars hitherto furnished by the Rajah ; has added to the forms 
under which ho is officially addressed ; has increased the Khillut to which he is 
entitled, and raised the number of guns by which he is to be saluted to the number 
of eleven ; and has graciously acceded to the Rajah’s desire to receive a Sunnud 
or Grant under the hand and seal of the Viceroy, confirming and guaranteeing 
to the Rajah and his heirs for ever the possession of his ancient hereditary terri- 
tory, as well as the territory acquired by the Rajah from the British Government 
by grant or exchange under the following provisions : — 

Clause 1 . — The hereditary domain now in the possession of the Rajah, and 
the country acquired by the Rajah by grant and exchange, according to the an- 
nexed list, are hereby confirmed and guaranteed to the Rajah and his male heirs 
lawfully begotten, for ever, together with all the powers and authority, civil, 
Pfiminal and fiscal, at present exercised by the Rajah. 
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Clause 2 . — With the exception of the unredeemed revenue-free holdings in 
lllaka Kotkupoora noted below, the British Government will never demand from 
the Rajah or any of his successors, or from any of his feudatories, relatives, or 
dependants, any tribute on account of revenue, service, or any other plea.

Clause 3 . — The Rajah has, in consideration of the compensation granted by 
the British Government, relinquished for himself and his successors for ever all 
right to levy excise or transit duties which have been abolished throughout the 
territory of Pureed Kotc. 

Clause 4 . — The British Government desiring to R(*e the House of Fureed Kot« 
perpetuated, has (lonferred u})on th.' Rajah and his successors for ever, when 
ever male heirs lawfully begotten may fail, the right of adopting a successor in 
accordance with the customs of his race. 

Clause 5 , — With regard to l»ritiih subjects committing crime and appre- 
hended in his territory, the Rajah and his successors will exercise the i)Ower8 
provided for in the despatch of the Honourable Court of Directors to the Madras 
Government, No. 3, dated 1st June ]83(>. 

The Rajah and his successors wdl exert themselves to execute justice and 
promote the hai)pinc8s and welfare of their people. They will, in accordance 
with the terms of a })revious engagement, prohibit “ suttee,” slavery, and female 
Infanticide throughout their territory, and punish with excjmplary rigor those 
who are found guilty of these crimes. 

Clatise 6 . — The Rajah and his successors will never fail in their devotion and 
loyalty to the Sovereign of Great Britain. 

Clause 7 . — If at any time any force hostile to the British Government should 
appear in this direction, the Rajah will co-operate with the British Government 
and oppose the enemy. He will exert hiniself to the utmost of his resources in 
[)roviding carriage and supplies accordiug to requisitions he may receive from 
the officers of the British Government. 

Clause 8 . — The Rajah as heretofore will furnish at current rates, through 
the agency of his own officers, the necessary materials required for the construc- 
tion of railroads, railway stations and Imperial roads and bridges. He wiU also 
freely give the land required for the construction of railroads and Imperial lines 
of road: 

Clause 9 . — The Rajah and his successors will always pursue tlie same course 
of fidelity and devotion to the British Government, and the Government will 
always be ready to uphold the honour and dignity of the Rajah and his house.

Agreement between the British Government and the Faridkot State regarding 
the supply of canal water for the storage tank at Kot Kapura, — 1928. 

1. Water shall be supplied from an outlet at R. D. 62235 left of Faridkot 
Distributary. 
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2. The outlet shall bo designed to give a discharge of one and a half cubic foot 
per second when the Faridkot Distributary is running with seven-eighths of its 
full supply depth at K. D. 02235 left. 

3. The outlet sliall be of A. P. M. type approved by the Superintending Engineer 
of the Sirhind Canal Circle. 

4. The design of the outlet may be altered at any time that such alteration 
may be considered necjessary by the Sup(‘rintcnding Engineer, Sirhind Canal (.Circle 

5. The outlet shall be constructed at the cost of the Punjab Irrigation Depart- 
ment. The required watercourse sliall b(‘ construct<'d by the Faridkot State. 

6. The Faridkot State Authorities shall pay to the Executive Engineer, Feroze- 
pur Division, Sirhind Canal, the sum of Riqiees sixteen hundred and fifty (Rs. 1 ,050) 
for the use of water supplied through the aforementioned outlet, of which sum 
Rupees eight hundred and twenty five (Rs. 825) shall be jiayable half-yearly in 
advance on the first day of A])ril 1928 an<l the first day of October 1928. In the 
event of non-payment in advance, the agreement will b(' cancidled and assessment 
proceeded with in the ordinary way. 

7. The su])])ly is granted for us(‘, within the urban area of Kot Kapura as 
shown in the attached tracing* and also for avcmin s along the Faridkot- Kot 
Kapura road b(‘tw(Mm the limits of the town and Faridkot Disf ributary, for any 
purpose whatsoever at the discretion of the Fari<lkoi State Authorities. 

8. 1’he provision of the Northern India (-anal and Drainage Act VI IT of 1873, 
concerning unauthorised use and waste of water shall be enfor(M.*d wh(‘n water 
is used or wasted outside the limits of the area describ(‘d in clause 7 al) 0 ve or 
when wat(',r extracted from the canal in an unauthorized manner is used within 
the limits of that area. 

9. The outlet mentioned in clause 1 above may be closed for a period of any 
time (1) at the request of the Faridkot State Authorities or (2) by order of the 
Executive Engineer, Ferozepur Division, Sirhind (!anal, or of the Superintending 
Engineer, Sirhind Canal Circle, acting under thi*. ])owers conferred on them by the 
provisions of the Northern India (?anal and Drainage Act VIII of 1873. 

10. This agreement shall terminate on the 31st March 1929. Should the 
Faridkot State Authorities desire to renew the agreement for a furth(‘r period, 
they shall make an apjilicatioii for riuicwal not later than the, first day of March 
1929, to the Executive Engineer, Ferozepur Division, Sirhind Canal. 

11. The Irrigation Department does not undertake to renew tlie agreement 
on the same or on any terms. 

12. Water shall be distributed to all shareholders on the outlet in accordance 
with the irrigable area owned by each and this distribution shall be, governed by 
the provisions of section 68 of the C^anal Act VIII of 1863. 

13. In the event of any dispute or difference arising regarding the supply of 
water to the outlet, the orders of the Superintending Engineer, Sirhind Canal 
Circle, shall be final.

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14. Nothing herein contained sliall prevent any person from being prosexjuted 
for any offence punishable under the Canal Act.

Translation of a Sunnud from the Governor-General, granting the Territory 
of Chumba to Rajah Sree Sing, dated 0th April 1848. 

Whereas all the northern and eastern hill territory, between the Rivers Sutlej 
and Sindh, formerly attached to the territory of the Punjab, has been transferred 
to the British Government by the Treaty of the 9th March 1840, concluded bet- 
ween the Honorable Company and the Government of Lahore, the country of 
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Chumba, which at the time the above Treaty was concluded was in the possession 
of the Rajah of the place, is hereby conferred in perj)ctuity upon him and his 
heirs male, who, according to the shastres, may be deemed his rightful successors. 
In the event of the Rajah leaving no male heirs, his next brother, who may be 
the eldest of the surviving brothers, will succeed him. The Rajahs of Chumba 
will retain full administrative powers within the limits of their own country, on 
the following conditions, mz , : — 

Isi . — The Rajah shall pay every year into the treasury of Kangra an annual 
sum of twelve thousand Rupees by two instalments : the first instalment to be 
paid in the month of Cheit ; the second in the month of Magh. 

2nd , — The Rajah shall at once abolish in his country the suttee rites, female 
infanticide, the slave trade, and the juactice of mutilation. 

3rd . — The Rajali shall protect nu'rchants and travellers, and abolish sayer 
duties, etc., in )>is territory. 

4l1i . — The Rajah shall cause roads 12 feet wide to be construct('d through 
his country, and shall keep them in good repair. 

3th . — On the occasion of war, the Rajah shall join the British army, furnish 
provisions and supj)ly soldiers on a monthly pay of livi‘ Hupees each, and b(*urers 
to carry baggage on a salary of four Rupees each per mensem. Should any of 
tlie Rajahs of Chumba mismanage the affairs of the country, the British Govern- 
ment will remove him and a])point in his plaee another of the family. It is not 
the object of the British Government to take the country into its hands : the 
only thing which it has in view is that from the good management of the terri- 
tory and the impartial administration of justice, the peoj>l(5 should continue to 
enjoy peace and happiness. 

6lh . — If a dis])ut(‘ of any kind arise between the Rajah of Chumba and any 
other Chief, the case shall be laid before the British Government, and the Rajah 
shall abide by the decision which the Government shall pass thereon. Without 
the consent of the British Government, the Rajah shall enter into no negotia- 
tions with any other Chief, but shall coniine himself to his own country, and exert 
himself to the utmost to jiromote the welfare and }iaf>piness of his jieople, to in- 
crease the cultivation of the territory, and to administer justic<' to all. 


No. XCIIJ. 

Aorerment for the Lease of the Chumba Forests, — 1864. 

The Rajah of Chumba finding great difficulty in arranging for the preserva- 
tion of the forests in his territory has requested the aid of the British Govern- 
ment and has agreed to give to the British olfieer whom the Government may 
appoint for this purpose the sole control of the forests in the territory of Chumba. 
To give effect, therefore, to the wishes of the Rajah, the following arrangements 
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are agroefl to by the Bajah of ChTimba on tlio one hand and by and on behalf of 
the British Govcrnnienf. on tlie otliej hand : — 


AnTTOLE 1. 

The sole control of all fore.sts in f he f erritory of Chiirnba is vested in the British 
Oov<^niment, wlio shall appoint an oMicer to be (Conservator of the same. 

Akticle 2. 

The British Government sh.all ln‘ at liberty to place under strict conservancy 
management such forest tracts as it shall from time to time select and to lay down 
such general rules as it thinks ])roj)er for the control of all forests. 

AirnoLE 3. 

Such exemption from tlu‘se rules shall be granted, or such other arrangements 
shall b(‘ mad(‘. as shall be necessary to prevemt inf erf(‘renee with any acknow- 
ledg(‘d or esf,ablislu‘d rigid, s of the. inhabitaids of (Chumba to cut wood for their 
own use. 

Auticlk 4. 

No contractor or other person shall be allow<‘d to (ud, timber in any of the 
forests within the Ifajairs buritorics, (*X(*ept with the express ))ermission of the 
lCons(‘rvator, and on fh<‘ rates and umlcr tin* conditions fixed by him. 

AimcLE 5. 

For every Deodar (Kcdiil tree felled on the (Chenab, and its tributaries, and 
within the (Chund)a territory by authority of the (Conservator, the British Govern- 
ment shall ])ay to the Hajah of (Jlmmba four (4) Rup(‘es, and on the Bavec and 
its tributaries for each Deodar (Kelu) live (5) Ru[)ees, and for other trees as fel- 
lows : — 

Akhrot, Walnut, three (3) Rupees per tree. 

Boorj, Birch, one Ru]>ee eight annas (1-3) 2 )er tree. 

Susoon, Ash, and all other descri 2 )tions, including inferior sorts of pine, two 
(2) Rupees. 

The above rati's shall be understood to refer to trees above six (6) feet in girth, 
m(‘asured at man’s height from the ground ; for f rees of a smaller size half rates 
shall Ix', paid. 

Out. of this sum one. (1) Rupee per tree is to be set aRid(‘ for conservancy pur- 
poses, of which the following is to be eonsidored a detail : — 

1 .—Planting trees, fencing in young ]>lantation8, and arborie.ulture. generally. 

2 -For local daks. 

T'kj expenditure for such conservancy to be entirely under the control of the 
Q(^u8ervator, and that of the daks under the Rajah’s agency. 
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3. — The balance from this fund after paying expenses as above to be divided 
evenly between the Forest De})artment and the Kajah, and to be expended at 
the discretion of each on the construction and improvement of roads and cem- 
munication generally. 

4. — That for each of the two official years, namely, 1804-65 and 1865-06, the 
Kajah will receive from the C’onservator of Forests the sum of Kupee.8 ouv^ thous- 
and (1,0(X)) in lieu of all his claims to waif timbers on the Kavee within his terri- 
tories, and that, after that period and during the currency of this lease be will 
receive five hundred (Rupees 500) per annum on tliis account, all such timber 
becoming from date of said lease the pro[)erty of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

The accounts shall be made up half-yearly to 30th April and 31st of October 
and shall be rendered to the Rajah, and the. payments made at the above-men- 
tioned rates half-yearly in tlu‘ months of May and NovembiT. 

Article 7. 

The British Government shall manage the Cffiurnba forests in a(;cordance with 
the general system of forest management which may be in force for similar forests 
within the territories of the British Government, and for the ])reservation of the 
same shall maintain such establishments as it shall consider suitable in each case. 
The British Government will defray all the exj)ens(ss of these establishments con- 
nected with the conservancy of forests exccjjt as provided for in j)aragraph 5, 
Clauses 2 and 3. 

Aritcle 8. 

The British Government, (»r th(‘ contractors employed by it, will defray all 
expenses of felling and transporting the, timber, and they shall be at liberty to 
dispose of it by sale, or otlierwise at their j)leasiir(‘, subject to no other claim from 
the Kajah than the payments ref<‘rred to in paragraj)lj 5 of tlie ]>rcsent Agreement ; 
and it is distinctly understood that any forjner or custoniary charg(‘, on the cw- 
•ployes of the British Government, such as “ Dulalee,^* A.(;., is now abolished. 

Article 9. 

All timber passing down the Rivers Chenab and Ravec across the boundary 
of the Ghiimba territory, unless covered by a pass from the ConscTvator and duly 
marked in the manner described in the pass, shall be j)re8iimed to be the pro- 
perty of the British Government, and may be t.ak(‘n j)ossession of as such by the 
Conservator or his Agents, and the onus of proving the timber to belong to anv 
other person shall rest upon such person. 

Article 10. 

The Conservator shall be authorized to exercise within the Chumba territory 
the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the Ist Class, as described iu Act XXV 
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of 1861, for the trial of offences against property, and relating to property marks, 
mischief, assaults, and contravention of such forest rules as may from time to 
time be in force in the territories under the Government of the Punjab. 


Article 11. 

The Kajah engages to render every aid required by the Conservator in the 
exercise of the above powers for apprehending offenders or suj^posed offenders 
and for enforcing the penalti<‘8 awarded by him. 


Article 12. 

This agreement shall eontimie in force for a jx^riod of twenty (20) years from 
the 1st of May 1864, but on the expiry of that term shall be renewabh*. at the plea- 
sure of the British Govermncnt for a further period of (20) twenty years, and 
shall then be again ren(‘wabh‘. in like manner until the term of ninety-nine (90) 
years from tin* original date (1st May 1864) shall have expired. At the expiry 
of that j)erio{l it shall be at the ojition of the Eajah to renoiin('(‘, t he agreement 
or eiitcr into a fresh one. 

Providixl that any revision or niodiheatioii of the rates and mode of payment 
(leseribed in OAauses 5, (>, and VS that shall he agnxxi to \>y both (“ontracting parties 
may take plaee at any tiiu(‘ without affiMiting the continuance of the agreement 
or any of it.s provisions. 


Article 1‘). 

In order to secure to tlie Rajah a lixed moderate income from Jiis forests, the 
British Govermmmt agnu*, that a miniiniim jiaynnent of linpees twenty thousand 
{20,(KK)) per annum be fixed, and that in the event of its not cutting w^ood to that 
amount in any year, the Rajah will still receive from the said Coverjiimuit this 
sum as rent, and in event, of th(‘ value of annua) cutting being in excess of tW(‘Jity 
thousand Kupees (20,(H)0) the British Government agree to pay amount at the 
rates fixed and as in this lease.

Revised Aokeement for the lease of the Chamba Forests, —1872. 

Whereas, by the terms of an agreement bearing date at Dalhousie thii tenth 
day of September 1864, His Highness the Uaja of Cliamba, having reqij(*sted 
the aid of the British Government in the managemenl/ of his forests, has, for that 
purpose, leas(».d the aai<l forests to the British Government ; and whereas certain 
additions to, and alterations in, the said agreement having Ix^en from time to 
time consented to by the parti(‘.s tln^reto : it is advisable now to embody the said 
additions and alterations in a new form of agreement, and also, at, the same time, 
to make more definite provision by the terms of sueh agreement for the ])ropcr 
conservancy of the forests aforesaid. 

The following articles have beem agreed upon between His Highness the Raja 
of Chamba, of tlie one part, and Major-General Reymdl George ^J'aylor, c.b., (;.h.t., 
Commissioner, at present, for the Amritsar Division of the Punjab, on bidialf 
of the, British Government, of tlni other part : — 

1 . From and after the date of the execution of this presmit agreement, the 
former agreement bearing date at Dalhousie the lOtb day of Sejitember 1864, 
shall e,(‘,ase to be of force, and shall be deemed to be cancelled and superseded 
by this present agreement. 

2. The term Forest/' as used in these articles, shall mean and incJiide — 

(a) Those tracts of country covered with trees, or from which the trees have 
been felled, which, for seven years past and upwards, have paid no revenue as 
cultivated land to the Chamba State. 

(h) Such other tracts of land, cultivated, or uncultivated, covered with trees 
or barren, as the Raja of Chamba may from time to time consent to give up for 
the purpose of consolidating or extending the area of any existing forest, or of 
forming now plantations or forests. 

3. With the exception of the forests enumerated in Article 6, all forests in 
territories subject to His Highness the Raja of (^hamba shall be preserved, worked, 
and managed according to the rules set forth in the schedule hereto annexed, 
and the right to the produce thereof shall vest in the several parties therein de- 
clared to be entitled thereto. 
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Provided that the said rules shall be in force for three years from date of thifj 
agreement, at the <3nd of which time the British Government may call for a report 
thereon and decide whether they shall continue as they are or be in any respect 
added to, modified, or amended. 

4. The llaja of Ohamba agrees to the grant to the British Government, during 
the ouiTency of this agreement, all his rights in unclaimed, waif and wind fad 
timber on the rivers “ Clienab ” and Ravi ” and their several tributaries, and 
in all other parts of his territories ; and further to grant to the said Government 
the entire control of rivers and streams coming from and ])assing through the 
forests in so far as concerns the floating, management, or collection of tindn;r in 
transit to the timber depots. 

5. The Ibitisli Government may invest all or any of the officers in wliojn, 
under the said rules, fh<‘ control of any for<‘st, or of timber-floating operations, 
is vested with all or any of th(‘. powers of a Magistrate as descrified in tin* (!ode 
of (Criminal Procedure in f(»rce in British India, to b(‘ exercised witldn the (diamba 
territory, for t}i(‘ ])urj)ose of tryifig and punishing offences against the rules afore- 
said. 

And the Raja of (Uiand)a erjgagcs to rend(‘r <‘very ai<l r(‘(piired by the officer 
or officcTs authorized to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with ofterjees against the rules, and for enforcing the judgment awarded 
against tluMii. 

(». The following forests, grov(‘s, and trees shall be excluded from the opera- 
tion of Article that is to say — 

(1) The forests known as “ Jamw\ar and Kajjia.” as demarcated and defined 
according to the terms of a letter from the Snperint<‘nd(‘nt of tin* Chamba States 
to tli(^ 8ceT(‘tary to the (Jovi'rmnent of the Punjab in the JJej)artinont of J^ublic 
Works, No. 22, dated duly bth, 18fi9. 

(2) Two hundred tnu's (200) of “ Kelu {(-edrus dvodara) around the temple 
at Kilar ; 20 of the same kind at Baira ; 15 at Kothair, fiO at Bassu, 60 at Pioura 
of the sarrn* kind ; at (dianota also 60 of the saim* kind. 

Provided always, as regards trees iiientioued in the prrcftnng rdause, that 
they shall not be felled, but that such trcc.s as fall by natural causes shall be at 
the disposal of the mauag<;rs of the shrine or temple for which they are set apart 
for the purpe»ses of rej)airing tin* same. 

Provided, also tliai such (“xe(‘pte(l trees may, where necessary, be marked or 
the area in wliudi they stand demarcated. 

(.‘1) All trees growing on village or other lands under cultivation, not being 
forest lands within the meaning of Article 2. 

(4) (Vrtain groves in the vicinity of the town of Ghainba, inz., a grove of Chil 
trees betwtum the River Ravi and Sao ; and a grove of Shitdtam trees, about two 
miles from (fiiamba, bi'twc'cii the River Ravi and the new road to Dalhousic. 

(5) All trees growing within 2(K) feet on either side of the public roads here- 
inafter enumerated, or in the vicinity of any s])ring or well. 

Provided that, when sueh road or .spring or well jiasses through, or is situated 
within a forest which is reserved under the rules hereto annexed, this clause shall 
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not be held to affect such forest, but it shall remain in all respects as a ** reserved 
forest” under the rules, -the British Oovcrniiient on their part engaging not 
to /ell trees in such forest within 20f) feet of such ])ublic road, or in the vicinity 
of sucli spring or well, witliout the ])rcvious consent of the Superintiuident of the 
Chaniba State. 

The public roads are as follows : — 

1 . Chamba to Pangi. 

2. Chamba to Dalhousie vid Chil. 

3. Chamba to Barmour and Jurma, in British Lahoul. 

4. Kilar, in Pangi, to Padar, in Kashmir terri ory. 

5. Kilar, in Pangi, to Jurrna, in British Lahoul. 

6. Chanoba to Nurjmr. 

7. Chamba to Dharmsala. 

8. Chamba to Badrwar, in Kashmir territory. 

2. Dalhousie to Dharmsala and Nurpiir. 

10. Chamba to Madhopur, at the head of the Bari Doab Canal. 

11. (Jhamba to Dalhousie, vtd the Kujjiar Forest. 

12. Chamba to Dalhousie*, by the new level road. 

13. (Chamba to Jumwar. 

14. Chamba to Sao. 

15. Dalhousie to Danera through the Chamba territory. 

10. (3iamba to 8hali])ur, on the Ravi. 

7. In consideration of the rights and privileges conveyed to the British Covern- 
ment by the ])receding articles, the British (lov(*rnmont agret^ to pay to His Higli- 
ness the Raja of Chaniba seigniorage for every tree*, felled for the use of the British 
Government at the following rates : —

Provided always tliat, if the number of trees felled hy tin* British Government 
in any one year is not suflicient to make- the. seigniorage thereon aiiioniit to tlie 
sum of twenty thousand ruj>e<iH, the siugniorage ])ayahle in sueli year to the Raja 
shall be twenty thousand ruy)ee8 and not Ie.ss. 

And, in consideration of the right to waif and windfall eonveyed by Article 
4, the British Government further agree to pay to the Raja the sum of one thousand 
rupees annually. 

8. One-fourth part of all sums paid to the Raja in r(‘S])ee,t of trees felled under 
Aftrcle 7 shall be set aside and devoted to the- following special purf)oses, that is 
to say : — 

Twenty rupees per centum of the said fourth j)art shall bo for the Raja of 
Chamba to expend upon local postage service ; thirty rupees per centum of the 
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said fourth part shall be for the Raja of Chamba to s)ieud upon making and re 
pairing roads and bridges ; fifty rupees per centum of the said fourth part shali 
be returned to the British Government to be expended on the planting, restoration 
and conservancy of forests. 

9. The accounts be made u]) half-yearly to the 31 st of March and the 

30th of September, and siiad be rendered to His Highness the Raja of Chamba, 
and the payments agreed upon in Article 7 shall be made half-yearly in the months 
of April and October, on or before the 5th day of the month. 

10. No fees or other payments except those agreed upon in Article 7 shall 
be demanded or be payable by th(5 British Government or its servants on account 
of any forest j)roducc. Provided that nothing in this clause shall be held to pre- 
vent the levy of tolls at bridges and ferries, or roads, lawfully j^ayablc to the 
Chamba State. 

11. Except as provided by Article 8, the whole cost of conserving the forests 
which are “ reserved ” under the rules, together with all costs of felling and trans- 
j)orting tiinb(*r for the use of the British Government and of maintaining the 
necessary establishments in such forests, shall be borne by the British Govern- 
ment. 

12. This agreement shall continue in force for a term of 20 years, commenc- 
ing from the first day of May 1854. 

On the ex])iry of this term, it shall be renewable at the ]>lcasure of the British 
Government for a further term of 20 years, on exihry whereof it shall be again 
renewable in a like manner until the term of 99 years, counting from the first 
day of May 1804, shall have ex])ired. 

At the ex])iry of such term it shall be at the oj)tion of the Raja of Chamba to 
renew this agreement or ejiter into a fresh one. 

Provided always that any revision or modification of the rates and mode of 
paynnmt described in Articles 7, 8, 9 that may be agreed to by both })arties may 
be made at any time without affecting the continuance of this agreement or any 
of its j)TOviBion8.

RULES FOR ClIAMBA FORESTS. 

Chapter h 

Oj the Division of Forest Land into Reserved and Unreserved. 

1. Classification of Forests. — There will he two elassos of forests, to be called 
reserved and unreserved. The Conservator of Forests or such other oflicer as 
he may authorise in that behalf may from time to time, but subject always to 
the exceptions agreed to by the terms of the lease, du'clan'. that any forests shall 
be “ reserved.” 

2. Selection and demarcation of re^served forests. — The Conservator of Forests, 
or other oflicer as aforesaid, may indicate by posts or other temporary marks the 
boundaries which, after local enquiry in concert with an oflicial of the Chamba 
State deputed for the purpose, are in his opinion the true limits of the tract to 
be reserved. But it shall rest with the Superintendent of the Chamba State , 
in concert with the Conservator of Forests, to determine finally the boundaries 
of such tracts. 

3. Procedure after final demarcation. — When the boundaries have been finally 
determined as aforesaid, the Torest Officer shall, if the tract is not already de- 
fined by natural boundaries, demarcate the same by conspicuous boundary marks 
according to the final decision aforesaid. 

Record of boundaries . — A record of the boundaries shall be then prepared, 
accompanied by such maps as may be necessary. The record shall be signed by 
the Conservator of Forests, and an attested copy of it shall be sent for deposit 
to the Superintendent of the Chamba State. 

4. After final demarcation public notice to he given . — Wherever any forest is 
reserved and finally demarcated under this rule, due notice shall be publicly given 
in the vicinity of such forest, and the inhabitants be warned against trespass or 
other infringement of the forest rules. 

5. Procedure in including waste or cultivated- land for plantations, dc. — If in 
any case it is desired to include in a reserved forest area any waste or cultivated 
land which is not forest within the meaning of Article 2 of the agreement, or to 
take up a plot of such land for the purpose of plantation, such plot shall only be 
included or taken up with the consent of the Superintendent of the Chamba State, 
and after payment of such compensation, if any, as he may award. After de- 
claration of such consent and the deternaination of compensation, if any, the 
plot may be included in the area of a reserved forest or demarcated as a separately 
reserved forest, as the case may be. 

6. Control of reserved forests . — Reserved forests shall be under the exclusive 
control of the officer a]>pointed by the British Government to be Conservator of 
Forests in the Punjab, and of such officers subordinate to the Conservator as may 
be appointed by the said Government to the charge of any divisions of the forests, 

I z 
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7. General rights to produce in reserved forests. — Except where otherwise ex- 
pressly provided, the British Government shall have the exclusive right to the 
produce of such forests. 

8. Management of unreserved forests. — All other forests to which these rules 
apply are called “ unniserved ” forests. They will be under the management 
of the Superintendent of the Chamba State. 

9. Right to prodfice in unreserved, forests. — Subject to th(‘. protective provision 
hereinafter contained, the unreserved forests are open to the Baja of Gliamba 
for his own use for the exorcise of such forest privileges as are allowcul by His High- 
ness, but not for the j)urpo8(; of sale or merchandize. 

Chapter 2. 

Of the protection of Unreserved Forests. 

10. Conservancy of unreserved forests ; acts prohibited. — Unless expr(‘ssly ])er* 
mitted by the Superintendent of the Chamba State, the following acts ar<* ])ro- 
hibited in all unreserved forests : — 

(a) Breaking of forest land for cultivation. 

(h) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests, or negligently permitt- 
ing fire to extend thereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood, or stumps. 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc., from the stems of standing trees, bark- 
ing or boring for turpentine, or otherwis<5 injuring starnling tr(‘eH. 

(e) Lo])ping the branches of the vahtable kinds of trc(is aft(‘rwards (‘numerat- 
ed ; cutting >oung trees of the valuafde kinds if less than four fe('t in girth at three 
feet from the ground, 

(/) Selling standing trees. 

{g) Cutting the valuable kinds of trees hereafter enumerated without the 
written permission of the Superintendent of the Chamba State, or of someone 
authorized by him to grant such permission. The valuable kinds of trees allud- 
ed to in the foregoing rules are — 

Kelu (C. deodara). 

Darchil {0. excelsa). 

Chil (P. longifolia) (in tracts where the Superintendent may specially 
order). 

Akrot, walnut (Juglans regia). 

Sunnu, ash (Fraxinus florihunda). 

Tun or dour, hill tun (Cedrela serrata). 

Chlnar, plane {Platanus orientalis). 

Permission shall not be given for the felling of more than an aggregate number, 
in all the unreserved forests together, of 300 Kelu trees in any one year, and 
return of Kelu trees so felled shall be annually rendered by the Superintendent 
Qf Chamba State to the Conservator of Forests. 
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Chapter 3. 

Of the Protection of*^ Reserved Forests'^ 

11. Conservancy of Reserved Forests. — All the prohibitions cnimi orated in 
Rule 10 shall (mutatis mutandis) be enforced in reserved forests. In addition there- 
to, the following acts are prohibited in reserved forests : — 

(h) Traversing a forest except on authorized or ])ublic roads and pathways. 

(i) Grazing or trespass by cattle or flocks and driving of cattle or flocks except 
on authorized or public roads and pathways. 

(h) Collecting grass, brushwood, or fodder. 

(l) Collecting fallen timber. 

(m) Collecting gums, resins, wax, honey or other forest produce. 

(n) Kindling a Are in the forest or carrying fire except on an authorized road 
or pathway. 

(o) Carrying any implements for cutting wood or grass except on an authorized 
public road or pathway, and except it is carried in pursuance of a license to cut. 

And generally no forest rights or privileges of any kind shall be exercised in 
reserved tracts. 

Proviso for oases where privileges are to he allowed in Reserved Forests, — Pro- 
vided always that, if in any case it has not been found practicable, when mak- 
ing the selection of reserved forests, to leave a suflicient or conveniently situated 
area of forest as unreserved for the exercise of forest privileges, or if there are 
no sufficient grazing grounds in the vicinity, or if in any other special case it shall 
be deemed desirable, the exercise of certain forest privileges may be allowed in 
the “ Reserved ” Forests. 

Privileges allowed. — But in such cases the privileges to be allowed are — 

(a) Cutting wood for necessary building and agricultural purposes. 

(h) Cutting grass. 

(c) Grazing of cattle. 

(d) Fuel. 

12. Definition of such privileges and^ conditions of exercise. — When any pri- 
vileges are allowed in a reserved forest under the proviso to the last preceding 
rule, such privileges shall be defined by the Superintendent of Chamba in concert 
with forest officers and recorded, and the signature of the headmen of the village 
shall be affixed to such record. 

Conditions of felling. — All trees felled under such circumstances shall be so 
pursuant to a written permit granted by the forest officer, which shall specify 
the place and other conditions of felling, and shall fix a fair and sufficient time 
within which such license must be exercised. Permits to fell must be returned 
to the forest officer as soon as the time mentioned therein has expired, or as soon 
as the trees have been felled, if felled before the expiry of the time. 

z 2 
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OJ other privileges, — Cutting grass, grazing, and the collection of fuel to bo 
practised in such portion of the forest as the forest officers shall assign for the 
purpose. 

13. Timber required for public works in special cases. — If in any case, in the 
execution of any public work, or in the making of any road or bridge, His High- 
ness the Raja shall require timber which cannot conveniently be taken from an 
unreserved forest, the forest officer shall, if the amount be reasonable, and can 
be spared without injury to the forest, give a written permit authorizing the 
timber to be felled in a reserved forest in a suitable and proper locality. 

14. Closing unnecessary footpaths in Reserved Forest. — Whenever any unneces- 
sary foot])ath or road ])a8ses through a r(*served forest, thereby rendering its pro- 
per conservancy difficulty to maintain, tin* forest officers may, with the consent 
of the Superintendent of Chamba, close it against traffic. Due notice of the 
closing of such road or pathway shall be publicly given in the vicinity. 


Chapter 4. 


Of Timber in transit, 

15. Right to timber in transit not covered^ by a pass. — All timber passing down 
the rivers Chenab and Ravi across the boundary of the Chamba territory, unless 
covered by a pass from the Conservator of Forests, or one of his subordinates 
authorized to grant such passes, and unless marked in the manner described in 
the pass, shall be deemed to be the property of the British Government, and

of h Orests or his subordinate as aforesaid : such 

timber shall not be released until the c laimant proves his title to the satisfaction 

of the Conservator of Forests, or of his subordinate as aforesaid, and pays such 

expenses as may have been incurred in catching and keeping the timber. 

16. Removal, destruction and defacement of logs. — No person shall, without 
the permission of the Conser\'ator of Forests, or his subordinate, remove, cut 
up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark again, any timber whether stranded or 
floating, provided that this rule shall not interfere with the privilege of the villag- 
ers to take for firewood stranded pieces of timber which are not, however, to be 
larger than one man can lift by himself. 


Chapter 5, 

Of the Punishment of Forest Offences, 

17. Offences in Unreserved Forests. — Any person who breaks any rule relating 
to Unreserved Forests shall be liable to the jurisdiction of the Raja of Chamba 
for punishment according to law. 

18. In Reserved Forests. — Any person who breaks any rule relating to tho 
“ Reserved Forests ” shall be liable, on conviction before the Superintendent of 
Chamba State, or before a forest officer invested with magisterial powers imdcr 
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Article 5 of the Agreement, to fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, or in default 
of payment, to three months’ imprisonment with or without hard labour. 

Proviso where act in breach of rules also constitutes a serious offence . — Provided 
always that when the act which is a breach of the rules amounts to a serious ofience, 
such as mischief or theft, if the case is brought before the Superintendent, he 
may try the case as for such grave offence instead of proceeding under these rules ; 
and if the case is brought before a forest officer with powers as aforesaid, he may, 
instead of proceeding as for a breach of the rules, forward the case with written 
report to the Superintendent of the Chamba State, who may try the case and 
award such punishment as may be proper. 


No. XCV. 

Postal Convention for the Exchange of Correspondence, Parcels, Insured 
and Value-payable Articles, and Money Orders, between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India and the Post Offices in the territories of 
His Highness the Rajah of Chamba, — 1896. 

Article 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondiuico, parcels, and money 
oiders, between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed 
tlie “ Imperial Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the 
Rajah of Chamba hereinafter termed the “ Chamba State Post.” This exchange, 
which shall also include registered, insured and value-payable articles, shall be 
governed by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide .or the time being. The 
term “ correspondence ” shall include letters, postcards, newspapers, and book 
and pattern packets. 

Article 2. 

There shall be two offices of exchange, viz., the imperial Post Office at Dab 
housie on the side of British India, and the Chamba State Post Office at Chamba 
on the side of the Chamba State. These offices of exchange ilone shall be author- 
ized to deal with articles giving rise to accounts. 

Article 3. 

Indian postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelo 2 >es, overprinted 
with the words “ Chamba State ” shall be supifiicd on indent by the Government 
of India to the Chamba State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Chamba 
State to the public at the value marked on each ]K)stage stamj), post-card, or 
embossed envelope. Indian postage stamps overprinted with the word “ Service” 
in addition to the words “ Chamba State ” shall also be supplied on indent by the 
Government of India to the Chamba State at cost price, and these overprinted 
stamps shall be used solely for the purpose of prepaying correspondence on the 
seivice of the Chamba State posted in that State. 
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Abticlb 4. 

These ovcr]>rinted postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed enveloj)e8 over- 
printed with the words “ Chamba State ” shall alone be used in the (^hamba State 
for tlie j)repaynient of Inland correspondence, and they shall be recognized 
by the I fnperial Post only when attached to inland correspondence, posted within 
the limits of the State of Chamba. 

Article 6. 

The rat-cs of postage, f(*es, or commission (charged by the Chamba State Post 
on all classes of correspoinlenct*, ])aid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-paya|)I(‘, on all jiarcels, and on all money orders, shall not be 
in ex(;ess of the. rates cliargt'd by the Imperial Post. 

Article 6. 

Ib'sponslbility for articles insured, and for payment of compensation under 
the rules givmi in the Indian l*ostal Cuide for the time being, shall rest with the 
ln]perial Post OHice, while the articles concerned are in its custody; and with 
till! Chamba State, while the articles cone.erued are in its custody. 

Article 7. 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Herviee,” and franked by the 
s /nature and (dlieial (h'signation of an olKcCr of the Imperial Post or an otticer 
of the (liamba »Slate l\)s(, shall be exchanged free of all charge as resy)eet8 ])OBt- 
ag.‘. 

Article 8. 

The Oov(‘rnme)it of India shall bear the cost of conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Chamba Darbar shall b(‘ar the cost of convey- 
ing meils wit hin tlie. limits of the State of Chamba. Put the Im]>erial l^ost shall 
be entitled to the free conveyance of mails over postal lines in the Chamba State, 
whether su(“li mails be inttuided for transmission to a Chamba State ]*ost Oflice 
or an Imperial Post. Olliee, and similarly the (dianiba State Post shall be entitled 
to tin' free conveyanci*. of mails over Imperial ])Ostal lines, whether such mails 
b(‘ intended for transmission to an Imjjcrial Post Office or Chamba State Post 
Office. 

Article 9. 

Inland correspondence, registered and unregistered, received from the Cham- 
ba State Post, fully ]ir(*paid with the overprinted postage stamps described in 
xVrticlc d (including corres])ondeiice prepaid by Chamba State service stamps), 
shall be delivered in British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 10. 

Inland corresj)ondencc received from the Chamba State Post, not fully pre-* 
[)aid with the overjirinted postage stamps described in Article 3, shall be treated 
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by the Imperial Post as thou<<h originally posted in British India, and charged 
on delivery with the usual rates for inland unpaid postage, which shall be retain- 
ed by the Imperial Post. 

Ahticle 11. 

Fully pre()aid inland eorrtispondence, regist<;red and unregistered (including 
correspondence prepaid by service stamps), transferrc'd by the Imperial Post, 
shall be delivered by the Chamba State Post free of all charge on account of post- 
age.

On inland eorresj)on(lene.e, not fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperial 
Post for delivery through th(‘ Ohamba Stat<‘ Jh)st., the hitter shall n'tain the post- 
age it realizes.

On foreign corresfiondencc jmsted in the (-hamba Stat(* postag(^ can lie pre- 
j)aid only by means of Imperial postage stanijis not bearing the overprint “ Cham- 
ba State.” Postagi*. stamps overprinted with the words “ (-hamba State” shall 
not be recognized in payment of postage on foreign (correspondence. 

Artiule 10. 

Prepayment of inland parcid jiostagi^ between the Imjjcrial Jhjst. and the Charn- 
be State Post, in both directions, shall be compulsory. 

Article 17. 

Inland parcels, received from the Chamba State Post, shall be delivered in 
British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 18. 

Inland parcels, transferred by the Imperial Post for delivery t-hrough th<* 
Chamba State Post, shall be delivered free of all charge on accoum- of postage. 
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Article 19. 

Fully prepaid foreign i)arcels, addressed to any place in the Chamba States 
shall be delivered by the Chamba State Post free of all charge on account of post- 
age ; but if siicli parcels be unpaid, they shall be delivered on payment of the 
amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Post, and the amount so collected shall be 
remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange (Dalhousie). 

Article 20. 

Prepayment of pf)stag(‘, at the rates publislied in the Indian Postal Guide, 
is cominilsorv in the case of all foreign parcels posted in Chamba. The postage 
so collected sliall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange (Dalhousie). 

AuTKmE 21. 

The Imperial inland nion<‘.y order rules, as given in the Indian Postal Guide 
for the time facing, shall ]>e adopted by the Chamba State Post, and the Imperial 
inland form of money order ajjplieation shall be used. 

Article 22. 

Money orders, issued by llie (diamba State Post for j)aylnent in British India 
shall all be sent by tin’ ('hauiba Office of Exchange to the Imperial Office of Ex- 
change (Dalhousie). Sneh ]noney orders shall be paid in full in British India 
free of ail eharg(\s and without (h'dindion on any account whatsoever. 

Article 23. 

Money orders, issiu'd by t he lm])erial Post for jiayment by the Chamba State 
Post, shall b(' transferred to the Chamba Office of Exchange by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange (Dalhousie). Such money orders shall be paid in full in the 
Chamba Slate free of all charges and without deduction on any account what- 
soever. 

Article 24. 

Th(‘ postal administration which collects the money from remitters of money 
orders shall account to the administration which ])ays them for the total amount 
of the orders issued in each month, togetlicr with one-half per cent, additional 
on tin* monthly l-otal by way of (*ommissiou. 

Article 25. 

A monthly account curnmt showing the amount to be credited to the Chain- 
ba State on account of money orders paid by the Chamba State l*ost, and the 
amount to be debited to the Chamba State on account of money orders issued 
by the Chamba State Post shall be rendered by the Im])erial Office of Exchange 
(Dalhousie) to the Chamba Office of Exchange. If the balance of this account 
is in favour of the Chamba State Post, it shall be paid at once by the Imperial 
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Office of Exchange (Dalhousie), and if it is in favour of the Imperial Post, it 
shall be paid by the Ohaniba Office of Exchange immediately after the monthly 
account current is rendered. 


Ariucle 26. 

The Director-General of the Post Office of India and th(' Gluimba Darbar shall 
have authority to draw up, in direct communication with rmc another, detailed 
regulations for giving etfect to this Conv(;ntion, and to settle all matters of detail 
and ])rocedure connected with the exchange of arti(‘Ies between the Im])eTial Post 
and the Ohamba State Post, including the selection of Post Offices, situated in 
British India or in the (lliamba State, between whi('li postal communication 
shall be maintained. The detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to 
such modification as may, from time to time, be. mutually agreed to by the said 
authorities. 

Aktiole 27. 

This Convention, wliich su])ersedes the Postal ('Onvention dated the 30th 
September 1886, shall continue in force until it is terminated or revised by mutual 
agreement, or until one year’s notice to terminate it shall have; b(*en given by the 
Director-General of the Post Office of India on behalf of the Government of India 
or by the Chamba State.

Agreement for the Renewal of the lease of the Chamba Forests, — 1905. 

Articles of Agreement made this eighteenth day of September 1905 between 
llis Highness Kaja Bhure Singh of Chamba of the one part and Romer Edward 
Youiighusband, Commissioner of the Lahore Division, Punjab, for and on be- 
half of the British Covemment, of the other part. Whereas by an agrei ment, 
bearing date at Dalhoiisie, the tenth day of December one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-four, His Highness Sri Singh, Raja of C^hamba, having requested tlie 
aid of the British Govemment in the managenn'iit of his forests, did for that 
pur[)ose hiase the said forests to the British Uoveriujient on the terms and condi- 
tions tlnireiii sel. forth. And wht^reas certain additions to and alterations in the 
said agreement having beem from time to time consented to by th(‘ partic^s th(‘re- 
to, it was de(;med in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two advis- 
able to embody the said additions and alterations in a new form of agreement, 
and also (o make more definite, provision by the terms of such agreement for the 
pro])er eonservaney of the forests aforesaid : And whereas a luiw agreemcmt, 
txjaring date at (.'hamba tin' eighth day of July one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-two, was accordingly executed by His Highness Copal 8ingh, Raja of 
Chamba, of tlie one part and Reynell G. Taylor, Commissioner and Su})erin1en- 
d«5nt, Amritsar Division, on behalf of the British Government, of th(‘ other part, 
for the ()urj)oses aforesaid : And wlnu’eas it was provided by th(‘ last-nanu'd 
agreement that. “ any revision or modilic.ation of the rates and mod<‘ of payment 
described in Articles VH, VllI, IX of the said agreement that may be agreed to 
by both [)arti<;s may be made at any time without afleeting the continuance of 
this agreement or any of its j)rovisions And whereas it was also ])rovid(*d by 
the said agreement, dated at Chamba the eighth day of July one thousand (*ight 
hundred and seventy-two, that on the exj)iry of the term of the said agreeinent 
it should be renewable at the pleasure of the British Governnnmt for a further 
term of twenty years, on ex})iry whereof it should be again ren(^wable in a like 
manner until the term of nimdy-nine years counting from the first day of May 
OJie thousand luglit hundred and sixty-four should hav(; expired : And where- 
as the term of the said agreement, dated at Chamba the eighth day of July one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, expired on the last day of A[)ril one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four : And whereas timely notice, of nmewal 
of the said agreement for a further period of twenty years was duly given to His 
Highness the Raja of Chamba by the British Government : And whereas in 
exercise of the power reserved by the aforesaid proviso certain additions to and 
alterations in the said agreement dated Chamba the 8th day of July 1872 were 
from time to time consented to by the parties thereto : And whereas it was deem- 
ed advisable to embody the said additions and alterations and others also con- 
sented to by the said parties in a further formal agreement ; And whereas a 
new agreement bearing date the 24:th day of May 1886 was accordingly executed 
by His Highness Raja Sham Singh of Chamba of the one part and George Robert 
Elsmie, Commissioner for the time being of the Lahore Division, Punjab, on 
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behalf of the British Government of the other part embodying the said additions 
and alterations : And whereas the parties to the last hereinbefore recited agree- 
ment, being of opinion that the appropriateness of certain terms used therein to 
duly express the true intent and meaning of the parties thereto was open to doubt 
and that Article XI of the said Agreement was unnecessary and should not have 
been therein included, executed a Supplementary Agreement dated Dalhousie 
the 23rd day of August 1887 whereby the meaning of the, parties was made more 
clear and the said Article* XI was thereby cancelled ; And whereas in accordance 
with the ))OW(‘,r granted by Article XiJ of the said agreement dated (Jhamba the 
24th day of May 1880 the British Government is desirous of reu(‘wing the said 
agreement as modified by the said Supplementary Agreement dated the 23rd day 
of August J887 for a further term of twenty years and the j)arties hereto to faci- 
litate the settling of a(;couTits and for other purposes hav(‘. agreed to certain further 
modifications and alterations of the terms of the agreement as hereinafter appears : 
Now therefore these articles witness as follows : 

I. — From and after the date of the execution of this agreement, the former 
agreements, bearing date Clhamba the 24th day of May 1880 and Dalhousie the 
23rd day of August 1887, shall cease to be of force and shall be deemed to be can- 
celled and superseded by this j)resent agreement. 

II. “ -The term “ forest ” as used in these articles, shall mean and include (a) 
those tracts of country covered with trees or from which trees hav(‘ been billed, 
(b) such other tracts of land cultivated or uncultivated coveri‘d with tr(‘,es or barren 
as the Eaja of Charnba may from tim(5 1o time consent to give up for the purpose 
of consolidating or extending the area of any existing forest or forming new planta- 
tions or forests. 

III. — With the exception of the forests enumerated in Article VI all forests 
in the territories subj(‘ct to the Raja of (’liamba sliall be j)reserved, winked and 
managed according to tln^ rules set forth in the Scheduh*. hereto annexed and the 
right to the produce thereof cxcei)ting wild animals, birds, honey, wax, fruits 
and flowers shall vest in the British Government unless otherwise* j)rovided for 
ajid declared by the terms of this lease or the rules under it and by any record of 
rights or j)rivilegcs framed thereunder. 

IV. — The Kaja of C^harnba agrees to grant to the British Government during 
the curriiucy of this agreement ali his rights in unclaimed waif and windfall timber 
on the rivers Chenab and Bavi and their several tributaries and in all other parts 
of his territories, and further to grant to the said Government the entire control 
of rivers and streams coming from and passing through the forests in so far as 
concerns the floating, management or collection of timber in transit to the timber 
depots. 

V. — The British Government may invest all or any of the ofiicers under whom, 
in the said rules, the control of any forest, or of timber floating operations is 
vested with all or any of the powers of a Magistrate as described in the Code of 
Criminal Procedure in force in British India to be exercised within the Charnba 
ternary for the purpose of trying and punishing ofences against the rules afore- 
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said. Tho Raja of Ohamba ensfages to render every aid required by the officer 
or officers authorised to exorcise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with olfences against tho rules and for enforcing the judgment, awarded 
against them. 

VI. — The following forests, groves and trees shall be excluded from the opera- 
tion of Article 111, that is to say : — 

(1) The forests known as Jamwar and Kajjiar as d(‘inarcat(Ml and defined 

according to the terms of a Iett<*T from the Superintendent of the 
Chamba State to the Secr(‘tary to the Grovernment of the Punjab in 
the Department of Public Works, No. 22, dated bth July 1869. 

(2) Two hundred deodar trees (Kelu) around the temple, at Kilar, twenty 

of the same kind at Baira, fiftcicn at Katliair, sixty at Bassu, sixty 
at Pinra and sixty at Cbanota : 

Provided always as regards trees noted in the ])ro(^eding clause, 
that they shall not be felled, but that such as fall by natural causes 
shall be at the disposal of tho managers of the shrim; or temple for 
whiclj they are set a[)art, for the j)ur])Ose of repairing the same. 

Provided also that such excepted trees may where necessary be 
marked or the area in which they stand domarcat(‘d. 

(3) All trecis growing on village or other lands under cultivation not ])eing 

forest lands within the meaning of Article II. 

(4) Ortain groves in the vicinity of the town of Chamba, namely, a grove 

of cliil trees between the rivers Ravi and Sao and a grove of sbisham 
trees about two miles from Chamba between the Ravi and the low 
level road to Dalbousie. 

(b) All trees growing vdthin two hundred feet on either side of the publics 
roads hereinafter enumerated or in the vicinity of any spring or well. 
Provided that when such road or spring or well f)a8ses through or is 
situated within a forest which is reserved under the annexed rules this 
clause shall not be held to affect such forest ; but it shall remain in 
all rcsj)ccts as a “ reserved forest ’’ under the rules. The British 
(xovernment on ilicir part engage not to fell trees in such forest within 
two hundred feet of such public road, spring or well without the pre- 
vious consent of the Raja of Chamba.

14. Kilar to Pangi border towards Padar. 

15. „ „ Jurma in British Lahnl. 

VII. — In consideration of the rights and privileges conveyed to the British 
Government by the preceding Articles, th(i British Government agrees to pay 
to Jlis Highness the Raja of Chamba the whole income accruing to the British 
Government under this agreement after deducting therefrom all sums advanced 
for the entire cost of working, supervision, protection and improvement, as 
well as all other charges which are ordinarily to form part of tlie exjienditure con- 
nected with the management of the said forests. 

VIII. — In consideration of the payments made by the British Government 
under Article VII the Raja agrees to keep in good repair all existing roads and 
bridges which arc used as lines of communication with the reserved forests, and 
further to supply a bi-weekly postal service to all forest officers while on duty in 
his territory, 

IX. — (1) Copies of the monthly accounts of income and expenditure in respect 
of the said forests shall be rendered to the Raja, and the annual account of the 
preceding financial year shall be made up and submitted to tlui Raja on or before 
the first day of July of each year and the sum found due in accordance with the 
provisions of Clause VII of this agreement shall be paid to him within the period 
of six months from the close of the financial year to which it relates. 

(2) If when the annual accounts for any financial year are made up, it appears 
that the income derived from the said forests is less than the amount which the 
British Government is, under Clause VII of this agreement, entitled to deduct, 
the Raja, on the submission of the annual accounts to him, shall pay the differ- 
ence between the income and the said amount to be deducted within the period 
of six months from the close of the said financial year, or, should he so desire, 
the said difference shall be deducted from the first revenues realized in the financial 
year following that for which it became due and payable or in subsequent years 
if necessary. 

(3) For the purpose of this clause the expression financial year shall mean 
the year co mm encing on the first day of April. 

X. — ^No fees or other payments except those agreed upon in Article VII shall 
be deiiianded or bo payable by the British Government or its servants on account 
of any forest produce. 

provided that nothing in this clause shall be held to prevent the levy of tolls 
at bridges and ferries or roads, lawfully payable to the Chamba State. 

XI. — This agreement shall continue in force for a term of twenty years com- 
mencing from the first day of May one thousand nine hundred and fogr. On

the expiry of this term it shall be renewable at the pleasure of the British Govern- 
ment for a further term of twenty years, on expiry whereof it shall be again re- 
newable in a like manner until the term of ninety-nine years shall have expired 
counting from the first day of May one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four. 
At the expiry of such term it shall be at the option of the Raja of Ohamba to re- 
new this agreement or enter into a fresh one. Provided always that any revision 
or modification of the payments or node of payment described in Articles VIT 
and IX that may be agreed to by both parties may be made at any time without 
affecting the continuance of this agreement or any of its provisions.

Schedule. 

RULES FOR CHAMBA FORESTS. 

Chapter I. 

Of the Division of Forest Jjand into Reserved and Unreserved. 

1. Clmsifmtion of forests. — There will be two classes of forests, to be called 
reserved and unreserved. The Conservator of Forests, or such other officer as 
he may anthorize in that behalf, may from time to time, but subject always to 
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the exceptions agreed to by the terms of the lease, declare that any forests shall 
be reserved. 

2. Selection and detnareafion of reserveA forest li. — The Conservator of Forests 
or such officer as aforesaid, may indicate by posts or other temporary marks, 
the boundaries which, after local cnqiiiry in concert with an official of the Chamba 
State deputed for the purpose, are in his opinion the true limits of the tracts to 
be reserved, but it shall rest with the Kaja of Chamba in concert with the Con- 
servator of Forests to determine finally the boundaries of such tracts. 

.3. ProceAure after final demarrMion. — ^When the boundaries have been final- 
ly determined as aforesaid, the Forest Officer shall, if the tract is not already 
defined by natural boundaries, demarcate the same by conspicuous boundary 
marks according to the final decision aforesaid. 

Re/iord of boundaries. — A record of the boundaries shall then be prepared, 
accompanied by such maps as may be necessary. The record shall be signed by 
the. Conservator of Forests, and an attested copy shall be sent for dcqiosit to the 
Raja of Chamba. 

4. After final demarcation public notice to he given. — Whenever any forest is 
reserved and finally demarcated under this rule, due notice shall be ])ublicly 
given in the vicinity of such forest and the inhabitants be warned against tres- 
pass or other infringement of the forest rules. 

5. Procedure in including waste or cultivated lands for plantations. — If in any 
case it is d<‘sired to include in reserved forest area any waste or cultivated land 
which is not forest within the meaning of Article IT of the agreement, or to take 
up a plot of such land for the purpose of plantation, such plot shall only be in- 
cluded or taken up with the consent of the Raja of Chamba and after payment 
of such compensation as he may award. After declaration of consimt and yiayment 
of such compensation the plot may be included in the area of a reserved forest or 
demarcated as a separately reserved forest. 

fi. Control of reserved forests. — Reserved forests shall bo under the exclusive 
control of the officer appointed by the British Government to be Conservator of 
Forests in the Punjab, and of such officers subordinate to the Conservator as may 
be appointed by the said Government to the charge of the Chamba Division. 

7. Generd rights to produce in reserved forests. — Except when otherwise ex- 
pressly provided for the British Government sliall have* the extdusive right to 
the produce of such forests. 

8. Management of unreserved forests. — All other forests to which these rules 
apply are called “ unreserved forests.” They will be under the management of 
the Raja of Chamba. 

9. Rights to produce in unreserved forests. — Subject to the protective provision 
hereinafter contained, the unreserved forests are open to the Raja of Chamba 
for his own use, for the exercise of such forest privileges as are allowed by His 
Highness, but not for the purpose of sale and merchandise. Except that the 
Raja may permit the collection and sale of dry and fallen timber and inferior trees 
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for fuel, grass, wild animals, birds, honey, wax, fruit and flowers, taking care 
that such collection is effected in such a manner as not to injure the forest or con- 
travene any specific rule. 


Chapter II. 


Of 'prolection of unreserved forests. 

10. Conservancy of unreserved forests ; acts prohibited. — Unless expressly per- 
mitted by the Raja of Chamba, the following acts arc prohibited in all unreserv- 
ed forests : 


(rt) Breaking up forest land for cultivation. 

(b) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests or negligently per- 

mitting fire to extend thereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood or stumps. 

(d) (hitting out slabs, torches, from the stems of standing trees, barking 

or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring standing trees. 

(c) Lopping off branches of the valuable kinds of trees afterwards enumerat- 
ed, cutting young trees of the valuable kinds if less than four feet in 
girth at three feet from the ground. 

(/) Selling dry and fallen timber and inferior trees for fuel. 

(g) Cutting the valuable kinds of trees detailed below without the written 
permission of the Raja or someone authorized by him to give such 
permission : —

Permission shall not be given for the felling of more than three hundred deo- 
dar trees in the unreserved forests in any one year, and the return of the trees so 
felled shall be annually rendered by the Raja of Chamba to the Conservator of 
Forests. 

Permits to cut deodar trees shall specify the places and time within which 
they must be exercised, and they shall be returned to the official by whom they 
were issued as soon as the time mentioned therein has expired. 


Chapter III. 

Of the protection of reserved forests. 

11. Conservancy of reserved forest . — All prohibitions enumerated in Rule IQ 
shall (7nu tails mutandis) be enforced in reserved forests. 
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In addition thereto the following acts are prohibited in reserved forests 

(h) Traversing a forest except on authorized or public roads and pathways. 

(i) Grazing or trespass by cattle or flocks and driving of cattle or flocks ex- 

cept on public roads and pathways. 

(k) Collecting grass, brushwood or fodder. 

(l) Collecting fallen timber. 

(m) Removing soil, dead leaves, or moss from the forest or collecting gums 

and resins. The collection of wax, honey, madder root, fruit, flow- 
ers, wild animals and birds which is not specifically prohibited in the 
rules is permitted in reserved forests, provided that it is effected by 
some person who is recorded as the responsible right-holder, and 
who is bound to effect such collection without trampling or destroying 
seedlings or young trees, making deep holes in the forest soil, or 
otherwise unnecessarily injuring the forests. 

(n) Kindling a fire in the forests or carrying fire except on an authorised road 

or pathway. 

(o) Carrying any implements for cutting wood or grass except on an author- 

ized road or pathway, and except it is carried in pursuance of a license 
to cut ; and generally no forest rights or privileges of any kind shall 
be exercised in reserved tracts. Provided that the Forest Officer 
may permit the Raja when necessary to take what grass and fuel he 
requires for his personal use, subject to the provision in rule (m). 
Provided also always that if in any case it has not been found practic- 
able when selecting reserved forests to leave a sufficient or convenient- 
ly situated area of forests as unreserved for the exercise of forest pri- 
vileges, or if there are no sufficient grazing grounds in the vicinity 
or if in any other special case it shall be deemed desirable, the exercise 
of certain forest privileges may be allowed in reserved forests. But 
in sucli cases the only privileges to be allowed are — 

(a) (^utting wood for necessary building or agricultural purposes. 

(b) Cutting grass and fodder. 

(c) Grazing cattle and sheep. 

(d) Fuel. 

12. Definition of privileges and conditions of exercise. — When any privileges 
are allowed in a reserved forest under the proviso to the last preceding rule, such 
privileges shall be defined by the Raja of Chamba in concert with the Forest Offi- 
cers and recorded, and the signatures of the ** ilaqua ’* headmen shall be affixed 
to such record. 

Conditions of felling. — All trees felled under such circumstances shall bo so 
pursuant to a written permit granted by the Forest Officer, which shall specify 
the place and conditions of felling, and shall fix a fair and sufficient time for fell- 
ing and removal.

Permits to foil must be returned to the Forest Officer as soon as the time men- 
tioned therein has expired, or as soon as the trees have been felled, if felled be- 
fore the expiry of the time. 

Of other privileges . — Cutting grass, grazing and the collection of fuel may bo 
practised in such portion of the forest as the Forest Officers shall assign for the 
purpose. 

13. Timber required for public works in special cases . — If in any case, in the 
building of any place, public work, bridge, or roadway, His Highness shall 
require timber whic i cannot be conveniently taken from an unreserved forest, 
the Forest Offi(;er shall, if the amount b(‘ reasonable and can be sy)ared without 
injury to tlie forest, give a written permit for the timber to be felled in a reserved 
forest in a suitable and pro]U‘r locality, or timber may be sawn up by the Forest 
Officer and supjdied at cost price at his discretion. 

Closmg unnecessary footpaths in reserved forests . — Whenever any unnecessary 
road or pathway passes through a reserved forest, thus rendering its proper con- 
servancy difficult to maintain, the Forest Officer may, with the consent of the 
Haja, close it against traffic. Due notice of such closing shall be publicly given 
in the vicinity. 


Chapter IV. 

15. Right to timber not covered by a pass . — All timber passing down the rivers 
Chenab and Ravi across the boundary of the Ohamba territory, unless covered 
by a pass from the Conservator of Forests or an authorized subordinate, and un- 
less marked in the manner described in the pass, shall be deemed to be the pro- 
perty of the British Government, and may be taken possession of by the Con- 
servator of Forests or his authorized subordinate. Such timber shall not be re- 
leased until the claimant j)rove his title to the satisfaction of the Conservator or 
his authorized subordinate, and pays the expenses incurred in catching and keep- 
ing the timber. 

16. RemotHil, deMruction and defacement of logs . — No person shall, without 
the permission of the Conservator of Forests or his subordinate, remove, cut up, 
burn, deface the marks of or mark again, any timber whether stranded or float- 
ing : provided that this rule shall not interfere with the privileges of the villagers 
to take for firewood stranded pieces of timber which while not bearing any pro- 
perty mark, or not having been sawn are not, however, to be larger than one 
man can lift by himself. 


Chapter V. 

Of the Punishment of Forest Offences. 

17. Off ernes in unreserved forests . — ^Any person who breaks any rule relating 
to unreserved forests shall be liable to the jurisdiction of the Raja of Chamba for 
punishment according to law. 
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18. Offences in reserved forests . — Any person who breaks any rule relating to 
reserved forests shall be liable, on conviction before the Kaja of Chamba or before 
a Forest Officer invested with magisterial powers under Article V of the agree- 
ment, to fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, or in default of payment, to 
three months’ imprisonment with or without hard labour. Provided always that 
when the act which is a breach of the rules amounts to a serious offence, such as 
mischief or theft, if the case is brought before the Raja he may try the case as 
for such grave offence instead of jirocceding under these rules ; ana if the case is 
brought before a Forest Officer with })owers as aforesaid he may, instead of pro- 
ceeding as for a breach of the rules, forward the (;aso with a written report to the 


Kaja of Chamba, who may try the case 
proper.

Translation of a Sunnud from the Governor-General granting the State of 
SooKEiT to Raja Ooqer Sein, dated 24th October 1846. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British and Sikh Governments 
on the 9th Ma/rch 1846, the hill country has come into the possession of the Honor- 
able Com])any ; and whereas Raja Ooger Sein, Chief of Sookeit, the highly dig- 
nified, evinced his sincere attachment and devotion to the British Government ;

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the State of Sookiet comprised within the same boundaries as at the commence- 
ment of the British occupation, together with full administrative powers within 
the same, is now granted by the British Government to him and the heirs male 
of his body by his Ranee, from generation to generation. On failure of such 
heirs, any other male heir who may be proved to the British Government to be 
next of kin to the Raja shall obtain the above State, with administrative powers. 

Be it known to the Raja that the British Government shall be at liberty to 
remove any one from the Guddeo of Sookeit who may prove to be of worthless 
character and incapable of properly conducting the administration of his State, 
and to appoint such other nearest heir of the Raja to succeed him as may be cap- 
able of the administration of the State and entitled to succeed. The Raja, or 
any one as above described who may succeed him, shall abide by the following 
terms entered in this Sunnud, viz . : — 

1st . — The Raja shall pay annually into the treasury of Simla and Subathoo 
eleven thousand Company’s Rupees as nuzzuranah by two instalments ; the 
first instalment on the 1st of June, corresponding with Jeth, and the second 
instalment on the 1st of November, corresponding with Kartic. 

2nd . — He shall not levy tolls and duties on goods imported and exported, but 
shall consider it incumbent on him to protect bankers and traders within his State, 

Srd . — He shall construct roads within his territory not less than 12 feet in 
width, and keep them in repair. 

4th.~~0r\ the breaking out of disturbances he shall, together with his troops 
and hill porters, whenever required, join the British army, and be rciady to 
execute whatever orders may be issued to him by the British authorities and 
supply provisions according to his means. 

5th . — He shall refer to the British Courts whatever disj)ute may arise between 
him and any other chief. 

6lh. — I’he Raja shall not alienate any ]>ortion of the lands of the said territory 
without the knowledge and consent of the British Government, nor transfer it 
by way of mortgage. 

7th . — He shall so put a stop to the ])racticcs of slave-dealing, suttee, female 
infanticide, and the burning or drowning of lepers, which are opposed to British 
laws, that no one shall venture in future to revive them. 

It behoves the Raja not to encroach beyond the boundaries of his State on 
the territory of any other Chief, but to abide by the terms of this Sunnud, and 
adopt such measures as may tend to the welfare of his jieojde, the prosperity of 
his country, and the improvement of the soil, and ensure the administration of 
even-handed justice to the aggrieved, the restoration to the people of their just 
rights, and the security of the roads. He shall not subject his people to extor- 
tion, but kee]> them always contented. The subjects of the State of Sookeit 
shall regard the Raja and his successors as above described to be the sole proprietor 
of that territory, and never refuse to pay him the revenue duo by them, but re- 
obedient to him and act up to his just orders, 
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Translation of a Draft of a Perwannah in favour of Ahmed Buksh, Khan 
Bahadoor, dated 4tli May 1806. 

Adverting to the merit of your services and attachment to the British interests, 
the Bight Honourable General Lord Lake, Commander-in-Chief, conferred on 
you an istimrauree (permanent) grant of the Mehals of Ferozepore, Jherkeh, and 
the Tuppahs Saungris, Botahanna, Nujhoor, and Nugeena, including the customs, 
as well as land revenue of them, excepting such gardens and ayma jaghire, punar- 
thee, and other rent-free lands, as have been long disposed of, and other fixed 
and established daily allowances, etc., on condition that you require no aid from 
the British Government, and that you settle the affairs of the mehals with your 
own troops, and that you be charged with the expense of providing for the main- 
tenance and support of Khanja Hanjee and other dependants of the late Mirza 
Nusseeroolla Beg Khan, and provided also that you furnish on occasions of exi- 
gency, to the aid of the British Government, a party of 50 troopers, and that 
you always remain steadfast in your attachment and good will to the British Gov- 
ernment. 

The British Government having become acquainted with your character and 
disposition, and with the merit of your services and attachment to its interest, 
from the communications of the Bight Honourable the Commander-in-Chief, 
has now been pleased to reward those services by confirming to you and your heirs 
in perpetuity, from generation to generation, the whole of the mehals above men- 
tioned, including both land revenue and the sayer duties, with the deductions 
and under the conditions however above specified, from the beginning of the 
Fussul Bubbee of 1213 Fuslee Era (answering to September 1805). From that 
time the British Government will have no concern whatever with those mehals, 
which will always remain in your possession, and that of your descendants ; as 
those lands require the exercise of arbitrary power, no complaints will be receiv- 
ed from the inhabitants of them. 

Entertaining a proper sense of gratitude for this distinguished favour, you 
will continue to manifest attachment to the British Government, and your exer- 
tions to promote its interests. 

In this consists your own advantage and welfare.

Treaties, Engagements and Sanads 

relating to 

Delhi. 


W IIF'iN the Nawab of Oiidh atteia])te(l the invasion of Bengal in 
1700, he took with liiin the son of the Emperor Alamgir II, whom 
his father had invested with the Snbadari of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. 
Alamgir was mnrdered in 1759, and intelligen(‘e of this reacdied his son 
early in 1700. He assumed the title of Shah Alam, and conferred the 
office of Wazir on the Nawab of Ondh, in whose hands he was virliially 
a prisoner. The Nawab Wazir\s attempted invasioTt was defeated in 
January 17(il, and Shah Alam went over to the English (hnnp. 

In the same year Ahmad Shah Abdali detVated the Malirattas at 
Panipat, proclaimed Shall Alam Emperor, and invited him to (*ome to 
Delhi to take possession of his throne. After making an offer to the 
English of the Diwani of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, Shah Alam inarched 
towards Delhi, but found himself unable to advance furthei’ than Allaha- 
bad, where he again joined forces with the Nawab Wazir, and accom- 
panied him in his renewed attempt at the invasion of Bengal, which 
ended in disaster at the battle of Buxar in October 1704. Shah Alam, 
despairing of regaining his throne through the aid of the Nawab Wazir, 
again went over to the English. 

The subsequent proposal to depose the Nawab of Oudli and put the 
Emperor in possession of his territories, with the exception of (Ihazipur 
and Benares which the Emperor granted (No. 1) to the Fhiglish, was 
severely condemned by the Court of Directors as burdensome and jiro- 
fitless. Hence, in 1765, the Nawab was restored to his dominions* in- 
cluding the districts of Ghazipur and Benares, The districts of Allaha- 
bad and Kara however were left in possession of the Emperor. 

Shah Alam continued to reside at Allahabad, though keenly desirous 
of establishing himself at Delhi. The Mahrattas were again overriuin- 
ing upper India in order to re-establish the influence they had lost at 
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Paiiipat : aiul, for the easier accomplishment of their desif^ns, they under- 
took to replace Shah Alain on the throne. Oontiiiry to ihe advice of the 
lliitish, Shah Alain agreed to place himself in their hands. The Em- 
peror was led into Delhi in all pomp on the 25th December 1771, Imt he 
was a mere l>nppet in the hands of the Mahrattas. 

In 177‘J the Mahrattas extorted from the Emperor a grant of the pro- 
vinces of Allahabad and Kara, bnt the Imperial Deputy at Allahabad 
applied for leave to put them under British protection, as the King had 
been compelled, while a prisoner, to grant the sanads. The districts 
were, in the following year, sold to the Wazir of Oudh for fifty lakhs of 
rupees. 

The Emperor remained a State prisoner in the hands of Ihe Mahrattas 
till 1(S0‘1, when he was released by Lord Lake and brought under the 
protection of the British (xoverninent. All the teiritories and resources 
assigned for his support by the Mahrattas were continued to him, and 
a pet uniary provision, fixed at Its. G0,000 but afterwards incjeased to 
Its. 1,00,000 a month, was granted in addition. Shah Alam died on the 
10th November 1800, and was succeeded by Akbar vShah, who was suc- 
t^eeded in 1857 by his eldest son, Bahadur Shah. The movements (»f the 
King were (confined to the neighbourhood of Delhi, and he was not allowed 
to confer titles, or to issue a (uirreucy; but he had the control of civil and 
criminal justice within the palace. 

When the mntiny of 1857 broke out, the mutineers in Delhi ajiplied 
¥0 the King, Bahadur Shah, to put himself at the head of the movement. 
At first his (umdiicl was most vacillating, but he subsequently identified 
himself with the rebel cause. After the fall of Delhi, he was captured 
and tried on the charges of, Jst, aiding and abetting the mutiny of British 
troops; 2ndj encouraging and assisting diverse persons in waging war 
against the British (Government ; 3rd, assuming the sovereignty of India ; 
4th, (causing and being accessory to the murder of Christians. The ex- 
King was convicted on all of the charges, and was removed to Rangoon, 
where he died on the 7th November 1862. 

During the mutiny of 1857, when communication between Delhi and 
Agra and (Calcutta was for the most part cut off, the administration of the 
Delhi and Hissar territories was assumed hy the Chief Commissioner of 
the Punjab, and after the restoration of peace these distrii^ts were finally 
placed under the control of the Punjab Government. As regards the 
chiefs in this territory, see Punjab, Part II. 

No events of outstanding importance occurred in the period from 1857 
to 1911, during w^hich the Delhi district remained under the administra- 
tion of the Punjab. 

On the occasion of the Coronation Darbar held at Delhi on the 12th 
December 1911, Delhi was proclaimed the Capital of India. Subsequently 
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on the 1st October 1912 the new Province of Delhi, consisting of the old 
Delhi tahsil and the thaiia of Mahraiili, was const i tilted and jilaced 
under the local administration of a Chief ( -ounnissioner diieidly vsubor- 
diuate to the Government of India, (ib villages from the adjoining 
distrii^t of Meerut in the United Pr(>viiic,es were added to the (*n(dave 
on the Ist April 1915. 

The Government of India took up their permanent residence in Delhi 
as the winter capital of India on the 2f1rd December 1912. 

On the formation of the new Delhi Province the Stales of Loharu, 
Pataudi, Dujaiia and Kalsia, whi(‘,h were formerly under the political 
superintendence of the Commissioner of the Delhi Division, were trans- 
ferred to the jiolitical charge of the (knnniissiomu* rd‘ the Ambala Divi- 
sion (.s'cc Punjab, I’art II). 
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Proposals made by the King Shah Aalum, and enclosed in a letter from Major 
Hector Munro to the President and Council at Bengal, dated from the 
Camp at Benares, the 22nd of November 1764. 

If this country is to be kept, put me in possession of it, and leave a small de- 
tachment of the tioops with me, to show that I am protected by the English, 
and they shall be at my expense ; that if any enemy come at any time against 
me, I will make such connections in the country, that, with my own treops, and 
the aforementioned small detachment, will defend the country, without any fur- 
ther assistance from the English, and I will pay them, of the revenues of the coun- 
try, what sum they shall demand yearly. If the English will, contrary to their 
ini (‘rest, make peace with the Vizier, I will go to Delhi ; for I cannot think of re- 
turning again into the hands of a man who has used me so ill. I have no friends 
t depend on more than the English ; their former behaviour to me will nmke me 
ever respect and regard them. Now is their time to be in possession of a country 
abounding with riches and treasure ; I shall be satisfied with what(‘ver share they 
please of it. The Rohillas were always enemies to the im])erious Vizier. They 
are all my friends. 


Articles to be executed by the King, enclosed in a letter from the President 
and Council at Bengal to Major Hector Munro, (\)mmander-in-Chief 
of the Array, sent the Gth of December 1764. 

Tn consideration of the assistance and fidelity of the English Company, which 
has freed us from the inconveniences we laboured under, and strengthened the 
foundations of the Empire which God has given us, we have been graciously pleased 
to grant to the English Company our Royal favours according to the following 
Articles, which shall remain firm both in present and in future. 

As the English Company have been put to great expense and their affairs 
exi) 03 ed to danger by the war which the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah, unjustly, and 
contrary to our Royal pleasure, waged against them, we have therefore assigned 
to them the country of Ghauzepoor and the rest of the zemindarry of Bulwunt 
Sing, belonging to the Nizaraut of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlali : and the regu- 
lation, and government thereof, we have given to their disposal in the same man- 
ner as it was in the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah^s. The aforesaid Rajah having 
settled terms with the Chiefs of the English Company, is, according thereto, to 
Day the revenues to the Company ; and the amount shall not belong to the books 
of the Royal tevenue, but shall be expunged from them. 

The army of the English Company, having joined our standard, shall put us 
in possession of Illiabad and the rest of the countries belonging to the Nizamut 
of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah ; and the revenues, excepting those of Rajah 
Bulwunt’s zemindany, shall be in our entire management and disposal. 
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As the English Company will be at a further expense in putting us in posses* 
sion of Illiabad and the rest of the Nizamut of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah, we 
will therefore, as we get possession, grant to them out of our treasury, such a 
proportion of the revenues as the exigencies of our affairs will admit of ; and when 
we are put in full possession, we will reimburse the whole expenses of the Com* 
pany in tliis business from the time of their joining our Eoyal standard.

As the English Company have been put to great expense and their affaire 
exposed to danger by the war which the Nabob Shujah-ul-DowJah, unjustly, and 
contrary to our Royal pleasure, waged against them, we have therefore assigned 
to them the country of Ghauzepoor, and the rest of the zemindarry of Rajah Bui* 
wunt Singh, belonging to the Nizamut of the Nabob Shujah-ul-DowIah ; and 
the regulation and government thereof we have given to their disposal, in the 
same manner as it was in the Nabob Shujah>ul-Dowlah*s. The aforesaid Rajah 
having settled terms with the Chiefs of the English Company is according thereto, 
to pay the revenues to the Company. 

The army of the English Company having joined our standard, shall put us 
in possession of Illiabad, and the rest of the countries belonging to the Nizamut 
of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah ; and the revenues, excepting those of Rajah 
Bulwunt’s zemindarry, shall be in our entire management and disposal. 

It becomes the Company to show their grateful sense of our Royal favours 
and to exert themselves to the utmost in the proper management and regulation 
of the country ; to encourage and befriend our subjects, to punish the conten- 
tious, and expel the rebellious from their territories. They must use their best 
endeavours to promote the welfare of our people, the ryots, and other inhabi- 
tants ; to prohibit the use of things of an intoxicating nature, and such as are 
forbidden by the Law of God ; in driving out enemies, in deciding causes, and 
settling matters agreeably to the rules of Mahomed and the Law of the Empire ; 
so that the inhabitants may apply themselves, with peace of mind and satisfac- 
tion, to the cultivation of the country, and the exercise of other their professions... 
and that the weak may not labour under oppression and violence. They will 
consider these as our strict injunctions.
